An  Ordinance  to  encourage  and  foster  the  introduction  and  perma- 
nence of  Steam  Ferry  Communication  between  the  wharf  a-t  the  foot 
of  Broadway  and  the  wharf  at  the  foot  of  Haubert  street,  Locust 
Point. 

Whereas,  the  want  of  a  regular  and  permanent 
steam  ferry  communication  between  East  Baltimore 
and  Locust  Point  has  long  been  felt  by  the  citizens 
residing  and  doing  business  in  those  sections  ;  and 
whereas,  it  lias  been  clearly  demonstrated  that  with- 
out some  aid,  by  the  means  of  free  wharfage  or 
otherwise,  from  the  corporate  authorities,  the  said 
steam  ferry  communication  cannot  be  successfully 
kept  up  ;  and  whereas,  in  all  other  cities  of  any 
magnitude  private  enterprises  of  this  kind  have  al- 
ways received  the  fostering  care  of  the  corporation,

thereby  not  only  facilitating  the  business  relations 
and  conveniences  of  the  people,  but  at  the  same 
time  enhancing  the  value  of  property  in  the  respec- 
tive localities,  in  consequence  of  which  the  receipts 
into  the  city  treasury  by  the  means  of  taxation 
are  t>>  a  corresponding  extent  augmented;  there- 
tore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  so  soon 
as  the  Commissioners  of  Finance  shall  become  satis- 
fied that  some  responsible  party  or  parties  shall  be 
able  and  willing  to  establish  and  keep  up  a  daily 
Rteam  ferry  communication,  by  means  of  one  or  more 
steam  ferry  boats  of  sufficient  capacity  and  power 
:<>  convey  passengers  and  vehicles  from  the  wharf 
at  the  southern  terminus  of  Broadway  to  the  wharf 
at  t\\o  foot  of  Haubert  street,  at  Locust  Point,  in 
accordance  with  the  conditions  herein  set  forth, 
they  shall,  upon  receiving  sufficient  security  from 
said  party  or  parties  for  the  faithful  performance  of 
said  conditions,  enter  into  a  written  contract  and 
covenant  for  the  term  of  five  years  from  the  date 
thereof  with  said  party  or  parties,  authorizing  and  Endg  of 

empowering  him  or  them   to  occupy  and  use  exclu- wharves.

portion  of  the  wharves  not  used  for  the  accommoda- 
tion of  the  steam  ferry  boats. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  further  enacted  and  ordain- 
ed, That  for  any  violation  of  the  provisions  of  this 
ordinance,  in  not  running  the  boats  at  the  times, 
and  for  the  respective  fares  mentioned  in  the  third 
section  of  this  act,  and  for  the  collection  of  wharf- 
age of  any  kind,  or  a  refusal  to  convey  fire  engines 
and  assistants  free  of  expense,  the  party  or  parties

to  do,  shall  forfeit  and  pay  twenty  dollars  for  each 
and  every  offence,  to  be  collected  as  other  fines  and 
forfeitures  are  now  collected,  and  shall  forfeit  and 
make  void  the  contract,  and  covenant  hereunto 
agreed  to.

An  Ordinance  to  regulate  the  storage  of  Crude  "Rock  or  Earth  Oil, 
Petroleum,  Kerosene,  Naptha  and  Benzone. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That  it  shall 
Oils  unlaw-  not  be  lawful  for  any  person  or  persons  to  keep  on 
storage  or  for  sale,  within  the  limits  of  the  city  of 
Baltimore,  any  crude  Rock  or  Earth  Oils,  Petrol- 
eum, Kerosene,  Naptha  and  Benzone,  except  as 
hereinafter  provided. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
crude  Rock  or  Earth  Oils,  Coal  Oil  and  Petroleum 
Oil  may  be  stored  or  kept  for  sale  in  stores  or 
^ot  more  "buildings,  other  than  dwelling  houses,  in  quanti- 
ties not  more  than  one  barrel  in  any  one  building, 
provided  it  be  kept  in  metallic  packages.

And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That 
no  crude  Rock  or  Earth  Oils,  Petroleum,  Kerosene, 
Naptha  or  Benzone  shall  be  placed  in  any  lot  or 
yard  and  remain  therein  over  twenty-four  hours,  h^f147"*"011* 
without  first  obtaining  the  consent  of  the  Mayor, 
and  all  the  property  holders  within  two  hundred 
feet,  provided  that  this  section  shall  not  apply  to 
manufacturers,  refiners  or  distillers.

Whereas,  an  impression  exists  to  some  extent  preambie 
that  the  bonds  of  the  city  authorized  to  be  issued 
in  ordinance  No.  60,  approved  August  18,  1862,  to 
the  amount  of  three  hundred  and  fifty  thousand 
dollars  ;  also  those  authorized  in  Ordinance  No. 
62,  approved  September  9th,  1862,  for  a  similar 
amount,  making  together  the  sum  of  seven  hun- 
dred thousand  dollars,  will  all  be  issued  and  sold 
in  the  market  ;  and  whereas,  but  a  small  portion

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MAYOR'S  MESSAGE. 


Mayor's  Office — City  Hall, 
»  Baltimore,  January  22,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

We  have  passed  through  the  most  serious  trials  in  the  last 
twelve  months. 

The  dreadful  infatuation  of  dismembering  this  glorious 
Union  is  horrible  to  contemplate.  That  there  were  many 
amongst  us  who  had  this  end  in  view  cannot  be  doubted. 
Prompted  by  the  demon  spirit  of  ambition,  they  lured  others 
into  the  design  of  destroying  the  most  beneficent  Government 
on  earth.  The  storm  gathered  and  spent  its  fury  on  the  19th 
of  April  last,  and  it  would  be  folly  to  say  that  we  owe  our  de- 
liverance to  our  own  strength. 

But  for  the  firmness  of  Governor  Hicks — to  whom  every 
Marylander  owes  a  lasting  debt  of  gratitude — and  the  counsels 
of  wise  men  at  the  seat  of  government,  Baltimore  this  day 
would,  indeed,  be  a  blackened  ruin,  and  hex  inhabitants  a 
wandering,  distracted  and  unhappy  people. 

The  Annual  Message  I  present  for  your  consideration  may  be 
deficient  in  many  particulars  :  my  inexperience  must  claim  for 
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it  your  indulgence.  I  shall  give  you  a  plain  and  concise  view 
of  facts  as  they  present  themselves  to  my  mind.  I  would  re- 
spectfully ask  the  appointment  of  a  special  committee  to  ex- 
amine every  department  of  the  city  government,  and  place  on 
record  their  exact  condition.  I  shall  be  pleased  to  co-operate 
in  this  labor,  and  assist  in  establishing  the  most  judicious  re- 
trenchment in  all  the  departments. 

The  financial  condition  of  the  city  is  in  a  most  healthy  state, 
considering  the  dreadfully  depressed  condition  of  all  the  differ- 
ent business  interests.  This  is  mainly  owing  to  the  experi- 
ence, energy  and  ability  of  the  able  officer  who  fills  the  posi- 
tion of  Register.  The  changes  in  the  Executive  chair  of  the 
city  have  been  so  frequent  within  the  last  twelve  months,  'that 
the  entire  responsibility  of  the  finances  of  the  city  have  de- 
volved upon  him,  and  they  have  been  managed  with  great 
ability. 

You  will  receive  his  report  in  a  few  days,  which  will  furnish 
you  a  detailed  statement  of  the  financial  condition  of  the 
city. 

The  Comptroller  has  faithfully  contributed  his  quota  in  pro- 
tecting the  city  from  extravagance  and  loss.  His  report  will 
furnish  much  interesting  information. 

From  an  examination  of  the  Collector's  report  it  appears  that 
notwithstanding  the  embarrassed  condition  of  affairs  the  collec- 
tion of  taxes  in  1861  compares  favorably  with  1860.  The  Col- 
lector attributes  this  favorable  result  to  the  separation  of  per- 
sonal from  real  property  by  Ordinance  No.  9,  approved  April, 
1861. 

This  measure,  devised  by  the  Comptroller,  is  highly  approv- 
ed by  the  Collector,  his  experience  being  that  a  postponed  per- 
sonal tax  is  equal  to  a  surrender  of  that  interest. 

It  is  evident  that  the  city  will  be  compelled  to  rely  mainly 
upon  this  department  to  meet  its  engagements  the  present 
year.     It  will,  therefore,  be  our  imperative  duty  to  examine 
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thoroughly  and  bring  out  every  interest  not  taxed  and  subject 
it  to  its  portion  of  the  expenses  of  the  city. 

The  City  Commissioners  have  not  exceeded  their  appropria- 
tion, except  in  one  instance — for  the  repair  of  paved  streets — 
and  then  with  the  approval  of  the  Mayor.  They  claim  to  have 
labored  assiduously  and  to  have  accomplished  a  large  amount 
of  work  in  keeping  the  streets  in  good  order.  Their  paving 
rates  seem  to  be  much  less  than  has  been  heretofore  paid,  but 
I  imagine  this  is  owing  to  increased  competition  amongst  the 
pavers.  A  greater  portion  of  their  time  has  been  occupied  in 
the  back  basin  and  fall 8,  and  this  is  really  the  place  where  their 
labors  can  be  more  serviceable  than  any  other. 

This  basin  was  made  for  the  distinct  purpose  of  receiving 
the  sediment  which  comes  down  Jones'  Falls  and  Harford  Run, 
and  if  kept  nine  feet  deep,  (which  the  ordinance  requires.)  as 
high  as  the  first  bridge  on  the  Falls,  will  render  immense  ser- 
vice to  the  main  channel  in  the  front  basin,  by  preventing  the 
sediment  from  flowing  out  into  that  channel.  This  basin,  be- 
ing made  for  this  purpose,  presents  great  facilities  for  the  col- 
lection of  this  sediment,  and  I  should  advise  that  one  steam 
dredging  machine  be  kept  there  continually. 

I  recommend  these  joint  reports  to  you  careful  attention. 

WATER  WORKS. 

This  stupendous  work  was  commenced  some  four  years  ago 
and  steadily  progressed  under  wise  administration,  and  was 
nearly  completed  twelve  months  since,  when  those  who  origi- 
nated it  went  out  of  power.  Great  credit  is  due  to  its  projec- 
tors. The  present  supply  is  estimated  t<>  be  sufficient  for  a 
population  i  00.    The  principal  lake  is  placed  at  the  most 

available  point  for  the  introduction  of  the  waters  of  the  Gun- 
powder Falls  wlo-n  required  by  the  increased  population  of  the 
city.  The  desire  to  claim  tin.1  credit  of  the  completion  of  this 
great  work  is  a  compliment  to  those  who  originated  it.  The 
entire  cost,  including  the  property  of  the  old  works,  is  .s,'],T00,- 
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000.  The  property  of  the  old  works,  consisting  of  vacant  lots, 
si  estimated  to  be  worth  $200,000,  making  a  net  cost  of  $3,500, 
000  for  the  new  works.  The  interest  on  this  amount  is  $210, 
000.  Expenses  for  the  past  year  $10,000.  The  revenue  for 
the  year  1861  was  $180,000,  leaving  a  deficiency  of  $40,000. 
This  work,  conferring  such  immense  benefits  on  the  city  and 
its  inhabitants,  ought  to  be  self-sustaining,  and  it  has  conse- 
quently occupied  the  united  attention  of  the  Board,  who  have 
produced  the  following  rates  of  water  rents  as  being  best  suit- 
ed to  that  end  : 

A  private  family  in  a  house  over  22  feet  front $15 

Over  17  and  not  over  22  feet 12 

Over  Hand  not  over  17  feet 9 

Under  14  feet 6 

For  each  additional  family  (extra) , 2 

For  warehouses  10 

These  rates,  coming  from  the  Board,  who  are  practically  ac- 
quainted with  the  workings  of  the  Department,  are  entitled  to 
your  strict  examination. 

They  also  suggest  a  rate  of  taxes  which  they  term  the 
Water  and  Fire  Ping  rate. 

Lot,  with  buildings  over  22  feet  front,  4  stories  high,  $5 

"               "           22  feet  front  and  under  4  stories,  4 

"                "           17  feet  front  and  not  over  22  feet,  3 

"                "           14  feet  front  and  not  over  17  feet,  2

The  fire  plug  tax  is  imposed  from  the  protection  to  pro* 
perty  from  fires  by  the  introduction  of  this  abundant  supply  of 
water,  and  seems  perfectly  justifiable,  as  the  Fire  Department 
would  be  to  an  extent  useless  without  a  full  supply  of  water. — 
This  tax  will  be  abated  when  water  is  introduced  into  the 
premises. 

An  impression  exists  with  some  gentlemen  of  great  exper- 
ience that  the  present  rates  had  better  not  be  changed,  they 
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appearing  to  give  general  satisfaction.  In  that  case  it  will  be 
necessary  to  impose  the  fire  plug  tax  on  the  20,000  houses  not 
using  water,  which  will  bring  in  a  revenue  of  860,000. 

I  commend  this  report  to  your  early  attention,  and  I  desire 
to  impress  upon  your  minds  the  necessity  of  making  a  work 
furnishing  such  important  benefits  to  this  community,  self-sus- 
taining. 

The  Commissioner  of  Health  calls  our  attention  to  the  sew- 
erage system  as  one  likely  to  produce  very  bad  results  in  en- 
gendering disease,  if  not  properly  attended  to.  The  sewer 
clown  Central  avenue  is  flat  bottomed,  which  allows  the  collec- 
tion of  stagnant  water  in  all  portions  of  this  flat  surface  wher- 
ever it  is  depressed  in  the  least.  Any  alteration  in  this  structure 
at  this  time  is  impossible,  but  I  do  recommend  in  all  cases  in 
the  construction  of  tunnels  in  future  that  the  centre  of  the  floor 
of  a  tunnel  of  this  size  shall  be  at  least  two  feet  lower  than  the 
sides,  the  ascent  to  the  sides  being  a  smooth  plane,  so  that  as 
the  water  diminishes  after  rains  it  may  tend  to  the  centre, 
leaving  the  sides  to  dry  while  t\\Q  water  is  fresh.  This  rule  to 
be  observed  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  tunnel.  A  strict 
observance  of  this  rule  will  almost,  if  not  entirely,  remove  the 
nuisance. 

I  would  further  recommend  that  this  sewer  and  others  of  a 
similar  character  be  thorousrhlv  examined  during  cold  weather, 
and  that  every  obstacle  to  the  free  passage  of  water  be  re- 
moved, so  that  rains  may  serve  a  good  purpose  in  freeing  them 
from  pestilential  matter.  A  plentiful  supply  of  copperas — a 
cheap  article — scattered  over  the  surface  and  left  to  dissolve 
gradually,  would  serve  a  good  purpose.  The  inhabitants  living 
on  the  line  of  these  structures  enlist  our  sympathy. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  unpaved  streets  as  producing  an- 
other great  source  of  disease  and  epidemic,  and  more  particu- 
larly to  that  portion  immediately  north  and  bordering  on  the 
back  basin.  This  locality  has  for  a  long  time  been  a  nuisance, 
and  1  think  ought  to  be  so  declared,  and  ordered  to  be  paved. 
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He  also  recommends  the  filling  up  of  the  back  basin.  The 
right  to  this  property  was  granted  to  the  city  in  1814,  on  cer- 
tain conditions,  and  if  these  conditions  are  further  violated 
they  may  involve  suits  of  great  magnitude.  This  property  is 
immensely  valuable  to  the  lumber  interest,  and  returns  the 
city  a  handsome  revenue.  It  is  entitled  to  much  more  atten- 
tion than  it  has  ever  received. 

I  recommend  the  construction  of  a  sewer  from  its  east  end 
directly  down  Caroline  street  into  the  front  basin.  I  would 
also  direct  your  attention  to  the  condition  of  Harford  Run  be- 
low Eastern  avenue.  This  run,  in  its  present  condition,  is  a 
nuisance,  and  ought  to  be  tunnelled  to  the  back  basin. 

In  1855,  it  was  put  under  contract,  and  some  of  the  work 
done,  but  was  shortly  abandoned,  and  is  now  in  a  very  bad 
condition. 

Your  attention  is  called  to  the  necessity  of  purchasing  ground 
further  from  the  city  for  a  Potter's  Field.  The  one  now  in  use  is 
inside  the  city  limits,  and  can  be  sold  for  much  more  than  it 
will  take  to  purchase  one  further  from  the  city. 

The  attention  of  our  citizens  is  particularly  called  to  the  ne- 
cessity of  vaccination.  The  Vaccine  Physicians  are  instructed 
to  call  at  every  house  in  their  respective  wards,  and  if  not  al- 
lowed to  perform  their  duty,  they  will  at  least  remind  our  cit- 
izens of  their  duty  to  themselves  and  families.  This  dreadful 
disease  is  now  raging  in  the  District  of  Columbia. 

The  Almshouse  report  has  not  as  yet  been  received,  but  will 
be  presented  in  a  few  days.  The  poor  have,  no  doubt,  been 
cared  for  as  well  as  the  condition  of  things  will  admit.  The 
house  is  in  a  dilapidated  condition  and  is  too  small  for  the 
number  that  present  themselves  for  admission.  The  rooms  are 
crowded  and  uncomfortable,  presenting  an  unpleasant  reflec- 
tion when  contrasted  with  the  inmates  of  the  jail.  The  poor 
man  is  poorly  housed,  whilst  the  criminal  occupies  a  superb 
edifice. 
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I  conceive  it  to  be  my  imperative  duty  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  completion  of  that  portion  of  the  new  Almshouse  now 
under  contract  at  as  early  a  period  as  the  public  interest  will 
allow.  We  are  paying  for  rent  and  insurance  on  the  building 
now  in  use  $12,500  yearly.  We  are  also  paying  for  the  in- 
sane poor  in  Mount  Hope  and  the  Maryland  Hospital  $11,900 
yearly,  making  in  all  $24,400.  That  portion  of  the  new 
building  under  contract,  and  an  additional  wing  for  the  accom- 
modation of  the  insane  poor,  can  be  constructed  for  $180,000. 
This  amount  can  be  borrowed  at  G  per  cent,  and  paid  for  by 
the  sale  of  94  acres  of  old  Almshouse  land,  when  times  im- 
prove. If  the  contractors  are  allowed  to  go  on  and  complete 
their  contracts,  I  am  convinced  that  the  city  will  save  at  least 
$10,000  every  year.  If  the  contractors  are  not  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed, heavy  suits  will  be  brought  against  the  city,  and  must 
be  ably  defended  or  lost.  The  site  purchased  from  Mr.  Golds- 
borough,  is,  I  believe,  perfectly  healthy,  but  I  have  always 
had  an  objection  to  it  in  consequence  of  its  not  being  more 
elevated.  This  ground  can  be  exchanged  with  the  Canton  Com- 
pany for  an  elevated  and  beautiful  site,  commanding  a  fine  view 
of  the  city,  river  and  bay,  and  an  extended  view  of  the  sur- 
rounding country.  Eastern  avenue,  80  feet  wide,  will  run 
along  the  base  of  the  hill  on  the  south,  and  the  Philadelphia 
Railroad  touches  it  on  the  north.  Pure  water  from  the  city 
works  can  be  placed  in  the  building  for  six  thousand  dollars, 
by  estimate. 

I  have  felt  it  my  duty  to  give  you  this  view  of  the  subject, 
feeling  assured  that  the  result  will  justify  the  change  of  loca- 
tion. 

The  Report  from  the  Marine  Hospital  is  limited  in  its  char- 
acter, and  does  not  present  full  particulars  as  to  its  wants  and 
condition.  The  Comptroller  informs  me  that  the  interest  of 
the  city  would  be  materially  served  by  employing  a  married 
man  as  a  Steward,  his  wife  to  act  in    the   capacity  of  Matron, 

and  to  board  the  boatmen.     Your  committee  will  examine  this 
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institution,  and  recommend  such  improvements  as  they  deem 
expedient. 

I  take  great  pleasure  in  calling  your  attention  to  the  Report 
of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools.  The  perfection  we 
have  attained  in  this  department  is  not  surpassed  by  any  city 
in  the  Union.  The  leading  spirits  engaged  in  this  cause  are 
interested  heart  and  hand  in  its  success,  and  will  advise  and 
recommend  such  improvements  as  their  practical  experience 
may  deem  expedient.  Our  attendance  at  their  annual  com- 
mencements fill  us  with  respect  and  esteem  for  them  in  their 
self-sacrificing  labors. 

The  House  of  Refuge  deserves  your  most  liberal  encourage- 
ment. Its  annual  exhibitions  call  forth  the  most  profound 
gratitude  to  its  founders  from  every  heart  that  has  known  what 
ib  is  to  be  friendless  in  early  life.  I  shall  never  forget  the 
beautiful  song,  "Mother,  watch  the  little  feet,"  as  sung  by  one 
of  its  inmates  in  the  presence  of  the  City  Council  two  years 
since. 

Our  city  jail  is  so  complete  in  its  arrangements,  that  it  in- 
vites the  most  systematic  management.  The  report  of  this 
institution  deserves  a  careful  examination.  The  Warden  dis- 
charges his  duties  with  zeal  and  ability. 

I  think  it  can  be  safely  said  that  our  Fire  Department  is  un- 
equalled in  the  world.  A  city  of  250,000  inhabitants,  where 
insurance  is  effected  to  the  amount  of  $120,000,000,  to  have  a 
loss  of  but  $60,000  in  one  year,  is  almost  incredible,  and  chal- 
lenges a  parallel.  By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Commis- 
sioners, you  will  find  that  they  are  not  unmindful  of  the  ne- 
cessity of  economy.  They  ask  that  the  erection  of  factories 
for  the  manufacture  of  certain  burning  fluids  may  be  prohibi- 
ted. A  change  from  the  Washington  engine  house  to  the 
Watchman  engine  house,  now  vacant,  will  be  beneficial. 

The  management  of  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Bailroad  is 
able,  and  has  produced  important  results.  The  road  at  present 
claims  our  united  efforts  to  place  it  in  a  working  condition  at 
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the  earliest  moment.  The  uncertainty  of  time  at  which  the 
read  can  be  opened  through  Virginia,  convinces  me  that  it 
ought  to  be  placed  under  contract  through  Washington  coun- 
ty, Maryland,  at  once.  The  portion  of  road  destroyed  by  the 
Rebels  is  that  which,  leaving  Harper's  Ferry,  dips  deep  into 
Virginia  for  thirty-five  miles,  and  returns  again  to  the  Mary- 
land line  at  Fort  Frederick. 

The  original  survey  of  the  road  was  through  Washington 
county,  from  Harper's  Ferry  to  Fort  Frederick,  by  way  of 
Sharpsburg  and  Williamsport. 

To  repair  that  portion  of  the  road  destroyed  will  cost  $500,- 
000.  The  line  of  road  through  Washington  county  will  be 
thirty-five  miles  long,  which,  at  eighteen  thousand  dollars  per 
mile,  will  amount  to  $630,000.  The  Western  Maryland  Road 
costs  that  much  per  mile.  Washington  county  is  the  third 
wheat  growing  county  in  the  Union.  Her  wealthy  farmers 
will  give  the  right  of  way,  and  I  believe  that  the  General 
Government  will  also  lend  a  helping  hand. 

The  Western  Maryland  Road  is  progressing  satisfactorily 
and  will  be  completed  to  Union  Bridge  in  sixty  days.  This 
road  passes  through  a  beautiful  and  highly  cultivated  portion 
of  our  State,  and  when  completed  will  be  immensely  valuable 
to  the  business  interest  of  our  city.  It  has  promptly  met  i^s 
engagements  and  must  continue  to  do  so  as  business  increases 
with  the  progress  of  the  road. 

Mayor  Brown  has  been  receiving  his  salary  regularly  during 
the  entire  time  of  his  absence  from  the  city.  It  would  lo 
well  to  pass  an  ordinance  preventing  any  officer  of  the  Corpo- 
ration receiving  pay  except  when  in  the  performance  of  his 
duties. 

The  Police  Commissioners  have  an  amount  in  bank  from 
which  they  are  now  paying  themselves,  and  it  can  only  be  pre- 
vented by  the  legislature.  The  old  police  seem  to  be  confident 
of  receiving  full  pay  until  the  Police  bill  is  repealed.     If  this 
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be  the  case,  we  are  under  the  severe  and  burdensome  tax  of  $666 
daily  for  men  long  since  dismissed  from  service. 

The  General  Government  has  been  paying  the  police  of  our 
city,  but  the  appropriation  is  expended.  There  is  $80,000  of 
the  police  levy  of  1861  collected  and  in  the  hands  of  the  Reg- 
ister. Would  it  not  be  well  to  make  some  legal  application  of 
this  money,  or  a  portion  of  it,  monthly,  to  pay  this  force  until 
a  City  Police  is  inaugurated. 

I  would  respectfully  recommend  that  a  different  plan  be 
adopted  as  to  the  employment  of  legal  advice.  I  would  advise 
that  this  Department  consist  of  two  advisers,  their  duties  to  be 
clearly  defined  in  the  ordinance  creating  them.  It  would  put 
a  stop  to  the  practice  of  employing  extra  counsel  in  almost 
every  important  case,  and  result  in  a  great  saving  to  the  city 
treasury. 

It  would  be  idle  in  me  to  attempt  to  describe  the  natural 
beauties  of  Druid  Hill  Park.  The  power  of  depicting  them 
has  defied  abler  pens  than  mine.  The  lofty  forest  with  its 
majestic  trees,  the  secluded  vale,  the  entangled  thicket,  all 
convince  the  mind  that  its  primeval  condition  has  been  pre- 
served by  no  ordinary  means.  We  are  all  loud  in  its  praises, 
and  I  feel  convinced  that  every  mind  that  enjoys  its  beauties 
must  ask  itself  quietly  :  to  whom  are  we  indebted  for  this  ju- 
dicious selection?  To  know  this  is  a  great  satisfaction,  and  is 
a  conviction  that  the  question  will  not  remain  unanswered. 

There  has  been  an  attempt  recently  to  induce  the  Legisla- 
ture to  incorporate  a  grant  to  certain  individuals  for  a  railroad 
called  the  Druid  Hill  Railroad  Company,  to  run  on  the  inter- 
vening space  between  the  terminus  of  the  City  Passenger  Rail- 
way and  the  Park  entrance.  The  distance  is  three-eighths  of 
a  mile,  and  to  subject  our  citizens  to  an  additional  charge  for 
this  distance  would  be  an  abuse  that  would  not  be  submitted 
to. 

There  were  no  contracts  given  out  under  the  ordinance  for 
building  a  new  City  Hall,  but  there  is  an   unsettled  claim  of 
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the  architect,  which  it  will  he  your  province  to  decide.  His 
labors  were  in  good  faith,  and  I  trust  a  mutual  feeling  as 
to  an  amicable  settlement,  will  prevail. 

There  are  various  departments  in  the  city  of  which  the  city 
pays  the  expenses  and  the  State  takes  the  profits,  and  at  the 
same  time  it  is  nobody's  business  to  keep  a  supervision  over 
them.  This  is  certainly  a  very  unfair  state  of  things,  and  should 
be  remedied.  Would  it  not  be  better  for  the  State  to  increase 
her  tax  to  the  amount  of  revenue  she  receives  from  these  de- 
partments, and  give  the  city  a  supervision  over  them,  and  also 
to  allow  to  the  city  all  the  profits  ? 

The  insurance  interest  in  our  city  is  supposed  to  have  amount- 
ed last  year  to  one  hundred  and  twenty  millions  of  dollars. 

The  loss  by  fire  amounted  in  round  numbers  to  $60,000. 
This  is  only  one-half  per  cent.,  which  gives  evidence  of  im- 
mense profits. 

The  annual  expense  of  the  Fire  and  Water  Departments, 
together  with  the  Police  Telegraph,  is  very  large,  and  this 
interest,  deriving  such  immense  benefits  from  them,  ought  to 
be  subject  to  its  portion  of  the  taxes.  If  there  is  no  law  to 
reach  this  case,  application  should  be  made  to  the  Legislature 
for  assistance.  I  would  recommend  a  stamp  tax  upon  all  poli- 
cies, and  that  no  policy  be  valid  unless  it  be  stamped. 

The  city  owns  from  three  to  four  hundred  thousand  dollars 
worth  of  vacant  lots  of  ground.     This  is  not  good  policy. 

I  should  advise  the  sale  of  these  lots  at  moderate  prices,  or 
the  lease  of  them  at  low  and  permanent  ground  rents,  there- 
by increasing  the  income  of  the  city  and  the  basis  of  taxation. 

The  City  Passenger  Railway  Company  appears  to  be  exert- 
ing its  best  energies  to  meet  its  obligations.  In  1861  it  paid 
into  the  City  Treasury  $53,862.70. 

I  would  like  to  call  the  attention  of  the  Directors  to  the  ex- 
tension of  their  road  to  Druid  Hill  Park  at  an  early  day  in 
the  spring.  This  would  be  convenient  and  satisfactory  to  all 
classes. 
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I  give  you  the  result  of  an  interview  with  John  W.  Ran- 
dolph, Esq.,  President  of  the  Board  of  Trustees  of  the  Mc- 
Donough  Bequest :

The  notes  have  the  interest  added  on  them,  and  fall  due  in 
1861,  '62,  '63,  and  a  small  amount  in  1864.  The  interest  in- 
cluded is  about  $70,000  ;  amount  without  interest,  $435,000. 
As  the  funds  have  been  received  the  Trustees  have  purchased 
city  stock.  One  hundred  and  twenty-three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  two  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  have  been  in- 
vested, for  which  the  Trustees  hold  certificates  as  follows : 

In  Water  Stock  of  1875, $67,475  00 

In  City  Stock  of  1890, 51,400  00 

In  City  Stock  of  1886, 19,500  00 

The  agents  still  retain  the  sum  of  $14,099.75,  which  is  de- 
posited to  their  credit  in  the  Bank  of  New  Orleans.  The 
agents  report  the  following  property  unsold  in  1860  . 

1,311  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  Iberville. 

800  acres  of  land  in  five  small  tracts. 
1,000  acres  of  land  in  the  parish  of  St.  James. 
Also  a  few  scattering  pieces  of  property  of  little  value. 

There  is  a  tomb  fund  to  be  expended  by  the  agents  in  con- 
junction with  the  Presidents  of  the  First  and  Second  Branches 
of  the  Council.  It  was  arranged  that  the  remains  should  be 
placed  in  a  tomb  erected  on  the  lot  purchased  for  the  Institute. 
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but  as  no  one  can  foresee  at  what  time  the  remaining  notes  will 
be  paid,  it  is  advised  that  the  tomb  fund,  $3,767,  be  invested 
in  city  stock.     The  remains  are  deposited  in  a  private  vault. 

Gentlemen  of  the  City  Council,  we  have  a  solemn  duty  to 
perform.  Our  streets  are  red  with  the  blood  of  soldiers  from 
Pennsylvania  and  Massachusetts,  hastening  at  the  call  of  the 
President  to  defend  their  property  and  our  property  from  the 
spoil  of  the  traitor's  hand.  True,  we  cannot  restore  the  dead 
to  life  nor  heal  the  broken  hearts  of  the  widow  and  the  father- 
less, but  we  can  so  legislate  as  to  prove  to  the  world  that  the 
Union  men  of  Baltimore  have  an  equal  abhorrence  of  the  act 
and  the  actors.  The  foul  work  was  done  by  an  infuriated  mob, 
apparently  marshalled  by  some  of  those  in  authority  at  that 
time.  I  would  respectfully  suggest  that  resolutions  expressing 
the  sense  of  the  Councils  and  of  the  loyal  people  of  our  city  be 
passed  and  forwarded  to  the  authorities  of  Pennsylvania  and 
Massachusetts. 

Let  us,  one  and  all,  unite  in  grateful  thanks  to  the  Almighty 
Ruler  of  events  for  the  blessings  we  this  day  enjoy ;  and  may 
the  incense  of  grateful  hearts  ascend  not  only  from  chapel  and 
closet,  but  from  legislative  halls,  workshops  and  counting 
rooms  ;  and  may  we  all  remember  that 

"Prayer  is  the  soul's  sincere  desire,  uttered  or  unexpressed, 
The  motion  of  a  hidden  fire  that  trembles  in  the  breast."

There  are  also  standing  to  the  credit  of  the  Sinking  Funds, 
Court  House  Stock,  Water  Department,  and  General  Stock 
Debt,  large  balances  yet  to  be  invested.  For  fuller  details  [ 
refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Commissioners  of  Finance,  who 
have  those  funds  in  their  especial  charge. 

The  Jail  and  Court  House  Stock  Debt  will  be  absorbed  by 
their  sinking  funds  in  less  than  seven  and  about  ten  years,  re- 
spectively ;  and  this  is  being  effected  by  a  tax  so  small,  as  is 
scarcely  felt. 

I  would  suggest  that  the  amount  borrowed  and  expended 
under  ordinance  No.  22,  approved  April  20,  1861,  be  funded 
by  the  issue  of  City  stock  redeemable  in  twenty  years.  A  tax 
of  one  cent  on  the  hundred  dollars  of  assessable  property,  an- 
nually levied,  would  suffice  to  meet  the  interest,  and  form  the 
basis  of  a  Sinking  Fund  for  the  redemption  of  the  debt  within 
the  time  stated. 

Under  ordinance  No.  71,  entitled  "  An  Ordinance  to  collect 
expenses  incident  to  the  issue  and  transfer  of  the  '  Five  Mil- 
lion L»an,'  "  approved  May  4th,  1859,  no  collections  have  yet 
been  made — the  Company  declining  payment.  This  and  a 
claim  for  interest  on  note  not  paid  at  maturity,  have  been 
1  in  the  hands  of  the  City  Counsellor  for  collection. 

( >n  the  twenty-live  thousand  dollar  bonds  of  the  Union  Kail- 
mad  Company,  held  by  the  city,  and  maturing  in  1871,  two 
year-'  interest  is  now  due. 

Three  semi-annual  dividends  of  interest  on  the  bonds  guar- 
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anteed  for  the  Northwestern  Virginia  Kailroad  Company  have 
heen  paid  by  the  city,  making  one  hundred  thirty-five  thou- 
sand dollars,  ($135,000,)  besides  seventy-nine  thousand  one 
hundred  sixty-five  dollars  thirty-six  dollars  ($79,165  36)  for 
tunnelling  the  road,  under  ordinance  No.  100,  approved  July 
16,  1859. 

An  outstanding  claim  of  thirteen  thousand  one  hundred 
eighty  dollars  forty-nine  cents  is  in  dispute  between  the  city 
and  the  Baltimore  and  Ohio  Kailroad  Company. 

I  respectfully  request  your  attention  to  some  suggestions  in 
my  report  of  1861  relating  to  the  fiscal  year,  and  to  a  compa- 
rison of  the  receipts  and  stock  issued  between  the  years  1852 
and  1861.

Resolution  Xo.  186,  appropriating  two  thousand  dollars 
($2,000)  for  the  benefit  of  indigent  widows,  sewing  women  and 
children  who  have  no  male  support,  was  paid  over  to  Mr.  Bra_ 
shears,  the  agent  of  the  Poor  Association,  to  be  distributed  as 
the  Board  might  deem  most  advisable;  and  I  have  no  doubt 
that  the  money  thus  appropriated  has  been  used  to  the  very 
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best  advantage  of  the  class  of  persons  designed  to  be  benefitted  by 
the  resolution.  The  above  amount  was  taken  out  of  the  "ap- 
propriation for  the  defence  of  the  city,"  and  was  approved 
June  11th,  1861. 

Kesolution  No.  187,  placing  in  the  hands  of  the  Mayor  ten 
thousand  dollars  ($10,000)  or  so  much  thereof  as  might  be 
necessary,  to  be  expended  in  the  employment  of  labor  upon  the 
works  of  the  city,  was  disbursed  under  the  direction  of  the 
City  Commissioners,  to  the  following  extent  and  in  the  follow- 
ing manner.)  The  receipt  in  the  office  of  the  City  Register 
for  eight  thousand  five  hundred  and  eight  dollars  and  nine- 
teen cents  ($8,508.19)  was  given  for  the  purpose  of  reimburs- 
ing the  city  for  the  amount  previously  expended  in  grading 
around  Patterson  Park,  and  was  drawn,  per  resolution,  from 
the  appropriation  for  the  defeuce  of  the  city.)

tion to  their  homes  of  such  as  had  been  left  in  the  city,  leav- 
ing: a  balance  in  the  city  Treasury  of  two  hundred  and  seventv- 
six  dollars  and  sixty-eight  cents  (§276.68;)  to  which  add  ten 
dollars,  received  from  the  sale  of  old  lumber  at  GJ-reen- 
mount  Cemetery,  making  a  total  at  the  disposal  of  the  city  of 
$286.68. 

The  Contract  with  the  Gas  Light  Company,  under  Ordi- 
nance No.  70,  approved  May  3d,  1859,  wherein  they  bind 
themselves  to  lay  down  mains  wherever  directed  by  resolution 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  to  the  amount  of 
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ten  thousand  dollars  per  annum,  has  been  in  force  since  that 
time,  and  the  following  quantity  of  mains  laid.  It  will  be 
seen  that  the  Company  has  laid  more  than  they  were  obliged 
to  under  the  ordinance,  and  consequently  the  laying  of  mains, 
for  some  time  to  come,  will  be  at  the  pleasure  of  the  Company.

There  now  stands  to  the  credit  of  the  new  Almshouse  bonds 
to  the  amount  of  $51,000  (of  Baltimore  county^)  and  Lots 
Nos.  3,  5  and  7,  valued  at  $80,271.87,  making  a  total  of 
$131,271.87. 

The  property  on  Harrison  street,  in  the  occupancy  of  the 
Junior  Artillery  Company,  remains  in  the  same  condition  as 
when  last  reported  upon. 

There  yet  remains  in  the  possession  of  the  city  a  part  of  the 
property  received  from  the  several  volunteer  Fire  Companies, 
viz  :  Lot  25  by  60  feet,  on  the  north  side  of  Balderston  street ; 
lot  37  by  80  feet,  on  the  east  side  of  Howard  street  ;  lot  21  by 
about  120  feet,  on  the  south  side  of  Montgomery  street,  (and 
subject  to  a  ground  rent  of  $99  per  annum.)  With  reference 
to  this  last  mentioned  piece  of  property,  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  have  under  consideration  the  propriety  of  re- 
moving the  Home  Steam  Engine  Company  from  its  present  lo- 
cation to  the  site  on  Montgomery  street,  which  is  more  com- 
modious and  far  better  adapted  to  the  purpose  of  a  Steam  Fire 
Engine  Company  than  the  present  location  ;  besides,  the  pro- 
perty now  occupied  would  sell  to  much  better  advantage  than 
that  on  Montgomery  street,  and  in  my  opinion,  if  determined 
upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners  would   result   in  advancing

the  interest  of  the  city   and   the  efficiency  of  the  Fire  Depart- 
ment. 

By  reference  to  the  Table  of  Kxpenses  of  the  Criminal  Court 
for  the  year  1861,  it  will  be  seen  that  the  expenses  of  said 
Court  have  been  eight  thousand  seven  hundred  and  three  dol- 
lars and  nine  cents  ($8,703.09)  Less  than  the  expenses  of  the 
previous  year.  There  have  also  been  returned  from  said  court, 
by  Sheriff  Dutton,  fines  to  the  amount  of  $2,537.62,  and  fw.< 
for  the  sale  of  negroes,  convicted  in  said  court  to  the  amount 

|469.44,  making  a  total  of  §3,007.06  ;  of  which  $500  was 
remitted  by  Gov.  Hicks;  $500  paid  Hon.  Henry  May,  by  order 
of  the  Conrt,  and  $180.42  paid  Sheriff  for  collecting  fines,  &c, 
leaving  a  net  balance  in  favor  of  the  city  of  $1,826.04,  which 
deducted  from  the  expenses  of  the  court,  leaves  $32,311.63  as 
the  net  cost  of  the  court  for  the  year. 

Table  A  will  exhibit  the  balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Re- 
nter, January  1st,  1861,  to  have  been  forty-seven  thousand 
sil  hundred  and  thirty-two  dollars  and  thirty-six  cents;  and

The  disbursements  for  the  same  period  was  two  mil- 
lion six  hundred  and  ninety-five  thousand  eight  hundred  and 
thirty-seven  dollars  and  twenty-three  cents,  leaving  a  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer  of  two  hundred  and  twenty-two 
thousand  one  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  ninety  cents 
22,143,90,) 

Table  B  will  show  the  basis  of  the  levies  for  the  years  1857, 

i8,  1859,  1860  and  1861,  and  the  balance  remaining  to  be 
collected.  Very  large  amount  of  these  arrearages  are  upon 
the  books  of  1857  and  1858,  and  consists  mainly  of  taxes  upon 
personal  property,  and  are  considered  as  lost,  the  limitation 
having  barred  the  collection  of  them  under  a  penalty,  so  they 
will  not  in  any  way  aid  in  the  basis  of  this  year;  it  will  also  be 
ssary  to  close  up  the  balance  of  1859  as  soon   as  practica- 
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Me.  or  they  will  come  under  the  limitation  act,  passed  at  Jan- 
nary  session,  1860,  thereby  closing  the  books  without  receiv- 
ing the  taxes  due  thereon.

In  compliance  with  the  recommendation  of  his  honor  the 
Mayor,  and  at  the  suggestion  of  my  predecessor  in  his  last 
annual  report,  the  City  Council,  by  ordinance  No.  9,  approved 
April  1st,  1861,  provided  for  a  separation  of  the  personal  from 
the  real  property,  making  the  collection  of  the  taxes  on  the 
former  under  distraint  at  as  early  a  day  as  October  of  the  year 
of  the  levy.  This  was  a  wise  enactment,  the  advantage  of 
which,  to  the  interest  of  the  city,  can  best  be  understood  by 
those  who  have  a  practical  knowledge  of  the  operations  of  this 
department.  A  very  cursory  examination  of  the  books  will 
show  that,  of  the  arrears  which  pass  into  the  Auditor's  office, 
a  large  proportion  of  the  actual  losses  is  dependent  upon  the 
utter  inability  to  collect  the  personal  tax  from  the  many  causes 
to  which  the  instability  of  a  large  city  population  must  ever 
be  liable.  Deaths  and  divisions  of  estates,  dissolutions  of  part- 
nerships, insolvencies,  changes  of  business  and  removals  are 
the  chief  incidents  which  make  a  prompt  collection  absolutely 
necessary,  if  the  annual  levy  is  to  be  made  available.  And 
then  it  must  be  borne  in  mind,  that  these  losses  all  return 
upon  the  prompt  tax-payers,  inasmuch  as  they  form  a  part  of 
the  amount  in  arrears  required  to  be  raised  by  the  next  annual 
levy.  A  postponed  personal  tax  is  almost  equivalent  to  its 
surrender.  The  objection  chiefly  made  to  the  law,  is  the  un- 
usual separation  and  the  early  payment  required.     A  more 
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understood,  it  is  suggested  in  conclusion,  that  a  careful  revi- 
sion of  the  same  be  made  and  all  provisions  deserving  to  be 
retained  be  included  in  one  general  ordinance  This  would 
lead  to  the  correction  of  inconsistences  now  existing,  as  well  as 
cure  much  misinterpretation  to  which  present  enactments  are 
subject.

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  undersigned  begs  leave  to  submit  the  following  report 
of  the  proceedings  of  the  Inspector  of  Illuminating  Gas,  since 
the  city  ordinance  creating  that  office  has  been  in  operation. 
As  the  apparatus  required  for  the  work  could  not  be  obtained 
at  home,  it  became  necessary  to  visit  JSTew  York  and  Philadel- 
phia, from  which  two  places  the  articles  wanted  were  ulti- 
mately obtained.  The  unavoidable  delays  connected  with  such 
business  detained  my  first  report  until  August  28,  since  which 
time  the  reports  have  been  regularly  made.  The  inconveni- 
ence of  the  delay  was  fully  compensated  by  at  last  securing  the 
necessary  arrangements  of  such  a  character  that  when  properly 
used  the  results  must  be  indisputable.  It  being  clearly  indis- 
pensable that  the  accuracy  of  the  instruments  employed  should 
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be  unquestionable.  That  good  or  bad  gas  can  be  made  from 
the  same  material,  is  undeniable.  That  the  public  while  pay- 
ing a  good  price  are  entitled  to  a  good  article,  will  hardly  be 
questioned.  And  as  universal  experience  has  proved  that 
without  some  protection  the  consumer  is  constantly  in  danger 
of  being  accidently  supplied  with  an  inferior  gas,  it  becomes  a 
legitimate  inquiry,  how  can  this  protection  be  afforded.  I  say 
accidently  supplied,  because  no  one  supposes  for  a  moment  that 
any  Gas  Company  would  deliberately  manufacture  and  distri- 
bute a  confessedly  inferior  article.  It  was  to  guard  against 
such  accidents,  as  I  conceive,  that  the  public  demanded  and 
the  city  authorities  passed  the  ordinance  providing  for  a  fre- 
quent examination  and  publication  of  the  actual  condition  of 
the  gas  supplied  to  our  citizens.  The  details  of  this  examina- 
tion have  been  reported  each  week  since  August  last,  and  a 
brief  summary  will  suffice  at  this  time.  The  illuminating 
power  of  ;the  gas  has  been  subject  to  great  and  at  all  times 
sudden  varieties.  Probably  this  has  been,  to  a  certain  extent, 
unavoidable,  as  the  interrupted  traffic  on  the  Baltimore  and 
Ohio  Kail  Koad  has  cut  off  the  Gas  Company  from  their  usual 
supply,  and  compelled  them  to  use  coals  obtained  from  other 
quarters.  During  the  first  five  weeks  of  the  inspection,  end- 
ing September  26th,  the  average  illuminating  power  was  13.55 
candles.  Within  this  period,  on  September  16th,  the  mini- 
mum illuminating  power  was  reached,  equal  to  11.90  candles; 
but  this  continued  only  for  a  brief  time.  From  September  26th 
to  October  3d,  the  change  was  from  12.5  to  16  candles.  And 
from  the  last  date  for  the  ensuing  eight  weeks,  the  average 
continued  high,  being  15.55  candles.  On  November  13th,  the 
maximum  illuminating  power  was  reached,  being  19.38  can- 
dles— but  three  days  afterwards,  on  November  16th,  this  value 
had  fallen  to  12.90  candles.  During  the  last  six  weeks  of  the 
year  ending  December  26th,  the  average  has  been  14.28  can- 
dles, subject  as  before,  to  great  and  sudden  changes.  During 
the  entire  term  the  experiments  with  the  gas  have  averaged 
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tea  trials  each  week,  making  180  in  all.  And  the  average  of 
all  gives  an  illuminating  power  during  the  last  four  months 
equal  to  14.46  candles,  nearly  two  and  a-half  candles  above 
the  requirement  of  the  ordinance.  The  brief  stipulations  <.r 
the  ordinance  in  regard  to  the  chemical  purity  oi  the  gas  have 
been  in  some  respects  more  than  fulfilled.  The  amount  of  sul- 
phur present  has  never  exceeded  live  grains  to  the  one  hundred 
cubic  feet  of  gas,  while  sulphuretted  hydrogen  has  never  been 
detected  at  all,  and  carbonic  acid  gas  never  in  sufficient  quan- 
tity to  require  notice.  But  one  impurity,  ammonia,  not  pro- 
hibited  by  the  ordinance,  has  been  constantly  present  in  very 
objectionable  quantity.  In  other  countries  where  the  purity 
of  gas  is  regulated  by  law,  the  presence  of  ammonia  beyond  a 
very  limited  amount,  is  expressly  forbidden  ;  and  it  is  admit- 
ted that  there  is  no  practical  difficulty  in  supplying  gas  of  a 
proper  standard  of  quality  without  ammonia. 

There  are  some  incidental  questions  of  public  interest  con- 
nected with  my  official  duties,  though  not  properly  forming 
any  part  of  them,  which  have  been  thought  worthy  of  utten- 
tion. 

The  most  economical  mode  of  burning  gas  can  only  be  deter- 
mined by  experimental  inquiry.  And  although  certain  results 
have  already  been  obtained  and  certain  general  conclusions 
reached  in  this  matter,  I  have  deemed  it  worthy  the  labor  of 
an  extended  series  of  experiments.  These  are  intended  to 
show  as  exactly  as  possible  the  difference  in   the   quantity  of 

a  consumed  by  different  burners  when  supplying  the  same 
quantity  of  light,  and  the  difference  in  the  quantity  of  lighl 
given  when  the  same  burners  are  supplied  with  equal  quanti- 
Alsoto  determine  if  possible,  the  exact  influence 
of  variation  of  pressure  as  affecting  the  consumption  of  gas 
from  a  given  burner,  and  as  affecting  the  quantity  of  light 
afforded  when  equal  quantities  of  gas  are  burned  under  differ- 
ent pressures.  These  inquiries  have  not  yet  progressed  suffi- 
ciently to  enable  me  to  furnish  conclusive  results — but  they 
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will  be  continued  at  leasure  moments  for  a  few  months  longer, 
when  I  hope  to  be  able  to  report  satisfactorily.  That  excessive 
pressure  is  injurious  to  the  consumer,  and  that  a  much  greater 
quantity  of  light  can  be  obtained  from  a  given  quantity  of  gas 
by  burning  it  under  a  low  pressure  with  a  proper  burner,  is 
beyond  dispute.  In  our  city,  with  its  irregular  surface,  so 
long  as  the  higher  and  lower  parts  are  suppled  under  the  same 
initial  pressure  at  the  gas  works,  so  long  must  the  upper  por- 
tions suffer  from  excessive  pressure  in  order  to  supply  what  is 
absolutely  necessary  to  the  lower  portions.  This  difficulty, 
here  maintained  to  be  without  remedy,  when  occurring  else- 
where, is  remedied  in  a  very  simple  way. 

The  extremes  of  pressure  in  the  street  main  as  noted  at  the 
Inspector's  room  have  been  1  inch  and  4  inches.  It  is  proper  to 
add  that  it  lias  been  of  late,  manifestly,  though  slightly  dimin- 
ished, and  has  been  more  decidedly  bettered  by  being  kept 
more  uniform.  This  state  of  things  renders  it  necessary  for 
the  gas  consumer  here  to  adopt  some  one  of  the  many  contriv- 
ances devised  for  counteracting  pressure.  Among  these,  we 
have  various  forms  of  Regulators;  Cooper's  or  Kidder's,  or  others 
equally  good,  may  be  attached  to  the  consumer's  meter,  and 
will,  for  a  time,  accomplish  a  great  saving.  The  Regulator, 
however,  will  not  work  satisfactorily  where  the  lights,  as  in 
houses  several  stories  high,  are  wanted  at  different  elevations. 
In  some  manufacturing  establishments  it  has  been  found  an 
object  to  use  a  separate  Regulator  for  each  successive  story;  or 
the  stop-cock  admitting  the  gas  from  the  street  main  to  the 
meter,  may  be  kept  partly  closed,  permitting  the  passage  of 
only  the  required  supply,  or  another  stop-cock  may  be  affixed 
to  control  the  flow  of  gas  as  it  leaves  the  meter.  All  these 
arrangements  will  be  found  subject  to  the  inconvenience  al- 
ready noted  ;  where  the  lights  are  all  on  the  same  level,  or 
nearly  so,  they  answer  very  well  for  a  time,  otherwise  they 
will  fail  to  give  satisfaction.  Another  and  more  effectual  mode 
to  counteract  unnecessary  pressure,  is  by  the  use  of  one  or 
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other  of  those  forms  of  burners  that  contain  Borne  arrangement 
to  chock  the  flow  oi'  gas  in  passing  through.  This  is  done, 
sometimes  by  providing  tortuous  passages  in  the  burner  to 
convey  the  gas,  sometimes  by  interposing  one  or  more  perfo- 
rated metallic  diaphragms,  and  sometimes  by  inclosing  a  small 
quantity  o\'  some  fibrous  material  through  which  the  gas  is  com- 
pelled to  pass.  Any  ordinary  burner  can  he  made  to  serve  the 
same  purpose,  for  a  long  time,  by  merely  unscrewing  it  from 
the  pipe  and  introducing  a  small  quantity  of  cotton  wool.  A 
brief  trial  will  indicate  the  proper  quantity  to  give  the  proper 
flame  when  the  gas  is  turned  on  full.  After  some  time,  when 
the  flow  of  gas  becomes  too  much  retarded  by  the  deposit  that 
accumulates  on  the  fibres,  the  material  will  have  to  be  renewed. 
The  gas  consumer  who  will  take  the  trouble  in  some  such 
way.  to  regulate  the  escape  of  gas  from  his  burners,  and  who 
will,  in  addition,  spend  the  trifling  time  required  to  learn  how 
to  regulate  his  own  meter  by  adding  water  if  ever  wanted,  or  by 
letting  out  any  surplus,  will  find  himself  liberally  compensated 
for  his  time  and  his  trouble, in  his  diminished  gas  bills.  The 
-  Inspector,  and  I  am  sure  the  Meter  Inspector  also,  will  at 
all  times  cheerfully  furnish  the  above  information  in  regard  to 
the  meter.

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  ordinance  creating  the  office  of  Inspector  and  Sealer  of 
Gas  Meters,  ^as  approved  on  the  22d  of  May,  1861,  but  in 
consequence  of  the  necessary  apparatus  having  to  be  procured 
and  put  up,  the  legitimate  duties  of  the  Inspector  did  not 
commence  until  the  15th  of  the  subsequent  month,  June.  In  as- 
suming the  duties,  there  were  many  disadvantages  to  encounter. 
The  office  being  newly  created,  and  having  no  predecessor  by 
whose  experience  he  could  profit,  the  Inspector  was  compelled 
to  shape  out  a  course  for  himself,  which  he  is  pleased  to  say, 

far,  works  in  the  most  satisfactory  manner. 

Since  the  1.3th  of  June,  there  has  been  inspected  1,438  me- 
ters— 1,272  for  the  Gas  Company,  and  166  for  consumers,  as 
will  appear  by  the  annexed  table. 
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There  has  been  of  late  a  universal  complaint  of  the  expense 
of  burning  gas,  and  notwithstanding  a  seemingly  reduction 
in  the  price,  the  bills  of  the  consumers  have  been  larger  than 
under  the  the  higher  tariff  of  rates. 

How  to  account  for  this  is  calculated  to  astound  the  most 
intelligent,  particularly  when  the  amount  of  gas  used  has  been 
much  less  than  formerly. 

If  the  subject  was  properly  understood,  that  is  to  say,  if 
the  consumer  knew  how  to  regulate  his  meter  and  understood 
its  workings  and  the  pressure  of  the  gas,  there  would  have 
been  much  less  cause  for  complaint. 

Previous  to  the  creation  of  the  office  of  Inspector,  the  only 
parties  who  could  give  information  and  instruction  in  regard 
to  the  proper  mode  of  burning  gas,  and  the  regulation  of  the 
meter  and  pressure,  were  the  officers  and  other  j)ersons  con- 
nected with  the  Gas  Company;  but  the  time  of  these  gentle- 
men being  occupied  in  their  several  duties,  it  was  not  to  be 
expected  that  they  could  give  the  time  necessary  for  the  infor- 
mation. There  is  no  doubt  that  much  expense  is  caused  by 
the  increased  pressure  from  year  to  year  by  the  Gas  Company. 
The  officers  of  the  company  say,  that  as  the  city  enlarges  and 
the  number  of  consumers  increase,  the  pressure  must  corres- 
pondingly increase  to  give  a  sufficient  light. 

As  a  fact,  this  must  be  admitted,  but  the  consumer  has  the 
whole  matter  under  his  own  control,  by  lessening  the  pressure 
on  the  burners,  by  a  more  careful  attention  to  the  same,  and 
by  diminising  the  inlet  on  the  outside  of  the  meter,  which  can 
readily  be  done  by  partly  closing  the  stop-cock  connected  with 
the  supply  pipe  outside  the  meter.  But  the  better  plan  would 
be  the  placing  a  second  stop-cock  in  connection  with  the  outlet, 
which  the  Gas  Company's  agents  need  not  interfere  with  when 
supplying  the  meter  with  water  or  whiskey.  When  the  usual 
number  of  burners  used  in  a  house  are  lit,  the  excess  should 
be  immediately  turned  off,  which  throws  the  pressure  in  the 
street.     This  is  the  most  economical  mode,  and  by  keeping  the 
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water  in  the  meter  at  the  proper  water  line,  there  need  never 
be  any  complaint,  when  the  meters  are  properly  inspected  and 
in  good  working  order.  A  nnmher  of  experiments  have  been 
made  in  reference  to  this  particular  matter,  and  what  is  re- 
commended above  has  been  found  to  be  the  best,  and  if  fol- 
lowed, with  a  knowledge  of  the  construction  of  meters, 
which  is  given  at  the  office,  cannot  fail  to  have  a  satisfactory 
result.  Several  consumers  have  reduced  their  bills  to  one-half 
the  amount  of  corresponding  quarters  by  following  the  above 
directions. 

The  pressure  varies  in  different  parts  of  the  city  from  one 
inch  to  three  inches,  according  to  the  distance  from  the  works  of 
the  Gas  Company.  It  also  varies  in  consequence  of  hight 
above  tide  water,  and  the  size  of  the  mains. 

The  variation  in  consequence  of  the  hight  is  about  1-10  of 
an  inch  in  twelve  feet,  so  that  the  higher  the  location,  all  other 
things  being  equal,  the  more  care  is  necessary  for  the  econom- 
ical use  of  gas.  A  foot  of  gas  may  be  burnt  under  a  pressure  of 
15-10  of  an  inch  in  ten  minutes,  but  will  last,  under  a  pressure 
of  5-10,  double  the  time,  without  any  apparent  diminishing 
of  the  light. 

Another  and  fruitful  cause  of  the  excessive  bills  is  the  bad 
manner  in  which  the  pipe  and  fixtures  are  put  up.  In  many 
instances  the  pipes  leak,  causing  a  continued  escape  of  gas 
the  whole  time,  all  of  which  is  registered  by  the  meter,  and 
has  to  be  paid  for  by  the  consumer.  More  care  should  be  had 
in  this  very  essential  particular. 

The  inspection  and  sealing  of  Gas  Meters  in  the  city  of  Bal- 
timore, was  commenced  as  an  experiment,  and  much  difficulty 
was  experienced  in  the  preparation  of  a  law  regulating  the 
,".  The  main  features  of  the  law  work  well,  but  experi- 
ence has  demonstrated  that  important  changes  are  necessary 
in  the  ordinance  before  the  system  of  inspection  and  sealing 
can  become  a  perfect  one.  The  ordinance  provides  a  fee  of 
fifty  cents  for  the  taking  down,  inspecting  and  replacing  of  a 
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meter ;  which  sum  will  pay  for  the  smaller  sizes,  but  is  entirely 
inadequate  for  larger  ones,  which  have  in  some  cases  cost  the 
office  as  much  as  two  dollars,  and  yet  the  charge  in  all  cases 
is  the  same  and  cannot  exceed  fifty  cents.  Much  time  is  daily 
spent  in  the  office  in  the  instruction  of  consumers  in  the  pro- 
per working  of  the  meter.  Some  readily  understand  the 
same,  whilst  others  will  require  from  one  to  two  hours  careful 
explanations. 

In  the  first  place  a  charge  was  made  for  such  information, 
but  finding  that  the  consumer  complained  of  it — thinking  the 
matter  should  be  gratuitous — the  fee  was  abandoned.  A 
charge  was  only  made  in  a  few  cases,  yielding  a  revenue  of 
only  three  dollars  and  twenty-five  cents  to  the  office. 

Would  it  not  be  well  to  make  the  office  a  salaried  one,  as- 
sessing the  Gas  Company  one-half  and  charging  the  consumer 
the  actual  expense  of  removing  the  meter — or  the  meter  could 
be  sent  to  the  office,  if  preferable,  and  all  information  given 
free  of  expense,  and  all  bills  satisfactorily  adjusted. 

Visits  to  the  residences  of  consumers  are  frequently  neces- 
sary after  the  gas  is  lighted  ;  and  sometimes  on  the  same 
evening  there  are  several  cases  in  different  and  remote  sections 
of  the  city,  all  of  which  have  to  be  done  without  charge. 

Attention  is  also  called  to  the  fact  that  no  provision  is  made 
for  the  re-inspection  of  meters — a  great  oversight  in  the  origi- 
nal ordinance.  Dry  meters  should  be  inspected  once  a  year, 
and  wet  meters  once  in  three  years.  This  would  give  an  an- 
nual inspection  of  about  three  thousand,  as  there  are  between 
nine  and  ten  thousand  in  use  in  the  city. 

In  connection  with  the  proposed  alterations  in  the  ordinance, 
the  Inspector  would  be  happy  to  meet  any  committee  of  your 
Honorable  Body,  and  he  thinks  he  will  be  able  to  satisfactorily 
demonstrate  the  utility  of  the  changes  proposed.

The  License  money  from  retailers  of  spirituous  liquors  was 
not  received  this  year,  as  they  were  not  paid  to  the  City  Comp- 
troller. 

Debts  due,  including  notes  for  coal,  and  bills  for  flour,  salary 

of  officers  for  November,    &c,  $3,906  42.     On  hand,  coal,  flour,

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vegetables  and  groceries,  SI, 100;  due  on  accommodation  and 
runaway  docket,  $160. 

The  receipts  from  City  Docket  are  smaller  than  last  year,  a 
large  majority  committed  on  city  docket  being  habitual  visitors, 
actual  pensioners  upon  the  city.  Receipts  from  United  States, 
runaway  and  accommodation  dockets  are  larger  than  last  year; 
taken  together  there  is  an  increase  of  $249  51. 

Table  B  of  Warden's  report,  shows  the  number  of  prisoners 
committed,  7,452,  and  the  offences  with  which  they  are  charged, 
the  largest  number,  5,391,  being  for  drunkenness  and  breaches 
of  the  peace  ;  there  are  about  50  women  and  150  men  that  are. 
constant  inmates  of  the  Jail,  some  of  them  are  committed  at 
least  20  times  during  the  year;  a  House  of  Correction  would 
be  the  proper  place  for  this  class  of  vagrants.  Many  are  sent 
to  Jail  who  should  be  sent  to  the  Almshouse  or  Hospital;  220 
have  been  committed  as  vagrants  from  one  to  six  months,  most 
of  these  were  proper  subjects  for  the  Almshouse. 

We  would  call  your  attention  to  the  great  need  of  having 
within  the  bounds  of  the  Juil  wall  a  building  to  be  known  as 
uThe  Work  House ,"  in  which  those  committed  whom  the  law 
requires  should  work,  can  be  employed.  A  cheap  but  substan- 
tial building  could  be  built  in  the  north-east  corner  of  the  lot  at  a 
trifling  expense. 

Imprisonment  for  trivial  causes,  and  filling  Jails  with  all 
kinds  of  cases,  has  long  been  a  subject  of  discussion  amongst 
those  who  have  given  attention  to  Prison  Reforms.  Permit  us 
to  copy  an  article  on  this  subject  from  the  last  report  of  the 
Prison  Association  of  Maryland,  it  says  : 

"The  power  to  arrest  a  citizen  should  be  exercised  with  the 
greatest  caution.  The  power  to  commit  him  to  prison,  and  to 
subject  him  to  the  stigma  which  public  opinion  affixes  to  that 
condition  of  restraint,  should  be  much  more  cautiously  used 
A  man  may  be  poverty-stricken  and  degraded  and  yet  not  have 
forfeited  his  liberty  to  breathe  the  air  and  enjoy  the  privileges  of 
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person.il  freedom.  Before  he  is  taken  into  custody,  and  cer- 
tainly before  lie  is  committed  to  a  jail,  there  should  be  satisfac- 
tory proof  to  an  intelligent  magistrate,  that  a  cause  exists  suffi- 
ciently grave  to  warrant  him  in  depriving  the  party  of  his  liber- 
ty, and,  if  needful,  subjecting  him  to  the  pain  and  mortification 
of  imprisonment. 

"From  the  off-hand  way  in  which  some  of  our  magistrates 
issue  warrants,  and  dispose  of  their  fellow-men  who  are  unhap- 
pily in  their  power,  one  would  think  that  for  a  man  in  mean  ap- 
parel to  be  seen  in  the  street  arm-in-arm  with  a  police-officer 
is  an  honorable  distinction,  and  that  he  has  reason  to  be  thank- 
ful if  the  very  least  weight  of  magisterial  authority  only  annihi- 
lates his  liberty,  and  consigns  him  to  an  ignominy  that  ,may  at- 
tend him  to  the  grave. 

"If  half  the  pains  were  taken  to  determine  the  facts  in  a 
given  case  before  a  mittinus  is  issued,  that  abundantly  suffice  to 
procure  a  discharge  after  the  fees  are  pocketed  and  the  unfor- 
tunate victims  caged,  the  number  of  criminals  would  be  marvel- 
ously  reduced.  And  on  the  other  hand,  if  the  commitments 
were  for  sufficient  cause,  the  facility  with  which  a  release  is  ob- 
tained  would  be  very  discreditable  to  the  majesty  of  the  law. 

"To  say  that  we  attach  undue  importance  to  a  few  days'  sen- 
tence to  the  county  prison  of  men  and  women  who  are  better  off 
than  they  could  be  elsewhere,  is  begging  the  question.  If  it  is 
right  to  arrest  and  imprison  a  man  for  drunkenness,  let  the  im- 
prisonment be  for  such  a  term  of  time  and  of  such  a  nature  as 
to  punish  and  reform  him.  If  it  is  not  a  crime  worthy  of  such 
retribution,  or  if  imprisonment  for  three  or  thirty  days  works 
neither  punishment  nor  reformation,  then  let  something  be  sub- 
stituted that  will  answer  these  ends.  It  ought  to  be  understood 
that  to  cross  the  threshold  in  the  custody  of  the  officers  of  justice 
is  o^  itself  a  serious  blow  to  one's  credit  and  social  standing. 
Hence  the  disposition  of  juries  in  actions  for  false  imprison- 
ment, when  the  evidence  is  conclusive,  to  give  exemplary  dam- 
ages.    To   take   advantage  of  one's  poverty  or  friend lesme^s 
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and,  for  the  petty  fee  which  is  received,  inflict  upon  him  what 
may  be  an  indelible  stigma,  is  a  wrong  which  should  be  amply 
redressed. 

"It  may  be  very  gratifying  to  some  who  hold  a  little  brief  au- 
thority to  cast  a  man  or  woman  into  a  prison  cell,  and  only  be- 
cause the  victim  is  poor  and  cannot  pay  the  pittance  the  justice 
demands,  but  oh  what  anguish,  what  sorrow,  what  heart-felt 
mortification  for  a  father  or  mother,  a  son  or  daughter,  to  be  torn 
from  the  family  and  imprisoned  for  the  most  trifling  and  often 
unjust  cause,  cases  could  be  cited  that  would  astonish  the  pub- 
lic; for  instance,  a  mother  taken  from  her  helpless  babe  and 
cast  into  prison  for  the  trifling  cause  of  a  petty  quarrel  with  a 
neighbor  about  a  bucket  of  water;  two  boys  of  eleven  and 
thirteen  years  imprisoned  for  stealing  five  tomatoes  ;  a  woman 
with  six  children  imprisoned  for  stealing  a  cup  of  sugar;  an  old 
colored  man  with  a  sick  wife  and  children  in  the  dead  of  win- 
ter imprisoned  for  taking  a  lump  of  coal  to  keep  his  family  from 
freezing;  an  aged  woman  imprisoned  for  stealing  a  small  piece 
of  bacon;  a  man  for  stealing  a  piece  of  rope  valued  at  three 
cents,  and  kept  in  prison  four  months,  and  many  similar  trifling 
cases  too  numerous  to  mention.  At  least  one  hundred  cases  I 
found  in  Jail  that  no  witness  was  returned  by  magistrates." 

The  law  lately  passed  by  the  Legislature  of  this  State  will 
remedy  this  evil,  it  is  hoped,  to  some  extent. 

Table  C  shows  the  monthly  and  daily  average  of  prisoners. 
There  were  imprisoned  this  year  1355  more  than  last  year,  a 
daily  average  increase  of  29  7-12  over  1S60,  and  S2  over  1659; 
the  largest  number  in  Jail  during  the  year  was  3S2,  January  7, 
the  smallest  number  175,  November  23,  although  the  increase 
this  year  was  nearly  one-fourlh  more  than  last,  the  subsistence 
for  prisoners  was  nearly  $1000  less;  the  daily  subsistence  of 
prisoners  the  past  5  2-3  months  was  9  7-12  cents  each.  The 
daily  subsistence  in  Philadelphia  county  prison  last  year  was 
13  35-100  cents  each. 
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Table  D  shows  how  the  number  of  prisoners  committer!  were 
discharged.  There  were  sent  to  Penitentiary  38  prisoners,  1G 
less  than  last  year,    but  three  have  died  in  Jail. 

We  append  a.  table  of  commitment?  and  expenses  from  the 
annual  reports  from  1S39  to  ISbl,  from  which  you  will  see  this 
year  compares  very  favorably  with  former  years. 
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In  last  year's  report  it  was  shown  that  $S,000  additional 
would  be  required  in  the  new  Jail,  on  account  of  the  change  in 
the  diet  of  the  prisoners,  coal,  gas,  water,  engineers  and  a  fire- 
man, as  compared  with  the  old  system. 
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In  order  to  curtail  expenses  we  have  not  employed  a  fireman 
this  year. 

The  Board  have  appointed  a  Matron  who  has  full  control 
over  the  female  prisoners,  and  we  believe  it  has  resulted  in 
great  good  to  the  large  class  of  female  prisoners  placed  under 
our  care.  The  Matron  has  discharged  her  duties  to  the  entire 
satisfaction  of  the  Board. 

The  system  of  solitary  confinement  is  enforced  as  far  as  it  is 
possible.  From  the  report  of  the  Warden  it  will  be  seen  a  large 
number  of  the  prisoners  have  been  put  to  work. 

The  City  Commissioners  have  had  the  front  wall  finished,  brick 
pavements  laid  in  front  yard,  iron  railing  put  up  to  separate  the 
front  from  back  yard,  two  gas  lamps  in  front  of  main  entrance 
in  front  yard,  and  fire  plug  erected  in  back  yard — these  im- 
provements add  greatly  to  the  security  and  comfort  of  the  pri- 
son. 

The  large  gateway  on  Buren  street,  and  the  railing  near 
the  office  wall,  are  not  sufficient  protection  to  the  yard,  and 
should  be  altered  to  secure  the  safety  of  the  prisoners  when  in 
the  yard  at  work.  There  will  also  be  required  some  alteration 
by  which  the  ventilation  of  the  kitchen  shall  be  improved. 

An  appropriation  of  $30,000  will  be  required  to  meet  the  ex- 
penses of  the  incoming  year. 

The  following  report  from  the  Physician  of  the  Jail  will  exhi- 
bit the  Health  department  under  his  care  : 
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Baltimore,  Nov.  UGth,  1861. 

To  the   Visitor  $  of  the 

Baltimore  City  Jail. 

Gentlemen  : 

I  herein  present  the  report  of  my  attendance  as  Physician  at 
the  Jail,  since  8th  March  last.  It  is  a  matter  of  much  congrat- 
ulation that  during  the  past  summer  the  inmates  of  the  Jail — 
notwithstanding  their  large  number  and  depraved  habits — should 
so  entirely  have  escaped  all  kinds  of  epidemic  disease.  The 
general  character  of  such  cases  as  have  required  attention,  have 
been  mainly  the  result  of  intemperance  and  general  disolute 
habit*  of  life.  But  two  deaths  have  taken  place  in  the  Jail — 
both  from  intemperance  and  exposure — one  male  and  one  fe- 
male, and  one  male  before  I  took  charge.  The  number  of 
prescriptions  given  since  March  5th,  is  as  follows:

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It  is  worthy  a  passing  remark,  that  the  system  of  labor  in- 
stituted duiing  the  past  six  months,  has  very  much  diminished 
the  number  of  those  who  have  required  medical  attention 
in  the  Jail.  It  is  believed  that  could  such  an  arrangement  be 
effected  as  would  give  regular  and  useful  employment  to  all  the 
inmates  of  the  Jail,  it  would  add  materially  to  their  physical 
health,  and  improve  their  moral  tone,  thereby  conferring  a  great 
blessing  upon  this  truly  wretched  class  of  beings.

The  Board,  in  conclusion,  would  refer  to  the  report  of  our 
Warden,  Mr.  W.  A.  Wisong,  for  a  more  detailed  account  oftfie 
operations  of  the  Institution. 

We  would  take  this  occasion  to  bestow  the  highest  encomi- 
ums on  the  energetic  manner  in  which  he  has  discharged  his 
duties. 

It  is  due  to  him  to  s,ay,  that,  the  high  expectations  the  Board 
had  formed  of  his  eminent  litness  for  the  position,  have  been 
more  than  realised,  and  that  while  in  the  management  of  the 
prison,  a  due  regard  has  been  paid  to  the  discipline  and  com- 
fort of  the  prisoners,  an  economical  administration  of  its  affairs 
has  been  introduced,  highly  satislactory  in  the  reduction  of  the 
expenses. 

The  great  object  of  the  Board  has  been  to  make  the  City 
Jail,  built  at  such  large  cost  to  the  Citizens  of  Baltimore,  a 
model  prison.  This  they  believe  they  have  accomplished 
through  the  management  of  the  Warden  and  his  efficient  assist- 
ants, v\ho  have  been  selected  with  the  sole  view  to  their  fitness 
for  the  discharge  of  their  duties. 
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The  Board  would  also  testify  to  the  efficiency  of  Mr.  Chas. 
Wirgman,  the  Book-Keeper,  who  has  the  accounts  so  arranged 

as  at  once  to  show  the  financial  condition  of  the  Institution.

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WARDEN'S    REPORT. 


To  the  Board  of  Visitors  of 

Baltimore  City  Jail, 
Gentlemen  : 

I  respectfully  report,  under  Tables  A,  B,  C  and  D,  the  affairs 
of  the  Jail  for  the  past  12  months.  My  duties  as  Warden  com- 
menced June  7th,  being  5|  months.  It  has  been  my  constant 
aim  to  make  this  in  every  respect  a  model  prison.  Finding  the 
Jail  rilled  with  those  the  law  requires  to  labor,  I  at  once  put 
over  100  to  work  cleansing,  refitting  and  refurnishing  the  inte- 
rior of  the  Jail,  cleansing  and  beautifying  the  yards.  The  back 
yard  has  been  made  into  a  vegetable  garden,  a  substantial  stone 
stable  built  worth  $800,  cost  but  $210,  a  good  wagon  road  built 
from  front  gate,  the  steam  boilers  rebuilt,  thousands  of  wheel- 
barrow loads  of  stone,  &c.  removed  from  back  and  front  yard, 
and  its  place  filled  with  rich  soil  from  the  old  garden  outside  of 
Jail  wall,  stone  paving  and  gutters  in  back  yard  have  been  laid 
to  protect  the  buildings. 

The  front  yard  is  now  being  prepared  as  an  ornamental  garden 
with  grass  plots,  shubberry,  fountain,  gravel  walks,  the  de- 
sign kindly  furnished  by  A.  Hoen,  Esq  ,  Lithographer,  of  this 
city  ;  this  when  finished  will  add  greatly  to  the  beauty  of  the 
Jail,  and  be  an  ornament  to  the  city's  property. 

I  have  established  workshops  for  making  and  mending  all 
kind  of  iron,  wood,  tin  ware,  &c,  that  is  used  in  the  building, 
thus  saving  expense,  and  keeping  the  prisoners  employed.  I 
have  changed  the  diet  of  the  prisoners,  by  which  I  am  able  to

gWe  better  food  at  a  much  less  cost  than  formerly,  believing  a 
good  supply  of  vegetable  diet  for  persons  in  confinement  is  con- 
ducive to  health. 

The  general  deportment  of  the  prisoner*  has  been  remarka- 
bly good. 

The  Religious  exercises  in  the  Chapel  have  been  regularly  at- 
tended to  on  Sunday  afternoons,  by  ministers  of  different  de- 
nominations. 

Four  dumb  waiters  have  been  put  up,  enabling  us  to  feed  any 
number  of  prisoners  in  a  very  short  time,  (say  10  minutes,) 
without  noise  or  confusion. 

Twelve  ventilators  has  been  put  in  the  ceiling,  greatly  improv- 
ing the  ventilation  of  the  building. 

For  the  health  and  cleanliness  of  the  prisoners  I  have  had  the 
bath  rooms  fitted  up,  and  all  who  are  not  cleanly  when  they  en- 
ter the  prison  are  washed,  &c,  and  those  very  filthy  are  dress- 
ed in  prison  clothes,  which  I  have  had  prepared.  The  wash 
house  is  in  full  operation,  and  every  facility  given,  that  the  cloth- 
ing, as  well  as  the  prisoners,  can  be  kept  clean. 

Classification  of  prisoners  is  strictly  carried  out ;  all  cases  for 
Court  are  in  one  part  of  the  building,  Peace  cases  in  another, 
and  as  far  as  possible  old  offenders  are  kept  separate  from  the 
novice  in  crime. 

By  reference  to  Table  A,  $2,612  22  has  been  expended  in 
repairs,  including  the  refurnishing  of  the  Jail;  most  of  this 
amount  has  been  expended  since  June  7,  to  purchase  material : 
all  the  work  of  every  kind  has  been  done  by  the  prisoners  ;  I  havt 
had  61  cells  repaired,  which  had  the  floors  partly  torn  up,  some 
with  holes  cut  through  the  walls,  21  locks  reset  that  were  forced 
from  cell  walls,  172  iron  bedsteads  mended,  and  all  the  bed- 
steads (300)  furnished  with  four  extra  pieces  of  strap  iron,  300 
beds  emptied  and  husks  burnt,  156  new  matrasses  made  and 
tilled,  170  old  ones  refilled  and  all  of  them  stuffed;  there  being 
but  6  sheets  in  the  house,  1  bad  650  new  ones  made,  1^81  new 
blankets  purchased,  as  that  number  was  short  or  torn  up,  36 
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broken  stools  mended,  170  new  ones  made  (by  Messrs.  Stevens 
&  Son,)  each  cell  supplied  with  a  tin  plate,  tin  salt  plates, 
spoon,  knife  and  fork;  180  water  and  night  buckets  mended,  500 
spit  boxes  made,  250  tin  cups,  and  160  tin  coftee  cups  made,  25 
setts  female  and  60  setts  male  clothing  made  ;  all  the  iron  work 
inside  Jail,  all  the  water  and  night  buckets,  spit  boxes,  gas,  wa- 
ter and  steam  pipes,  300  cell  floors,  &c.  painted,  the  lower  wa- 
ter closets  altered  to  prevent  their  clogging,  all  the  sewers  lead- 
ing from  the  Jail  to  the  falls  cleansed,  and  fixed  so  that  they 
cannot  fill  again  ;  cupboards  and  closets  have  been  put  up 
the  kitchen  ;  the  ceilings  and  sides  of  cells  have  been  white- 
washed every  6  or  8  weeks;  tools  of  all  kind  have  been  pur- 
chased for  the  use  of  the  work  shops  and  gardens.

To  the  Honorable 

The  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  undersigned,  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for  Baltimore  City, 
submit,  respectfully,  the  following  report  for  the  year  ending 
December  31st,  1861. 

T'nder  the  agreement  entered  into  by  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  with  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  county,  the  con- 
nection which  formerly  existed  between  the  city  and  the  coun- 
ty in  the  use  and  occupancy  of  the  Almshouse,  and  that  por- 
tion df  the  land  purchased  by  the  county  at  the  time  of  the 
division  of  the  joint  property,  was  dissolved  on  the  31st  day 
of  March.  1861. 

Under  the  authority  also  of  these  parties,  the  Trustees  of  the 
Poor  of  the  city,  and  the  Commissioners  of  Baltimore  county 
acting  for  the  county,  executed  a,n  agreement,  binding  for  one 
year  from  the   olst  of  March,  1861,  by  which  the  city  agreed

to  maintain  the  paupers  belonging  to  Baltimore  county,  at 
twenty-six  cents  and  five  mills,  per  capita  per  day ;  and  the 
county,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the  burthen  of  supporting  the 
the  non-resident  paupers  would  devolve  upon  the  city,  agreed 
to  relinquish  to  the  city  all  claim  which  the  former  had  "or 
may  be  supposed  to  have,  to  any  monies  paid  or  to  be  paid  to 
the  Kegister  of  said  city  under  the  act  of  the  General  Assembly 
of  Maryland  of  1832,  chapter  303,  entitled  "An  act  relating 
to  the  importation  of  passengers,"  and  under  the  supplements 
thereto,  of  1841,  chapter  1*74,  and  1849,  chapter  46."  [For  the 
details  of  said  agreement  you  are  referred  to  the  appendix  to 
this  report.] 

In  the  separation  of  the  city  from  the  county,  and  in  the 
division  of  the  property,  the  fourth  condition  of  the  agree- 
ment was — "that  the  personal  property  consisting  of  farm 
stock,  household  furniture,  books,  medicines,  as  heretofore 
agreed  by  the  Commissioners  to  be  sold  at  public  sale,  shall 
be  continued  to  the  use  of  the  parties  until  the  1st  of  April, 
1861,  and  then  be  sold  at  public  or  private  sale,  under  the 
direction  of  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  for  Baltimore  City  and 
County,  and  the  net  proceeds  equally  divided  between  the  city 
and  county."  A  short  time  after  the  appointment  of  the  under- 
signed, and  before  the  date  above  indicated,  they  met  by  ar- 
rangement the  Commissioners  of  the  county,  and  at  said 
meeting  it  was  agreed  that  each  party  should  appoint  an 
appraiser  of  the  personal  property  referred  to,  and  that  the 
city  might  or  might  not,  as  its  representatives  might  elect, 
purchase  the  property  at  the  appraised  value.  In  the  further- 
ance of  this  agreement  the  Commissioners  selected  Edward 
Rider,  Esq.,  and  the  Trustees  appointed  Lawrence  Sangston, 
Esq.  These  gentlemen  reported  the  gross  valuation  to  be  four 
thousand  six  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  and  eight  cents  : 
($4,644.08  ;)  and  the  Board  of  Trustees  believing  the  same  to 
have  been  a  fair  assessment  become  the  purchaser  for  the  city, 
and  in  the  account  which  they  rendered  to  the  Commissioners  of 
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the  county  in  April,  1861,  credited  the  latter  with  one-half  of  the 
value  thereof,  being  two  thousand  three  hundred  and  twenty- 
two  dollars  and  four  cents,  ($2,322.04.) 

Since  tho  31st  March,  1861,  the  city  has  of  itself  provided 
for  the  support  of  the  institution,  charging  tho  county,  as  be- 
fore stated,  for  the  boarding,  lodging,  &c.,  of  the  county  pau- 
pers. Hence  the  Trustees,  are  compelled,  to  some  extent,  to 
vary  the  financial  statements  from  those  that  have  been  hither- 
to submitted. 

The  annexed  table,  No.  1,  exhibits  the  gross  cost  of  main- 
taining the  institution,  (exclusive  of  rentals,)  for  the  year  1861, 
without  any  reference  whatever  to  the  city  and  the  county's  pro- 
portion— but  shows  the  whole  cost.  Under  the  same  caption, 
for  the  sake  of  comparison,  will  be  stated  the  gross  expenses 
for  the  years  1856,  1857,  1858,  1859  and  1860  ;  and  also  the 
cost  for  maintaining,  according  to  such  statements,  eacb  pauper 
per  annum  for  the  same  periods.

As  early  as  the  year  1847,  and  at  various  periods  up  to  the 
time  when  the  act  was  passed  for  the  separation  of  the  city  and 
county  in  their  joint  ownership  and  occupancy  of  the  present 
Almshouse  improvements,  the  Trustees  invoked  the  attention 
of  those  parties  respectively  to  the  necessity  of  extending  the 
buildings  with  a  view  to  the  accommodation  of  the  inmates  of 
the  institution.  The  city,  it  is  believed,  at  any  time  within 
the  period  indicated,  would  have  appropriated  its  proportion 
•  >f  funds  necessary  to  make  the  desired  additions  ;  hut  the  coun- 
ty always  manifested  a  reluctance  to  embark  in  the  measuic 
for  the  reason  that  not  more  than  one-eighth  of  the  inmates  of 
the  institution  was  from  the  county,  and  that  hence  it  would 
not  be  justitied  in  paying  one-half  the  cost  thereof  On  the 
other  hand;  the  city  was  not  willing  to  pay  more  than  ;i  moiety 
of  the  sum  required  for  making  the  improvement,  for  the  reason 
that  when  made,  one-half  of  the  same,  according  to  the  Act  of 
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Maryland  incorporating  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor,  weuld  be- 
come the  property  of  the  county.  But  matters  have  under- 
gone a  change.  The  parties  to  the  old  contract  have  dissolved 
partnership,  and  they  now  occupy  the  positions  relatively  of 
landlord  and  tenant.  The  reasons,  therefore,  that  operated 
formerly  to  prevent  the  construction  of  suitable  buildings,  no 
longer  exist.  If  the  accommodations  were  insufficient  four- 
teen years  since,  now  that  pauperism  has  increased  fifty  per 
cent,  over  the  former  date,  how  much  more  urgent  must  be  the 
appeal  from  afflicted  humanity  for  proper  shelter,  and  light, 
and  ventilation. 

The  premises  at  present  occupied  are  not  adapted  to  the  ac- 
commodation of  four  hundred  persons,  whilst  frequently  dur- 
ing the  winter  months,  more  than  eight  hundred  have  been 
crowded  into  the  various  departments.  Such  is  the  condition 
of  the  institution,  in  the  matter  of  space,  that  decrepit  and 
weary  age  can  scarce  find  sufficient  room  to  place  a  stool 
whereon  to  rest,  whilst  very  many  of  the  inmates  are  compel- 
led, for  the  same  reason,  to  occupy  below  ground,  apartments 
that  civilized  humanity  would  condemn  if  appropriated  for  the 
abode  of  men  guilty  of  the  highest  offences  against  the  laws  of 
the  land. 

There  are  at  this  time  eighty-nine  insane  and  fifty-seven 
idiotic  and  simple  persons  in  the  institution,  and  with  the  ex- 
ception of  the  stone  building  located  in  the  north-west  section 
of  the  inclosed  grounds,  capable  of  accommodating  about  fifty 
persons,  there  are  no  suitable  apartments  for  the  balance  of 
these  stricken  creatures,  who  appeal,  with  a  voice  more  eloquent 
than  the  tongue's  language,  for  relief  from  the  miseries  of  their 
dismal  abode. 

It  is  not  from  considerations  of  benevolence  and  charity  only 
that  you  are  challenged  to  construct  buildings  to  contain  the 
poor  and  the  afflicted,  but  those  of  economy  invite  your  action 
in  that  connection.  In  support  of  the  latter  theory,  you  are 
referred  to  a  former  part  of  this  report,  which  exhibits  the 
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fact,  that  .the  city  is  now  paying  to  the  county  of  Baltimore 
the  annual  rent  of  thirteen  thousand  dollars  ($13,000.)  The 
records  of  the  office  of  t!ie  City  Register  will  show  thai  spven 
thousand  eighl  hundred  aad  eighty-nine  dollars  and  iifty  cents 

39.50)  we're  paid  to  Mount  Hope  Institution,  and  four 
thousand  and  twenty-four  dollars  and  eight  cents  ($-1,02  I  .Q8) 
to  the  Maryland  Hospital,  for  the  support  of  an  annual  aver- 
venty-nine  and  a  fraction  insane  paupers  for  the  year 
1861  ;  making  the  aggregate  paid  to  those  two  institutions 
eleven  thousand  nine  hundred  and  thirteen  dollars  and  fifty- 
eight  cents  ($1  l/,Uo. 58.)  The  charge  for  each  pauper  thus 
provided  for  is  at  the  rate  of  one  hundred  and  fifty  dollars 
($150)  per  year.  Tahle  No.  1  of  this  report  shows  that  the 
gross  average  cost  for  the  last  year  for  each  inmate  of  the  A lms- 
rty-eight  dollars  and  forty-three  cents  ($48.43) 
per  year.  U  there  had  heen  ample  accommodations  at  the 
Almshouse  for  these  seventy-nine  inmates,  the  city  would  have 
saved  by  having  them  therein  placed,  the  sum  of  eight  thou- 
sand and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-one  cents  ($8,087.61. ) 
Add  this  last  named  amount  to  the  thirteen  thousand  dollars 
($13,000)  rent  paid  for  the  Almshouse,  and  it  will  exhihit  the 
startling  fact  that  the  city  is  now  paying  an  annual  rent  of 
twenty-one  thousand  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  sixty-one 
cents  ($21 ,087.61)  for  the  lodging  merely  of  its  paupers;  heing 
the  annual  interest  on  three  hundred  and  fifty-one  thousand 
four  hundred  and  sixty  dollars  and  sixteen  cents  ($351,460.16.) 
This  last  mentioned  sum  is  certainly  much  more  than  would  he 
necessary,  under  faithful  management,  for  the  purchase  of 
laud,  and  the  erection  of  huildings,  ample  for  years  to  come, 
for  the  accommodation  of  every  class  and  condition  of  the  city 
poor.

the  insane  who  are  supported  at  the  Almshouse  and  at  the 
Maryland  Hospital  and  the  Mount  Hope  Institution.  The 
county  and  city  were,  until  the  year  1858,  the  joint  owners  of 
this  property,  at  which  date  it  was  sold  at  public  auction,  and 
the  former  became  the  purchaser  at  the  cost  of  one  hundred 
and  ninety  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and 
thirty-four  cents  ($190,682.34.)  In  payment  of  the  city's 
share,  the  county,  by  a  subsequent  arrangement,  agreed  to 
pay  in  cash  nineteen  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-one 
dollars  and  seventeen  cents  ($19,341.17,)  and  to  give  the  stock 
of  the  county  for  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  ($76,000,)  bear- 
ing six  per  cent,  interest,  payable  semi-annually  and  redeema- 
ble in  1879,  or  at  pleasure  before  that  time.  Now,  so  long  as 
the  city  shall  occupy  the  position  of  tenant  on  the  premises, 
the  purchase  by  the  county  will  appear  to  have  been  an  advan- 
tageous one  for  the  latter,  (although  at  the  time  of  the  sale  it 
was  generally  thought  that  the  county  made  one  bid  too  many  ) 
but  if  the  city  should  vacate  the  property,  it  would  certainly, 
for  many  years  to  come,  remain  a  bad  contract  for  the  county 
if  the  latter  should  continue  to  be  the  possessor  of  the  proper- 
ty. Under  this  aspect  of  the  case,  it  is  believed,  the  owner 
would  be  quite  willing  that  the  premises  should  change  hands, 
at  a  price  perhaps  less  than  the  cost,  certainly  for  the  amount 
paid  therefor.  But  to  adopt  the  theory  that  the  purchase 
could  be  effected  at  the  maximum  sum — one  hundred  and 
ninety-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eighty-two  dollars  and 
thirty-four  cents  ($191,682.34) — returning  in  part  payment 
the  seventy-six  thousand  dollars  ($76,000)  of  the  county  stock 
now  held  by  the  city,)  and  that  the  sum  of  one  hundred  thou- 
sand dollars  ($100,000)  should  be  expended  in  the  construction 
of  additional  buildings  ;  these  two  items  would  make  a  total 
of  two  hundred  and  ninety-one  thousand  six  hundred  and  eigh- 
ty-two dollars  and  thirty-four  cents,  ($291,682.34.)  The  interest 
upon  this  last  named  sum  would  be  seventeen  thousand  five  hun- 
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dred  dollars  and  ninety-four  cents  ($17,500.94,)  being  three 
thousand  five  hundred  and  eighty-nine  dollars  and  eighty-three 
cents  ($3,589.83)  less  per  annum  than  the  city  is  now  paying 
for  the  mere  shelter  of  her  paupers  at  the  Almshouse  and  at 
the  Mount  Hope  and  Maryland  Hospital  Institutions. 

It  is  not  believed  that  the  sum  named  for  additional  build- 
ings will  be  required,  but  the  largest  supposable  amount  for 
the  improvement  is  named  for  the  purpose  of  comparison. 
The  stock  of  the  city  could  be  issued  to  the  county  for  the  bal- 
ance of  the  purchase  money  after  the  return  of  the  county 
stock  of  $76,000,  and  in  the  lapse  of  a  few  years  the  Calverton 
property  which  was  apportioned  to  the  city  (100  acres  divis- 
ion A  )  will  bring  an  amount  sufficient  to  cover  the  cost  of  the 
improvement  referred  to.  The  one  hundred  and  seven  acres 
contained  in  the  county's  purchase  is  enough  for  all  the  pur- 
poses of  the  Institution. 

The  undersigned  do  not  desire  to  be  understood  as  advising 
the  purchasing  of  this  property,  although  they  believe  there  is 
no  spot  within  the  domain  of  the  county  more  beautiful  or  ap- 
propriate in  locality,  and  that  combines  equal  advantages  in 
the  more  important  considerations  of  health,  drainage  and 
water  facilities,  but  refer  to  it,  more  than  for  anything  else,  to 
demonstate  that,  in  the  matter  of  dollars  and  cents,  it  would 
be  better  for  the  city  to  become  the  owner  than  to  remain  the 
tenant. 

But  whether  expedient  to  make  such  purchase,  or  to  erect 
suitable  departments  on  that  portion  of  the  Almshouse  grounds 
that  fell  to  the  share  of  the  city  in  the  division  of  the  proper- 
ty, and  which  it  still  holds,  consisting  of  about  one  hundred 
acres,  and  well  suited  in  extent  and  locality  for  the  purpose,  it 
certainly  behooves  the  city  to  construct  buildings  on  some  suit- 
able spot  for  the  benevolent  end  indicated  ;  for  the  present 
condition  of  those  cast  upon  public  charity  is  offensive  to  hu- 
manity, and  will  be  a  stigma  upon  the  city's  history,  if  that 
condition  shall  be  continued.    The  exhibition  which  it  presents 
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to  the  eye  is  an  entertainment  from  which  the  Trustees  seek  to 
avert  the  attention  of  the  strange^  and  very  reluctantly  show 
up  to  their  fellow  citizens,  and  from  which  no  one  can  turn 
without  the  thought — "  this  is  a  sorry  sight/' 

There  is  a  feature  in  the  organization  of  the  institution 
which,  in  the  judgment  of  the  Undersigned,  should  be  reform- 
ed, and  it  is  that  which,  in  effect,  sinks  the  poor  to  the  vile 
degradation  of  the  vagrant  and  vagabond.  Such  a  combina- 
tion of  charity  and  punishment  does  not,  it  is  believed,  exist  at 
this  day  in  any  other  public  institution  in  the  United  States. 
It  was  engrafted  here  in  the  year  seventeen  hundred  and 
seventy-three,  under  the  old  Colonial  government,  and  in  the 
Act  chartering  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor,  were  blended  in  con- 
necting words  "  poor,  beggars,  vagrants,  vagabonds  and 
other  offenders."  The  same  act  provides  "that  every  person 
who  shall  be  received  into  the  Alms  and  Work-house,  shall 
upon  the  shoulder  of  the  right  sleeve  of  the  uppermost  gar- 
ment, in  an  open  and  visible  manner,  wear  the  letters  P  B  in 
large  Koman  letters,  cut  in  either  red  or  blue  cloth/'  and  the 
Overseer  was  compelled  to  carry  out  this  provision  under  a  for- 
feiture of  "five  pounds  current  money,''  in  the  event  of  his 
delinquency.  These  still  constitute  a  part  of  the  "New  Code" 
of  local  laws. 

However  these  matters  might  have  been  regarded  in  a  form- 
er century,  the  present  one,  in  sentiment,  rejects  them.  Many 
very  many  women  and  men  whose  lives  have  been  character- 
ized by  a  practice  of  the  virtues  that  dignify  humanity,  and  by 
habits  of  industry  and  sobriety,  have  been,  and  will  be  com- 
pelled, from  causes  which  they  can  neither  forsee  or  avert,  to 
seek  a  charitable  public  asylum.  But  no  matter  what  may 
have  produced  sickness  and  poverty,  the  poor  and  the  stricken 
are  entitled  to  manly  sympathy  and  a  comfortable  abiding 
place.  Neither  physical  or  mental  affliction  or  poverty  is  a 
crime,  and  to  compel  these  conditions  to  be  associated  in  the 
same  institution  and  under  the  same  roof,  with  vagrants  and 
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vagabonds  whose  filth  is  offensive  to  the  sense,  is  neither  hu- 
mane or  just.  Age  and  want  cannot  "sit  smiling  at  the  gate" 
where  disgusting  vagrancy  enters.  The  connection  should  be 
dissolved. 

It  is  gratifying  to  be  able  to  state,  that  the  sanitory  condition 
of  the  institution  has  been  most  excellent  throughout  the  entire 
year,  and  the  Trustees,  with  pleasure,  bear  testimony  to  the 
efficiency  in  that  connection  of  the  visiting  as  well  as  resident 
physicians, 

In  the  discipline  of  the  institution,  in  the  cleanliness  of 
every  department  thereof  in  view  of  their  inadaptation,  and 
in  the  exercise  of  economy  in  the  distribution  of  supplies,  the 
labors  of  the  Overseer  deserve  the  highest  commendation. 

Through  the  integrity,  industry  and  capacity  of  the  Farm- 
er, the  crops  have  been  plentiful,  and  the  abundant  growth  of 
vegetables  in  particular,  has  contributed  to  the  healthy  con- 
dition of  the  inmates. 

The  labors  of  the  Trustees  have  been  rendered  both  light 
and  agreeable,  by  a  faithful  discharge  of  duties  upon  the  part 
of  all  the  officers  connected  with  the  house  ;  but  no  one  has 
contributed  to  that  result,  more  than  the  faithful  and  effective 
Agent  of  the  institution.

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APPENDIX. 


This  Agreement,  made  and  executed  this  twenty-sixth  day  of 
March,  1861,  by  and  between  the  County  Commissioners  of 
Baltimore  county  and  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  of  Baltimore 
city,  witnesseth  : 

First. — That  the  Trustees  of  the  Poor  of  said  city  will  board 
and  clothe  the  paupers  of  said  county  in  the  Almshouse  here- 
tofore leased  from  said  county  by  said  city,  at  and  for  twenty- 
six  cents  and  five  mills  each  per  day. 

Second. — That  the  average  of  the  paupers  of  said  county 
shall  be  estimated  according  to  the  system  which  now  prevails 
at  said  Almshouse,  to  wit: — the  numbers  to  be  taken  on  the 
last  day  of  each  month,  and  the  annual  average  to  be  made  up 
therefrom. 

Third. — The  name,  age,  and  sex  of  each  county  pauper  in 
said  Almshouse  on  the  last  day  of  March,  instant,  to  be  regis- 
tered as  such.  Also,  all  those  shall  be  placed  in  a  separate  re- 
gistration whose  names  appear  on  the  books  as  county  paupers 
since  the  thirty-first  day  of  December,  in  the  year  eighteen 
hundred  and  sixty,  and  who  are  not  embraced  in  the  registra- 
tion as  above. 

Fourth.— The  City  Trustees  may,  at  their  discretion,  dis- 
charge any  registered  county  pauper,  or  re-admit  them,  or  re- 
admit any  county  pauper,  registered  as  aforesaid,  who  may 
elope  from  said  Almshouse  ;  provided  that  the  Trustees  shall 
not  exercise  the  right  to  re-admit  in  any  case  where  the  pauper 
has  been  absent  from  the  said  Almshouse  for  six  or  more 
months. 


I 
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JFY/M. --Neither  the  said  City  Trustees,  Ward  Managers  of 
the  Poor,  nor  Justices  of  the  Peace,  shall  admit  or  commit  any 
county  pauper  to  said  Almshouse  who  has  not  heen  registered 
on  the  hooks  thereof  as  such  subsequent  to  the  thirty-first  of  De- 
cember, in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and  sixty. 

Sixth. — The  County  Commissioners  of  said  county,  through 
such  managers  of  the  poor  as  they  may  appoint  in  the  several 
districts  of  said  county,  by  permit  in  writing,  may  send  to  said 
Almshouse  such  paupers  as  they  may  deem  fit  subjects  there- 
for, and  whose  names  may  not  appear  in  the  registrations 
above  referred  to  ;  and  such  paupers,  when  received  in  virtue 
of  said  permits,  shall  be  registered  as  county  paupers  as  pro- 
vided for  in  the  third  article  of  this  agreement,  and  subject  to 
the  rules  as  set  forth  in  the  fourth  article  of  this  agreement. 
And  the  County  Commissioners  of  said  county  shall  appoint 
one  manager  of  the  poor  in  each  election  district  of  said  coun- 
ty to  carry  out  the  object  and  intention  of  this  article. 

Seventh. — No  person,  whether  native  or  foreign  born,  shall 
be  admitted  into  the  Almshouse  as  a  county  pauper,  unless,  in  the 
case  of  a  native  born,  he  or  she  shall  have  resided  twelve 
months  in  the  State  of  Maryland,  and  six  months  in  said  county 
next  preceding  the  time  of  his  or  her  application  for  admission 
thereto  ;  and  in  the  case  of  a  foreigner,  unless  he  or  she  shall 
have  resided  five  years  in  the  United  States,  twelve  months  in 
Maryland,  and  for  six  months  next  preceding  his  or  her  appli- 
cation, in  said  county. 

Eighth. — Said  County  Commissioners  shall  abandon  all  claim 
which  it  may  have,  or  may  be  supposed  to  have,  to  any  monies 
paid,  or  to  be  paid  to  the  Register  of  said  city,  under  the  act  of 
the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  of  1832,  ch.  303,  entitled 
"An  Act  relating  to  the  importation  of  passengers,"  and 
under  the  supplements  thereto  of  1841,  chap.  174,  and  1849, 
chap,  46. 

Ninth. — The  said  County  Commissioners  shall  have  the  right 
to  appoint  an  agent,  who  shall  have  access  to  the  registration 
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hooks  of  said  Almshouse,  and  shall  have  the  right  to  examine 
Uito  the  condition  of  the  county  paupers  at  such  times  as  he 
may  think  proper. 

Tenth. — This  agreement  shall  he  binding  on  both  the  con- 
tracting parties  hereto,  and  shall  continue  in  force  for  one  year, 
commencing  on  the  first  day  of  April  next,  and  ending  on  the 
thirty-first  day  of  March,  in  the  year  eighteen  hundred  and 
sixty-tw

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FIRE  INSPECTOR. 


Fire  Inspector's  Office. 
Baltimore,  January  1,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore : 

I  |  KXTLKMEN  I 

The  fifth  annual  report  of  the  operations  of  this  office  is 
herewith  submitted.  It  is  with  no  ordinary  feelings  of  pleasure 
that  your  attention  is  called  to  the  decreased  number  of  fires 
ami  alarms  occuring  during  the  past  year.  The  main  cause  of 
this  pleasing  state  of  affairs  is  well-known  to  the  citizens  of 
Baltimore.  It  is  the  successful  operations  of  the  Baltimore 
City  Fire  Department,  an  organization  which  is  truly  the 
pride  of  our  city. 

The  entire  losses  by  fire  during  the  past  year,  as  will  be 
seen  by  reference  to  table  A,  has  only  reached  the  small 
amount  of  sixty  thousand  three  hundred  and  forty-one  dollars 
and  forty-one  cents,  while  the  amount  of  insurance  upon  the 
same  has  been  forty-one  thousand  five  hundred  and  seventy- 
three  dollars  and  thirty-one  cents,  showing  a  net  loss  over  and 
above  the  insurance,  of  only  eighteen  thousand  seven  hundred 
27 
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and  sixty-eight  dollars  and  ten  cents.  Such  a  small  amount 
of  loss  has  not  occurred  in  any  one  year  for  over  a  quarter  of 
a  century. 

Independent  of  the  operations  of  our  Fire  Department,  there 
has  been  other  causes  which  have  tended,  in  some  degree,  to 
bring  about  this  highly  gratifying  result. 

The  strict  and  impartial  enforcement  of  the  ordinance  enti- 
tled "An  ordinance  to  prevent  the  erection  of  frame  and 
wooden  buildings  within  the  limits  of  direct  taxation,  and  to 
regulate  the  erection  of  other  buildings,"  approved  May  31, 
1858,  has,  in  a  great  number  of  cases,  tended  to  prevent  the 
spread  of  fire  from  one  building  to  another.  As  was  remarked 
in  my  last  annual  report — "it  has  worked  admirably  against 
the  extending  of  fires  ;  and,  it  is  a  fact  which  cannot  be  suc- 
cessfully controverted,  that  the  erection  of  good  and  substantial 
walls  to  all  buildings,  and  the  extending  of  the  same  to  and 
through  the  roof,  as  required  by  the  ordinance  in  question,  is  a 
great  safeguard  against  the  spread  of  fire  to  any  adjoining  or 
contiguous  property.  This  fact  will  be  self-evident  to  any  one 
who  will  witness  the  resistance  a  good  wall  affords  to  the  ex- 
tending of  fire." 

I  again  renew  the  recommendation  for  the  passage  of  an  or- 
dinance, compelling  all  parties  erecting  new  buildings  or  en- 
larging old  ones,  to  first  obtain  from  some  city  office  a  permit 
so  to  do,  which  license  so  to  erect  or  change,  shall  be  duly  re- 
corded in  a  book  kept  for  that  purpose,  and  given  to  the  par- 
ties free  of  charge.  Laws  of  this  nature  are  in  operation  in 
several  of  our  other  large  cities,  and  have  worked  well,  and  to 
the  great  satisfaction  of  all  parties  concerned.  The  enforce- 
ment of  such  a  law  would  greatly  simplify  and  facilitate  the 
business  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court  in  the  annual  assessment  of 
the  city  tax,  and  would  also  prove  of  much  utility  to  my  office, 
as  then  no  new,  enlarged,  or  altered  buildings  would  escape 
my  notice. 

In  this  connection  I  would  also  again  call  your  attention  to 
another  measure,  which,  if  adopted,  would,  in  my  judgment 
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cause  a  great  decline  in  the  number  of  incendiary  fires.  Many 
incendiary  fires  are  caused  by  the  exposed  condition  of  unoccu- 
pied houses,  tbeir  owners  leaving  them  in  such  an  unsafe  man- 
ner that  any  one  can  enter  without  difficulty  and  apply  the 
torch.  These  houses  are  frequently  made  the  rendezvous  for 
abandoned  youths  and  men  who  harbor  therein  day  and  night, 
not  only  to  the  great  annoyance  of  the  neighborhood,  but  to 
the  imminent  danger  of  firing  the  premises.  This  is  the 
cause  of  so  many  unoccupied  houses  appearing  in  my  tables  as 
haying  been  designedly  tired.  The  enactment  of  an  ordinance 
compelling  owners  o\'  unoccupied  property,  after  having  been 
notified,  under  a  penalty  to  have  their  houses  properly  and 
\y  seemed,  would  lessen,  in  a  great  measure,  the  commis- 
sion of  crime,  and  would  be  attended  with  good  results. 

There  has  been  hut  one  arrest  for  the  crime  of  arson  during 
the  year.  On  the  evening  of  January  12th,  fire  was  discovered 
on  the  first  floor  of  a  three  story  brick  building  on  N.  Charles 
street  ;  the  circumstances  surrounding  which  were  of  such  a 
character  that  two  parties  were  arrested  on  suspicion  of  firing 
the  premises.  At  a  subsequent  examination  they  were  dis- 
charged, the  evidence  not  being  deemed  sufficient  to  warrant 
their  being  held  for  trial. 

\<>  tires  have  occurred  during  the  year  from  the  use  of  hot- 
air  furnaces.  Great  care  has  been  exercised  in  the  erection 
and  putting  them  up.  None  have  been  put  up  (when  applica- 
tion has  been  made  )  without  first  having  undergone  an  inspec- 
tion from  this  office. 

The  deaths  from  the  explosion  of  camphine  and  etherial  oil 
lamps  have  also  decreased.  On  the  evening  of  March  4th,  a 
Herman  woman  named  Mary  Gehring,  residing  at  No.  04  8. 
Centra]  avenue,  was  burned  to  death  by  the  explosion  <»('  a 
lamp  containing  one  of  these  burning  compounds.  On  tile 
evening  of  December  5th,  a  colored  woman  named  Hetty 
Ay  res,  a  domestic  in  the  family  residing  at  No.  34  Roll  id  ay 
street,  also  suffered  death  in  the  same  horrible  manner.      These 
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are  the  only  two  cases  from  which  alarms  of  fire  were  created 
during  the  year.  There  were  three  other  deaths,  however, 
from  the  same  cause. 

That  an  ordinance  should  be  passed  preventing  the  manufac- 
ture, sale  or  use  of  these  burning  fluids,  and  also  the  erection 
of  coal-oil  factories  within  the  limits  of  the  city,has  long  been  the 
conviction  of  all  persons  having  any  connection  with  the  Fire 
Department.  The  passage  of,  and  rigid  enforcement  of  such 
a  law,  would  not  only  prevent  many  fires  that  are  termed  ''ac- 
cidental," but  also  be  the  saving  of  many  valuable  lives.  Your 
attention  is  specially  called  to  this  recommendation.  Action 
upon  the  subject  cannot  be  urged  too  strongly. 

A  sad  casualty  occurred  at  a  fire  on  the  11th  of  March.  A 
woman  named  Catharine  Denny,  residing  at  No.  66  S.  Howard 
street,  while  intoxicated,  accidentally  set  fire  to  a  bed  contain- 
ing her  two  small  female  children,  aged  respectively  two  and 
four  years.  Before  assistance  could  be  reached  they  perished 
in  the  flames. 

The  experience  of  this  office  clearly  demonstrates  that  the 
laws  and  ordinances  of  the  corporation  in  relation  to  the  erec- 
tion of  buildings  are  very  defective,  and  that  some  additional 
legislation  is  indispensably  necessary,  particularly  as  regards 
large  buildings,  not  only  for  the  safety  of  the  property,  but  the 
protection  of  the  lives  of  our  firemen   whilst  endeavoring  to 
extinguish  the  flames  of  a  burning  building.     As  the  law  now 
stands,  any  building,  no  matter  how  large,  can  be  constructed 
with  walls  only  four  inches  thick.     The  law  makes  no  distinc- 
tion as  regards  the  height  or  size  of  the  building.     At  the 
time  of  fire  it  is  very  dangerous  for  the  firemen  to  venture  in- 
side of  any  building  which  has  not  been  constructed  with  pro- 
per regard  to  strength.     The  laws  in  relation  to  the  erection  of 
buildings  now  in  force  in  the  cities  of  New  York,  Philadelphia 
and  other  large  towns,  except  our  own,  are  of  the  most  safe 
and  excellent  character,  and  if  those  of  our  city  were  altered 
so  as  to  correspond  in  some  degree  to  them,  fires  would  be  less 
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frequent,  and  the  loss  and  damage  much  smaller  when  lire* 
did  occur:  and  further,  our  firemen  would  more  readily  enter 
buildings  in  the  discharge  of  their  arduous  duties,  knowing 
that  their  lives  would  not  so  likely  be  lost  by  the  Killing  of 
the  walls. 

Accompanying  this  report  you  will  find  a  tabular  statement 
marked  A,  oi'  all  the  fires  and  alarms  of  fire  which  have  oc- 
cured  during  the  year  just  closed.  In  it  you  will  perceive  the 
date  and  hour  of  the  fire,  the  locality,  the  number  of  the  signal 
box  of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  from  which  the  alarm  was 
sounded,  how  the  property  was  occupied,  description  of  the 
same,  cause  of  alarm,  and  the  name  of  the  owner  or  occupiers, 
and  the  amount  of  loss  and  insurance  upon  the  same. 

Several  minor  tables,  giving  various  kinds  of  information  in 
relation  to  tires  during  the  past  year,  have  also  been  prepared. 
The  one  marked  B  gives  an  account  of  what  the  buildings  de- 
stroyed or  damaged  were  used  for — whether  for  dwellings  or 
otherwise.  The  one  marked  C  gives  the  size  and  style  of  build- 
ings. The  one  marked  D  gives  the  number  of  false  alarms 
and  the  time  of  their  occurrence.  The  one  marked  E  gives 
the  number  of  fires  outside  the  city  limits,  alarms  from  which 
were  sounded  in  the  city.  The  one  marked  F  gives  the  num- 
ber of  alarms  caused  by  chimneys,  and  the  locality  of  the 
same.  The  one  marked  H  give  a  comparative  statement  of  the 
several  reports  made  from  the  office  of  the  Fire  Inspector.  The 
one  marked  I  gives  the  number  and  locality  of  the  Signal  boxes 
of  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  from  which  alarms  were  given 
during  the  year,  and  the  number  of  alarms  sounded  from  each 
box  and  the  character  of  the  same,  whether  for  an  actual  fire, 
chimney,  false,  or  outside  the  city  limits. 

In  closing  this  report  I  take  occasion  to  return  my  thanks  for 
the  uniform  courtesy  extended  to  me  in  the  discharge  of  my 
duties  by  the  offices  of  the  corporation  and  the  members  of  the 
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Police  and  Fire  Departments  generally.  In  the  arrest  and 
prosecution  of  incendiaries,  violators  of  the  law,  and  other  du- 
ties of  my  office,  I  am  frequently  called  upon  to  see  them  offi- 
cially, and  they  have  always  heen  prompt  in  their  advice  and 
assistance  in  all  cases.

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  Board  of  Fife  Commissioners,  in  presenting  their  third 
Annual  Report  to  your  Honorable  Body,  beg  leave  to  con- 
gratulate y<»u  on  the  continued  and  marked  success  that  lias 
attended  the  working  of  the  City  Fire  Department  during  the 
past  year,  and  to  tender  their  acknowledgements  for  the  active 
co-operation  of  the  city  authorities  and  the  citizens  generally, 
in  promoting  the  objects  of  our  organization. 

They  beg  leave  to  refer  the  new  members  of  your  Honorable 
Body  who  are  not  conversant  with  the  history  of  our  Fire  De- 
partment, to  the  previous  reports  from  this  Board,  submitted  in 
1860  and  1861,  from  which  may  be  ascertained  the  details  of 
its  organazutioii  and  the  history  of  its  operations  and   success 
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The  property  of  the  Department  is  now  in  generally  a  good 
condition,  the  Engine  houses  are  in  good  repair,  and  will  not 
require  a  very  large  amount  to  keep  them  so  during  the  cur- 
rent year.  The  apparatus  now  in  use  has  heen  reconstructed 
in  some  cases,  and  all  thoroughly  repaired,  and  is,  therefore, 
in  excellent  condition  for  active  service,  and  the  only  unusual 
outlay  required  will  he  for  the  purchase  of  hose,  of  which  the 
Department  has  not  now  a  sufficient  supply.  We  must  keep 
on  hand  a  larger  quantity  than  is  in  actual  use,  because  of  lia- 
bility to  great  wear  and  tear  at  fires,  and  because  of  an  occa- 
sional demand  fur  a  larger  quantity  than  usual,  when  the  fire 
is  at  a  very  remote  distance  from  the  fire  plugs  and  water. — 
We  have  therefore  asked  in  our  estimate  for  a  liberal  appro- 
priation for  the  purchase  of  hose  and  for  the  purpose  of  keep- 
ing in  repair  that  which  is  now  in  service.  The  expenditures 
of  the  Department  during  the  past  year  have  been  less  than 
the  appropriation  made  by  the  city  for  its  use,  and  we  have 
the  gratification  of  being  able  to  close  up  the  financial  opera- 
tions of  the  Department  for  the  year  1861,  entirely  free  from 
debt. 

Our  estimate  for   running  expenses  for  the  year 

1862,  is $53,800 

Purchase  of  ground  (as  per  contract)  for  the  use 

of  No.  7  Engine  house 2,000 


$55,800 

The  first  mentioned  amount  embraces  the  items  enumerated 
in  the  estimate  herewith  submitted,  and  is  such  as  we  deem 
absolutely  necessary  for  the  successful  operations  of  the  Fire 
Department,  and  it  will  certainly  cover  all  our  current  ex- 
penses, unless  our  property  or  apparatus  be  damaged  or  injur- 
ed by  some  unexpected  or  unusual  service  or  accident.  If  such 
an  occurrence  should  happen,  we  would,  of  course,  be  compelled 
to  ask  your  special  attention  to  the  matter,  and  possibly  solicit 
a  special   appropriation :  but   for  the   present,   we  deem   the 
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above  amount  ample,  and  will  endeavour  to  avoid  such  causes 
as  would  increase  the  demand. 

The  lot  at  the  corner  ofEutaw  and  Ross  streets,  upon  which 
No.  7  Engine  house  is  built,  was  obtained  by  the  Board  upon 
a  contract  with  the  owner,  to  pay  an  annual  rent  of  $120,  and 
with  an  express  engagement  to  extinguish  that  rent  within  a 
short  time,  on  call,  by  the  payment  of  two  thousand  dollars. 
The  owners  of  the  property  have  now  requested  the  perform- 
ance of  our  contract,  and  ask  the  payment  of  the  above  men- 
tioned amount,  and  we  therefore  have  solicited  an  appropria- 
tion of  two  thousand  dollars  in  addition  to  the  sum  necessary 
for  our  current  expenses. 

We  need  scarcely  reiterate  the  statement  contained  in  a  pre- 
vious report,  that  the  expenses  of  our  City  Fire  Department 
are  much  less  than  those  of  any  other  similar  department  in 
the  country  ;  and  the  comparison  of  ours  with  the  expenses  of 
other  great  cities  of  the  country,  shows  that  their  expenses  are 
greater  and  their  success  less  than  ours. 

The  Report  of  the  Fire  Inspector  shows  that  the  losses  by 
fire  in  the  city  during  the  year  1861,  to  have  been  about 
$60,000,  which  is  certainly  a  very  small  amount  for  a  city  of 
the  size  of  Baltimore,  and  numbering  near  unto  a  quarter  of  a 
million  of  inhabitants  ;  and  we  express  the  hope  that  the  fu- 
ture annual  losses  may  even  yet  be  diminished,  when  all  parts 
of  our  city  shall  equally  enjoy  the  benefits  of  a  full  supply  of 
water. 

A  partial  reduction  of  the  active  force  of  the  Department 
has  been  made  since  our  last  report,  when  we  thought  it  could 
be  done  without  prejudice  to  its  interest — and  we  expect  yet  to 
make  a  further  reduction,  in  pursuance  of  the  assurance  here- 
tofore given,  whenever  it  can  be  done  judiciously,  without  in- 
juring the  interests  of  our  city,  or  impairing  the  efficiency  of 
our  Department. 

We  desire  to  co-operate  with  the  other  branches  of  the  city 
government   in    reducing  the   expenses  of  our  city,  and   thus 
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diminishing  the  tax  upon  its  citizens  ;  but  we  do  not  wish  to 
do  so,  to  accomplish  only  an  apparent  good,  whilst  real  injury 
may  be  effected. 

The  ordinance  o\'  the  City  Council  creating  Che  City  Fire 
Department,  contains  all  that  is  necessary  for  the  purposes  of 
its  organization,  and  we  therefore  have  but  one  alteration  to 
est,  which  would  be  advantageous  to  our  system. 

We  think  that  the  Board  of  Control,  consisting  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners  and  the  Chief  Engineer,  should  have  the  entire 
management  of  the  finances  of  the  Department  for  which  it  is 
asihle,  and  should  disburse  all  moneys  paid  for  its  ac- 
count; and  that  all  officers  and  members  of  the  Department 
should  be  subordinate  and  responsible  to  that  Board. 

We  respectfully  suggest  that  such  amendment  might  be 
made  to  the  ordinance  as  would  effect  these  objects,  with  bene- 
fit to  the  Department. 

We  beg  leave  to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Chief  Engi- 
neer of  the  Department,  for  a  full  statement  of  its  membership, 
property,  and  practical  operations  during  the  past  year. 

We  commend  the  interests  of  the  Department  to  your  favor, i- 
ble  consideration,  and  express  the  hope  that  you  will  tender  to 
it  a  liberal  and  fostering  support.

(rKNTLEMEN  \ 

The  13th  section  of  an  ordinance  entitled  an  ordinance  to 
establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Baltimore, 
approved  December  10th,  1858,  requires  the  Chief  Engineer 
annually  to  report  the  condition,  operation  and  material  of 
the  Department,  and  also  a  full  description  of  the  same,  to  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

In  compliance  with  this  ordinance,  I  herewith  have  the  honor- 
to  present  to  your  Honorable  Body  my  third  annual  report 
of  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  Department  for  the  past 
year. 
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The  efficiency  of  the  Department  has  fully  sustained  its 
former  reputation  and  realized  the  high  expectations  of  the 
friends  of  the  paid  fire  system.  It  must  no  doubt  be  a  sourco 
of  gratification  to  its  friends  to  witness  its  success,  and  a  mat- 
ter of  pride  to  those  of  our  citizens  who  were  instrumental  in 
inaugurating  an  institution  that  has  proved  so  efficient  in 
every  case  of  emergency.  Whilst  many  of  our  sister  cities  have 
been  terribly  devastated  by  fire,  a  large  amount  of  property 
destroyed,  men,  women  and  children  turned  out  on  the  cold 
charity  of  the  world,  houseless,  homeless,  and  in  many  cases 
friendless,  Baltimore  has  been  saved  from  so  deplorable  a 
calamity.  You  will  no  doubt  be  gratified  to  learn  that  the 
system  so  successfully  inaugurated  in  our  midst  has  been,  or 
is  about  to  be  imitated  in  other  cities,  and  I  hope  with  success. 

In  my  last  report  I  had  the  honor  of  stating  that  the  num- 
ber of  men  and  the  apparatus  of  the  Department  was  sufficient 
for  all  practical  purposes.  I  have  pleasure  in  stating  that  the 
opinion  then  expressed  has  been  fully  sustained  by  the  ex- 
perience of  the  past  year.  I  am  pleased  to  inform  your  Hon- 
orable Body,  that,  with  a  view  to  reduce  the  expenses  of  the 
Department,  the  Board  of  Control  have  determined  to  reduce 
the  number  of  extra  men  of  each  Engine  Company  to  eight,  in 
place  of  nine  men  as  provided  for  in  the  ordinance,  and  of  the 
Hook  and  Ladder  Companies  to  ten  men  instead  of  fourteen 
heretofore  appointed.  This  will  prove  a  considerable  saving  in 
the  pay  roll  of  the  membership,  and  I  think  will  not  impair 
the  efficiency  of  the  Department. 

The  record  of  fires  herewith  presented  will  no  doubt  attract 

your  attention  ;  prominent  among  there  origin  is  the  Kerosene 

and  other  burning  fluid  factories.     I  would  respectfully  suggest 

the  expediency  of  the  enactment  of  some  stringent  ordinance 

to  prevent  the  erection  of  such  factories  within    the  city  limits 

in  future. 

The  total  number  of  alarms  of  fire  during  the  past  year  was 

one  hundred  and  twenty-one,  of  which  fifty-eight  were  actual 
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tin's  requiring  the  services  of  thf  Department,  or  rather,  a  por- 
tion  of  it  only — tin1  total  number  of  alarms  of  firo  for  the  pre- 
vious year  1860,  was  (209)  two  hundred  and  nine,  one  hundred 

and  sixteen  of  which  proved  to  bo  actual  fir 68,  and  ninety-three 

wre  false,  showinga  decrease  of  eighty-sight  false  alarms  ami 
a  decrease  of  fifty-eight  in  the  number  of  actual  tiros.  The 
Kotal  amount  of  property  destroyed  by  fire  in  the  city  during 
ear  1861,  as  reported  at  this  office;  was  sixty  thousand 
three  hundred  and  eighty-seven  dollars  and  fifty-one  cents,  of 
which  there  was  an  insurance  of  forty-one  thousand  five  hun- 
dred and  seventy-two  dollars  anil  tifty-one  cents,  leaving  a 
balance  of  uninsured  loss  of  eighteen  thousand  eight  hundred 
and  fifteen  dollars.  The  amount  of  loss  during  the  previous 
year  ot "I860,  was  three  hundred  and  seventy-two  thousand 
eight  hundred  and  thirty-one  dollars  and  ninety  cents,  ot' 
which  two  hundred  and  ninety-two  thousand  ami  ninety-three 
dollars  and  fifty  cents  was  insured,  and  thirty  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  thirty-eight  dollars  and  forty  cents  Uninsured, 
showing  a  decrease  of  the  loss  by  tire  during  the  year  1861, 
compared  with  that  of  1860,  of  two  hundred  and  sixty-two 
thousand  four  hundred  and  forty-four  dollars  and  thirty-nine 
cent<.

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The  supply  of  water  has  been  materially  increased  during 
the  year.  Much  has  been  done  towards  furnishing  a  good  sup- 
ply during  the  time  of  fire.  I  hope  the  supply  may  continue 
to  increase.  I  respectfully  suggest  that  a  steam  plug  he 
placed  at  the  corner  of  Front  and  Fayette  streets,  and  to  be 
supplied  and  connected  with  the  water  main  at  High  street. 

The  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  is  a  valuable  part  of  our  fire 
system.  Much  of  the  efficiency  of  the  Department  depends  on 
the  telegraph  in  giving  the  alarm  promptly.  I  am  pleased  to 
acknowledge  the  courtesy  and  prompt  attention  of  the  Super- 
intendent and  assistants  during  the  past  year.  I  would  res- 
pectfully recommend  that  the  telegraph  Box  16,  situated  on 
the  corner  of  Aisquith  and  Douglas  streets,  be  removed  to  the 
corner  of  Aisquith  and  Fayette  streets  ;  the  position  I  think 
would  be  more  eligible.  Two  additional  boxes  have  been  put 
up  since  my  last  report,  one  on  the  corner  of  Penn  and  Lom- 
bard streets,  numbered  19,  and  one  on  the  corner  of  Pennsyl- 
vania avenue  and  Fremont  streets,  numbered  56.  The  ordi- 
nance passed  by  your  Honorable  Body,  authorizing  the  Chief 
Engineer  to  offer  a  reward,  with  the  consent  of  the  Mayor,  for 
the  detection  and  punishment  of  all  persons  giving  or  causing 
to  be  given  any  false  alarm  of  fire,  has  had  the  desired  effect  in 
the  diminution  of  these  alarms,  and  consequently  the  saving 
of  a  large  amount  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  fire  apparatus. 

In  connection  with  the  matter  of  fire  alarm,  I  beg  leave 
respectfully  to  renew  my  suggestion  made  in  my  last  report 
relative  to  a  Central  Alarm  Bell,  of  large  size.  It  would  be  of 
great  advantage  and  convenience  to  the  members  of  the  De- 
partment and  to  all  those  of  our  citizens  doing  business  in  the 
centre  of  the  city.  I  commend  the  matter  to  your  favorable 
consideration. 

The  present  organization  of  the  Department  consists  of  seven 
JSteam  Fire  Engines,  fully  equipped,  two  Hook  and  Ladder 
Companies,  with  implements  in  complete  order,  and  one  hun- 
dred and  twelve  men,  exclusive  of  the  Chief  Engineer  and  two 
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ants.  At  no  fire  during  the  year  lias  it  been  neees>ary 
to  put  the  full  force  in  service,  although  called  out  hy  general 
alarm  on  several  occasions. 

I  would  respectfully  call  your  attention  to  the  matter  of 
foreign  Insurance  Agencies  now  established  in  Baltimore, 
do  a  very  large  business  and  receive  a  very 
amount  of  premiums  on  fire  risks  annually.  They  pay 
an  annual  tax  to  the  State  ol'  Maryland  of  two  hundred  dollars 
cash.  As  the  City  of  Baltimore  has  to  pay  the  expenses 
of  the  Fire  Department,  this  revenue  from  the  Fire  Insurance 
agents  should  accrue  to  the  city  for  the  benefit  of  the  Depart- 
ment. A  proper  effort  on  the  part  of  your  Honorable  Body 
might  induce  the  present  State  Legislature  to  relinquish  this 
tax  in  favour  of  the  city.  The  matter  is  worthy  of  your  consid- 
eration. 

I  am  happy  to  state  that  harmony  and  good  feeling  prevails 
among  the  officers  and  men  of  the  Department.  Prompt  in 
time  of  need,  and  obedient  to  orders,  they  deserve,  as  they 
have,  my  cordial  approbation. 

To  the  gentlemen  composing  the  Board  of  Fire  Commis- 
sioners I  am  indebted  for  many  acts  of  kindness,  good  will  and 
stance.     Their  many  favours  are  duly  appreciated.

The  capacity,  size  and  number  of  Steam  Fire  Engines  is  pre- 
sented on  table  marked  B.  They  are  all  in  good  serviceable  con- 
dition and  attended  and  worked  by  competent  machinists.  En- 
gines number  five  (6)  and  six  (G)  are  unfit  for  the  service  they 
to  perform,  anil  particularly  unsuited  to  the  locality  in 
which  they  are  placed  ami  the  service  they  have  to  perform. 
Their  size  and  weight  are  the  only  objections  I  have  to  them. 
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I  respectfully  renew  the  suggestion  in  rny  last  report,  and  re- 
commend that  authority  be  given  to  the  Board  of  Control  to 
dispose  of  them  to  the  best  advantage,  and  to  purchase  others 
in  place  of  them.  Engines  so  purchased  to  be  of  smaller  size 
and  of  Baltimore  manufacture. 

HOSE. 

Table  C  shows  the  quantity,  size  and  condition  of  the  hose 
now  in  use.  Five  hundred  feet* of  gum  hose,  2J  inch  diameter, 
and  seven  hundred  feet  copper-rivitted  hose  of  same  size,  has 
been  purchased  during  the  year ;  the  efTect  of  hard  service  is 
beginning  to  show  on  much  of  the  hose  now  in  use,  and  will 
soon  have  to  be  replaced  by  new.  I  respectfully  recommend 
the  purchase  of  three  thousand  feet  copper-rivitted  hose- 
leather — the  cost  of  which,  when  complete,  would  be  thirty- 
two  hundred  dollars. 

HOSE   CARRIAGES  AND  TENDERS. 

Table  D  and  E  exhibits  the  number  and  condition  of  the 
Hose  Carriages  and  Tenders  now  in  service. 

HOOK  &  LADDER. 

Tabl  F  shows  the  con-dition  of  the  Hook  and  Ladder  Trucks 
and  their  implements.  The  truck  of  No.  1  Company  has  been 
rebuilt  during  the  year,  and  that  of  Company  No.  2  has  also 
been  repaired  ;  a  set  of  new  ladders  has  also  been  purchased 
for  each  Company  since  my  last  report ;  they  are  now  prepared 
for  any  service. 

HORSES. 

A  list  of  the  number,  location  and  condition  of  the  horses, 
is  contained  on  table  marked  G  ;  they  are  all  in  charge  of  care- 
ful hostlers,  and  are  well  attended  to.  Dr.  John  Mann  has 
the  supervision  of  all  the  horses  belonging  to  the  department. 
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BlLttfc 

Table  II  gives  the  size  ami  location  of  the  Alarm  Bells.,  In 
another  part  of  this  report,  I  respectfully  suggest  the  erection 
of  a  Large  bell  in  a  central  location  ;  it  would  certainly  be  of 
great  advantage. 

TELEGRAPH  STATIONS. 

Table  I  shows  the  location  ami  number  of  the  Telegraph 
boxes  ;  it  also  gives  the  private  signals  adopted  for  the  conve- 
nience of  the  department.  Each  Company  has  a  signal  by 
which  it  alone  can  be  called  into  service  without  interfering 
"With  any  other  ;  this  arrangement  has  worked  well,  and  has 
considerable  of  the  wear  and  tear  of  the  machinery. 

RUNNING  TIME. 

Table  K  shows  the  number  of  times  that  each  Company  was 
in  service,  and  the  length  of  time  occupied  in  operating  at, 
each  fire.  The  total  number  of  hours  occupied  in  service  was 
145  hours  aud  35  minutes,  a  decrease  of  lOo  hours  and  58 
minutes,  compared  with  the  previous  year,  1860.

On  Table  L  is  shown  the  number  of  fires,  the  locality,  cause 
re  and  description  of  buildings,  &c. 

PROPERTY. 

Table  N  concludes  the  list ;  it  presents  in  detail  all  the 
property  of  every  kind  in  possession  of  the  different  Compa- 
oies.

TO      ESTABLISH      A 


PAID    FIEE  DEPARTMENT 

FOR  THE  CITY  OF  BALTIMORE. 


Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council 
of  Baltimore,  That  immediately  upon  the  passage  of  this  ordinance, 
there  shall  be  appointed,  as  city  officers  are  appointed,  five  persons  0* 
good  character  and  standing,  who  shall  be  styled  the  "Fire  Commission- 
ers of  the  City  of  Baltimore,"  who  shall  draw  for  the  term  of  their 
respective  office,  say,  one  for  the  term  of  five  years,  ooe  for  the  term  of 
four  years,  one  for  the  term  of  three  years,  one  for  the  term  of  two 
years,  one  for  the  term  of  one  year,  and  annually  thereafter  in  the  month 
of  February,  there  shall  be  appointed  in  the  same  manner,  one  person 
of  like  character,  to  serve  for  the  term  of  five  years. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the  event  of  a 
refusal  or  neglect  to  perform  the  duties  of  their  office,  on  the  part  of  any 
one  or  more  of  said  Commissioners,  the  Mayor  being  duly  certified  there- 
of, by  any  two  of  the  said  Commissioners,  shall  fill  such  offices  by  new 
appointments  to  serve  the  full  term  of  those  refusing  or  neglecting  to 
serve,  or  in  the  event  of  a  vacancy  occurring  from  aDy  cause,  the  Mayor 
shall  fill  such  vacancy  by  new  appointment,  and  at  the  first  session  of  the 
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City  Council   thereafter,  if  the  Council  be   not   in   session,  submit  such 
appointment  to  the  City  Council  for  its  confirmation. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  said  Fire  Com. 
missioners  shall  appoint  a  clerk,  who  by  virtue  of  his  office,  shall  be  a 
member  of  the  Fire  Department  constituted  by  this  ordinance,  and  who 
shall  receive  a  salary  of  seven  hundred  dollars  per  annum,  but  shall  not  be 
entitled  to  any  other  pay  under  any  of  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance.  Said 
clerk  shall  also  perform  the  duties  of  a  clerk  to  the  chief  engineer ;  and 
the  Fire  Commissioners  shall  be  authorized  to  fit  up  an  office  for  their 
use,  which  shall  be  centrally  located,  the  cost  of  which,  together  with  the 
rent  and  necessary  stationery,  shall  be  paid  by  the  city,  and  the  Com- 
missioners shall  be  further  authorized  to  receive  the  names  of  as  many 
persons  as  they  may  think  proper  as  honorary  members,  said  honorary 
members  paying  the  annual  sum  of  five  dollars. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners shall  have  power  to  appoint  the  requisite  number  of  persons  to 
perform  the  duties  of  their  several  positions  set  forth  in  this  bill,  the 
chief  engineer  excepted,  who  shall  hold  their  places  duriug  good  beha- 
vior, to  suspend  or  expel  any  member  of  any  company,  and  to  disband 
or  re-organize  any  company,  and  they  shall  also  adopt  a  suitable  uniform 
to  be  worn  by  the  officers  and  men  ;  and  generally  the  said  Fire  Commis- 
sioners shall  adopt  such  rules  and  regulations  for  their  own  government, 
and  of  the  Fire  Department,  as  they  shall  deem  expedient  for  the  inter- 
ests of  said  Department,  provided  such  rules  and  regulations  are  not 
inconsistent  with  the  laws  of  the  State  of  Maryland,  or  the  ordinances  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore;  they  shall  keep  a  record  of  all  their  proceedings, 
subject  to  the  inspection  of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  or  either  Branch 
thereof;  the  Fire  Commissioners,  moreover,  shall  define  the  duties  of 
their  clerk. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordaiued,  That  the  Fire  Department 
shall  consist  of  a  chief  engineer,  two  assistant  engineers,  one  of  whom 
shall  reside  in  the  first  and  the  other  in  the  second  district  named  in  the 
ordinance;  one  Fire  Inspector,  who  shall  be  appointed  and  paid  pursuant 
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to  existing  ordinances;  six  steam  fire  engine  companies,  to  consist  each 
of  one  foreman,  one  engineman,  one  fireman,  one  hostler,  and  nine  extra 
men;  two  hook  and  ladder  companies,  to  consist  each  of  one  foreman, 
one  hostler,  and  fourteen  extra  men. 

nn  G.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  steam  engine 
companies  shall  each  have  one  steam  engine,  one  hose  reel,  three  horses, 
aud  one  thousand  feet  of  hose. 

Section  7.  Aud  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  hook  and  ladder 
companies  shall  each  have  one  truck,  with  all  the  hooks,  ladders,  etc., 
and  two  horses. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  salaries  of 
the  officers  and  men  comprising  this  Department,  shall  consist  of  the 
following  sums  per  annum,  payable  monthly:  the  chief  engineer, 
shall  receive  twelve  hundred  dollars;  two  assistant  engineers,  each 
six  hundred  dollars;  the  foreman  of  each  company,  three  hundred 
dollars;  the  engineman,  seven  hundred  and  twenty  dollars;  the  fireman, 
four  hundred  and  seventy-five  dollars;  hostlers,  four  hundred  dollars: 
aud  the  extra  men,  two  hundred  dollars;  and  the  paid  members  of  the 
Department,  except  the  extra  men  and  foreman,  shall  give  their  undi- 
vided attention  to  their  respective  duties. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  steam  fire  engine 
and  hook  and  ladder  companies,  shall  be  located  at  such  points  as  the 
Commissioners  shall  designate. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  chief  engineer 
shall  be  appointed  as  other  city  officers  are  appointed,  and  shall  continue 
in  office  during  five  years.  He  may  be  suspended  for  inattention  or 
neglect  of  duty  by  a  majority  of  the  Fire  Commissioners,  with  the  ap- 
probation of  the  Mayor. 

Section  11.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Fire  Commis- 
sioners, together  with  the  chief  engineer,  shall  form  a  Board  of  Control, 
and  shall  be  responsible  for  the  discipline,  good  order  and  proper  conduct 
of  the  whole  department,  both  officers  and  men,  and  for  the  care  of  the 
houses,  engines,  hose  reels  and  other  furniture  and  apparatus  thereto  be- 
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ongirig;  they  shall  have  superintendence  and  control  of  all  the  engine 
and  other  houses  used  for  the  purposes  of  the  Fire  Department,  and  all 
the  furniture  and  apparatus  thereto  belonging. 

Section  12.  And  be  it  enacted  aud  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  his  assistants,  whenever  a  fire  shall  break  out 
in  the  city,  to  immediately  repair  to  the  place  of  such  fire,  and  to  take 
proper  measures  that  the  several  engines  and  other  apparatus  be  arranged 
in  the  most  advantageous  situations. 

Section  13.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Chief  Engineer 
shall  have  the  sole  command  at  fires  over  all  other  officers,  all  members 
of  the  fire  department,  aud  all  other  persons  who  may  be  present  at  fires, 
and  shall  take  all  proper  measures  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires,  and 
further  protection  of  property,  preservation  of  order,  and  observance  of 
laws  of  the  State,  ordinances  of  the  city,  and  regulations  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners,  respecting  fires,  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of  said  engineer 
to  examine  into  the  condition  of  the  engines  and  all  other  fire  apparatus, 
and  of  the  engine  and  other  houses  belonging  to  the  city,  used  for  tho 
purposes  of  the  fire  department,  and  the  companies  attached,  as  often  as 
circumstances  may  render  it  expedient,  or  whenever  directed  to  do  so  by 
the  City  Council  or  Fire  Commissioners,  and  annually  to  report  the  same 
to  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  also,  to  cause  a  full  des- 
cription of  the  same,  together  with  the  names  of  the  officers  and  mem- 
bers of  the  fire  department,  to  be  published  annually  in  two  of  the  daily 
city  papers,  to  be  selected  by  him,  twice  a  week  for  two  consecutive 
weeks,  and,  whenever  the  engines  or  other  fire  apparatus,  engine  or  other 
houses  used  by  the  Fire  Department,  require  alteration,  additions  or  re- 
pairs, the  Chief  Engineer  shall  cause  the  same  to  be  made,  provided  such 
repairs,  &c,  shall  not  exceed  in  any  instance  the  sum  of  twenty  dollars, 
if  it  exceed  that  sum,  the  assent  for  the  same  of  a  majority  of  the  Fire 
Commissioners  must  be  obtained,  and  it  shall  be  moreover  the  duty  of 
the  said  Chief  Engiueer,  to  receive  and  transmit  to  the  said  Fire  Com- 
missioners, for  the  use  of  the  Council,  all  the  returns  of  the  officers, 
members  and  fire  apparatus,  made  by  the  respective  companies  as  here- 
after prescribed,  and  all  other  communications  relating  to  the  affairs  of 
the  fire  department,  to  keep  fair   and   exact  rolls  of  the  respective  com-

panies,  specifying  the  time  of  admission  and  discharge  and  age  of  each 
member,  which  he  shall  report  in  writing  to  said   Fire  Commissioners, 

who  shall  safely  file  such  reports. 

Section  14.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  case  of  the  ab- 
sence of  the  Chief  Engineer,  the  assistant  engineer  in  whose  district  the 
tire  may  occur,  shall  exercise  the  duties  of  this  office,  with  the  full  power 
of  the  Chief  Engineer. 

Section  15.  Aud  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  city  shall  be 
divided  into  two  fire  districts,  the  first  comprising  all  that  part  of  the 
city  lying  west  of  Calvert  street;  the  second  district,  all  that  part  of  the 
city  lying  east  of  the  same. 

Section  16.  Aud  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  immediately  on  the 
appoiutment  and  organization  of  the  Fire  Commission  herein  provided 
for,  it  shall  be  their  duty  to  prepare  rules  and  regulations  for  the  govern- 
ment of  the  fire  companies  and  the  members  thereof,  and  to  furnish  each 
member  of  the  fire  department  with  a  copy  of  said  rules,  and  to  have 
said  rules  posted  conspicuDusly  in  the  office  of  the  department,  and  in 
and  about  the  several  eugine  houses  belonging  to  the  department,  and  to 
give  notice  that  they  are  prepared  to  receive  applications  for  membership 
in  the  City  Fire  Department,  and  that  they  are  also  ready  to  receive 
proposals  for  the  sale  to  the  city  of  such  fire  apparatus  as  the  city  may 
require. 

Section  17.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Register  be  and 
he  is  hereby  authorized  and  directed  to  pay  to  the  order  of  the  Fire  Com- 
missioners the  sum  of  forty  thousand  dollars  for  the  purchase  of  fire  appa- 
ratus as  described  in  section  5  of  this  ordinance,  for  the  use  of  the  Fire 
Department. 

Section  18.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  should  any  person 
or  persons  not  a  member  of  the  City  Fire  Department,  use  the  uniform 
determined  upon  by  the  Fire  Commissioners,  or  any  part  thereof,  such 
person  or  persons  shall  each  be  fined  not  less  than  five  dollars  nor  more 
than  tweuty  dollars  for  each  and  every  offence,  to  be  recovered  as  other 
city  fines  are  recovered;  one-half  to  the  use  of  the  informer,  the  other 
half  to  the  use  of  the  city. 
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Section  19.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  should  any  person 
or  persons,  injure,  deface,  or  in  any  manner  destroy  any  city  fire  appa- 
ratus, or  should  any  person  or  persons  hinder  or  obstruct  any  city  fire 
company  or  hook  and  ladder  company  or  any  member  thereof  from  freely 
passing  along  the  streets  of  the  city  to  or  from  a  fire,  or  in  any  manner 
hinder  or  prevent  any  of  the  said  fire  companies,  or  any  member  of  the 
same,  from  operating  at  any  fire,  each  and  every  person  or  persons  so 
hindering,  obstructing,  or  preventing,  shall  be  fined  not  less  than  five 
dollars  nor  more  than  twenty  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  city  fines 
are  recovered ;  one-half  to  the  informer,  the  other  half  to  the 
city. 

Section  20.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  in  the  event  of  the 
establishment  of  a  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  members  of  the  Police  department,  in  the  district  in  which  the 
fire  may  occur,  to  communicate  the  fact  to  the  Central  Station  by  means 
of  the  signal  box  in  the  district  in  which  the  fire  may  be,  in  accordance 
with  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  the  signal  boxes,  and  it  shall 
be  the  duty  of  the  police,  in  the  night  time,  on  the  occurrence  of  a  fire, 
to  give  further  notice  thereof,  within  their  respective  districts,  by  spring- 
ing their  rattles  and  crying  fire,  and  if  practicable  the  number  of  the 
signal  box  from  which  the  alarm  proceeded ;  and  when  a  police  officer 
has  an  alarm  bell  in  his  district,  it  shall  be  his  duty  to  ring  the  same  by 
striking  the  location  as  indicated  by  the  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Section  21.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  it  shall  be  the  duty 
of  the  Fire  Commissioners  to  erect  a  suitable  shop  or  shops,  in  such 
locality  as  they  may  deem  best  suited  for  the  same,  for  repairing  appa- 
ratus, and  that  the  six  engineers  be  required  to  do  whatever  repairing, 
&c,  that  may  from  time  to  time  be  required  by  said  Commission- 
ers. 

Section  22.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Chief  Engineer 
and  his  assistants,  be  authorized  to  exercise  the  powers  of  police  officers 
in  going  to,  while  at,  or  returning  from  any  fire  that  may  occur,  or, 
alarm. 
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Section  23.  Ami  be  it  enacted  aud  ordained,  That  this  ordinance  shall 
take  effect  immediately  on  and  after  its  passage. 

Section  24.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  or 
parts  of  ordinances  iuconsisteut  with  this  ordinance,  be  and  the  same  are 
hereby  repealed.

An  Ordinance  to  fix  and  e&taUiah  a  Standard   Screw   for  the   City 
Paid  Steam  Fire  Department. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That  the  standard  screw  of  the  suction  tubes  of  the 
steam  fire  engines,  and  the  large  openings  in  the  steam  fire  plugs  shall 
be  five  and  one-half  inches  in  diameter,  with  five  threads  to  the  inch, 
and  the  standard  screw  for  the  hose  shall  be  three  inches  in  diameter, 
with  seven  threads  to  the  inch. 

Section  2.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Water  Engi- 
neer be  and  he  is  hereby  directed  to  cause  the  screws  of  all  fire 
plugs  hereafter  inserted  by  him,  to  conform  to  the  first  section  of 
this  ordinance.

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An  Ordinance  Supplementary  to  an  Ordinance  entitled  "An  Ordinance 
to  establish  a  Paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Baltimore" 
approved  December  10,    1 858. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  That  the  Paid  Fire  Department  create!  by  the  ordi- 
nance to  which  this  is  a  supplement,  shall  consist  of  seven  steam  en- 
gines, and  two  hook  and  ladder  compauies. 

Section  '1.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordaiued,  That  there  shall  be  seven 
steam  engines  and  seven  tenders,  seven  hose  reels  with  the  comple- 
ment of  hose  for  seven  compauies,  instead  of  six,  as  heretofore  provi- 
ded for. 

Section  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall  be  ap- 
pointed in  the  manner  heretofore  provided  for,  one  foreman,  one  engi- 
neer, one  fireman,  one  hostler,  and  nine  extra  meu  for  the  additional 
company  created  by  this  ordinance. 

Section  4.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordaiued,  That  the  extra  men  at- 
tached to  each  of  the  steam  engine  compauies  created  by  this  ordinance 
shall  not  exceed  nine  persons,  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  be 
and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  reduce  the  number  at  any  time,  if  in 
their  judgment  the  efficiency  of  the  department  and  the  safety  of  the 
property  of  the  city  will  justify  it. 

Section  5.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  number  of  ex- 
tra men  to  each  of  the  hook  and  ladder  companies  shall  not  exceed 
fourteen  persons,  and  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  be  and  they  arc 
hereby  authorized  to  reduce  the  number  at  any  time,  if  in  their  juJg- 
ment  the  efficiency  of  the  department  and  the  safety  of  the  property  of 
the  city  will  justify  it. 

Section  G.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  there  shall  be  at- 
tached to  each  of  the  seven  steam  engine  companies  created  by  this  ordi- 
nance four  horses  at  the  discretion  of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners, 
the  application  of  which  shall  be  controlled  by  the  foreman  of  each  of 
the  several  companies,  in  such  manner  as  his  judgment  may  dictate 
for  the  use  of  the  company's  apparatus. 

Section  7.    And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,   That  the  foreman  of  each 
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of  the  companies  of  the  department  shall  be  and  he  is  hereby  vested  with 
full  police  authority  while  going  to,  while  at  and  while  returning  from 
fires  or  alarms  of  fires. 

Section  8.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Chief  Engineer 
of  the  Paid  Fire  Department  of  the  city  of  Baltimore,  shall  have  the  use 
and  control  of  any  and  all  fire  plugs  belonging  to  the  city  of  Baltimore, 
on  the  occurrence  of  fires. 

Section  9.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  the  Board  of  Fire 
Commissioners  be  and  they  are  hereby  authorized  to  draw  on  the  Regis- 
ter of  the  city  for  such  amounts  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  for  the 
payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  officers  and  men  appointed  by  virtue  of 
this  ordinance,  and  as  much  as  may  be  necessary  for  the  purchase  of  ap- 
paratus provided  for  in  this  ordinance. 

Section  10.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  That  all  ordinances  or 
parts  of  ordinances  inconsistent  with  the  provisions  of  this  ordinance,  bo 
and  the  same  are  hereby  repealed.

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  and  ordained  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Coun- 
cil of  Baltimore,  that  should  an}r  person  or  persons  knowingly  give  or 
cause  to  be  given  any  false  alarm  of  fire  by  means  of  the  telegraph  boxes 
connected  with  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph,  he.  she,  or  they 
shall  be  subject  to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars,  nor  more 
than  two  hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  recoverable. 

Sec.  *2.  x\nd  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  authority  is  hereby 
given  to  the  Chief  Engineer  of  the  Fire  Department,  in  his  discretion, 
and  with  the  approbation  of  the  Mayor,  to  offer  a  reward  of  one  hundred 
dollars  or  less  for  the  apprehension  and  conviction  of  any  person  or  per- 
sons who  shall  knowingly  give  or  cause  to  be  given  any  false  alarm 
of  fire,  by  means  of  the  Telegraph  Boxes  connected  with  the  Police  and 
Fire  Alarm  Telegraph. 

Sec.  3.  And  be  it  enacted  and  ordained,  that  should  any  person  or 
persons  make  or  cause  to  be  made  any  key  or  keys  of  any  Fire  Engine 
or  Truck  house  or  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  Box.  or  use  or  cause  to  be  used 
the  same,  except  the  Mayor,  Fire  Commissioners  and  Chief  Engineer, 
without  the  consent  of  the  proper  authority,  he,  she  or  they  shall  be  sub- 
ject to  a  fine  of  not  less  than  one  hundred  dollars  and  not  more  than  two 
hundred  dollars,  to  be  recovered  as  other  fines  are  recoverable.

RULES  AND   REGULATIONS 


FOR    THE    GOVERNMENT    OF 


THE  BALTIMORE  CITY  EIRE  DEPARTMENT. 


All  the  companies  composing  the  department  shall  be  furnished  with  a 
copy  of  the  ordinance  creating  the  department,  and  the  rales  and  regu- 
lations of  the  Board  of  Fire  Commissioners  ;  and  it  shall  be  the  duty  of 
the  officers  and  members  to  couform  to  all  duties  herein  required,  and  all 
orders  of  the  Chief  Engineer.  Each  compauy  shall  be  designated  by 
numbers. 

CHIEF  ENGINEER. 

The  Chief  Engineer  shall  perform  all  such  duties  as  are  prescribed  in 
the  ordinance  creating  this  department,  entitled  "An  ordinance  to  estab- 
lish a  paid  Fire  Department  for  the  City  of  Baltimore." 

ASSISTANT   ENGINEERS. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  assistant  engineer  to  visit,  at  least  once  a 
day,  the  several  engine  and  truck  houses  in  the  district  for  which  he  was 
appointed;  see  whether  any  repairs,  etc.,  are  necessary,  and  daily  re- 
port the  result  of  his  examination  to  the  Chief  Engineer.  He  shall  see 
that  the  houses,  machinery,  and  horses  are  in  good  order,  and  proper 
jue  kept.  It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  sail  assistant  engineers, 
whenever  a  fire   shall   occur   in  the   city,  to   repair   immediately   to   the 
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place  of  such  fire,  and  carry  with  them  a  suitable  badge  of  their  office, 
and  report  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  and  take  proper  measures,  under  his 
direction,  that  the  several  engines  and  other  apparatus  shall  be  arranged 
in  the  most  advantageous  situations,  and  only  used  for  the  effectual  ex- 
tinguishment of  fires,  and  to  call  for  assistance,  if  need  be,  from  all  per- 
sons present,  as  well  as  members  of  the  department.  It  shall  also  be 
their  duty  to  cause  order  to  be  preserved  in  going  to,  working  at,  or  re- 
turning from  fires,  and  at  all  other  times  when  companies  attached  to  the 
department  are  on  duty.  In  case  of  the  absence  of  the  Chief  Engineer, 
the  assistant  Engineer  in  whose  district  the  fire  may  occur,  shall  exer- 
cise the  duties  of  this  office  with  full  power,  but  in  the  absence  of  the 
Chief  and  assistants,  the  foreman  of  the  company  in  whose  district  the 
fire  may  be,  shall  have  command  until  the  arrival  of  the  Chief  or  assis- 
tant engineers,  and  for  which  purpose  the  city  shall  be  divided  into  as 
many  districts  as  there  are  companies.  They  shall  also  perform  such 
other  duties  as  the  Board  may  from  time  to  time  prescribe. 

FOREMEN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  foremen  to  see  that  the  several  engines, 
apparatus  and  horses  committed  to  their  care,  and  the  several  buildiugs 
in  which  the  same  are  deposited,  and  all  things  in  and  belonging  to  the 
same,  are  kept  neat  and  clean,  and  in  order  for  immediate  use.  It  shall 
also  be  their  duty  to  preserve  order  and  discipline  in  their  respective 
companies,  especially  whilst  going  to,  in  service  at,  or  returning  from 
fires,  and  require  and  enforce  a  strict  compliance  with  the  city  ordi- 
nances and  the  rules  and  regulations  of  the  Board  of  Control.  They 
shall  also  keep,  or  cause  to  be  kept,  fair  and  exact  rolls,  specifying  the 
age,  time  of  admission,  and  discharge  of  each  member,  and  accounts  of 
all  the  city  property  entrusted  to  the  care  of  the  several  members,  and 
of  all  absence  or  tardiness  of  the  same,  in  a  book  provided  for  that  pur- 
pose by  the  city  ;  which  roll,  or  record  books,  are  always  to  be  subject 
to  the  order  of  the  Board  of  Control.  They  shall  also  make,  or  cause  to 
be  made,  to  the  Chief  Engineer,  true  and  accurate  returns  of  all  the 
members,  with  their  ages,  residence  and  occupation  ;  also  the  condition 
of  the  apparatus  and  other  property  entrusted  to  their  care,  once  a  month 
or  oftener  if  called  upon  so  to  do. 

The  foreman,  or  commanding  officer  of  each  company,  shall  remain 
with  the  company  or  apparatus,  of  which   he  has  charge,  preserve  order 
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and  direct  the  operations  of  the  same;  and  all  members  of  the  several 
companies,  except  when  otherwise  engaged  on  special  duty,  shall  remain 
at  or  about  the  apparatus,  to  which  they  are  attached. 

ENGINEMEN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  the  engineman  of  each  company,  to  be  at  all 
times  present  at  the  engine  house,  except  when  absent  therefrom  on 
duty;  he  shall  give  bis  entire  time  and  attention  to  his  company,  and 
shall  have  his  engine  ready  for  service  at  all  times.  He  shall  accom- 
pany his  engine  to  all  fires  or  alarms,  and  discharge  the  duties  appertain- 
ing to  his  position,  as  directed  by  the  foreman  of  his  company,  or  his 
superior  officer;  and  he  shall  be  required  to  do  all  the  repairing  as  pre- 
scribed by  the  ordinance  creating  this  department. 

HOSTLERS. 

The  hostlers  shall  have  charge  and  due  care  of  the  horses  of  their  re- 
spective companies  while  at  the  engine  or  truck  house,  going  to  a  fire, 
whilst  there  or  returning  to  the  house,  and  shall  have  them  at  all  times 
ready  for  immediate  service.  They  shall  report  to.  and  otherwise  exe- 
cute the  directions  of  the  foreman,  and  shall  bo  on  duty  at  the  engine,  or 
truck  house,  at  all  times,  except  during  fires;  and  whilst  practising 
horses,  shall  not  go  farther  from  the  house  than  directed  by  the 
foreman. 

FIREMEN. 

Each  fireman  shall  be  on  duty  at  his  respective  engine  house  at  all 
times  except  during  fires,  and  shall  discharge  all  the  duties  appertaining 
to  his  position  during  the  time  the  apparatus  is  in  service.  It  shall  also 
be  his  duty  to  keep  his  engine  house,  hose  carriage  and  hose  in  a  proper 
and  cleanly  condition,  and  shall  be  subject  in  all  things  to  the  direction 
of  the  foreman.  He  shall  also  drive  the  hose  carriage  going  to  and  re- 
turning from  a  fire. 

EXTRA  MEN. 

It  shall  be  the  duty  of  each  extra  man,  immediately  upon  an  alarm  of 
fire,  to  repair  to  the  locality  of  sail  fire,  report  himself  to  the  foreman  of 
his  company,  and  perform  such  duties  as  may  be  required  of  him  by  his 
superior  officers. 

Persons  to  be  eligible  to  membership  in  the  department,  must  be  over 
the  age  of  21  years  and  residents  of  the  city  of  Baltimore. 
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All  persons  connected  with  the  department   shall   be    required  to  at- 
tend all  fires  or  alarms  of  fires  promptly  aud   regularly,  or  be  subje 
to  dismissal. 

No  spirituous  or  malt  liquors  shall  be  allowed  in  any  engine  or  other 
house  belonging  to  the  department,  or  at  any  fire  or  alarm  of  fire,  and 
any  member  seen  intoxicated  about  any  engine  house,  or  other  house 
used  by  the  department,  at  any  fire  or  alarm  of  fire,  shall1  be  subject  to 
dismissal. 

Any  officer  or  member  of  the  department  who  shall  wilfully  neglect  or 
refuse  to  perform  his  duty,  or  shall  be  guilty  of  disobedience  to  his  su- 
perior officer  or  officers,  shall  for  such  offence  be  suspended  from  the  de- 
partment; and  any  officer  or  member  who  shall  offend  against  any  ordi- 
nance of  the  city  relating  to  the  fire  department,  (the  same  to  be  deter- 
mined by  the  Board  of  Control,)  shall,  in  addition  to  the  liability  of  sus- 
pension by  the  Chief  Engineer,  be  also  liable  to  a  penalty  of  not  less 
than  five  nor  more  than  ten  dollars,  the  same  to  be  deducted  from  the 
monthly  pay  of  the  person  so  offending. 

The  uniform  of  the  Chief  and  assistant  engineers  shall  consist  of  a 
white  fire  cap,  having  the  name  of  their  respective  offices  on  the  front, 
drab  or  other  light  colored  coat  and  pants.  Each  foreman  shall  wear  a 
white  fire  cap,  with  black  front,  with  the  name  of  his  office  and  the  num- 
ber of  the  company  to  which  he  is  attached  thereon,  and  black  coat  and 
pants.  All  other  members  of  the  department  shall  wear  black  coats  and 
pants,  and  black  fire  caps,  having  the  number  of  their  respective  com- 
panies on  the  front.  The  enginemen,  hostlers  and  firemen  to  have  the 
name  of  their  respective  offices  above  the  number  of  their  companies. 
Each  member  of  the  department  shall  also  wear  a  grey  flannel  shirt. 
Each  officer  and  member  of  the  department  shall  be  furnished  by  the 
Board  of  Commissioners  with  a  badge  properly  numbered,  and  they 
shall  appear  at  all  fires  or  alarms  of  fires  with  their  uniform  or 
badgp. 

In  case  of  sickness,  or  absence  from  the  city  of  any  officer,  or  member 
of  the  fire  department,  his  place  may  be  filled  by  such  person  as  he  may 
select,  provided  that  said  person  be  approved  by  the  Board  of  Commis- 
sioners and  Chief  P^ngineer,  and  the  party  thus  furnishing  a  substitute 
shall   be  responsible  for  his  conduct. 
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Each  officer  nn  1  member  of  the  Fire  Department  shall  sign  the  follow- 
ing agreement,  in  a  book  to  !>••  provided  for  tint  purpose  by  the  Board 
of  Control.  The  undersigned  baying  been  appointed  a  member  of  the 
Baltimore  City  Fire  Department,  hereby  agree  to  abide  by  all  the  ordi- 
nances of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  and  the  rules  and  regulations  of 
the  Hoard  of  Control  of  the  Fire  Department  relating  thereto. 

Each  officer  and  member  of  the  department  on  signing  the  rules  and 
regulations  of  the  City  Fire  Depaitment,  shall  be  furnished  with  a  cer- 
tificate of  membership,  signed  by  the  President  aud  Clerk  of  the  Board 
of  Control. 

No  company  shall  be  permitted  to  leave  the  city  with  their  apparatus 
under  any  consideration  whatever  unless  permission  be  granted  by  the 
Board. 

Absence  from  a  fire  or  alarm  of  fire  without  good  and  sufficient  cause, 
(the  same  to  be  determined  by  the  Board  o(  Commissioners,)  shall  sub- 
ject the  party  absenting  himself  to  the  following  fines,  viz  : 

For  an  assistant  engineer  or  engincman §3  00 

Hostler  or  fireman 2  00 

Foreman 1    50 

Extramen 1  00 

The  same  to  be  deducted  from  their  monthly  pay.

REPORT 


OF   THE 


WATER  DEPARTMENT 


Office  of  the  Water  Board, 

Baltimore,  January  4th,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor 

and  City  Council: 

The  undersigned,  Commissioners  of  the  Water  Board,  pre- 
sent their  annual  report  for  the  year  18G1. 

Owing  to  the  general  derangement  of  business  in  the  city, 
the  result  of  the  past  year's  operations  has  not  been  so  favora- 
ble in  regard  to  an  increase  of  revenue  as  the  Board  desire. 
Extraordinary  efforts  have  been  made  to  collect  the  bills  due 
this  department,  but  as  no  inducements  are  offered  in  the  shape 
of  reductions  for  prompt  payment,  and  as  no  authority  exists 
to  add  interest  or  other  charges  to  delinquents  beyond  the 
stipulated  rates,  a  large  number  of  persons  have  failed  to  pay 
their  bills  at  or  about  the  time  they  are  due  and  payable. 

The  Board  anticipated  a  very  large  increase  of  supplies  upon 
the  introduction  of  water  in  the  north-western  section  of  the 
city  ;  this  expectation  has  not  been  realized,  and  is  attributed 
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to  the  fact  that  so  many  houses  are  vacant,  and  that  the  gene- 
ral reduction  of  rents  does  not  authorize  the  expense. 

The  rapid  increase  of  water  takers  in  the  years  1859  and 
I860,  indicated  a  continued  increase  of  the  number  of  supplies. 
The  increase  of  revenue  for  the  year  1860,  was  fourteen  thous- 
and six  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars.  For  the  past  year  the 
increase  over  the  year  1860,  is  eight  thousand  three  hundred 
and  seventy-five  dollars. 

The  abatements  and  reductions  principally  made  on  vacant 
houses,  and  by  the  suspension  of  business,  is  fifteen  thousand 
three  hundred  and  fifty  dollars.  * 

The  Registrar's  books  show  that  the  present  number  of  sup- 
plies will  yield  $177,631  per  annum  ;  from  rents  and  other 
sources  of  revenue,  $2,500  may  be  estimated,  thus  making  a 
total  of  $180,000,  or  thereabout.  The  current  expenses  for 
salaries,  &c,  is  near  $7,000.  Expenses  for  ordinary  repairs, 
say  $3,000.  One  hundred  and  seventy  thousand  dollars  may 
be  set  down  as  the  nett  revenue. 

The  entire  amount  expended  for  the  water  works,  including 
the  purchase  from  the  water  company,  is  $3,503,358.47.  The 
annual  interest  on  the  water  stock  debt  is  $210,000,  leaving  a 
deficiency  to  be  provided  for  of  forty  thousand  dollars  per  an- 
num. The  interest  on  the  Avater  stock  has  been  paid  exclu- 
sively by  those  who  take  the  water  on  their  premises,  leaving  all 
others  entirely  exempt  in  all  respects  from  the  payment  in  any 
form  for  the  extraordinary  benefits  derived  from  a  full  supply 
of  water  for  the  extinguishment  of  fires  and  other  purposes. 

The  revenue  of  the  Water  Bepartment,after  the  payment  of  cur_ 
rent  expenses  from  time  the  city  purchased  the  old  water  works 
until  now,  have  been  applied  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  water  stock  ;  this  revenue  has  not  been  enough  for  this 
purpose  within  one  hundred  and  eight  thousand  dollars  ;  this 
sum  has  been  paid  by  the  City  Register  and  is  charged  to  this 
department. 
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The  city  still  retains  the  greater  part  of  the  land  included 
in  the  first  purchase  of  the  water  works,  except  a  tract  of  land 
near  White's  mill,  sold  to  Mr.  Kennedy,  and  a  right  of  way 
to  the  Northern  Central  Rail  Road,  through  the  Lauvale  pro- 
perty, and  two  old  houses  with  several  irregular  angles  of  lots 
sold  to  Mr.  Denmead.  Whatever  may  be  realized  from  the 
sale  of  tli is  property  is  to  be  applied  to  the  payment  of  the 
amount  due  the  city  for  interest,  and  for  the  reduction  of  the 
water  stock  debt. 

Several  changes  in  the  present  system  of  charging  water 
rents  ;  the  time  and  mode  of  ensuring  more  prompt  payment, 
and  oi^  exacting  a  tax  or  water  rate  from  non-paying  property 
holders,  lias  heretofore  been  acted  upon  by  this  Board,  and 
will  be  presented  by  the  Mayor  in  his  annual  message. 

The  reports  of  the  Water  Kegistrar,  Water  Engineer,  and 
the  Chief  Engineer,  are  herewith  submitted,  to  which  we  refer 
for  more  specific  items  of  information. 

The  Water  Engineer  has  laid  nearly  nine  miles  of  water 
mains  of  different  sizes  during  the  past  year.  The  most  im- 
portant of  these  is  a  line  of  mains  30  inches  diameter,  extend- 
ing from  the  new  Mount  Koyal  Reservior,  through  McMechin, 
Grundy,  Biddle,  Richmond,  Cathedral  and  Madison  streets,  to 
a  point  near  the  Jail,  connecting  with  mains  heretofore  laid 
east  of  Jones'  Falls.     This  line  cost  $60,808.70. 

The  Chief  Engineer's  report  gives  a  general  description  of 
the  progress  of  the  new  works  for  the  year  ;  these  works  are 
nearly  done,  and  so  far  as  a  full  supply  of  water  for  all  parts 
ot  the  city  is  concerned,  they  may  be  considered  as  finished. 
A  few  weeks  more,  with  a  further  outlay  of  eight  or  ten  thou- 
sand dollars,  will  finish  the  entire  work  as  indicated  in  the  or- 
dinance of  1857 — providing  for  an  increased  supply  of  water 
from  Jones'  Falls.  This  work  will  be  accomplished  by  an  out- 
lay very  nearly  approximating  the  estimates  submitted  when 
the  city  undertook  this  important  work.

As  soon  as  the  new  Mount  Royal  Reservoir  is  finished,  the 
Chief  Engineer  will  furnish  a  full  and  minute  account,  with  a 
description  of  the  work  committed  to  his  charge.  And  the 
Board  will  then  furnish  a  full  and  complete  account  of  the 
condition  and  cost  of  the  City  Water  Works. 

Annexed  is  a  statement  taken  from  the  hooks  of  the  general 
ledger  of  the  Water  Board.

CHIEF  ENGINEER'S  REPORT. 


Office  of  the  City  Water  Works , 
Baltimore,  January  1st,  1862. 

Hex.  George  Wm.  Brown, 

Chairman  of  the  Water  Board. 

Sir:— 

In  presenting  to  the  Board  the  following  "Annual  Report"  of 
the  progress,  condition  and  cost  of  the  new  Water  Works  up 
to  this  date,  I  take  great  pleasure  in  stating  that  the  project 
for  an  introduction  of  the  waters  of  Jones'  Falls  to  all  parts 
of  the  city,  through  the  process  of  natural  gravitation  alone, 
was  virtually  accomplished  in  the  month  of  Febuary  last,  and 
ever  since  that  time  has  been  a  successful  as  well  as  self-evi- 
dent fact. 

It  also  gratifies  me  to  be  able  to  state,  that  although  these 
works  were  in  an  unfinished  condition  when  they  were  brought 
into  use,  and  are  still  incomplete,  yet  the  most  sanguine  ex- 
pectations in  regard  to  an  abundant  supply  therefrom  of  per- 
fectly wholesome  and  limpid  water  during  the  heat  and  drought 
of  the  summer  months,  have  been  realized  to  the  fullest  ex- 
tent ;  whilst  a  surplus  of  water,  always  exceeding  the  amount 
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» 
drawn  from  the  lake   for   the    daily   requirements  of  the  city, 
has  been  continually  flowing  over  the  dam. 

When  my  last  annual  report  was  submitted  to  you,  the  con- 
dition of  the  works  was  represented  to  be  briefly  as  follows : 

The  Lake,  though  incomplete,  was  ready  for  immediate  use  ; 
the  Dam  had  been  built  to  a  sufficient  height  to  turn  a  full 
supply  of  water  into  the  channel  of  the  conduit ;  the  Conduit- 
line  was  perfect  in  all  its  parts  ;  the  Hampden  Keservoir, 
though  unfinished,  was  fully  prepared  for  the  reception  and 
distribution  of  water,  and  the  Pipe-line  was  in  a  sufficiently 
forward  state  to  warrant  the  anticipation  that  water  from  the 
lake  could  and  would  be  introduced  to  the  higher  service  mains 
of  the  city  by  the  middle  of  February  following. 

It  was  then  likewise  expected  that  the  new  Mount  Eoyal 
Keservoir  could  be  finished  in  the  month  of  June  last,  and 
consequently,  that  the  entire  city  would  be  supplied  with 
water  during  the  summer  months  and  thence  forward,  exclu- 
sively from  the  lake. 

The  following  condensed  statements  exhibit  the  progress  of 
these  several  unfinished  portions  during  the  past  year,  the 
present  condition  of  all  parts  of  the  work,  and  the  cost  of  each 
part  separately. 

Of  the  Lake. 

With  the  exception  of  some  marginal  improvements  and 
embellishments,  this  was  completed  in  the  month  of  April 
last — since  which  date  no  expense  on  account  thereof  has  been 
incurred  beyond  the  simple  cost  of  enclosing  it  with  a  substan- 
tial fence,  and  the  keeping  of  its  shores  in  good  repair  and 
cleanly  condition.  Until  the  dam  was  completed  the  lake 
could  not  be  filled  to  the  extent  of  its  capacity  ;  consequently 
for  the  space  of  three  or  four  months  after  the  introduction  of 
its  waters  to  the  city,  they  were  not  altogether  free  from  the 
earthy    impurities   which   were  continually  washed  into  them 
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from  the  many  acres  of  the  freshly  excavated  bottom  andsidea 
o1l  the  lake  that  were  exposed  io  t lie  drenching  rains  of  the 
season.  Since  the  lake  was  filled  to  overflowing,  this  ouisanci 
has  been  almost  entirely  disposed  of,  ami  although  the  waters 

are  even  now  occasionally  turbid  from  the  effects  of  heavy  and 
continuous  rains,  they  become  quite  pure  again  in  three  or 
four  days  ;  ami,  in  t\ic  meantime,  the  distributing  reservoir, 
being  shut  off  from  any  influx:  of  water  from  the  lake,  furnishes 
an  adequate  supply  to  the  city. 

Nearly  three-fourths  of  the  fences  required  to  enclose  the 
lake  and  the  city  property  around  its  margin,  are  already  put 
up,  and  the  remainder  are  in  progress  of  construction. 

The  cost  of  tli is  work  up  to  date  may  be  briefly  summed  up 
as  follow-  :

This  expenditure  greatly  exceeds  the  original  estimate  of 
Mr.  Slade,  but  has  been  deemed  absolutely  necessary  in  order 
to  insure  greater  purity  of  the  water  at  all  seasons,  and  espe- 
cially to  guard  it  from  the  noxious  effects  of  the  growth  and 
decay  of  aquatic  plants,  and  other  productions  of  shallow 
water,  during  the  summer  months.  In  addition  to  these  bene- 
fits, the  excavation  of  the  shallower  portions  of  the  lake,  to  a 
uniform  depth  of  ten  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  water,  has 
increased  its  available  capacity  fifty  millions  of  gallons. 

The  lake  covers  an  area  of  one  hundred  and  sixteen  acres, 
and  contains  five  hundred  millions  of  gallons — four  hundred 
millions  of  which  are  available  to  the  city.  It  has  been  ascer- 
tained, by  measurements  made   during  the  past   summer  and

autumn,  that  the  present  average  daily  requirements  ot  tne 
city  are  a  trifle  less  than  six  millions  of  gallons  ;  and  that 
they  did  not  exceed  seven  millions  of  gallons  for  any  single 
day  during  the  extreme  heat  of  last  summer.  This  consump- 
tion of  water,  for  a  population  estimated  to  be  not  less  than 
two  hundred  and  thirty  thousand  in  number,  is  less  than  a 
daily  average  of  thirty  gallons  to  each  individual,  and,  since 
it  is  already  proved  by  accurate  guagings  made  at  the  site  of 
the  dam  during  the  last  week  of  a  severe  drought  in  1860,  that 
the  lowest  ebb  to  which  the  influent  streams  of  the  lake  have 
been  reduced  in  the  past  four  years,  yielded  an  average  daily 
supply  of  between  eleven  and  twelve  millions  of  gallons,  (equal 
to  fifty  gallons  per  head  of  the  present  population,)  it  is  pro- 
bable that  the  large  reserve  of  water  constantly  stored  in  the 
lake  to  meet  emergencies  will  not  be  brought  into  requisition 
for  several  years  to  come  ;  except,  perhaps,  for  a  few  days  to- 
wards the  end  of  some  extraordinary  drought,  similar  to  that 
which  occurred  in  the  year  1854,  when  the  stream  was  guaged 
by  Mr.  Sickels,  and  found  to  yield  an  average  of  only  seven 
and  a  half  millions  of  gallons  per  day  for  the  last  thirty  days 
of  a  drought  of  two  and  a  half  months  duration. 


Of  the  Dam. 


This  structure  was  virtually  finished  in  the  month  of  June, 
and  water  has  been  continually  flowing  over  its  crest  ever  since 
the  middle  of  July  last;  but  the  superstructure  of  the  gate- 
house and  the  gate-keeper's  cottage  were  not  completed  till 
October,  and  some  little  iron  work  yet  remains  to  be  done. 

Its  present  condition  is  excellent,  and  it  has  always  been  en- 
tirely free  from  leaks  or  other  noticeable  defects.

It  will  be  observed  that  the  cost  of  this  portion  of  the  works 
exceeds   very  much   the  original  estimate  made  by  Mr. 
Le,  and  was  caused  by  a  radical  change  in  the  mode  of  con- 
struction. 

The  original  design  was  to  form  the  dam  principally  of  sheet- 
piles  and  puddled  earth,  protected  by  a  sheathing  of  stone 
work  ;  but  upon  the  discovery  that  a  solid  rock  foundation 
could  be  obtained   across  the  entire  valley,  at  a  depth  of  from 
five  to  ten  feet  below  the  natural  surface ;  and  upon  a  mature 
consideration  of  the  liability  of  an  earth  clam  to  sudden  and 
formidable  breaches  from  freshets  during  its  construction,  and 
possibly,  after   its  completion,  together  with  the  certain  and 
terrible  disasters  which  would  attend  the  destruction  of  a  dam 
of  this  magnitude,  located,  as  it  is,  in  a  valley  whose  only  out- 
let is  through  a  narrow  canal,  traversing  the  heart  of  a  densely 
populated  city,  it  was   finally  determined  to  make  assurance 
doubly  sure,  by  founding  it  upon  an  indestructible  base,  and 
making  it  exclusively  of  stone ;  thus  insuring  the  work  against 
the  probable  mischances  attending  its  construction,  and  the 
possible  disasters   to  be   apprehended  after  its  completion,  if 
built  according  to  the  original  design. 
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Of  the  Conduit  Line. 

Having  been  finished  several  months  previously,  this  portion 
of  the  new  works  was  practically  tested  and  brought  into  use 
on  the  13th  of  February  last,  by  the  admission  and  transmis- 
sion of  water  throughout  its  length,  a  distance  of  nearly  four 
miles. 

After  the  above  named  date,  during  the  remainder  of  the 
year,  the  conduit  has  been  in  constant  use,  and  for  several 
months  of  the  time  has  been  subjected  to  the  severe  test  of  the 
expansive  force  due  to  a  head  of  water,  varying  from  one  to 
five  feet  above  its  crown.  So  far  this  extraordinary  test  of  the 
cohesive  strength  of  simple  brick  and  mortar  work  has  caused 
no  perceptible  fracture  in  any  part,  and  has  developed  no  phe-. 
nomenon  other  than  that  of  an  almost  imperceptible  filtration 
of  water  at  all  points,  through  the  minute  pores  of  its  nine 
inch  shell  of  masonry. 

The  subjection  of  the  conduit  to  this  excessive  test  of 
strength  has  not  arisen  from  any  speculative  professional  incli- 
nations upon  my  part,  but  is  alone  due  to  the  importance  of 
preserving  the  highest  possible  head  of  water  that  the  plan  of 
constructing  these  works  would  allow,  without  jeopardizing 
their  stability.  The  necessary  experiments  of  Mr.  Slade,  upon 
a  similar  conduit,  (that  of  the  Cochituate  Water  Works,)  had 
fully  demonstrated  their  practical  safety,  and  gave  assurance 
that  no  disastrous  consequences  need  be  apprehended  from  a 
strict  adherence  to  his  original  plans  in  this  particular. 

The  embankments  of  the  conduit  line  having  become  pretty 
well  clothed  with  grass,  did  not  suffer  from  the  injurious  effects 
of  frosts  and  rains  during  the  past  year,  and  with  the  excep- 
tion of  a  small  land  slide,  produced  by  the  undermining 
effects  of  a  natural  spring  of  water,  have  required  no  expendi- 
ture for  repairs.  The  culverts  have  required  no  repairs,  and 
are  now,  together  with  all  other  parts  of  the  conduit  line,  in  a 
perfect  state  of  preservation. 
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The  capacity  of  the  conduit  for  the  conveyance  of  water,  is 
equal  to  thirty-six  millions  of  gallons  in  twenty-four  hours, 
being  double  the  average  daily  flow  of  Jones'  Falls,  from  year 
to  year.

The  whole  cost  of  this  part  of  the  works  is  about  fifty  thou- 
sand dollars  less  than  the  original  estimate  of  Mr.  Slade  ;  but 
in  detail  it  differs  therefrom  very  much-  -in  consequence  of  the 
greater  cost  of  stone  and  brick  masonry  ;  the  lower  prices  paid 
for  tunnelling  per  cubic  yard  ;  the  great  increase  in  the  length 
of  tunnelling,  and  the  decrease  in  the  length  of  the  brick 
conduit — a  proper  analysis  of  which,  for  the  purpose  of  minute 
comparison,  is  deemed  much  too  prolix  for  the  objects  of  my 
present  report. 

Of  the  Hampden  Reservoir. 

This  was  brought  into  use  in  the  month  of  February  last, 
and,  with  the  exception  of  the  superstructure  of  the  gate-  house, 
the  gate-keeper's  cottage,  some  fencing  and  other  exterior  im- 
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provements  of  the  property,  was  completed  in  March  following. 
Shortly  after  its  completion,  and  before  the  work  had  become 
fairly  consolidated  in  all  its  parts,  an  accident  occurred  to  the 
gate  of  the  drain-pipe  which  caused  the  water  to  be  too  rapidly 
withdrawn  from  the  reservoir,  and  in  consequence  thereof,  a 
slight  subsidence  took  place  in  a  portion  of  the  lining  (com- 
posed of  three  parallel  layers  of  puddle  material,  gravel  and 
stone)  which  protected  the  slopes  of  the  deep  excavation  at  the 
northern  angle  of  the  basin.  Elsewhere  the  reservoir  was 
found  to  be,  and  has  ever  since  remained  in  perfect  condition  ; 
but  in  the  month  of  October  last,  during  the  prevalence  of 
rainy  weather,  the  water  was  allowed  to  subside  to  a  depth  of 
four  feet  only,  occasioning  another  and  greater  subsidence  in 
the  lining  at  the  same  point  as  before  mentioned. 

Kegarding  this  second  mishap  as  the  production  of  other 
causes  than  the  mere  withdrawal  of  water  from  the  support 
of  an  imperfect  piece  of  work,  the  reservoir  was  emptied  and 
the  discovery  made,  that  the  mischief  resulted  from  the  at- 
tempt to  fence  out  from  the  reservoir  a  very  copious  natural 
spring  of  water,  the  effect  of  which  was  to  keep  the  entire 
lining  (of  only  six  feet  in  thickness)  in  an  almost  semi-liquid 
condition,  and  cause  it  to  slide  upon  the  slopes  of  the  excava- 
tion. 

The  removal  of  this  semi-fluid  mass,  and  the  perfect  restora- 
tion of  several  hundred  yards  of  the  lining,  required  some  five 
or  six  weeks  of  hard  labor,  and  the  expenditure  of  nearly  two 
thousand  dollars  ;  but  the  evil  appears  to  be  finally  remedied, 
by  the  plan  which  has  been  adopted,  of  permitting  the  spring 
to  flow  into  the  reservoir,  without  incurring  any  risks  of  out- 
ward leakage  from  the  latter — and  the  entire  work  is  now  free 
from  leaks  and  other  imperfections. 

During  the  time  employed  in  making  the  above  named  re- 
pairs, and  while  it  was  necessary  to  keep  the  reservoir  empty, 
the  city  was  at  all  times  fully  supplied  with  water  by  means 
of  the  conduit  alone,  which  passes  around  the  reservoir,   (un- 
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derneath  its  semicircular  bank)  from  the  influent  chamber  to 
the  ellluent  gate-h<rase,  and  which,  by  being  kept  full,  can  be 
made  to  serve  upon  a  small  scale,  the  purposes  of  a  reservoir. 
The  superstructure  of  the  gate-house  and  the  gate-keeper's 
fctage  and  all  the  necessary  fencing  around  the  work  were 
completed  in  October  last,  and  nothing  remains  to  be  done, 
aaceept  such  embellishments  of  the  grounds  as  the  Board  may 
deem  necessary  or  appropriate. 

The  capacity  of  this  reservoir,  (including  the  conduit,  which 
is  necessarily  filled  cotemporaneously  with  it)  is  fifty  millions 
of  gallons— and  its  water  surface  is  217  feet  above  mid-tide  ; 
which  is  8  feet  below  the  surface  of  the  lake.

By  referring  to  Mr.  Blade's  original  report,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  this  reservoir  was  intended  to  hold  but  twenty-five  mil- 
lions of  gallons,  and  to  cost  about  sixty  thousand  dollars,  and 
that  it  was  to  be  located  on  the  property  of  the  Hampden 
Association,  immediately  adjoining  the  valley  of  Stony  Run. 

The  necessary  abandonment  of  the  valley  of  Stony  Run  as  a  rite 
for  a  reservoir  for  the  lower  service  of  the  city,  caused  a  change  in 

35 
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the  location  of  the  reservoir  for  the  higher  service  ;  and  to  the 
change  in  location,  as  well  as  capacity,  of  the  Hampden  Reser- 
voir, is  to  he  attributed  the  large  increase  of  cost  ahove 
noted,  though  hy  the  same  means,  a  great  saving  in  the  length 
and  cost  of  the  conduit  line  was  effected,  as  part  compensation 
therefor. 

Of  the  Pipe  Line. 

This  consists  of  two  mains,  each  thirty  inches  in  diameter, 
which  conduct  the  water  from  the  Hampden  Reservoir  to  the 
city  limits,  forming  a  double  line  of  pipes  seven  thousand  and 
one  hundred  feet  long,  exclusive  of  the  lateral  lines  extending 
into  and  leading  out  of  Mount  Royal  Reservoir,  together  with 
a  portion  of  a  third  line  which  was  laid  down  in  the  same 
trench  and  cotemporaneously  with  the  other  two  mains,  for  a 
distance  of  ahout  two  hundred  feet  from  the  gate-house  at 
Hampden,  in  view  of  the  probable  necessity  of  extending  it 
into  the  city  at  no  distant  day. 

The  two  mains  constituting  the  pipe-line  proper  commence 
in  the  gate-house  of  the  Hampden  Reservoir  and  descending 
the  steep  hill,  towards  the  south,  pass  under  the  stream  and 
across  the  valley  of  Jones'  Falls  to  the  bed  of  the  Northern 
Central  Rail  Road,  in  which  they  are  laid,  in  a  trench  running 
parallel  with  the  railway  track  for  a  distance  of  about  one 
mile,  to  the  city's  property  at  Mount  Royal  Reservoir,  and 
thence  under  the  embankment  and  through  the  pipe-vault  of 
the  latter  to  the  city  limits,  at  the  intersection  of  West  Oliver 
street  with  North  Boundary  Avenue. 

The  entire  line  was  completed  early  in  February,  and  on  the 
20th  of  that  month,  one  of  the  mains  was  filled  and  fully 
tested  by  the  transmission  of  water  into  the  higher  service 
mains  of  the  city ;  and  on  the  20th  of  April,  the  other  was 
similarly  tested  by  the  delivery  of  water  in  the  city  through 
the  medium  of  the  Chase  Reservior,  for  the  lower  service 
mains. 
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During  these  trials,  and  over  since  the  above  name  1  <1 
respectively,  these  mains  have  exhibited  no  perceptible  evi- 
dences of  imperfection,  either  in  their  manufacture,  •or  the 
method  of  laying  tftem  down  ;  nor  have  any  leaks  been  caused 
by  the  passage  of  innumerable  heavy  trains  of  cars  along  side 
of,  and,  at  one  point,  directly  across  them,  (as  was  feared  by 
many  persons  of  experience,)  and  all  parts  of  the  pipe-line 
have  remained  in  excellent  condition,  without  any  expenditure 
for  their  preservation.

As  the  change  in  the  location  of  both  the  high  and  low  ser 
vice  reservoirs  necessarily  produced  corresponding  alterations 
in  the  length,  position  and  cost  of  the  pipe-line,  and  especially 
because  other  radical  departures  from  the  original  design  have 
been  deemed  prudent,  if  not  absolutely  necessary,  no  compari- 
son between  the  above  statement  and  the  original  estimate 
for  this  particular  part  of  the  works  can  be  properly  instituted. 

Of  tiie  Mount  Royal  Reservoir. 

The  progress  of  this  during  the  past  year,  though  constant. 
has  never  equalled  my  anticipations  or  desires  ;  and,  although 
every  part  of  the  work  has  been  urged  forward  as  rapidly  as 
may  have  been  consistent  with  the  desired  perfection  of  execu- 
tion, there  still  remains  to  be  done  about  one  hundred  perches 
of  the  upper  portion  of  the  stone  lining,  and  several  hundred 
cubic  yards  of  the  top-dressing  and  slope-soiling  of  the  embank- 
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ments,  before  the  reservoir  itself  can  be  pronounced  complete  ; 
yet,  notwithstanding  this  condition  of  things,  it  has  been 
ready  for  use,  in  case  of  any  accident  occurring  to  the  Chase 
Reservoir,  for  a  month  past,  and  its  stability  has  been  already 
partially  tested  by  the  admission  of  water  to  a  depth  of  four- 
teen feet. 

The  gatekeeper's  cottage  and  the  fences  required  to  enclose 
the  reservoir  and  adjacent  property  of  the  city,  are  rapidly 
progressing — the  walls  and  roofing  of  the  former  being  nearly 
completed,  and  one-third  of  the  latter  already  accomplished. 

The  high  water  mark  of  this  reservoir  will  be  150  feet  above 
mid-tide,  and  the  capacity  thereof  thirty  millions  of  gallons  ; 
which  capacity  is  twenty  per  cent,  greater  than  the  capacities 
of  the  old  Mount  Royal  and  the  Chase  reservoirs  combined.

As  in  the  case  of  the  pipe-line,  no  comparison  between  the  ac- 
tual cost  of  this  part  of  the  works  with  the  original  estimates 
made  by  Mr.  Slade,  of  the  cost  of  constructing  a  lower  service 
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reservoir  in  the  natural  basin  of  Stony  Run,  can  ho  properly 
instituted  ;  for  there  exists  too  great  a  discrepancy  between  the 
natural  advantages  of  the  locations  of  the  latter  and  the  former, 
in  regard  to  a  combination  of  those  important  elements  of  per- 
fection, viz:  greatest  capacity  with  the  least  expenditure  of 
money. 

Ajh  Borne  compensation  for  a  compulsory  relinquishment  of 
the  advantages  possessed  by  the  valley  of  Stony  Run,  the  posi- 
tion of  the  Mount  Royal  Reservoir  has  enabled  me  to  construct 
it  in  a  highly  ornamental  manner,  without  materially  enhan- 
cing its  necessary  cost — for  a  circular  form  is  the  most  eco- 
nomical, and  a  location  of  the  screen-well  (or  effluent  cham- 
ber) in  the  centre  of  a  reservoir  decidedly  preferable  to  all 
other  points  for  drawing  water  therefrom ;  while  the  difference 
between  the  cost  of  protecting  the  screen-well  with  an  orna- 
mental iron  house,  in  lieu  of  a  plain  hut  suitable  one  of  stone, 
is  estimated  to  be  not  more  than  one  thousand  dollars  in  favor 
of  the  latter ;  and  the  introduction  of  a  fountain  (which  is  fed 
by  the  high  service  main  passing  through  the  pipe-vault  of  the 
reservoir)  does  not  enhance  the  cost  five  hundred  dollars.

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General  Eemarks. 


As  the  present  occasion  was  not  deemed  suitable  for  an 
elaborate  description  of  the  new  works,  and  a  minute  state- 
ment of  all  the  details  of  cost,  I  have  confined  myself  to  the 
limits  of  the  foregoing  condensed  view  of  the  past  progress, 
and  present  condition,  and  cost  of  the  project  as  proposed  by 
Mr.  Slade,  and  adopted  and  ordered  to  be  built  by  the  City 
Councils.  But  before  closing  this  report,  I  take  the  liberty  of 
expressing  the  individual  opinion,  that  even  when  finished  to 
the  fullest  extent  of  the  present  plans,  these  works  will  still  be 
incomplete,  and  to  advise  the  Board  of  the  vital  importance,  if 
not  absolute  necessity  of  immediately  extending  the  Hampden 
Keservoir  to  a  full  circle,  (so  as  to  double  its  present  capacity ;) 
of  constructing  another  low-service  reservoir,  similar  to  the 
present  one,  at  some  suitable  point  on  the  eastern  side  of 
Jones'  Falls,  either  within  or  near  the  city  limits,  and  of  con- 
necting these  two  improvements  with  each  other,  and  with  the 
city  mains,  by  an  independent  line  of  pipes. 

By  this  means  the  city  would  be  secured  from  the  liability 
to  an  entire  deprivation  of  water,  which  a  breach  in  the  pre- 
sent pipe-line  would  certainly  occasion,  while  the  doubling  of 
the  reservoir  capacity  would  insure  a  constant  supply  of  limpid 
water,  even  in  a  protracted  season  of  rainy  weather,  when  the 
waters  of  the  lake  would  be  kept  in  a  turbid  condition. 

Other  evident  reasons  for  urging  the  early  extension  of  these 
works,  as  above  proposed,  might  be  adduced,  but  a  full  discus- 
sion of  the  subject  being  regarded  as  inappropriate  to  the  ob- 
jects of  this  report,  their  expression  is  reserved  for  a  more  fit- 
ting occasion. 
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Respectfully  submitting  all  this,  together  with  the  customary 
Monthly  Estimates,  Pay- rolls,  and  Abstracts  of  expenditures 
on  account  of  construction,  to  the  consideration  of  the  Board,

In  compliance  with  the  provisions  of  Ordinance  No.  42,  of 
the  revised  Ordinances,  I  herewith  submit  the  annual  report 
of  the  Water  Engineer's  Department  for  the  current  year, 
showing  the  expenditures  for  the  year,  and  the  objects  of  labor 
which  have  occupied  my  time  and  attention,  together  with  the 
materials  on  hand,  and  the  condition  of  the  property  under 
my  care,  &c. 

Purity  of  the  Water. 

The  water  of  the  lake  has  been  unusually  clear  and  pure 
during  the  summer  months.  I  have  made  it  my  especial  busi- 
ness to  carefully  watch  the  effects  of  rains  on  the  lake  ;  after 
every  heavy  rain,  I  have  rowed  up  the  stream  to  meet  the  dis- 
colored water  and  marked  its  progress  to  the  dam  ;  unless  one 
rain  succeeded  another  within  two  or  three  days,  the  first  would 
clear  before  it  reaches   the  dam  ;  except  an  extraordinary  rain 
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or  a  succession  of  rains,  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  close  the 
gates.  The  riprapsing  the  embankments  will  have  a  tendency 
to  preserve  the  water  limpid  and  pure,  as  heavy  winds  soil  the 
water  from  washing  on  new  embankments  ;  this  I  am  remedy- 
ing as  speedily  as  possible,  and  in  one  year  more  will  have 
effectually  secured.  I  conclude,  with  proper  care  in  keeping 
the  Hampden  Reservoir  full  at  all  times,  and  in  closing  the 
gates  after  extraordinary  rains,  we  should  not  have  turbid 
waters  under  ordinary  circumstances. 

I  have  washed  out  all  the  pipes  through  the  city,  on  two 
different  occasions  during  the  summer.  This  I  regard  as  an 
indispensible  operation,  at  least  twice  a  year  ;  all  complaints 
with  reference  to  bad  water  I  have  traced  to  local  causes,  and 
have  very  soon  removed  the  cause. 

Chase  Reservoir. 

As  this  reservoir  will  be  dispensed  with  by  the  first  of  Feb- 
ruary, and  the  whole  structure  being  in  a  dangerous  condition, 
liable  to  do  serious  damage  to  property  in  the  vicinity,  I  pro- 
pose letting  the  water  out  as  soon  as  possible,  and  removing 
the  iron  fence  which  surrounds  the  east  division,  that  it  may 
be  used  on  some  other  portion  of  the  works.  Unless  it  is  re- 
moved it  will  soon  be  destroyed. 

The  Old  Mount  Royal  Reservoir 

Has  been  out  of  use  for  sometime  ;  the  pailing  fence  has 
been  removed  and  used  at  the  new  Mount  Royal  ;  this  reser- 
voir, being  fed  through  a  thirty  inch  pipe  from  Rock  mill, 
and  the  Board  having  no  immediate  use  for  the  pipe,  and  the 
probability  is  that  this  is  not  the  time  to  sell  the  property,  I 
recommend  that  the  pipe  remain  in  the  ground,  and  the  pro- 
perty continue  to  be  rented  as  an  ice  pond. 

Pump  House. 
This  property  not  now  being  required  for  the  purpose  of 
supplying  the  city,  as  heretofore,   and   there   being  a  large 
amount  of  valuable  machinery  in  the  two  houses,  it  will  be 
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necessary  to  have  the  property  watched  until  some  disposition 
can  be  made  of  it.  A  portion  of  this  property  could  he  appro- 
priated to  a  permanent  pipe  yard,  it  being  about  as  well  situ- 
ated as  any  large  place  that  could  be  obtained  for  the  purpose. 

Kemoval  of  Old  Mains. 

Though  out  of  use  by  the  new  system  of  pipeing  adapted  to 
the  new  works,  have  formed  a  large  amount  of  labor  in  the 
past  year.  Those  pipes  now  being  taken  out  of  the  ground — 
all  of  them  of  large  calibre — are  found  on  examination 
to  be  in  good  condition  and  fit  for  relaying  under  a  heavy 
pressure;  most  of  them  have  laid  in  the  ground  fifteen  or 
twenty  years,  a  portion  of  them  in  the  bed  of  the  Falls  or  in 
the  race  leading  to  the  pump  house.  This  gives  the  Board  an 
additional  guarantee  of  the  durability  of  the  large  amount  of 
pipe  laid  in  the  last  few  years. 

There  still  remains  a  large  amount  of  pipe  to  be  taken  up, 
all  of  large  size,  that  will  pay  well  to  remove. 

Plumbing  Department. 

The  introduction  of  the  water  from  the  new  works  has 
greatly  increased  the  labors  of  this  department  by  the  bursting 
of  service  pipe,  stock-cocks,  &c.  I  am  removing  the  old  ser- 
vice pipe  as  fast  as  the  property  holders  will  permit.  The 
trouble  from  this  source  will  be  growing  less  every  year  ;  all 
the  plumbing  work  done  in  the  last  four  years  by  this  Depart- 
ment stands  the  increased  pressure,  not  one  instance  of  burst 
or  breakage  have  come  to  my  knowledge. 

I  have  made  790  new  supplies  and  added  209  baths,  98 
water  closets,  36  hose  or  street  sprinklers,  20  carriages,  40 
horses  and  6  cows,  yielding  a  water-rent  of  $8,375.50. 

Kepairs  of  Mains,  Stop-Cocks  and  Fire  Plugs. 

The  repairs  of  the  past  year  have  been  very  considerably  in- 
creased,   growing  out  of  the  additional  head  of  water  on  the 
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mains,  from  the  new  works.  The  mains  have  generally  stood  the 
pressure,  but  the  service  have  given  a  large  amount  of  labor. 
As  many  of  them  are  old  and  thin,  they  will  not  stand  the  pres- 
sure now  on  the  mains,  and  more  particularly  those  connect- 
ed with  the  old  lever  hydrant,  which  causes  a  great  concussion 
on  the  pipes  by  the  sudden  re-action  of  the  water  by  the  falling  of 
the  lever.  Two  thousand  four  hundred  and  sixty  hydrants  and 
service  pipes  have  been  reported  as  bursted  or  leaking,  and 
have  claimed  the  attention  of  this  department  ;  two  hundred 
and  forty-two  main  leaks ;  seventy-four  fire  plugs  have  been 
repaired,  and  ninety  main-stops  ;  many  of  the  old  stops  have 
iron  screws  and  are  rendered  useless  by  corroding. 

Kepairs  of  Pumps. 

I  have  repaired  458  pumps,  and  condemned,  as  being  unne- 
cessary for  public  good,  33.  All  my  repairs  have  been  very 
partial,  as  the  appropriation  was  small.  I  have  used  every 
possible  effort  to  extend  it  through  the  year.  And  therefore, 
my  repairs  have  been  as  slight  as  was  possible  to  keep  the 
pumps  at  work;  if  it  should  be  determined  to  keep  the  pumps 
of  the  city  in  good  condition,  it  will  require  an  appropriation 
of  $5,000  per  annum.

The  most  important  Mains  laid  in  the  past  year  is  a  30  inch 
Main  commencing  at  the  new  Mount  Royal  Reservoir  thence 
west  on  McMechen  street  to  Grundy,  thence  south  on  Grundy 
to  Riddle,  thence  west  to  Richmond,  thence  to  Cathedral, 
thence  to  Madison,  thence  east  to  Jones'  Falls,  crossing  under 
the  bridge  and  connecting  with  the  Distributing  Mains  east 
of  the  Falls.  This  pipe  forms  the  entire  Lower  Service  Supply 
of  the  city,  and  is  connected  with  an  18  inch  pipe  on  Cathedral 
street,  16  inch  on  Davis  street,  a  16  inch  on  Buren  street,  and 
a  20  inch  on  East  Madison,  with  an  outlet  on  Howard  street 
for  the  supply  of  South  Baltimore,  by  means  of  a  pipe  on 
Paca  street — whole  length  of  this  Main  is  8,295  feet,  and  cost 
$60,808.73.

To  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore. 
Gentlemen  :  \ 

The  Commission  in  charge  of  Druid  Hill  and  Patterson 
Parks  respectfully  present  the  folio  wing  report  : 

DRUID  HILL  PARK. 

In  their  first  report  the  Commission  were  able  to  do  little 
more  than  indicate,  in  a  very  general  way,  their  plana  of  im- 
provement. 

Obtaining  possession  of  the  property  on  the  first  of  October, 
18G0,  the  interval  between  that  date  and  the  inauguration  on 
the  10th  of  the  month,  was  occupied  in  making  such  tempo- 
rary roada  as  might  enable  the  public  to  enter,  in  some  measure, 
into  the  immediate  enjoyment  of  their  purehase  ;  and  like 
labor,   together  with   the  thinning  of  the  woods  near  the  en- 
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trance,  and  a  general  clearing  up  of  the  grounds,  occupied  the 
Commission  fully  until  the  close  of  the  year.  All  this  was  de- 
tailed in  the  first  report,  in  which  were  also  stated  the  princi- 
ples which  the  Commission  had  adopted  with  regard  to  the 
width,  plan  of  construction,  and  drainage  of  the  permanent 
drives  and  ways.  The  course  then  indicated  by  the  Commssion 
they  have  since  steadily  pursued. 

The  Drive. 

The  location  of  the  main  avenue  around  the  Park,  "  The 
Drive,"  as  it  has  been  named  by  the  Commission,  proved  a 
work  of  more  difficulty  than  was  at  first  anticipated,  owing  to 
the  rugged  character  of  much  of  the  ground,  and  the  necessity 
of  surveying  alternative  routes  with  a  view  to  the  selection  of 
the  best.  This  was  particularly  the  case  on  the  Northern  and 
Eastern  sides  of  the  Park.  With  the  choice  ultimately  made, 
the  Commission  have  since  had  every  reason  to  be  satisfied, 
and  believe  it  would  have  been  impossible  to  secure  any  other 
which  would  have  combined  the  same  striking  and  picturesque 
beauty  with  equal  facility  of  construction  and  general  adapta- 
tion to  the  object  in  view.  It  is  no  exaggeration  to  sa}r,  that 
while  in  some  parts  the  Drive  presents  the  loveliest  fea- 
tures of  a  champaign  country,  in  others  there  are  to  be  found 
the  wild  scenery  and  the  magnificent  forest  trees  of  the  Al- 
leghanies.  The  length  of  the  Drive  is  exactly  nineteen 
thousand  Jive  hundred  and,  seventy-Jive  feet  from  the  forks  near 
the  entrance.  Estimating  the  length  from  the  entrance  round 
to  the  entrance  again,  it  is  not  far  from  four  miles.  The  only 
objection,  which  the  Commission  have  heard  urged  against  it, 
is  steepness  in  some  places.  That  it  is  steeper  than,  perhaps, 
could  have  been  wished  here  and  there,  is  no  doubt  true.  But 
it  was  simply  impossible  to  make  it  otherwise  in  this  respect ; 
and  inasmuch  as  the  Park  is  not  intended  to  be  a  trotting 
course,  it  is  a  matter  of  question  after  all  whether  the  objec- 
tion is  not  much  more   than  compensated  by  the  romantic 
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beauty   that  is  to  be  found   in   the  deep  dells  through  which 
the  Drive   has  been  forced  to  wind  its  way. 

In  the  construction  oi'  the  Drive,  great  attention  was 
paid  to  the  drainage  of  the  road  bed  and  the  culverts  under  it. 
Here  everything  lias  been  done  in  the  most  permanent  manner. 
The  culverts  are  of  stone,  witli  brick  arches,  and  the  drainage 
is  by  cesspools,  at  distances  of  one  hundred  feet  apart,  commu- 
nicating with  a  barrel  drain  under  the  centre  of  the  road  bed, 
tiie  whole  laid  in  cement.  The  most  difficult  and  expensive 
parts  of  the  drainage,  in  the  Glen  near  Woodberry  Lane, 
Alderhrook,  which  is  the  long  valley  leading  to  Tempest 
Hill  above  the  village  of  Woodberry,  and  the  Mountain 
Pass,  near  the  Northern  Central  Rail  Road,  have  been  com- 
pleted, and  the  experience  of  the  last  summer  and  fall  has  been 
most  satisfactory  in  regard  to  the  efficiency  of  the  system. 
There  was  some  apprehension,  that,  when  the  leaves  fell  they 
would  choke  the  gratings  and  make  the  cesspools  useless.  Thus 
far.  however,  these  apprehensions  have  not  been  realized. 
Cesspools,  with  lateral  drainage,  have  been  used  in  other  places, 
and  there  are  still  others  which  may  yet  have  to  be  drained  in 
the  same  way.  But,  as  already  stated,  by  far  the  heaviest 
portion  of  this  most  important  work  has  been  completed.  No 
better  proof  of  the  excellence  of  the  system  pursued  is  to  be 
be  found,  than  the  present  condition  of  the  Drive  after 
many  months  use  during  a  very  wet  summer,  and  while 
the  embankments  and  fillings  were  yet  green  and  unsettled. 

The  great  object  being  to  get  the  Drive  opened  as  soon 
as  possible,  no  attention  was  paid  in  the  first  instance  to  the 
grading  of  the  slopes  on  either  side.  This  is  now  in  progress, 
and  will  be  pushed  forward  as  rapidly  as  the  means  in  the 
hands  of  the  Commission  will  permit. 

The  LiKEEk 

The  city  having  appropriated  twenty  thousand  dollars  to  be 
expended  in  labor  on  Druid  Hill  and  Patterson  Parks,  in  equal 
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sums,  the  Commission  caused  a  special  survey  to  be  at  once 
made  for  the  upper  one  of  the  system  of  lakes  which  enters 
into  the  plan  of  improvement  at  Druid  Hill — the  result  of 
which  was,  that  ten  thousand  dollars  would  suffice  to  complete 
it  ;  and,  inasmuch  as  the  labor  upon  it  was  such  as  the  inex- 
pert could  engage  in,  it  was  forthwith  commenced  with  the 
laborers  sent  by  the  city  to  the  Park.  But  by  the  time  that 
one  half  of  the  appropriation  had  been  expended,  it  was  ascer- 
tained ,  that  while  it  would  have  been  easy  to  procure  contrac- 
tors to  finish  the  Lake  for  the  sum  named,  the  work 
would  cost  twice  that  sum  in  the  hands  that  then  had  charge 
of  it  ;  for  it  could  not  be  denied,  that  with  many  honorable 
exceptions,  the  competition  among  the  laborers  was  not, 
to  say  the  least,  who  could  do  the  most  work  for  his  wages. 
To  the  indifference  of  the  great  majority,  employed  tempo- 
rarily in  unaccustomed  toil,  was  to  be  added  the  physical  in- 
ability of  many  whom  it  was  necessary,  nevertheless,  for  the 
sake  of  those  dependent  upon  them,  to  employ.  All  this 
was  only  to  be  learned  by  experience  ;  and  when  the 
Commission  were  satisfied  on  the  subject,  they  suspended 
operations  on  the  Lake  and  distributed  the  laborers  upon 
the  Drive  and  in  clearing  up  the  grounds.  The  Lakes  remain 
therefore  to  be  resumed  at  a  future  time. 


The  Park  Enclosure. 

This  has  been  completed  with  a  substantial  picket  fence  on 
ISewington  Koad,  the  Reistertown  Turnpike  and  Woodberry 
Lane,  and  is  in  progress  on  the  Eastern  boundary.  The  work 
has  been  thoroughly  done,  and  at  a  reasonable  expense.  The 
irregularity  of  the  ground  at  Woodberry  Lane  made  the  work 
here  tedious,  and,  comparatively  speaking,  costly.  The  bound- 
dary  of  the  Park  on  the  lane  was  crooked,  and  no  fence  could 
have  been  erected  which  would  have  been  either  sightly  or  per- 
manent. :The  Commission  were  fortunate  enough,  however,  to 
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agree  with  the  neighboring  proprietors  to  straighten  the  road 
ami  provide  for  widening  it:  ami  were  thus  enabled  to 
make  the  enclosure  there  both  sightly  and  permanent  But 
this  required  a  good  deal  of  embankment  and  walling,  causing 

the  outlay  referred  to.  No  work  has  been  done  during  the 
year  which  is  more  satisfactory  than  this,  which  the  Commis- 
sion make  especial  mention  of,  because  it  is  not  in  sight  from 
the  Drive,  is  generally  unknown  to  the  public,  and  might, 
otherwise,  not  be  appreciated  as  it  deserves  to  be. 

Tempest  Hill. 

This  is   the  name  given  by  the  late  Mr.  Rogers  to  the  hill 
overlooking  the  village  of  Woodberry.     It  was  not  included 

in  the  original  purchase,  but  there  being  no  enclosure  to  divide 
it  from  the  Park,  the  public,  attracted  by  the  loveliness  of  the 
scenery  which  it  commands,  soon  took  possession  of  it,  and  its 
subsequent  purchase  by  the  Commission  was  as  much  in  defer- 
ence to  the  unanimous  popular  voice  as  a  matter  of  their  own 
judgment.  It  is,  unquestionably,  a  "most  admirable  addition 
to  the  other  attractions  of  Druid  Hill. 

Fruit  Trees. 

When  Mr,  Rogers  gave  possession  of  the  property  it  con- 
tained as  he  stated,  verbally,  forty  thousand  pear  trees  of  all 
sizes,  ages  and  varieties.  These  the  Commission  at  once  pro- 
ceeded to  dispose  of,  and  are  still  engaged  in  making  sales. 
Unfortunately,  they  have  not  been  able  to  procure,  either  from 
Mr.  Rogers,  during  his  life,  or. from  those  into  whose  posses- 
sion they  fell  after  his  decease,  the  catalogues  of  the  trees. 
Their  sales  have,  therefore,  been  much  at  random  ;  owing  to 
which  they  have  realized  far  less  from  this  source  than  they  could 
readily  have  obtained,  had  they  been  able  to  inform  purcha 
as  to  the  varieties  of  this  rare  and  very  extensive  collection. 
Ultimately,  all  the  fruit  trees  will  he   removed,  their  value  as 
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ornaments  being  more  than  over  balanced  by  the  irresistable 
temptation  which  their  fruit  furnishes  to  visitors  to  violate 
the  Regulations  of  the  Park. 

The  Buildings. 

The  Mansion  House. — This  has  been  newly  roofed  and  re- 
paired. Its  principal  rooms  are  used  by  the  Commission  as 
offices.  A  part  of  it  is  temporarily  occupied  by  the  Landscape 
Gardener,  whose  presence  on  the  spot  materially  facilitates  his 
work.  It  is  a  substantial,  well  built  structure,  and  well  adap- 
ted as  a  nucleus  for  improvements  mentioned  hereafter. 

<1  ;  The  Old  Colonial  House. — This  is  occupied  by  one  of  the 
bosses,  and  has  been  repaired. 

The  House  on  the  Kroft  Lot. — This  is  also  occupied  by  a  boss. 
The  House  on  the  Reisterstown  Road. — This  after  being  re- 
paired, has  been  occupied  by  the  Practical  Gardner. 

There  is  another  house  on  a  part  of  the  property  not  yet  in- 
cluded within  the  outline's  of  the  Park,  which  has  been  rented. 
But  the  house  is  a  small  one,  and  the  income  from  it  cannot 
be  relied  on  for  more  than  enough  to  keep  it  in  repair. 

The  Overseer  s  House. — This  continues  to  be  occupied  by  the 
late  overseer  of  Mr.  Rogers,  who  is  now  in  the  service  of  the 
Park  as  farmer.     It  has  also  been  put  into  good  repair. 

All  these  houses,  except  the  Mansion  House,  will  necessarily 
disappear  in  the  course  of  improvement.  In  the  mean- 
while, the  accommodation  they  afford  the  employees  of  the 
Park  is  important  in  the  present  condition  of  the  work. 

In  addition  to  the  above,  the  Commission  have  built  a  Lodge 
for  the  Gate-keeper,  near  the  entrance  of  the  Park.  This  be- 
came absolutely  necessary  ;  the  experience  of  last  winter  having 
been  quite  sufficient  to  deter  either  the  present,  or  any  other 
Gate-keeper  from  occupying  the  temporary  accommodation  sup- 
plied in  the  first  instance. 
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The  Survey. 


This  is  still  in  progress.  The  necessity  of  an  early  location 
of  the  Drive,  and  the  constant  superintendance  of  the  work  of 
Construction  while  it  was  in  progress,  left  the  Landscape  Gar- 
dener but  little  time  during  the  Winter  of  18G0-G1  which  he 
could  devote  to  it;  and  when  lie  resinned  it  in  the  Spring,  the 
iicies  ot^  the  Park,  in  connection  with  the  public  use  of  it, 
obliged  the  Board  to  rely  on  him,  not  only  in  his  professional 
capacity,  but  as  their  representative  on  the  countless  occasions, 
when  it  became  necessary  for  the  accommodation  of  the  crowds 
that  thronged  the  premises.  Still,  more  than  half  the  work 
lias  been  completed,  and  in  a  manner  too,  that  reflects  the 
highest  credit  on  both  engineer  and  draftsman.  It  is  doubted 
whether  a  more  accurate  topographical  representation  has  ever 
been  made  of  ground  than  is  to  be  found  on  the  sheets  already 
finished  ;  and  this,  too,  at  an  expense  which  is  comparatively 
insignificant,  when  the  cost  of  like  work,  elsewhere,  is  con- 
sidered. 

The  Planting. 

Although  so  large  a  portion  of  Druid  Hill  is  original  forest, 
yet  there  are  portions  that  require  planting,  as  well  with  re- 
gard to  comfort  as  ornament ;  and  during  the  last  fall  and  up 
to  this  time,  1,518  trees  have  been  planted,  and  preparations 
made  for  many  more.  The  greater  portion  of  these  have  been 
obtained  upon  the  place  ;  and  no  pains  have  been  spared  either 
in  the  selection  of  the  specimens,  or  putting  them  into  the 
ground.  The  strippings  of  the  Drive  have  furnished  the  soil 
for  transplantation,  where  the  natural  soil  has  not  been  as  good 
as  was  thought  necessary  to  ensure  a  vigorous  growth. 
The  strippings  of  the  Drive,  and  the  rich  mould  from  the  bot- 
tom of  the  Lake,  have  been  largely  used  also  lor  covering  the 
surfaces  laid  bare  in  grading  the  sides  of  the  Drive. 
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Legislation. 


Doubts  have  been  expressed  as  to  the  power  of  the  Mayor 
and  City  Council  to  make  the  purchase  of  a  Park  or  Parks 
under  their  charter,  the  Commission  applied  to  the  Legislature 
at  its  May  session,  and  are  glad  to  be  able  to  state  that  the 
Ordinance  and  Resolutions  of  the  Corporation  were  confirmad 
in  every  particular,  while,  at  the  same  time,  full  power  was 
given  to  the  Commission  to  prepare  Rules  and  Regulations, 
and  to  impose  penalties,  to  be  recovered  before  a  Justice  of  the 
Peace,  not  exceeding  one  hundred  dollars.  All  doubt  with 
regard  to  the  stock  issued  by  the  city  having  thus  been  re- 
moved, it  is  now,  not  only  on  the  footing  of  any  other  author- 
ised issue,  but  it  has  the  advantage,  in  addition,  of  the  pledge 
of  a  specific  revenue  (from  the  Passenger  Railway)  for  its  in- 
terest, and  for  a  Sinking  Fund  to  redeem  it. 

Rules  and  Regulations. 

The  Code  which  the  Commission  have  adopted,  has  been 
found  in  practice  all  sufficient,  and  the  Commission  have  great 
pleasure  in  saying  that  they  have  been  rarely  called  upon  to 
enforce  a  penalty.  Fast  Driving  has  been  the  offence  most 
frequently  committed;  but  even  this  seems  to  be  given  up 
almost  entirely.  A  copy  is  herewith  presented,  marked  Ex- 
hibit No.  4, 

Police. 

Thus  far,  the  Commission  have  found  that  their  police  agent 
alone,  with  the  assistance  of  two  of  the  workmen,  have  been 
sufficient  for  the  preservation  of  order,  and  that  what  they 
feared  would  be  a  source  of  heavy  expense,  has  cost  compara- 
tively nothing.  The  public  recognize  the  fact  that  the  Park 
is  their  property,  and  that  each  individual  is  personally  inter- 
ested in  the  preservation  of  order  within  its  limits. 
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PUBCHASE  OF  PROPERTY. 

During  the  year  the  Commission  have  completed  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Kroft  lot  of  lour  and  an  half  acres,  which  juts  into 
the  Park  on  the  north  side  o\'  Newington  Road  ;  and  besides 
the  arrangement  with  the  co-terminons  proprietors  on  Wood- 
berry  Lane, they  have  made  an  arrangement  with  Mr.  John  M. 
Orem,  by  which  they  obtain  one  half  of  a  sixty  feet  road  lead- 
ing from  the  Reisterstown  turnpike  road  into  the  Park  some 
three  hundred  feet,  each  party  holding  one  half  the  road  in 
severalty  hereafter.  The  Commission  regard  this  as  impor- 
tant, inasmuch  as  the  Park  may  now  be  enclosed  absolutely. 
A  further  arrangement  with  Mr.  Orem  provides  for  such  a 
fence  between  his  very  beautiful  country  seat  and  the  Park,  as 
will  give  to  each  the  advantage  in  the  landscape  of  the  im- 
provements of  the  other. 

Access  to  the  Park. 

This  was  so  difficult  in  bad  weather,  and  so  contracted  at  all 
times,  when  the  purchase  was  made  from  Mr.  Rogers,  that  the 
Commission  at  once  widened  Madison  Lane  from  the  Park 
gate  to  Mr.  Chauncy  Brooks'  line,  and  they  have  since  made 
an  arrangement  with  that  gentleman  for  the  construction  of  a 
well  gravelled  road  from  the  Northern  boundary  of  the  city  to 
'  Park.  Although  this  calls  for  an  expenditure  outside  the 
limits  of  the  Park,  it  seems  to  be  fully  justified  by  the  neces- 
sity of  it. 

Force  Employed. 

This  has  varied  during  the  year.     The  city's  force   which 

m  the  -4th  day  of  April  and   the  10th  day 

of  July,    was   from   300  to  350  per  day  of  fair  weather.     The 

lar  force  of  the  Park  has  varied  from  100  to  30  per  day. 

The  pay  roll  at  this  time  is  thirty,  all  told.     The   means  at 
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the  disposal  of  the  Commission  not  justifying  a  larger  force, 
however  desirable,  looking  to  the  payment  of  the  interest  on 
the  cost  and  the  sinking  fund. 

Pecuniary  Besources. 
These  are  derived  from  the  City  Passenger  Kailway  ;  sales 
of  fruit  trees  ;  sales  of  wood,  hoop-poles,  posts,  &c.  ;  rents  and 
fines.  The  particulars  under  these  heads,  for  the  year  1861, 
will  he  found  in  the  Exhibit  No.  2  accompanying  this  report. 
The  principal  item  is,  of  course,  the  first  named,  the  receipts 
from  which  up  to  this  time  have  been  $86,764.84.  A  portion 
of  this  having  accrued  before  the  work  was  commenced  at  the 
Park,  formed  a  fund  to  begin  with,  without  which  the  Com- 
mission would  have  been  sadly  at  a  loss.  The  revenue  from 
the  Railway,  with  the  other  receipts,  amounting  in  all  to 
$ 90,496.94,  have  been  expended — in  the  payment  of  interest 
$39,730.89,  in  Park  expenses,  &c,  $47,219.45,  leaving  a 
balance  on  the  31st  Dec,  1861,  of  $3,546.60,  which,  with  the 
estimated  receipts  from  the  City  Passenger  Railway,  and  a 
limited  pay  roll,  enable  the  Commission  to  see  their  way  clear 
until  the  1st  of  April  next,  when  the  increasing  business  of 
the  Railway  will,  it  is  hoped,  enable  them  to  enlarge  their  ex- 
penditure on  a  scale  more  commensurate  with  the  importance 
of  the  charge  confided  to  them. 

The  City  Passenger  Railway  is  no  longer  in  arrear. 
Its  payments  have  been  made  in  season  to  meet  the  interest 
due  on  the  stock,  and  the  Commission  take  pleasure  in  stating 
that  they  have  been  allowed  the  freest  access  to  the  books  of 
the  company,  and  the  inspection  of  their  daily  receipts,  for  the 
purpose  of  enabling  the  Commission  to  regulate  the  pay  rolls 
at  the  Park  by  the  probable  forthcoming  income  from  this 
their  chief  source  of  supply. 

Railway  to  the  Park. 
It  seems  proper,  that  the  Commission  should  suggest,  in  this 
place,  the  very  great  importance  of  extending  the  railway  to 
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the  Park,  looking  to  the  increase  of  the  revenue,  upon  which 
the  latter  depends,  as  well  as  the  convenience  of  the  citizens 
generally.  The  Commission  are  satisfied  that  had  this  been 
done  during  the  past  summer,  their  receipts  would  have  been 
largely  enhanced. 

The  walk  from  either  Pennsylvania  Avenue  or  Madison 
street,  is  a  fatiguing  one  in  warm  weather,  and  is  of  itself  suffi- 
cient to  deprive  the  infirm,  or  the  very  young,  who  depend 
upon  the  railways,  of  the  use  of  the  Park,  when  they  may  be 
the  very  persons  who  most  require  the  fresh  air  and  exercise 
that  is  to  be  had  there.  The  experience  of  the  Commission 
has  satisfied  them,  that  there  is  but  one  voice  on  this  point, 
and  that  is  of  complaint.  At  present  the  Passenger  Railways 
are  not  permitted  to  cross,  or  use,  the  Northern  Avenue.  If 
this  were  allowed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  the  Com- 
mission have  little  doubt  that  the  interest  of  the  railway  pro- 
prietors would  lead  them  to  use  the  privilege. 

By  taking  the  Pennsylvania  Avenue  line  Eastward  along 
the  Northern  Avenue,  and  the  Madison  street  line  Westward 
until  they  meet  at  Lawson's  Lane,  and  carrying  both  lines 
from  thence  Northwardly  to  the  Park,  the  object  in  view  could 
be  accomplished  on  a  route  singularly  adapted  to  the  purpose, 
and  along  which  it  is  understood  the  right  of  way  has  already 
been  obtained.  In  this  manner,  Madison  Lane,  properly 
widened,  would  become  the  approach  for  carriages,  equestrians 
and  pedestrians,  undisturbed  by  railways  or  railway  travelling, 
which  would  be  confined  to  the  route  above  indicated,  and  thus 
the  convenience  of  both  systems  of  locomotion  be  materially 
promoted.  This  matter  is  an  important  one,  and  the  Com- 
mission hope  it  will  not  be  lost  sight  of. 

The  Accounts. 

The  Commission  early  determined  that  these  should  be  kept 
in  minute  detail,  and  with  the  assistance  of  Mr.  Daniel,  the 
Landscape  Gardener,  whose  large  experience  was  very  valuable, 
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they  adopted  the  plan  referred  to  in  their  last  report,  and 
which  has  since  been  carried  out  thoroughly.  The  accompany- 
ing balance  sheet  will  show  the  different  heads  of  expenditure, 
and  they  would  be  happy  to  exhibit  to  the  Council,  or  any  of 
its  Committees,  the  books  from  which  it  is  taken.  They  have 
found  it  absolutely  necessary,  however,  to  employ  a  clerk, 
whose  office  is  at  the  Park. 


PATTERSON'S  PARK. 

The  work  done  at  Patterson's  Park  during  the  past  year 
lias  been  confined  to  enclosing  and  grading  it,  with  the  means 
devised  from  the  city's  special  appropriation  ;  and  the  Com- 
mission have  been  enabled  to  make  the  latter  more  available 
here  than  at  Druid  Hill.  The  organization  of  the  labor  was 
commenced  at  the  latter  place,  and  by  the  time  that  the  money, 
applicable  there,  was  expended,  a  system  had  been  perfected 
which  gave  much  more  efficiency  to  the  hands  employed  than 
was  had  in  the  first  instance.  The  advantages  of  the  position 
has  made  Patterson's  Park,  however,  so  desirable  for  military 
occupation,  that  it  has  rarely  been  vacant  of  soldiers  since  the 
Spring,  which,  of  itself,  would  have  prevented  the  Commission 
from  proceeding  with  its  improvement,  even  had  the  very 
limited  means  at  their  command  permitted  them  to  continue  the 
grading  and  commence  plantations. 

The  Commission  are  far  from  being  indifferent,  however,  to 
its  claims  upon  them,  and  look  forward  to  happier  times  as  re- 
storing it  to  their  exclusive  possession,  and  enabling  them  to 
make  it  everything  which  its  warmest  friends  desire  that  it 
should  be. 

The  Special  Appropriation. 
The  uses  made  of  this  have  already  been  referred  to,  and  it 
is  only  necessary  to  acid  in  this  place,   that  the  sum  expended 
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on  Patterson's  Park,  during  the  year,  was  $8,634.2$,  and  on 
Druid  Hill  Park.  §10,493.77. 

It  would  be  unjust  on  this  occasion  to  omit  mentioning  the 
name  of  Mr.  Geo.  J.  Zimmerman,  who  had  the  most  responsi- 
ble duty  of  sending  to  the  Parks  the  laborers  employed  under 
the  special  appropriation.  He  devoted  himself  to  the  work 
with  untiring  assiduity  and  great  energy  ;  and  rilling,  as  lie 
did,  an  unenviable  oflice,  made  his  selections  from  the  crowds 
of  applicants,  as  the  Commission  believe,  with  a  humane  and 
judicious  discrimination. 

Plans  for  the  Coming  Year. 

These  which  the  Commission  are  required  by  the  ordinance 
to  report,  must  depend  altogether,  looking  to  their  execution, 
upon  the  means  to  be  derived  from  the  City  Passenger  Pail- 
ways.  However  limited  these  may  be,  the  Commission  hope 
they  will  be  sufficient,  after  paying  the  interest  on  the  Park 
stock  and  the  sinking  fund,  to  enable  them  to  complete  the 
survey,  do  the  lateral  grading,  soiling  and  turfing  of  the 
Drive,  and  the  spring  and  fall  planting,  besides  paying  for  the 
superindence  and  police  of  the  property.  More  than  this,  the 
Commission  are  not  justified,  from  present  appearances,  in 
promising,  determined  as  they  are,  if  it  is  practicable,  to  sup- 
port the  Parks  without  cost  to  the  cit}^  so  far  as  they  are  con- 
cerned. It  is  very  true,  that  the  work  here  mentioned  is  not 
all  that  ought  to  be  done,  and  which  the  Commission  would 
proceed  to  do,  had  they  the  means.  Should  these  unexpectedly 
fall  in,  the  work  planned  by  the  Commission,  would  be  the 
following  : 

1.  The  Gravelling  of  the  Drive. — This  is  not  only  necessary 
for  the  preservation  of  the  work,  but  is  required  to  obviate  the 
inconvenience  of  the  clouds  of  dust  which  now  interfere  with 
the  enjoyment  of  it  in  dry  weather,  as  well  as  to  enable 
the  public  to  use  it  during  the  winter  season,  and  after  continu- 
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ous  rains.  The  cost  of  gravelling  the  Drive  and  the  Ap- 
proach, has  been  estimated  at  $8,932,  for  which  the  Commis- 
sion believe  that  it  could  be  done  in  a  proper  manner.  The 
present  road  bed,  which,  in  view  of  it,  has  been  made  flatter 
than  it  would  otherwise  have  been,  is  now  in  excellent  con- 
dition to  receive  it.  Along  with  the  gravelling,  paved  gut- 
ters, where  required,  for  surface  drainage,  would  be  laid,  the  cost 
of  which  is  included  in  the  estimate. 

2d.  Improvement  of  the  Mansion.-  -This,  the  experience  of 
the  Commission,  has  shown  to  be  a  matter  of  primary  impor- 
tance; and  yet  the  cost  of  it  is  such,  that  the  Commission  can- 
not undertake  it,  consistently  with  the  prosecution  of  other 
indispensable  work,  in  the  present  condition  of  their  finances. 
During  the  whole  of  last  summer,  there  was  not  a  place  in  the 
Park  capable  of  sheltering  an  hundred  persons  ;  and  it  often 
happened,  that  thousands,  the  majority  school  children,  wera 
caught  by  sudden  and  heavy  rains  and  driven  into  the  city 
dripping  and  disconsolate.  The  plan  of  improving  the  Man- 
sion House  which  has  occurred  to  the  Commission,  and  for 
which  they  have  estimates,  is  to  surround  the  building  on  all 
four  sides  with  a  piazza  or  gallery  twenty  feet  in  width,  the 
floor  of  which  will  be  on  a  level  with  the  main  floor  of  the 
house,  and  the  ceiling  of  which  will  be  some  thirteen  feet  in 
height.  Below  this,  and  corresponding  with  the  basement  of 
the  Mansion,  there  will  be  a  basement  piazza  of  eight  feet  in 
height.  The  two  furnishing  a  sheltered  area  of  near  eight 
thousand  square  feet,  capable  of  sheltering  from  the  weather 
several  thousand  persons.  In  this  way,  with  the  architectural 
alterations  required  in  the  upper  story  of  the  building  to  adapt 
it  to  the  new  plan,  while  a  great  convenience  will  be  afforded 
to  the  public,  the  Mansion  will  be  made  to  assume  an  appear- 
ance imposing  and  effective,  in  excellent  taste,  and  at  a  cost 
comparatively  small.  The  rooms  in  the  interior  will  remain 
devoted  to  their  present  uses,  or  be  made  otherwise  subsidiary 
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to  the  purposes  of  the  Park.     The  cost  of  the  work  here  BUg- 
tetl  will  not  e  $14,000,  which  will  certainly  he  beyond 

the  ordinary  means  of  the  Commission  for  some  time  to  c  »me. 
3d.  2fa  lerrace. — This  is  the  name  which  the  Commission 
have  given  to  the  open  space,  formerly  the  circle,  in  front  of 
the  Mansion.  The  view  from  this  spot  is  one  of  the  most  at- 
tractive about  the  Park.  ]t  embraces  the  greater  and  lesser 
lawn,  the  noble  woods  surrounding  them,  and  above  these,  the 
city  and  river  beyond.  During  the  past  year,  it  was  the  af- 
ternoon resort  of  thousands,  and  was  found  to  be  altogether  too 
small  to  accommodate  the  crowds  of  vehicles  and  nquestrians 
that  thronged  it.  The  Commission  propose,  when  in  funds, 
to  remove  the  large  mounds  on  either  side  of  the  Mansion, 
using  them  to  increase  the  embankment  of  the  terrace  in  front, 
while  the  terrace  itself,  being  thus  made  to  extend  on  three 
sides  of  the  building,  will  be  enlarged  to  some  six  of  seven 
times  its  present  capacity.  On  the  outer  edge  of  the  terra 
in  front,  a  space  will  be  reserved  for  benches  and  a  broad  walk 
for  pedestrians.  Apart  from  the  convenience  of  this  arrange- 
ment, the  appearance  of  the  Mansion,  with  its  porticoes,  will 
be  greatly  improved  by  it.  When  completed,  the  whole  terrace 
will  be  on  the  level  of  the  floor  of  the  basement  of  the  Man- 
sion. The  estimate  for  this  work  is,  at  the  outside,  sonic 
".00. 

ipest  HiU. — This,  a<  already  stated,  is  the  name  given  r<> 
the  purchase  above  the  Village  of  Woodberry.  At  present 
there  are  two  mounds  or  summits  on  the  hill,  which  limit  tic 
number  of  vehicles  that  can  stand  there  with  safety.  It  i- 
pro]  i  reduce  these  to  a  uniform  terrace,  which  will  then 

be  as  convenient  for  the  numbers  that  throng  the  hill,  as  it 
will  be  desirable  in  every  other  respect.  This  improvement  is 
another  of  those  which  the  experience  of  the  Commission  du- 
ring the  past  year  has  suggested.  The  estimate  cost  of  this 
work  is  S^OO. 

30 
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The  Lakes. — These  the  Commission  have  located.  They 
will  be  three  in  number,  occupying  the  same  valley,  and  ex- 
tending from  Edmund's  Well  to  the  Newington  Road,  inclu- 
ding the  present  ice  pond.  The  rapid  descent  of  the  valley 
requires  that  they  should  be  of  different  levels  ;  the  second 
being  twenty  feet  lower  than  the  first,  and  the  third  twenty 
feet  lower  than  the  second.  The  upper  one  will  be  supplied 
with  water  from  Edmund's  Well,  which  is  sufficient  for  the 
purpose,  and  the  others  by  pumping,  as  indicated  in  the  first 
report  of  the  Commission.  But  the  cost  of  this  improvement 
obliges  the  Commission  to  postpone  all  present  consideration 
of  it,  further  than  to  express  the  hope  that  the  city  will  retain 
at  least  one  of  the  pumps  at  the  present  pump  house  on  North 
street,  to  be  used  as  explained  in  the  report  on  the  purchase  of 
Druid  Hill,  at  the  mill  below  the  mouth  of  Stony  Ran,  in 
raising  the  supply  of  water  that  will  be  wanted  at  the  Park. 

In  what  they  have  here  stated,  the  Commission  have  covered 
all  the  ground  of  possible  operations  at  Druid  Hill  Park  for 
some  time  to  come  ;  and  although  there  are  other  matters  for 
future  consideration,  which  might  come  within  the  description 
of  plans,  yet  they  will  leave  them,  for  the  present,  out  of 
view. 

In  their  first  annual  report  the  Commission  referred  to  the 
bridle-roads  and  paths,  and  secondary  roads,  which  will  be 
constructed  in  the  Park.  The  Drive  and  the  present  tempo- 
rary cross-roads,  however,  so  far  serve  the  purpose  of  giving 
to  the  public  the  enjoyment  of  the  Park,  that  they  prefer 
awaiting  the  completion  of  the  survey,  when  these  will  be  defi- 
nitely located,  and  a  general  plan  laid  down  embracing  all  the 
improvements  in  detail,  before  coming  to  any  conclusion  in  re- 
gard to  them. 

Before  closing  this  report  the  Commission  desire  to  say  that 
their  experience  during  the  past  year  has  fully  justified  the 
purchase  of  Druid  Hill  Park,  as  a  great  moral  and  sanitary 
agency  in  connection  with  the  city.     It  has  been  a  place  of 
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innocent  recreation  for  thousands  and  fens  of  thousands,  and 
U  was  only  necessary  to  visit  it  during  the  hot  weather  of  the 
sqmmer  to  be  satisfied  that  it  served  the  purposes  of  sea 
shore  and  watering  places  to  crowds,  who,  invalids  themselves . 
or  with  sick  children,  resorted  to  its  woods,  spending  day  after 
day  under  their  shades,  and  whose  means  permitted  no  further 
excursion  from  their  homes.  Unsurpassed  in  natural  beauty 
bj  any  Park  in  Europe  and  America,  Druid  Hill  Park  has 
already  become  endeared  to  the  community,  and  will  remain  a 
monument  in  all  time  of  the  wisdom  and  liberality  that  planned 
and  purchased  it.  Nor  is  it  the  least  gratifying  of  the  circum- 
stances attending  it,  that  it  may  be  said  to  be  a  purchase  made 
without  cost,  for  the  interest  on  the  stock  issued  for  it  is  pro- 
vided for,  and  a  sinking  fund  secured  for  the  redemption  of  the 
latter  by  the  time  of  its  maturity,  without  a  call  upon  the 
revenues  of  the  city. 

Appended  hereto  will  be  found  a  table,  showing  the  number 
visitors  during  the  year  to  Druid  Hill  Park. 

It  only  remains  for  the  Commission,  in  obedience  to  theordi- 
nance,  to  report  the  persons  in  their  employment,  their  duties 
and  compensation.

Twenty-four  hands,  at  T5cts.  per  day.

To  the  Public  Park  Commission  : 

Gentlemen  : 

I  have  the  honor  herewith  to  submit  to  you  my  second  an- 
nual report  of  the  works  executed  and  in  progress  under  my 
direction  at  Druid  Hill  Park. 

General  Improvements  . 

Chief  among  the  works  that  may  be  appropriately  classed 
as  " general  improvements,"  is  that  of  improving  and  nurtu- 
ring the  woods,  groves,  &c,  rendering  them  ornamental  and 
attractive,  as  well  as  fit  and  safe  for  the  purposes  of  a  Public 
Park. 

Umbrageous  woods  and  groves,  in  their  various  natural  and 
artificial  distribution,  constitute  the  chief  element  or  source  of 
enjoyment   in  American    Parks,   especially  during  the  summer 
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months,  when  the  warmth  of  the  sun  renders  shade  a  great 
necessity  for  rural  enjoyment.  Too  much  care  cannot,  there- 
fore, be  bestowed  upon  their  preservation. 

The  woods  in  Druid  Hill  doubtless  formed  an  important,  i 
not  the  chiefest  of  its  valuable  characteristics  for  the  immediate 
purposes  of  a  Public  Park.  It  is  important,  therefore,  to  know 
what  experience  and  examination  have  developed  as  to  their 
condition  and  capability  for  improvement. 

Condition  of  the  Woods,  Groves,  &c, 

On  examining  the  individual  trees  forming  the  more  dense 
portions  of  the  woods,  it  was  found  that  many  were  badly  de- 
cayed, others  had  commenced  decaying,  and  a  yet  larger  num- 
ber proved  to  be  feeble  from  the  over  crowded  state  to  which  a 
want  of  care  and  proper  culture  had  subjected  them.  The 
larger  trees  in  the  woody  belts  that  grew  along  the  fences,  and 
had,  in  a  measure,  taken  the  place  of  fences,  were  found  to  be  in 
a  terribly  injured  condition.  Scarcely  a  sound  and  healthy  tree 
existed  among  them. 

The  practice  of  using,  or  rather  abusing  these  trees  as  fence 
posts,  and  fastening  rails  and  boards  to  them,  had  ruined 
many  and  injured  more.  Bands  or  straps  of  hoop  iron  were 
spiked  to  nearly  every  large  tree  along  these  wooded  belts. 
In  some  instances,  these  bands  or  straps  were  partially,  in 
others  entirely,  embedded  in  the  wood.  In  many  instances 
where  dead  trees  were  cut  up,  these  injurious  foreign  substances 
were  found  embedded  in  their  trunks,  and  had  undoubtedly 
been  the  cause  of  their  decay.  These  thickets  and  belts,  which, 
on  a  cursory  examination,  presented  so  much  variety  and  in- 
tricacy, and  gave  promise  of  forming  the  neuclei  around  which 
to  gather  groups,  have  proved  much  less  valuable  than  was 
at  first  anticipated. 

Of  the  larger  locust  trees,  but  few  are  entirely  healthy  and 
sound,  the  borer  having  taken  possession  of  most  of  them. 
Others  were  used  as  fence  posts  until  they  were  killed.     Of  the

smaller  locusts  that  are  growing  in   ourseries  or  groves,  but 

little  use  can  be  made.  The  over  crowded  state  they  arc  in. 
having  caused  them  to  grow  up  with  feeble  stems,  and  hut  lew- 
routs  or  limbs. 


Improvement  of  thb  Woods.  Groves,  &c. 

The  renovation  and  improvement  of  the  woods,  is  a  work 
which  I  regard  as  second  to  none  in  importance,  when  consid- 
ered either  as  rendering  them  safe  to  visitors,  fit  and  suitable 
for  present  enjoyment  by  the  public,  or  with  a  view  to  their 
future  preservation,  heathliness,  usefulness,  and  their  capacity 
for  producing  agreeable  effects  in  the  landscapes  of  the  Park. 

This  work  of  impiovement  was  recommended  in  the  first 
annual  report  I  had  the  honor  of  submitting  to  your  Board. 
Since  then,  a  portion  of  the  woods  near  the  southern  boundary 
has  been  thinned  and  renovated:  the  advantages  of  which  are 
manifest  to  every  observer,  and  may  be  thus  briefly  particular- 
ized : 

1-r.  The  remaining  trees  have  soil  enough  to  furnish  the 
requisite  fend  for  a  vigorous  growth,  and  space  enough  to  form 
broad,  dense  and  umbrageous  tops. 

2d.  The  dead  tops  and  limbs  being  removed,  visitors  are  not 
endangered  by  their  falling,  nor  is  the  ground  littered  by  bro- 
ken fragments  brought  down  by  tvary  storm. 

3d.   Shrubs   and  small  trees   will   thrive,   forming  thickets 
I   tilling  the  spaces  lately  occupied  by  tall  limbless  trees. 
A    greater  choice  of  view  is   thus  also   obtained,  and   an   in- 
creased variety  given  to  the  tints  and  shades  of  foliage. 

4th.  The  soil  will  soon  be  covered  with  a  fine  turf,  capable  of 
Lei-  neatly  kept    as  a    lawn,  and   with   the  additional  ad- 

vantage of  abundant  shade. 
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Connected  with  the  improvements  of  the  woods  is  that  of 
granting,  in  which  some  progress  has  been  made.  Several 
groups  of  young  trees  and  shrubs  have  been  partially  planted 
with  growths  indigenious  to  the  Park,  leaving  sites  for  ever- 
greens to  be  added  hereafter. 

Of  the  larger  and  more  robust  growing  kinds  of  deciduous 
trees,  there  yet  remains  a  moderate  supply.  Of  the  second 
and  third  classes  of  trees,  there  are  but  few  plants  in  the 
Park  that  are  worth  transplanting.  Of  a  few  of  the  more 
common  kinds  of  deciduous  si i rubs,  there  is  an  abundance  ;  of 
the  rarer  kinds,  there  is  but  a  small  number. 

There  are  but  four  kinds  of  evergreea  trees  indigenous  to 
She  Park ;  viz: 

Pinus  Strobus.  (White  Pine,)  Pinus  Mith,  (Yellow  Pine,) 
Pinus  Inops,  (Jersey  or  Scrub  Pine,)  and  Juniporus  Virginia- 
nee,  (Red  Cedar.) 

Of  the  Pinus  Strobus,  (White  Pine,)  the  finest  evergreen 
tree  indigenous  to  North  America,  whether  it  be  considered 
for  its  oominercial  value  and  usefulness,  or  with  reference  to 
its  artistic  merits  for  the  purposes  of  landscape  gardening,  the 
Park  furnishes  but  two  good  specimens — one  on  the  westward 
end  of  Druid  Hill,  and  the  other  in  the  open  grounds  north- 
east of  the  Colonial  house.  In  all  the  Park,  not  more  than  a 
dozen  specimens  of  this  valuable  tree  can  be  found  that  are 
worth  transplanting. 

Of  the  Pinus  Mitis  (Yellow  Pine.)  there  are  several  good 
specimens  on  the  lawn  south  of  the  Mansion  ;  in  the  woods 
known  as  "the  Pines,"  there  are  numbers,  and  in  the  open 
grounds  there  are  a  few  good  specimens  that  may  be  trans- 
planted. 

Of  the  Pinus  Inops,  (Jersey  or  Scrub  Pine,)  there  is  a  small 
grove  upon  the  eminence  near  the   north-east  corner  of  Mr.  J 
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M.  Oram's  Land.     They  have,  bowerer,  passed  theit  maturity 
ami  are  decaying  rapidly. 

The  wood  called  "The  Pines"  La  partly  composed  of  this 
species,  but  most  o\'  these,  also,  are  fast  decaying.  A  lew- 
plants  exist  in  the  open  grounds  that  are  suitable  lor  trans- 
planting. 

Of  the  Juniporus  Virgininee,  (Red  Cedar,)  there  are  many 
tine  specimens,  some  growing  singly,  dotting  the  lawns  here 
and  there,  and  others  in  occasional  groups  forming  shady  little 
nooks  for  rustic  seats,  summer  houses,  fee.  From  these  sources 
many  good  plants  may  lie  obtained  suitable  for  transplanting. 

Of  evergreen  shrubs,  the  variety  furnished  by  the  indige- 
nous growth  of  the  Park,  is  still  more  meagre,  there  being 
but  one  variety  found,  viz:  Kalmia  Latifolia,  (Mountain 
Laurel.) 

This  shrub  is  one  of  the  hardiest  and  most  beautiful  of  our 
native  plants.  It  is  very  useful  in  covering  barren  northern 
slopes,  flourishing  in  the  most  unfavorable  localities. 

From  the  foregoing  necessarily  brief  account,  it  will  be  seen 
that  the  supply  of  trees  and  shrubs  in  the  Park  suitable  for 
transplanting  and  capable  of  being  used  for  the  purpose  of 
ornamentation,  is  not  only  small  in  quantity,  but  meagre  in 
variety. 

There  are  very  few  places  not  previously  subjected  to  any 
special  arboricultural  care,  where  so  great  a  variety  of  trees 
and  shrubs  are  to  be  found  of  indigenous  growth,  as  in  the 
Park,  yet  it  will  be  seen  from  the  foregoing  brief  synopsis, 
that  the  supply,  both  in  quantity  and  variety,  is  far  below 
what  will  be  required  for  the  proper  adornment  of  the  Park. 
It  is  especially  necessary  to  have,  at  the  earliest  moment,  a 
sufficient  supply  of  the  larger  kinds  of  evergreens,  the  lively, 
cheerful  foliage  of  which  would  add  greatly  to  the  appearance 
and  interest  of  the  grounds  during  the  autumn  and  winter 
nmnths. 
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The  cost  of  preparing  the  soil  and  planting  one  thousand 
five  hundred  and  eighteen  trees  and  shrubs,  has  been  ($671.93) 
six  hundred  and  seventy-one  dollars  and  ninety-three  cents. 

Necessity  and  Economy  of  a  Nursery. 

In  my  first  annual  report  I  advised  the  planting  of  a  Nur- 
sery of  ornamental  trees  and  shrubs,  but  the  condition  of  the 
Park  fund  at  that  time,  and  the  necessity  of  proceeding  with 
work  that  was  required  to  render  the  Park  accessible  to  the 
public,  forbade  its  commencement. 

The  time  is  now  near  at  hand  when  a  large  number  of  orna- 
mental trees  and  shrubs  will  be  required  in  the  progress  of 
improvements  already  designed.  I  therefore  again  recommend 
that  measures  be  immediately  taken  for  the  commencement  of 
a  Nursery  of  these  trees  and  shrubs. 

The  economy  of  growing  trees  and  shrubs  where  planting 
on  a  large  scale  is  to  be  continued  for  years,  is  a  matter  of 
vital  importance.  Besides  the  economy  of  the  process,  there 
are  also  important  advantages  in  having  the  plants  at  hand 
when  wanted,  and  in  the  greater  certainty  of  their  thriving 
after  being  transplanted.  These  reasons  are  deemed  sufficient 
for  renewing  my  recommendation,  and  again  bringing  this  sub- 
ject before  you.  If  the  net  proceeds  from  the  sale  of  fruit  trees 
were  appropriated  to  the  object,  they  would,  probably,  after 
the  first  year,  be  sufficient  to  keep  the  nursery  stocked  and  cul- 
tivated. 

» 

The  Fruit  Orchards. 

Since  the  management  of  the  Fruit  Orchards  has  been  placed 
under  my  supervision,  all  sales  have  been  made  for  cash,  and, 
notwithstanding  the  general  depressed  condition  of  affairs,  the 
prices  have  been  more  than  double  those  realized  under  the 
management  of  Mr.  John  Feast. 
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Judging  from  the  result  so  far;  there  will  be,  with 
management,  a  steady  income  of  about   five  hundred  dollars 
per  annum  derived   from  this  source   for  some  years  to  come.

WOODBERRY  LANE. 

This  lane  has  been  used  as  a  public  thoroughfare  for  many 
years,  but  on  examination  of  the  records  no  evidence  of  its 
condemnation  for  such  use  was  found.  By  agreement  with 
owners  of  the  land  on  the  north  side  of  the  lane,  the  Park 
Commission  consented  to  contribute  pro  rata  to  the  cost  of 
widening  it  from  twenty-five  to  forty  feet,  and  also  to  the  ex- 
pense of  surveying,  plotting  and  recording  the  same.  After 
a   thorough  examination  of  the  premises  by  Mr.  O.  Bouldin 
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and  myself,  a  line  was  agreed  upon  which  changed  the  straight 
lines  that  previously  existed,  into  curves  conforming  to  the 
nature  of  the  land.  This  line  was  examined  by  all  the  par- 
ties interested,  approved  by  them,  and  Mr.  Bouldin  has  been 
authorised  to  make  a  new  survey  and  plat,  and  to  have  the 
same  recorded  in  a  legal  manner.  The  new  Park  fence  along 
Woodberry  lane  has  been  built  on  the  line  agreed  upon,  and 
the  result  is  satisfactory  to  all  parties. 

The  prospect  of  private  property  in  the  vicinity  of  the  lane 
being  sub-divided  and  built  up  with  villa  residences  in  a  few 
years,  prompted  the  movement  at  the  present  time.  This 
neighborhood,  when  properly  laid  out  and  improved,  will  be- 
come a  valuable  adjunct  to  the  Park,  to  which  its  proximity 
must  also  render  it  desirable  for  the  location  of  suburban  resi- 
dences. The  Commission  having  acceded  to  the  measures  pro- 
posed, and  executed  their  portion  of  the  agreement,  it  only 
remains  for  the  property  holders  to  carry  out  their  improve- 
ments on  a  scale  suited  to  the  circumstances,  and  the  unsur- 
passed eligibility  of  the  location,  to  realise  mutual  benefits  for 
the  public  and  themselves. 

Lawns,  Roads,  Brooks,  &c. 

Under  this  head  a  variety  of  improvements  have  been  made, 
to  which  it  would  be  tedious  to  more  than  briefly  refer.  A 
few  of  the  more  important  have  been  the  leveling,  seeding  and 
renovation  of  the  pear  orchards,  as  fast  as  they  were  thinned 
out  or  vacated  by  the  sale  of  trees  ;  the  widening  and  improve- 
ment of  Woodberry  Lane  ;  the  restoration  and  improvement 
of  the  course  of  the  brook  on  the  Northern  boundary,  con- 
structing retaining  walls  to  sustain  the  banks,  and  building 
culverts  and  water  weirs  for  its  protection  ;  embanking  the 
East  side  of  Reistertown  road,  and  constructing  a  drain  at  the 
Northwest  corner  of  the  Park  ;  improving  the  springs  and 
water  courses  ;  providing  seats    for    visitors  ;    repairing    the 
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temporary  roads,  and  a  multitude  of  small  jobs  that  cann 
placed  to  any  other  account. 

The  lawns  have  been  renovated  to  a  considerable  extent. 
but  from  long  neglect  the  grasses  have  beoome  degenerated, 
thin  and  enfeebled,  and  will  require  frequent  top  dressings  to 
bring  them  to  a  proper  state  of  luxuriance. 

The  expenditures  for  the  various  works  included  under  the 
head  of  "General  Improvements/ '  have  been  ($2,966.44) 
two  thousand  nine  hundred  and  sixty-six  dollars  and  forty-four 
cents. 

Repairing  Buildings. 

Considerable  repairs  have  been  made  to  the  mansion,  which 
have  rendered  it  safe  and  comfortable. 

Cottage  No.  4  has  been  thoroughly  repaired,  and  some  re- 
pairs have  also  been  done  to  cottages  Nos.  2,  3,  5  and  6. 

The  buildings  on  the  Park,  with  the  exception  of  cottage 
No.  7.  are  now  in  good  condition.  The  cost  of  repairs  effected 
during  the  year,  has  been  ($1,917.93)  one  thousand  nine  hun- 
dred and  seventeen  dollars  and  ninetv-three  cents. 


Park  Police. 

The  only  officer  that  has  been  regularly  employed  as  the 
Park  police,  is  Mr.  Edward  Spedden,  who,  commissioned  as  a 
Deputy  Sheriff  of  Baltimore  county,  has  served  as  a  mounted 
patrolman  from  the  opening  of  the  Park  until  this  time.  At 
certain  periods  there  have  been  as  many  as  four  watchmen  on 
duty,  at  others,  none,  the  force  employed  being  regulated  solely 
by  the  exigencies  of  existing  circumstances.  The  workmen 
who  occupy  the  Park  cottages,  have  also  performed  duty  as 
watchmen  on  Sundays.  The  chief  task  of  these  watchmen  has 
been  to  guard  the  property  of  the  Park,  and  to  prevent  tres- 
passes and  injury  to  the  trees. 
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The  larger  portion  of  the  transgressions  committed  against 
the  rules,  consist  in  the  plucking  of  flowers  and  the  breaking 
and  mutilating  of  the  limbs  of  trees  and  shrubs  ;  the  work  in 
most  cases  of  ignorance  and  thoughtlessness,  but  in  some,  pro- 
ceeding from  mischievous  or  vicious  intentions. 

The  prevention  of  the  greater  transgressions  may  readily 
be  accomplished  upon  the  completion  of  the  Boundary  fence, 
by  the  presence  of  a  few  energetic  policemen.  The  reforma- 
tion of  the  tendencv  to  commit  the  smaller  and  more  thought- 
less  acts,  is  a  matter  of  education,  in  which  the  public  press 
will  be  able  to  exert  a  beneficial  influence,  and  perform  a  needed 
duty  by  the  diffusion  of  correct  notions,  and  in  correcting  er- 
roneous ones  in  relation  to  the  protection  of  the  Park.  The  in- 
fluence of  the  better  class  of  citizens,  both  through  example 
and  precept,  should  be  brought  to  the  aid  of  the  Park  authori- 
ties, in  impressing  upon  the  thoughtless  and  careless  the  duty 
of  enjoying  the  Park  without  abusing  it. 

An  efficient,  uniformed  police,  composed  of  intelligent, 
obliging  and  energetic  men,  who,  whilst  maintaining  a  proper 
respect  for  the  rules  of  the  Park  and  the  requirements  of  de- 
corum, will  also  disseminate  correct  ideas  as  to  the  duty  of  the 
public  to  guard  and  protect  its  own  property,  is  a  necessity  for 
the  proper  preservation  of  the  grounds,  and  will  be  required 
early  in  the  coming  spring. 

The  best  governed  Parks  in  Europe,  my  experience  has 
taught  me,  are  those  that  are  protected  more  by  appeals  to  the 
better  feelings  of  human  nature  than  by  physical  force,  and 
the  same  system  will  no  doubt  produce  equally  desirable  re- 
sults with  us. 

The  cost  of  the  Park  police  for  the  year,  has  been  ($922.- 
71)  nine  hundred  and  twenty-two  dollars  and  seventy-one 
cents. 
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SPECIAL  IMPROVEMENTS. 

The  Drive. 

{The  Boundary  Avenue  of  the  First  Report.) 

The  opening  and  grading  of  this  magnificent  feature  of  the 
Park,  was  so  far  completed  that  it  \v;is  formally  inaugurated 
by  the  Mayor,  City  Councils,  and  a  numerous  procession  of 
citizens,  on  the  24th  of  June  last.  It  has  since  been  in  con- 
stant use  by  the  public,  whose  approval  and  admiration 
has  furnished  the  Lest  comment  upon  the  important  addition 
it  has  made  to  the  pleasure  and  enjoyment  of  those  visiting 
the  Park.

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The  only  gravel  found  on  the  Park  is  along  the  Southern 
boundary  ;  this  gravel  is  mixed  with  a  large  portion  of  red- 
dish clay. 

In  the  work  of  opening  temporary  roads  in  the  autumn  of 
1860,  I  discovered  an  old  road,  and  had  it  cleared  of  brash 
and  "briers,  and  opened  as  a  part  of  the  drives.  The  uniform 
surface  and  soundness  of  this  old  road  struck  me  as  singular, 
and  on  inquiry  I  learned  it  was  originally  the  approach 
to  the  mansion,  which  had  not  been  used  for  many  years. 
This  road  was  built  of  gravel  from  Newington  lane,  and 
is  still  the  best  winter  road  in  the  Park. 

From  this  fact  and  others  that  I  have  since  discovered,  I  am 
induced  to  think  that  with  screening,  and  the  breaking  of  the 
coarser  portion,  a  good  material  can  be  prepared  at  about  one 
half  the  cost  of  broken  stone. 

The  graveling  of  "The  Drive"  with  this  material, 

is  estimated  to  cost $8,577  00

The  construction  of  this  great  work,  so  far,  has  been  well 
executed,  and  the  result  obtained  highly  satisfactory. 

The  drainage,  as  far  as  completed,  has  equalled  my  expecta- 
tions, and  has^reudered  what  was  naturally  the  worst  portions 
of  the  site  the  best. 

The  completion  of  this  magnificent  Drive  by  draining  and 
graveling  the  road  bed,  grading,  soiling  and  planting  the 
margins,  is  a  work  second  only  in  importance  to  that  of  im- 
proving and  preserving  the  woods. 

When  so  completed,  "  The  Drive"  wilt  be  unequalled  by 
any  similar  Drive  of  which  I  have  any  knowledge,  for  its 
variety  of  fine  prospects  and  diversity  of  scenery,  for  its  easy 
trades  and  winding  curves,  and  above  all  for  its  abundant  and 
grateful  forest  shade. 
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Tin-:  Approach. 

The  graveling  of  the  road  bod1,  grading,  soiling  and  turfing 

of  the  margins  and  lawn  east  of  the  Approach,  have  cost 
(£1,113.95)  one  thousand  one  hundred  ami  thirteen  dollars 
and  ninety-five  cents.  The  completion  of  this  necessary  work 
has  greatly  improved  the  appearance  of  the  southern  portion 
of  the  Park. 

Madison  Laxe. 

The  extremely  bad  condition  of  this  thoroughfare  had  be- 
come  a  cause  of  much  reproach  during  last  winter  and  spring. 
Eta  width  also  was  inadequate  to  the  purposes  of  an  approach 
to  the  Park,  and  it  was  therefore  deemed  advisable  for  the 
Commission  to  take  the  initiative  measures  toward  securing 
its  widening  and  improvement.  This  they  did,  so  far  the 
the  southern  boundary  of  the  Park  lands,  and  since  then  the 
most  of  the  property  owners  have  set  back  their  fences  and 
graded  the  remainder,  which  has  not  only  improved  the  neigh- 
borhood generally,  but  lias  increased  the  value  of  the  pro- 
perty binding  on  the  road,  and  contributed  greatly  to  the  corn- 
tort  and  convenience  of  visitors  to  the  Park. 

The  cost  of  the  improvement,  as  far  as  met  by  the  Park 
fund,  was  (^215.79,)  two  hundred  and  fifteen  dollars  and 
nty-nine  cents. 

TorooRAPiircAL  Survey. 

This  work  was  discontinued  on  the  31st  of  January,  1,861, 
and  my  whole  time  thereafter,  until  September,  devoted  to  lo- 
cating the  boundary  avenue  and  other  works,  and  superintend- 
ing their  construction.  Since  the  latter  date,  about  one-halt 
my  time  has  been  given  to  the  continuance  of  the  topograph!* 
cal  survey. 

41 
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I  found  the  labor  of  making  a  detailed  survey  much  greater 
than  I  at  first  supposed.  A  more  intimate  acquaintance  with 
the  topography  of  the  Park  has  largely  increased  my  know- 
ledge of  the  number  and  variety  of  objects  embraced  within 
its  limits,  and  thus  whilst  adding  to  the  difficulty  of  the  work, 
has  also  suggested  for  it  a  wider  scope  and  more  completeness. 
Still,  satisfactory  progress  has  been  made,  both  in  the  establish- 
ment of  the  permanent  triangles,  and  in  the  detailed  survey 
of  the  western  portion  of  the  Park.  The  importance  of  this 
work  was  fully  presented  in  my  first  annual  report.  Since 
then  I  have  found  no  reason  to  change  the  views  therein  ex- 
pressed, as  to  its  value  and  advantages. 

Mr.  Aug.  Faul  has  been  constantly  employed  in  plotting 
the  survey,  since  the  23rd  of  September,  with  the  exception  of 
about  two  weeks,  occupied  in  making  a  survey  and  plat  of  the 
Mansion  House,  and  the  plateau  around  it. 

The  expenditure  on  account  of  this  work  for  the

Boundary  Fence. 

This  very  important  work  has  not  received  the  attention 
due  to  its  absolute  necessity,  and  another  year  has  closed  with- 
out having  a  barrier  erected  around  the  Park.  The  construc- 
tion of  a  boundary  fence  should  have  been  among  the  first 
works  executed.  Its  absence  has  encouraged  lawless  persons 
in  committing  trespasses  and  depredations  in  various  forms, 
and  led  to  considerable  damage  to  the  trees,  to  the  pilfering 
of  fruit  trees,  cord  wood,  fence  posts,  &c.  It  also  gave  oppor- 
tunity for  the  using  of  a  portion  of  the  grounds  as  a  public 
thorougfare  by  the  people  of  Woodberry,  in  going  to  and  re- 
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turning  from  Baltimore,  by  night  as  well  as  by  day,  and  lias 
occasioned  considerable  expense  in  patroling  the  Park  by 
watchmen,  and  with  but  little  success  in  detecting  or  prevent- 
ing the  depredations  referred  to.  In  short,  without  a  high 
and  strong  boundary  fence,  there  can  be  no  safety  for  the  pub- 
lic property  and  no  efficient  surveillance  or  police  of  the  Park. 
Its  completion,  therefore,  early  next  spring,  is  a  matter  of  so 
much  importance  that  1  cannot  too  strongly  press  the  subject 
upon  the  attention  of  the  Commission. 

To  complete  the  boundary  fence,  there  remains  four  hun- 
dred and  seventy-eight  rods  yet  to  be  built.  The  cost  of 
erecting  this  will  be  about  two  thousand  four  hundred  dollars, 
($2,400.)

The  Upper  Lake. 

The  surveys  and  plans  for  this  work  were  completed  on  the 
4th  day  of  May,  but  the  work,  so  far,  has  been  confined  to  a 
partial  excavation  of  the  area  designed  to  be  occupied  by  the 

A  brief,  but  very  thorough  experience  with  the  workmen 
employed  by  the  city  authorities  under  the  $10,000  appropria- 
tion, made  it  evident  that  the  work  of  excavating  for  the  Lake 
was  not  such  as  could  be  economically  executed  by  them. 

The  remainder  of  their  labor  was  therefore  employed  in  tie* 
lighter  work  of  raking  leaves,  burning  brush,  filling  fruit  tree 
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holes,  &c,  and  the  excavation  for  the  Lake  abandoned  for  the 
time. 

The  expenditures  on  account  of  workmen  employed  by  the 
city  authorities  amounted  to  ($531.74,)  five  hundred  and  thirty- 
one  dollars  and  seventy-four  cents. 

Improvements  at  the  Mansion. 

Should  the  works  now  in  progress  not  absorb  all  the  avail- 
able means  at  your  disposal  for  the  coming  year,  I  recommend 
that  provision  be  made  for  sheltering  visitors  during  sudden 
showers,  a  convenience  that  was  often  needed  during  last 
summer. 

A  broad  porch  surrounding  the  Mansion  house  will  probably 
afford  more  shelter,  for  a  given  sum,  than  a  building  con- 
structed especially  for  that  purpose. 

The  present  terrace,  erected  as  the  turning  place  for  vehicles 
for  a  private  residence,  is  entirely  too  small  to  afford  the  re- 
quisite accommodations  for  the  large  number  of  carriages  that 
now  frequent  the  Park.  The  plateau  on  which  the  Mansion 
stand  is  of  such  a  conformation,  that  it  may  be  easily  changed 
into  terraces  that  will  provide  ample  space  for  carriages  and 
pedestrians. 


Conclusion. 

Notwithstanding  the  limited  means  at  the  disposal  of  the 
Commission,  for  the  improvement  of  a  Park  so  grand  in  its 
extent  and  capabilities,  have  rendered  it  imperative  to  forego 
many  things  that  were  desirable,  and  even  to  neglect  some 
that  were  necessary,  yet  many  and  various  improvements  have 
been  so  far  completed  as  to  provide  ample  means  for  the  more

necessary  uses  and  enjoyments  of  the  grounds  by  the  public. 
This  result  has  been  universally  recognized,  and  its  achieve- 
ment received  the  approbation  of  the  thousands  of  visitors, 
who,  during  the  past  summer,  gave  evidence  of  the  fact  that 
the  Park  is  destined  to  become  the  prized  resort  of  the  people 
Baltimore.

Already 
it  has  become  the  pride  and  ornament  of  the  city,  and  event- 
ually it  will  secure  to  its  projectors,  and  those  who,  by  wise 
and  timely  action,  procured  its  appropriation  to  the  public 
use,  the  gratitude  of  masses  yet  unborn,  for  the  blessings  of 
pure  air,  and  the  opportunity  for  in»ocent  and  healthful 
amusement  which  it  has  made  the  patrimony  of  the  people  of 
Baltimore.

RULES  AND  REGULATIONS 

FOR  THE  GOVERNMENT  OF 

DRUID  HILL  AND  PATTERSON  PARKS. 


Extract  from  the  Act  entitled  an  Act  to  amend  the  4th  Article  of  the  Code 
of  Public  Local  Laws,  by  adding  thereto  the  following  section,  relating 
to  the  purchase  and  government  of  Druidllill  and  Patterson  Parks, 
belonging  to  the  City  of  Baltimore. 

Section  1.  Be  it  enacted  by  the  General  Assembly  of  Mary- 
land, that  the  Park  Commission  provided  for  under  a  resolu- 
tion of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved 
June  the  4th,  1860,  and  acting  under  an  ordinance  entitled 
'•'An  ordinance  to  provide  for  a  Park  or  Parks/'  approved 
July  the  21st,  1860,  as  well  as  under  any  future  ordinances  of 
the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council,  be  and  they  are  hereby  au- 
thorized to  make,  from  time  to  time,  such  rules  and  regula- 
tion- for  the  government  and  the  preservation  of  order  within 
the  said  Parks,  as  they  may  deem  expedient,  declaring  what 
fines,  not  exceeding  in  any  one  case  one  hundred  dollars,  shall 
be  imposed  for  breaches  of  said  rules  and  regulations,  to  be 
recoverable  in  the  name  of  the  said  Mayor  and  City  Council 
as  small  debts  are  recoverable  before  a  Justice  of  the  Peace  of 
the  City  of  Baltimore,  and  appropriated  to  the  purposes  of  the 
said  Park. 
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RULES  AND  REGULATIONS. 


1.  If  any  person  shall  discharge  any  fire-arm  within  the 
Park,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for  every 
offence. 

2.  Dogs  are  prohibited  ;  and  if  any  person,  having  a  dog 
within  the  Park,  refuses,  when  requested,  to  take  him  out. 
such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars. 

3.  If  any  person  shall  drive  or  ride  upon  the  grass  or  foot 
ways,  or  elsewhere  than  on  the  roads  for  the  use  of  carriages 
and  equestrians,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars 
for  each  offence — the  owner  of  the  carriage,  in  the  case  of  driv- 
ing, to  be  responsible.

19.  If  any  person  shall  break,  or  in  any  manner  injure  the 
enclosure  of  the  Park,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  the 
sum  of  five  dollars  for  each  offence,  in  addition  to  the  cost  of 
repairing  the  injury. 

20.  The  gates  shall  be  opened  at  sunrise,  and  closed  at  dark. 
After  the  gates  are  closed,  they  will  be  opened  only  to  permit 
egress,  but  not  ingress  of  visitors  to  the  Park. 

21.  If  any  person  shall  fasten  a  horse  to  a  tree,  such  person 
shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for  every  offence. 

22.  Any  person  found  intoxicated  in  the  Park,  may  be  re- 
moved therefrom  by  the  police,  and  the  gate  keepers  are 
authorized  to  prevent  the  ingress  of  any  such  person. 

23.  Gambling  and  playing  cards,  is  prohibited,  under  a 
penalty  of  five  dollars,  to  be  forfeited  and  paid  by  each  of  the 
parties  to  the  game. 

24.  If  any  person  shall  make  a  fire,  for  any  purpose,  on  the 
grounds  of  the  Park,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five 
dollars  for  every  offence. 

25.  The  pic-nics  permitted  in  the  Park  are  those  of  Sunday 
and  other  schools,  when  accompanied  by  their  respective 
teacher  or  masters,  who  will  be  held  personally  responsible  for 
all  infringements  by  the  scholars  of  these  rules  and  regula- 
tions, in  the  penalties  severally  prescribed  herein. 

26.  No  pic-nic  r.hall  take  place  in  the  Park  without  a  written 
permission  for  the  purpose  being  first  obtained  from  the  Super- 
intendent, or  person  in  charge  of  the  Park,  in  which  shall  be 
designated  the  spot  where  it  shall  be  held.  If  any  persons 
shall  attempt  to  hold  a  pic-nic  without  such  permission,  each 
person  engaged  therein  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars — 
besides  being  liable  to  be  turned  out  of  the  Park. 

27.  Parties  holding  pic-nics  in  the  Park  are  expected  to 
clean  up  the  ground  that  has  been  occupied  by  them,  on  quit- 
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ting  it,  and  not  to  leave  paper  to  be  blown  about  on  tbe  prem- 
ises. 

28,  If  any  person  shall  disturb  any  pic-nie  or  intrude  him- 
self or  herself  upon  it  without  the  consent  of  tbose  composing 
it,  such  person  shall  forfeit  and  pay  five  dollars  for  every  of- 
fence. 

29,  The  experience  of  tbe  Commission  renders  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  above  regulations  in  regard  to  pic-nics  indispensa- 
ble to  the  preservation  of  tbe  property,  and  the  comfort  and 
protection  of  tbe  visitors.

REPORT 


OF    THE 


BOARD  OF  HEALTH. 


Health  Office, 

Baltimore.  January  1,    1802. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Bait  [more: 

The  Board  of  Health  respectfully  present  this  their  report 

for  the  ten  months  of  the  year  just  closed  ;  during  which  lime 
they  have  had  charge  of  this  department  of  the  city  govern- 
ment. 

The  health  of  the  city  has  been  mercifully  preserved  ;  no 
epidemic,  pestilential,  or  contagious  disease  lias  invaded  the 
community,  and  the  per  centage  of  mortality  from  all  Causes 
continues  to  he  wonderfully  small.  In  this  remarkable  ex- 
emption from  disease,  not  only  in  the  past,  hut  for  a  long 
series  of  years,  we  can  hut  recognize  the  hand  of  a  merciful 
and  superintending  Providence ;  and  whilst  we  should  be 
deeply  thankful  that  our  city  has  been  favored  for  so  long  a 
period,  may  we  not  fear  that  such  Considerations  may  only  in- 
duce us  to  indulge  in  a  false  security  and  become  more  and 
more  indifferent   to  the  importance  of  securing   to   the   city  in 
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the  future,  those  blessings  she  has  so  well  enjoyed  in  the 
past. 

There  can,  we  apprehend,  be  no  doubt  that  the  commercial 
prosperity  of  any  community  is  so  intimately  connected  with 
its  hygienic  condition,  that  the  one  can  never,  to  a  great  de- 
gree be  attained  where  there  remains  any  doubt  as  to  the 
other. 

Any  legislation  with  a  view  to  the  social,  civil  or  commercial 
prosperity  of  a  community  that  does  not  embrace  those  sani- 
tary regulations  calculated  to  secure  such  community  from 
the  eruption  of  disease,  must  necessarily  be  imperfect,  and 
will  ultimately  fail  of  its  object.  Commercial  disasters  speed- 
ily pass  away,  and  are  generally  followed  by  vigorous  and 
healthy  reaction  ;  but  a  city  once  desolated  by  disease,  loses 
that  which  neither  capital  nor  commercial  advantages  can 
compensate,  and  which  a  series  of  years  of  uninterrupted 
health  can  alone  restore. 

It  would  seem  wise,  therefore,  to  remove,  as  far  as  possible, 
every  cause  which  might,  under  any  circumstances  or  combi- 
nation of  circumstances,  become  the  source  of  disease,  and  to 
employ  every  precaution  that  science  or  experience  can  suggest 
to  this  end ;  and  such  work  should  be  considered  as  cheaply 
performed  at  any  price  necessary  to  its  accomplishment. 

Of  all  the  various  nuisances  daugerous  to  the  health  of  the 
community,  which  have  claimed  our  attention,  those  of  a  pub- 
lic character  or  which  exist  in  places  belonging  to  the  corpo- 
ration, or  on  property  under  its  control,  have  ever  been  found 
the  most  difficult  to  correct,  as  they  are  very  generally  the 
most  fruitful  in  causes  of  epidemic  and  malignant  disease. 

In  bringing  those  public  grievances  to  your  notice,  we  are 
fully  aware  that  the  most  of  them  have  already  been  made  the 
theme  of  almost  every  communication  emanating  from  this 
office  in  past  years,,  but  we  can  but  feel  that  our  duty  requires 
that  we  should  present  them  for  your  consideration,  inasmuch 
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as  we  cannot  bat  be  impressed  with  their  importance,  or  over- 
look the  necessity  of  their  remedy. 

Perhaps  there  is  nothing  of  more  importance,  as  connected 
with  the  sanitary  condition  of  the  city,  than  a  perfect  system 
of  drainage.  If,  from  improperly  constructed  sewers,  the 
washing  and  debris  of  the  streets  and  gutters  do  not  find 
speedy  and  uninterrupted  passage  through  them,  they  no 
longer  answer  the  purpose  for  which  they  were  intended,  but 
become  the  receptacle  and  depository  of  the  offal  and  refuse  of 
the  city,  and  themselves  a  greater  nuisance  than  that  which 
they  were  designed  to  remedy. 

Many  of  the  large  sewers  and  tunnels  of  the  city  are  pre- 
eisely  of  this  class.  That  which  underlays  the  bed  of  Central 
avenue,  was  originally  an  open  canal,  some  fifteen  feet  wide, 
walled  at  the  sides,  and  very  roughly  and  imperfectly  paved 
at  the  bottom,  designed  for  the  accommodation  of  the  small 
stream  of  Harford  run  ;  when  it  was  determined  to  convert  the 
open  canal  into  a  covered  tunnel,  the  side  walls  were  removed 
to  within  a  few  feet  of  their  base,  and  an  arch  thrown  across  : 
no  change  was  made  in  the  bottom  of  the  canal  ;  its  sunken 
and  dilapidated  pavement  was  not  repaired,  and  still  remains 
a  convenient  reservoir  for  all  the  slops  and  filth  and  excrete 
that  find  their  way  into  the  tunnel.  The  little  stream  still 
winds  its  slimy  way  over  the  rugged  bottom,  or  accumulates 
in  stagnant  ami  fermenting  pools  amidst  its  broken  pavement. 
From  this  source,  are  eliminated  most  unhealthy,  nauseous  and 
offensive  gasses,  which,  seeking  the  higher  parts,  or  met  by 
currents  of  air  at  the  mouth,  are  wafted  back  and  find  an  exir 
through  the  open  mouths  of  the  connecting  sewers,  through 
which  they  pour  in  such  sickning  volumes,  as  to  make  it  at 
impossible  to  remain  many  minutes  in  their  vi- 
cinity. 

eral  remedies  have  been  suggested  for  the  removal  of  this 
great  nuisance.     An  entire  reconstruction  has  been  prop 
which  would  involve  a  very  considerable  expense,  and  there- 
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fore  not  to  be  entertained  in  the  present  condition  of  the  city's 
finances.  Another  is  the  plan  of  valvular  openings,  so  con- 
structed as  to  give  free  admission  to  the  surface  drainage,  an 
prevent  any  escape  of  noxious  gasses  ;  this  plan  has  been  fre- 
quently suggested  by  the  late  Board  of  Health,  and  is  to  be 
regarded  as  altogether  practicable  ;  should  this  mode  be  con- 
sidered too  expensive,  we  would  respectfully  suggest  the  pro- 
priety of  closing  all  the  sewers  opening  into  the  tunnel,  and 
by  increasing  the  capacity  of  the  gutters  by  re-grading  and 
paving  the  same,  endeavour  to  carry  off  the  accumulated 
waters  by  surface  drainage.  What  has  been  said  in  relation 
to  the  tunnel  at  Central  avenue,  is  equally  applicable  to  those 
at  Centre  and  Arch  streets. 

We  availed  ourselves  of  the  July  session  of  the  Council,  to 
send  a  communication  suggesting  some  action  in  relation  to  a 
number  of  unpaved  streets  and  alleys  therein  specified,  which 
are  in  a  state  of  nuisance,  and  which  can  only  be  remedied  by 
causing  the  same  to  be  properly  graded  and  paved.  The  or- 
dinances of  the  city  in  relation  to  paving  and  re-paving, 
make  it  necessary  that  the  consent  of  the  owners  of  property 
should  be  first  had  and  obtained  before  the  paving  of  any 
street  can  be  entered  upon  ;  but  in  very  many  cases,  such  con- 
sent cannot  be  had,  and  the  evil  cannot,  therefore,  be  reached 
under  the  existing  ordinances.  An  Act  of  Assemby,  how- 
ever, (Page  414,  Kevised  Ordinances,)  gives  full  power  to  the 
Mayor,  jointly  with  the  City  Council,  to  act  peremptorily  and 
compel  the  paving  of  any  street  or  alley  which  may  be  declared 
a  nuisance,  and  which  can  only  be  remedied  thereby.  We 
respectfully  suggest  the  propriety  of  causing  the  streets  and 
alleys  before  indicated  to  be  properly  graded  and  paved,  under 
the  Act  of  Assembly  referred  to,  if  the  consent  of  the  persons 
owning  the  property  binding  on  the  same  cannot  be  obtained. 

That  portion  of  the  city  immediately  in  the  neighborhood 
of  the  Back  Basin,  (that  usluice  of  mud"  inclusive,)  has  been 
an  object  of  anxiety  to  the  Board  of  Health  for  many  years, 
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and  but  few  communications  from  this  department  have  omit- 
ted to  impress  upon  your  Honorable  Body  the  great  necessity 
ne  action  in  relation  thereto.     Every  case  of  malignant 
fever  that  has  occured  in  the  city  in  the  past  ten  years,  has  not 

been  far  removed  from  this  immediate  vicinity. 

All  that  portion  oi'  the  city  Laying  beetwen  Canton  avenue 
and  the  water  front,  and  between  Canal  and  Bond  streets,  is 
low.  flat,  and  badly  drained.  Moat  of  the  streets  are  ungraded 
and  unpaved:  by  means  o(  such  grading  and  paving  much  of 
the  adjacent  property  would  be  drained,  and  the  health  of  the 
neighborhood  in  a  great  measure  secured.  The  Back  Basin  is 
of  itself  an  abiding  nuisance,  receiving  as  it  does  all  the  sedi- 
ment, debris  and  filth  washed  from  the  falls,  and  that  "prince 
of  dikes"  (.'anal  street  tunnel,  so  pent  up  and  land-locked  as 
scarcely  to  be  in  any  degree  benefited  by  the  ebbing  and  flow- 
ing tide  ;  its  wharves  dilapidated  and  decaying,  and  its  odors 
sent  forth  by  the  stirring  of  every  passing  keel;  it  can  only  be 
regarded  as  a  vast  decomposing  vat,  most  offensive  to  the  senses 
and  dangerous  to  the  health.  The  question  would  seem  to  sug- 
gest itself  whether,  in  view  of  the  expense  of  repairs  to  its 
wharves,  and  the  necessity  of  removing  the  constantly  accum- 
ulating sediment,  it  would  not  be  economy  to  fill  up  the  entire 
dock,  and  thus  effectually  abate  what  has  ever  been  and  of  ne- 
•  ever  continue  to  be,  an  unmitigated  nuisance. 

We  have,  in  as  brief  a  manner  as  possible,  presented  to  your 
Honorable  bodies  some  of  the  most  grevious  of  what  is  to  be 
regarded  as  public  nuisances.  As  yet,  it  is  true,  no  very  great 
mischief  has  resulted  from  them;  but  we  feel  assured  that  such 
localities  are  dangerous,  ami  that  just  here  lie  the  ;:  lurking 
principal  of  death  ;"  latent  and  inactive  at  present  it  may  be, 
but  only  awaiting  some  peculiar  and  favorable  atmospheric  con- 
dition, necessary  for  their  development,  when  such  concur- 
rance  of  circumstances  will  take  place,  no  one  can  predict  ; 
what  will  be  the  result,  no  one  can  doubt. 
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Prominent  amongst  the  nuisances  as  existing  upon  private 
possessions,  and  which  we  think  should  claim  special  consider- 
ation, is  the  existance  of  numerous  cow  stables  scattered 
throughout  various  sections  of  the  city;  such  establishments 
have  ever  been  a  subject  of  complaint  and  annoyance.  Stables 
of  all  descriptions  are,  we  admit,  to  some  extent  a  nuisance  ; 
those  for  the  accommodation  of  horses  are,  however,  much  less 
objectional,  and  much  more  essential;  the  one  is  indispensable 
in  the  prosecution  of  almost  every  description  of  business, 
whilst  the  other  is  permitted  as  the  means  of  individual  profit. 
The  only  existing  ordinance  relating  to  any  description  of  sta- 
ble, is  the  one  requiring  them  to  be  kept  clean,  under  a  penalty 
of  twenty  dollars.  It  has  never  been  our  good  fortune  as  yet 
to  discover  a  clean  cow  stable,  and  from  the  nature  of  things 
we  are  strongly  inclined  to  the  belief  that  they  do  not  exist. 
The  natural  excreta,  the  slops  and  garbage  used  for  food, 
partly  consumed  and  partly  decomposed,  the  diseased  and  im- 
prisoned animals  themselves,  are  all  sources  from  which  emi- 
nate  odors,  the  most  nauseous  and  offensive,  and  which  cannot 
be  entirely  corrected,  even  by  the  most  scrupulous  attention  to 
cleanliness.  But  if  such  stables  are  themselves  an  evil,  how 
much  greater  the  one  growing  out  of  them  in  the  sale  of  the 
milk  manufactured  therein.  In  many  of  those  filthy  enclo- 
sures, are  confined,  from  month  to  month,  nay,  from  year  to 
year,  the  animals  that  are  made  to  furnish  a  supply  of  that  anon- 
ymous compound,  by  courtesy,  called  milk  :  from  long  confine- 
ment, unhealthy  and  unsuitable  food,  and  the  breathing  an 
almost  pestiferous  atmosphere,  they  become  feverish  and  un- 
healthy, their  skin  scabbed  with  disease,  their  breath  offensive, 
their  hair  falls  off,  their  limbs  swollen  and  almost  useless,  and 
they  are  only  kept  alive  by  being  well  supplied  with  hot  slops, 
which  having  passed  through  the  machine  in  due  time,  appears 
as  very  saleable  jnilk  ;  and  on  such  food  are  thousand  of  infants 
annually  fed,  and  by  such  they  sicken  and  die.  We  would  ven- 
ture to  say  that  this  manufactured  article  scarcely  contains  a 
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single  constituent  o\'  pure  milk,  being  nothing  more  or  less 
than  a  very  vitiated  secretion  of  B  very  dcseasod  animal.  We 
camlet  but  think  that  some  legislation  is  called  for  to  correct. 
to  some  extent,  so  great  an  evil.  There  is  an  ordinance,  it  i- 
true,  which  imposes  a  penalty  tor  the  adulteration  of  milk,  but 
none  in  reference  to  the  sale  of  impure  milk  from  diseased  and 
imprisoned  cows;  and  even  the  ordinance  referred  to  has 
and  must  ever  remain  a  dead  letter,  so  long  as  the  consumer 
cannot  prove  the  adulteration,  and  is  himself  incompetent  to 
determine  as  to  the  purity  of  the  article.  In  most  cases,  when 
the  consumer  is  not  qualified  to  judge  of  the  quality  or  purity 
of  an  article,  the  corporation,  or  some  other  body,  in  their 
legislative  capacity,  has  wisely  provided  for  their  protection 
by  the  appointment  of  a  competent  inspector  to  examine  and 
determine  as  to  the  purity  of  such  article.  If  this  has  been 
found  necessary  in  the  sale  of  commodities  where  only  money 
interest  is  involved,  how  much  more  necessary  when  the  lives 
of  a  lage  fraction  of  the  community  is  involved. 

The  poor  mother  who  feeds  her  sick  infant  with  the  milk 
manufactured  in  the  adjoining  stable,  or  procured  from  the 
neighboring  grocery,  is  surely  as  much  interested  in  the  ascer- 
tainment of  its  purity,  as  that  of  the  gas  by  which  she  plies  her 
needle  ;  in  both  cases,  an  exorbitant  price  may  be  paid  for  an 
inferior  article  ;  but  in  the  one  it  is  only  a  pecuniary  loss,  the 
other  may  involve  a  matter  of  life  and  death.  We  cannot  see 
why  the  community  should  not  be  entitled  to  some  protection  in 
the  purchase  and  use  of  an  article  of  such  universal  consump- 
tion, and  upon  the  purity  of  which  such  great  interest  de- 
pends. 

The  Board  Health  are  certainly  not  disposed  to  interfere 
with  any  of  the  industrial  occupations  of  the  city,  or  to  rec  >m- 
mend  any  legislation  that  would  affect  the  prosperity  of  those 
legitimately  engaged  therein.  Many  of  the  establishments 
connected  therewith  have  existed  for  so  long  a  time,  by  sanc- 
tion of  the  corporate   authorities,  that  their  removal   at   this 
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time  would  necessarily  be  attended  with  considerable  pecuni- 
ary loss.  Nevertheless,  we  can  but  entertain  the  opinion,  that 
any  legislation  looking  to  their  ultimate  removal,  wouy.  be 
most  wise  and  proper.  Slaughter  houses,  morocco  factories, 
oil  refineries,  and  others  that  might  be  enumerated,  are  partic- 
ularly annoying  in  the  neighborhood  in  which  they  are  located, 
and  although  not  fairly  proven  to  be  absolutely  detrimental  to 
health,  are  nevertheless  extremely  offensive,  and  must,  to  some 
extent,  affect  the  purity  of  the  atmosphere  in  their  immediate 
vicinity. 

We  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention  to  the  necessity  of  provi- 
ding some  more  secure  and  suitable  place  of  interment  for  the 
poor  of  our  city.  The  Western  Potter's  Field  has  for  years 
remained  an  open  and  exposed  common,  subject  to  depreda- 
tions of  every  description,  and  is  in  all  respects  unsuitable  as  a 
place  of  interment. 

A  resolution,  we  believe,  was  passed  some  years  since  by  the 
Council,  directing  its  sale,  and  the  purchase  of  another  site, 
farther  removed  from  the  city  ;  could  such  sale  be  effected,  we 
have  no  doubt  but  that  the  proceeds  thereof  would  be  more 
than  sufficient  for  the  purchase  and  enclosure  of  a  lot  in  a 
more  desirable  location,  and  in  all  respects  better  adapted  to 
the  purpose  of  a  public  burial  ground  than  the  one  now  used 
as  such. 

The  erection  of  a  dead  house  in  some  central  and  suitable 
location  wuthin  the  city,  has  been  so  often  urged  upon  the  con- 
sideration of  your  Honorable  bodies,  that  we  should  not  ven- 
ture to  touch  upon  the  subject,  did  not  circumstances  of  almost 
daily  occurrence  so  clearly  demonstate  the  necessity  of  such  an 
institution. 

Under  existing  circumstances,  the  bodies  of  unknown  persons 
found  dead,  are  ordinarily  carried  to  some  one  of  the  police 
stations  ;  but  as  there  is  no  suitable  place  of  deposit  at  those 
places,  they  are  generally  removed  to 'the  public  burial  ground 
with  as  little  delay  as  possible ;  and  it  not  unfrequently  hap- 
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that  the  jury  is  had,  the  coffin  obtained,  and  the  body  in- 
terred,  oven  before  the  deceased  is  missed  from  his  home;  and 
when  the  body  is  subsequently  sought  for  by  hie  family  or 
friends,  it  cannot  always  be  fonnd  ;  such  unpleasant  circum- 
stances must  continue  to  occur  bo  long  as  the  city  is  without 
the  convenience  of  a  dead-house,  or  some  means  by  which  dead 
bodies  may  be  kept  for  a  time  sufficiently  long  for  their  recog- 
nition. 

Appended  to  this  report  are  tabular  statements  showing  the 
operations  of  the  various  departments  of  this  oiriee  for  the  past 
year. 

It  will  he  seen  by  the  mortuary  returns,  (Table  A.)  that  the 
entire  number  of  deaths  during  the  year  have  amounted  to 
4,790,  being  To  less  than  that  of  the  preceding  year  ;  if  from 
the  total  number  be  deducted  those  resulting  from  casualty, 
child-bed  and  intemperance,  (240.)  as  well  as  215  dying  of  old 
and  2.300  of  infants  under  five  years  of  age,  it  will  leave 
but  2,035  deaths  as  occurring  from  ordinary  diseases,  from  in- 
fancy to  mature  age.  These  statistics  abundantly  demonstrate 
the  fact  that  our  city  enjoys  a  far  greater  immunity  from  dis- 
ease than  most  of  the  other  large  cities  of  the  Union. 

.  large  number  of  deaths  of  children  annually  reported, 
would  naturally  suggest  the  enquiry,  whether  any  sanitary 
regulations  could  be  adopted  which  might  in  any  wray  tend  to 
diminish  this  great  mortality.  That  a  very  large  proportion 
of  those  deaths  is  the  immediate  result  of  the  use  of  improper 
and  unsuitable  food,  there  can  be  little  doubt ;  a  supply  of  pure 
and  unadulterated  milk  would  do  much  to  diminish  the  mor- 
tality. 

The  want  of  proper  care  and  attention  on  the  part  of  mothers, 
their  indifference  to   the   personal   comfort  and  cleanliness  of 
the  child,  and  above  all,  the  almost  universal  habit  of  sn 
toting  rariety  of  unsuitable  food  for  the  natural  element, 

are  evils  for  which  we  have  no  remedy.     Such  causes  probably 
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will  ever  continue,  as  they  always  have,  greatly  to  swell  the 
annual  list  of  mortality. 

It  will  be  seen  that  there  has  been  but  one  death,  of  small 
pox,  reported  during  the  year,  although  there  have  occurred 
several  cases  of  the  disease  in  the  military  camps  and  hospitals 
in  and  around  the  city  ;  they  were  all  promptly  reported  and 
removed  to  the  Marine  hospital;  and  very  fortunately,  the  dis- 
ease has  in  no  case  extended  beyond  the  camp  or  hospital 
where  it  originated. 

By  reference  to  the  report  of  the  Vaccine  Physicians,  (Table 
B,)  will  be  seen  what  has  been  done  in  that  department  during 
the  past  year.  Whilst  we  are  very  confident  that  the  Physicians 
appointed  in  the  several  districts  have  been  diligent  in  the  dis- 
charge of  their  duties,  we  are  aware  that  the  protection  de- 
signed to  have  been  effected  through  them  has  not  been 
fully  accomplished. 

The  indifference  manifested  on  the  part  of  parents  in  sub- 
mitting their  children  for  vaccination  is  much  to  be  regretted, 
many  refusing  to  avail  themselves  of  the  services  of  the  Physi- 
cians ;  some  through  prejudice,  others  because  such  services  are 
gratuitously  offered — they  choosing  to  regard  as  a  charity  that 
which  is  only  intended  as  a  wise  sanitary  regulation.  There 
is  no  law  making  it  obligatory  upon  the  part  of  parents 
to  submit  their  children  to  the  protection  of  vaccination,  or 
are  we  prepared  to  propose  any  such  enactment,  especially 
when  the  risk  alone  affects  the  individuals  themselves  ;  but  the 
corporation  should,  we  think,  protect,  as  far  as  possible, 
communities  over  whom  they  may  have  control.  And  as  none 
are  so  likely  to  suffer  in  this  particular  as  those  in  our  public 
schools,  it  would  appear  to  be  but  just  and  proper  to  require, 
as  a  pre-requisite  for  admission  therein,  that  each  child  should 
present  satisfactory  evidence  of  successful  vaccination. 

Table  C  exhibits  the  details  of  work  done  in  cleaning  streets, 
removing  garbage,  sale  of  street  dirt,  &c.  The  financial  con- 
cerns of  this  department  have  been  conducted  with  as  strict 
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regard  to  economy  as  was  at  all  compatible  with  an  efficient 
performance  of  the  work  contemplated  to  he  accomplished.    By 

reference  to  the  table,  it  will  he  seen  that  the  amount  expended 
daring  the  past  year  has  been  smaller  than  that  required  in 
any  year  since  the  adoption  of  the  present  plan  of  cleaning 
streets,  with  the  exception,  perhaps  of  the  first  year.  The 
present  mode  has  been  in  operation  some  nine  years,  (luring 
which  time  the  city  lias  wonderfully  enlarged  its  area — long 
lines  of  streets  have  been  opened  and  built  upon,  and  all  the 
districts  binding  upon  the  suburbs  have  their  limits  greatly 
enlarged  ;  as  a  natural  consequence,  the  labor  of  cleaning  the 
streets,  and  more  especially  of  removing  the  garbage,  has  been 
proportionally  increased.  And  for  the  accomplishment  of 
the  work  effectually,  more  carts  and  laborers  became  necessary, 
and  consequently  a  larger  expenditure  is  involved,  and  yet  the 
amount  available  in  the  past  year  has  been  less  by  $11,859, 
tean  was  found  necessary  to  accomplish  the  work  than  in  the 
year  1856.  The  entire  appropriation  being  $40,000,  from 
which  amount  had  to  be  deducted  $1,845.70  overdrawn  and  due 
January  1st,  1801;  being  determined,  if  possible,  to  keep 
within  the  limits  of  the  appropriation,  we  have  been  obliged 
to  operate  in  some  of  the  districts  with  a  very  small  and  inad- 
equate force,  and  consequently  the  work  has  not  always  been 
done  so  well  as  could  have  been  desired. 

It  would  appear  upon  an  examination  of  the  tabular  state- 
ment, that  the  amount  of  street  dirt  reported  to  have  been 
removed,  does  not  bear  a  proper  proportion  to  the  number  of 
loads  sold  ;  it  will  be  remembered,  however,  that  a  very  large 
proportion  of  the  accumulations  on  the  streets  is  composed  chiefly 
of  sand,  and  as  such,  is  unfit  for  agricultural  purposes,  and 
consequently,  unsaleable  ;  and  of  that  portion  which  is  useful 
aa  a  manure,  at  least  twenty  per  cent,  is  lost  by  evaporation 
after  having  been  thrown  ;in  piles  and  becoming  dry. 

It  will  be  seen  by  reference  to  Table  D  that  the  expenditures 
on  the  general  health  account  amount  to  $1,397.21,  leaving  a 
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balance  in  the  hands  of  the  Register  of  $602.79.  The  amount 
expended  has  been  for  the  purpose  of  furnishing  coffins,  graves 
and  conveyances  for  the  poor  ;  in  procuring  the  weekly  list  of 
interments  ;  in  the  abatement  of  special  nuisances  ;  in  supply- 
ing books  and  stationery,  and  for  various  miscellaneous  pur- 
poses legitimately  belonging  thereto. 

Table  E  will  show  the  expenditures  for  cleaning  sewers  and 
removing  nuisances  ;  which  account  will  also  show  a  balance 
in  the  hands  of  the  Register  of  $378.33  ;  a  large  item  of  ex- 
pense incurred  on  this  account  is  for  the  removal  of  dead 
animals,  11,038  of  which  have  been  removed  from  the  streets 
during  the  year. 

All  the  sewers  in  the  city  have  been  well  attended  to  and 
kept  clean,  at  a  cost  of  $1,000,  being  two  hundred  dollars  less 
than  the  price  heretofore  paid  for  that  labor.  The  large 
sewers  or  tunnels,  if  attempted  to  be  cleaned,  would  involve 
the  necessity  of  a  special  appropriation  ;  and  in  their  present 
condition,  would  scarcely  justify  the  expense. 

For  the  $250.00  appropriated  on  the  lime  account,  Table  F, 
there  has  been  no  necessity,  and  that  amount  remains  undrawn 
in  the  hands  of  the  Register. 

Table  G  will  exhibit  the  financial  condition  of  the  Marine 
Hospital ;  it  would  appear  from  an  examination  of  the  same, 
that  the  institution  was  in  debt,  January  1st,  1861,  $1,531.72, 
whereas  the  amount  of  indebtedness  at  that  time  was  $2,545. 
65,  there  being  bills  out-standing  to  the  amount  of  $1,013.93, 
which  had  not  been  presented  to  the  then  Board  of  Health, 
and  of  which  they  perhaps  had  no  knowledge.  To  meet  this 
claim,  the  Council  appropriated  $2,000.00,  leaving  the  amount 
of  $545.65  of  old  debts  unprovided  for. 

For  the  operations  of  the  institution  during  the  year,  we  beg 
to  refer  you  to  the  report  of  the  Marine  Hospital  Physician. 

In  conclusion,  we  beg  leave  to  say  that  the  ordinance  passed 
at  the  last  annual  session  of  the  Council,  abolishing  the  office  of 
City  Physician,  and  devolving  its  duties  upon  the  Commissioner 
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of  Health,   lias    in    no    degree   impaired  the  efficiency  of    the 
department. 

The  Vaccine  Physicians  who  were  by  that  ordinance  consti- 
tuted an  auxiliary  Board,  have  very  generally  attended  the 
semi-monthly  meetings  of  the  Board  ;  have  evinced  an  inter- 
est in  the  sanitary  condition  oi'  their  respective  districts,  over 
which  they  have  exercised  a  general  supervision  ;  and  have 
been  prompt  to  report  every  circumstance  that  might  tend  to 
endanger  the  health  of  its  people.

Office  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court, 

Baltimore,  January  1st,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable 

the  Mayor  and  City  Council  : 

GrBffTLEMKN  :  — 

The  undersigned  hereby  respectfully  present  their  report  of* 
the  operations  of  this  department  of  the  city  government,  dur- 
ing the  year  1861. 

A.S  far  as  our  experience  in  this  office  as  Judges  will  enable 
bear  testimony,  we  believe  the   ordinance   creating  the 
same  as  at  present  organized,  works  well,  both  for  the  inter- 
est of  the  city  and  accommodation  of  the  tax-payers. 

During  the  year  there  have  been  issued  two  hundred  and 
twenty-three  (223)  orders  for  the  return  of  taxes  paid  in  error. 
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In  most  cases,  however,  these  returns  involve  no  loss  to  th# 
city,  the  accounts  being  paid  by  the  proper  parties  as  own- 
ers. 

There  were  made  during  the  year,  eighteen  hundred  and 
twelve  (1812)  transfers  of  houses,  lots,  &c. 

In  this  department  of  the  business  of  the  office,  especial  care 
and  much  time  is  involved  in  order  that  the  proper  division 
of  assessments  should  be  made,  to  avoid  errors,  and  give  satis- 
faction to  the  parties  concerned  therein. 

It  is  a  matter  of  much  surprise  to  us,  that  purchasers  and 
parties  leasing  property  should  be  so  careless  upon  this  very 
important  point. 

Abatements. 

The  amount  of  abatements  on  the  Collector's  and  Auditor's 
books  during  the  past  year,  amounted  as  follows,  viz:

A  very  large  proportion  of  the  above  amount  is  for  Mort- 
gages and  Judgments  cancelled,  or  shown  to  be  worthless,  or 
not  taxable  by  law,  while  for  the  past  year  a  heavy  amount  of 
business  capital  swells  the  account  having  been  lost  or  with- 
drawn, and  not  assessable.

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A  comparison  with  previous  years  will  exhibit  a  very  seri- 
ous falling  off  of  assessments  for  new  buildings  and  improve- 
ments, which  we  suppose  arises  from  the  general  derangement 
and  depression  of  business  for  the  past  year. 

The  estimated  amount  upon  which  the  levy  for  1862  may  be 
made,  is  about  $130,000,000. 

We  beg  to  call  your  attention  to  the  report  of  our  predeces- 
sors, submitted  in  1861,  and  urge  upon  you  the  necessity  for 
further  legislation  in  order  to  protect  the  city  against  loss  from 
parties  residing  a  fractional  portion  of  the  year  in  the  county, 
and  all  the  residue  in  the  city.  Yet  they  claim  to  be  residents 
of  the  county,  and  thereby  escape  the  tax  upon  their  personal 
property  for  city  purposes. 

Having  some  doubts  as  to  the  ordinance  making  a  distinc- 
tion between  direct  and  exempt  tax  on  real  property,  having 
any  reference  to.  personal  property,  we  obtained  an  opinion 
IKm  the  Counsellor  of  the  city  upon  the  subject. 

That  official  decided  that  all  personal  property  within  the 
city  limits  was  chargeable  with  direct  tax.  Upon  which  de- 
cision we  charged  the  Collector  and  Auditor  with  all  the  ba- 
lance of  heretofore  personal  exempt  property  as  direct  that 
had  not  been  paid  upon  prior  to  that  decision. 

The  additional  duties  imposed  upon  the  Appeal  Tax  Court, 
viz  :  "Constituting  them  a  Board  of  Commissioners  for  Open- 
ing Streets,"  adopted  at  the  last  session  of  the  City  Council, 
will  not  interfere  with  the  working  of  the  Appeal  Tax  Court, 
as  far  as  we  are  able  to  judge,  and  must  secure  in  its  results 
a  great  saving  of  expense  to  property  holders  interested 
therein.

Gentlemen: 

In  compliance  with  the  5th  section  of  ordinance  No.  3,  ap- 
proved February  28th,  1861,  we,  the  undersigned,  City  Com- 
missioners, have  the  honor  to  submit  to  you  our  annual  report, 
exhibiting  a  statement  of  the  transactions  in  our  department, 
dining  the  year  1861. 

We  feel  happy  in  being  able  to  show  you  that  we  have  not 
exceeded  the  appropriations,  except  in  one  instance,  the  repairs 
of  paved  .streets,  and  in  this  ease  we  were  particular  to  consult 
his  Honor  the  Mayor  ex-ollicio,  and  receive  his  consent  and  ap- 
proval to  do 

At  the  time  of  our  appointment  to  this  office]  the  streets 
and  the  thoroughfares  were  in  an  exceedingly  bad  condition, 
44 
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many  of  them  being  so  much  broken  as  absolutely  to  need  re- 
paying in  certain  portions  of  them  ;  the  amount,  $15,000,  ap- 
priated  by  the  City  Council,  for  the  repairs  of  paved  streets, 
would  not  have  gone  far  to  place  them  in  a  safe  condition,  at 
the  former  rate,  six  cents  per  superficial  foot  repaying — but 
shortly  after  entering  upon  our  duties,  we  discovered  a  dispo- 
sition manifested  by  the  street  pavers  to  place  themselves  in 
competition  for  the  work  ;  this  induced  us  to  offer  the  repairs 
of  paved  streets  for  the  year  1861  in  the  market,  and  the  re- 
sult was  that  we  received  a  bid  from  a  competent  party  at  the 
unprecedented  low  rates  of  two  and  three-eighths  cents  (2§) 
per  superficial  foot  for  repairing  and  furnishing  materials,  and 
fifteen  (15)  cents  per  square  foot  for  flag  stones  and  laying 
them. 

Believing,  therefore,  that  it  was  greatly  to  the  interest  of 
the  tax-payers  of  the  city  to  continue  to  take  advantage  of  the 
low  rates  at  which  we  are  getting  the  repairs  of  the  streets 
done,  we  have  exceeded  the  appropriation  by  the  amount  of 
$1,942.53. 

In  relation  to  other  branches  of  work  coming  under  the  su- 
pervision of  our  department,  we  have  invariably  (whenever 
the  job  was  an  amount  sufficient  to  make  it  a  consideration) 
offered  it  in  the  market  and  awarded  it  to  the  lowest  responsi- 
ble bidder  ;  and  we  believe  by  so  doing,  we  have  in  every  in- 
stance saved  for  the  city  from  twenty-five  to  thirty  per 
cent. 

The  tunnels,  sewers  and  conduits,  which  properly  came  un- 
der our  supervision,  have,  whenever  occasion  required  it,  re- 
ceived our  prompt  and  special  attention,  and  wre  believe  that 
they  are  at  this  time  in  a  good  condition. 

The  breach  in  Harford  run  tunnel,  occasioned  by  its  falling 
in  between  Pratt  street  and  Gough  street,  is  now  being  repair- 
ed, and  will  be  completed  in  a  few  days,  the  cost  of  which 
will  amount  to  $1,216.94,  to  be  paid  out  of  the  levy  of  1862, 
as  provided  for  by  resolution  No.  199. 
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All  the  resolutions  providing  for  special  worfc  to  be  done  by 
department,  have  been  strictly  attended  to,  and  according 
to  onr  judgment  have  been  executed  in  a  manner  satisfactory 
to  the  city.

ing  our  calculations  upon  what  has  been  done  during  the 
past  year,  for  the  amount  expended,  we  feel  confident  that  the 
various  branches  of  work  in  the  City  Commissioners'  depart- 
ment can  be  conducted,  under  ordinary  circumstances,  during 
the  year  1SIV2,  for  the  amount  which  we  have  asked  for  in  the 
annexed  table  marked  B. 

We  would  most  respectfully  say,  that  under  the  trying  cir- 
cumstances of  the  time,  we  endeavored  to  discharge  our  duties 
with  honesty  and  ability  faithfully  towards  the  city  and  im- 
partially towards  all  persons,  and  for  the  manner  in  which 
the  work  has  been  done,  we  leave  to  an  impartial  public  to 
decide. 

For  a  full  and  detailed  account  of  all  the  transactions  of  this 
department,  we  refer  to  the  annexed  Tables.

Port  Wardens'  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  1st,  1862. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore'. 

Gentlemen  : 

In  pursuance  of  the  21st  section  of  ordinance  No.  3,  ap- 
proved February  28th,  1861,  we,  the  undersigned,  Board  of 
Port  Wardens  of  the  City  of  Baltimore,  respectfully  submit 
to  your  consideration,  our  annual  report,  setting  forth  the  op- 
erations of  this  department  during  the  year  1861. 

Entering  upon  the  discharge  of  our  duties  on  the  2d  day  of 
March,  we  found  both  dredges  at  the  foundry  of  Messrs.  Ha- 
zlehurst  &  Co.,  undergoing  repairs  to  their  machinery.  Tin- 
repairs  to  the  machinery  being  completed,  they  were  found  to 
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leak  so  badly  as  to  "be  unfit  for  service  ;  and  having  no  rail- 
way at  the  City  Yard  of  a  capacity  to  haul  them  up,  we  sent 
one  to  the  railway  of  Jno.  M.  Beacham  &  Bro.,  and  the 
other  to  the  railway  of  Moses  Saunders,  and  their  hulls 
thoroughly  repaired  and  caulked  ;  and  on  the  25th  of  March, 
we  set  them  to  work,  one  in  the  Back  Basin,  the  other  in  the 
main  channel,  and  continued  to  work  them  in  their  respective 
positions  until  the  27th  day  of  June;  at  this  time,  havi.jg 
deepened  all  the  shoal  places  in  the  main  channel,  we  removed 
these  machines  in  the  Back  Basin,  and  continued  to  work  both 
there  and  in  Jones'  Falls  until  the  sixth  of  September,  when 
one  of  them  was  removed,  in  order  to  deepen  the  channel  from 
the  foot  of  Montgomery  street  to  the  City  Yard.  On  the  12th 
of  September,  we  removed  the  other  machine  from  the  Back 
Basin,  to  operate  in  the  same  channel,  and  continued  to  work 
them  both  there  until  18th  of  November.  We  have  deepened 
this  channel  to  twelve  feet  water,  being  one  of  the  require- 
ments set  forth  in  the  resolution  passed  by  the  City  Council 
on  the  25th  clay  of  July,  1861. 

On  the  18th  day  of  November,  we  placed  both  machines  to 
work  in  the  Back  Basin  and  Jones'  Falls,  to  finish  the  work 
there,  as  ordered  by  resolution  No.  117  ;  and  we  continued  to 
work  them  there  until  the  16th  day  of  December.  This  reso- 
lution has  been  fully  complied  with,  as  far  as  relates  to  the 
Back  Basin  and  Jones'  Falls  up  to  Fleet  street  bridge.  There 
is  now  an  average  depth  of  eight  feet  water  over  the  entire 
area  of  the  Back  Basin  ;  also  up  Jones'  Falls  as  far  as  half  the 
distance  between  Fleet  street  bridge  and  the  mouth;  and  the 
remaining  distance  thence  to  Fleet  street  bridge,  there  is  a 
uniform  depth  of  five  (5)  feet  water. 

We  believe,  with  proper  attention  paid  to  working  the  ma- 
chines at  the  mouth  of  the  Falls,  a  sufficient  depth  of  water 
may  be  kept  at  all  times,  at  greatly  reduced  expenses,  compared 
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with  former  years,  and    make   the  wharves    in    the   Basin    and 
Falls  a  source  siderable  revenue  to  the  city. 

In  the  Back  Basin  and  Jones'  Falls,  below  Fleet  st.  bri 
we  have  excavated  and  removed  from  there  2,137  scow  loads 
Liment,  equal  to  83,4S0  cubic  yards.  And  from  the 
Channel  and  Harbor,  outside  of  the  Basin,  we  have  excavated 
and  removed  1,693  BCOW  loads  of  sediment,  equal  tO  66,772 
cubic  yards,  making  a  total  of  3,830  scow  loads,  equal  to 
200  cubic  yards. 

In  pursuance  of  resolution  No.  117,  we  removed  by  hand 
labor  from  Jones'  Falls,  at  points  between  Gay  street  bridge 
and  Centre  street  bridge,  all  the  superfluous  accumulations  of 
sediment  ab  >ve  the  level  of  the  stream  ;  and  between  Gray  st. 
bridge  an  1  Pratt  st.  bridge,  we  removed  from  the  bed  of  the 
centre  of  the  Falls  large  quantities  of  sediment  ;  but  in  course 
of  operating,  we  discovered  that  many  portions  of  the  walls 
on  each  side  of  the  stream  have  no  foundation  below  the  pre- 
sent surface  :  this  discovery  then  prevented  us  from  cleaning 
it  out  as  thoroughly  as  proposed,  as  we  would  necessarily,  in 
the  course  of  working,  have  undermined  such  walls  and  caused 
their  falling  ;  but  we  are  fully  impressed  with  the  idea  that 
the  quantity  which  has  been  removed  will  prevent  the  stream 
from  overflowing  during  the  freshets  which  occur  at  certain 
periods  of  the  year. 

Previously  to  commencing  work  in  the  spring,  we  made  a 
general  and  temporary  repair  oi'all  such  scows  as  was  immedi- 
ately required  for  service  ;  and  subsequently,  when  the  opera- 
tions were  fairly  progressing,  we  hauled  up  and  thoroughly  re- 
paired 12  dumping  scows,  some  of  which  were  yltv  rotten, 
and  greatly  out  of  repair.  We  have  also  hauled  up  and 
'red  six  open  scows. 

We  arc  of  the  opinion  that  the  steam  discharging  machine 
belonging  to  the  department   is   entirely   too  light  in  its  con- 
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struction  for  carrying  the  weight  of  the  mud  boxes ;  we  suffer- 
ed the  inconvenience  of  delay  several  times  during  the  work, 
by  its  breaking  ;  but  by  strengthening  it  at  all  the  weakest 
points,  we  were  enabled,  by  careful  management,  to  use  it 
quite  successfully. 

The  pen  constructed  at  City  Yard,  for  the  deposits  of  sedi- 
ment taken  from  the  harbor  and  other  points,  is  now  filled  up, 
and  there  is  no  further  use  for  the  discharging  machines  until 
there  is  some  other  place  selected  or  constructed  to  receive 
the  sediment,  where  the  machines  can  be  employed. 

This  pen  has  also  proved  too  weak  in  its  construction  to  sus- 
tain the  pressure  of  the  sediment  deposited  in  it,  and  has  given 
away  so  much  on  the  front,  as  to  endanger  its  falling  in  the 
river.  It,  therefore,  becomes  highly  necessary  that  prompt 
attention  should  be  paid  to  the  re-constructing  or  repairing  of 
this  front  at  an  early  day,  as  delay  may  prove  serious  to  the 
interest  of  the  city. 

The  flats  opposite  the  Marine  Hospital,  where  we  have  been 
discharging  the  sediment  from  the  dumping  scows,  have  be- 
come so  shoal  that  it  is  impossible  for  the  scows  to  get  near 
the  shore  ;  and  it  will  soon  be  very  necessary  to  provide  some 
point  where  the  sediment  may  be  deposited. 

The  two  dredging  machines  require  considerable  repairs  to 
their  hulls  and  machinery,  in  order  to  place  them  in  a  proper 
condition  for  future  operations. 

Also  the  steam  tug  requires  repairs  to  her  boiler  and  en- 
gine, before  again  being  put  to  work. 

Our  thanks  are  due  to  the  Harbor  and  Channel  Commis- 
sioners, who,  through  their  agent,  Capt.  Wm.  Costigan,  have 
liberally  allowed  us  the  use  of  many  articles  belonging  to  the 
State  machinery,  when  ours  were  broken,  thereby  saving  us 
the  inconvenience  of  delay  during  the  period  of  their  repair.

Marine  Hospital, 

December  3.W,    1801. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

rLEMEN  : 

I  have  the  honor  to  report  the  following  as  the  operations  of 
tii  is  Hospital,  from  the  first  of  March,  at  which  time  I  entered 
od  the  discbarge  of  the  duties  of  the  office,  up  to  this  time.  I 
found  the  grounds  and  buildings  in  a  very  bad  condition  ;  the 
fences  were  in  a  great  part  completely  destroyed,  and  the  stock  of 
the  whole  neighborhood  were  constant  trespassers  on  the  pro- 
perty. The  Hospital  buildings  were  very  much  out  of  repair  and 
had  suffered  greatly  from  neglect,  but  by  a  liberal  appropriation 
from  the  Councils,  these  matters  have  in  a  great  measure  boon 
remedied;  the  fencing  lias  been  replaced, and  the  buildings  have 
been  repaired  and  painted  and  some  necessary  furniture  sup- 
plied. The  operations  of  the  farm  have  been  very  limited, 
only  one  field  having  been  in  cultivation,  the  produce  from 
which  has  been  applied  to  the  use  of  the  stock  on  the  place. 
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Iii  consequence  of  the  troubles  which  have  disturbed  the 
country,  the  operations  of  the  Quarantine  Department  have 
been  very  limited,  and  the  proceeds  therefrom  very  meagre, 
having  been  much  less  than  those  of  previous  seasons.

City  Council  of  Baltimore. 

The  report  of  the  undersigned,  City  Counsellor,  respectfully 
states  that  the  following  number  of  cases  is  now  pending,  in 
which  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  is  interested  as  parties, 
either  plaintiff  or  defendant. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeals,  there  are  nine  cases.  In  the  Su- 
perior Court,  there  are  thirty-six  cases.  In  the  Court  of  Com- 
mon Pleas,  there  are  twelve  cases.  In  the  Criminal  Court  of 
Baltimore,  there  are  iifteen  cases.  In  the  Circuit  Court  for 
Baltimore  County,  there  are  two  cases,  and  in  the  Circuit 
Court  for  Baltimore  City,  there  are  twenty-eight  cases. 

There  have  been  several  cases  tried  during  the  past  year, 
and  there  are  many  now  ready  for  trial,  and  which  it  is  prob- 
able will  be  settled  during  the  year.  The  case  of  Hollidav 
street  has  been  decided  by  the  Superior  Court  in  favor  of 
the  city  ;  but  there  is  an  appeal,  and  this  case  is  not  finally 
settled.  An  important  decision  has  been  made  by  the  Super- 
46 
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ior  Court  by  which,  all  Trustees  are  required  to  pay  State 
and  City  taxes  as  preferred  claims.  This  decision  will  cause 
the  payment  of  many  claims  heretofore  supposed  to  be  worth- 
less. 

The  determination  on  the  part  of  the  Mayor  and  City 
Council  to  abandon  the  Almshouse  buildings,  has  left  open  a 
number  of  claims  against  the  city.  In  connection  with  a 
committee  of  the  Council,  I  endeavoured  to  settle  these  claims, 
but  failed  to  do  so,  with  the  exception  of  one  case,  which  was 
settled.  The  parties  were  tendered  the  payment  of  the  price 
of  their  work  and  materials,  but  having,  as  they  conceived,  a 
large  claim  for  anticipated  profits,  refused  to  take  this  tender. 
So  far,  but  one  suit  has  been  brought,  and  that  by  Mr.  Mar- 
shall, the  architect,  who  claims  a  large  sum  for  work  expected 
to  be  done  for  the  Almshouse  and  City  Hall  buildings. 

An  effort  was  made  to  settle  with  the  City  Passenger  Bail- 
way  Company,  and  several  interviews  took  place  between  the 
Mayor  of  the  City,  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  of  the 
First  Branch  of  the  City  Council,  and  myself  as  City  Counsel- 
lor, and  the  Counsel  of  the  City  Passenger  Kailway  Company. 
We  were  unable  to  agree,  and  in  consequence  of  the  absence 
of  Mayor  Brown,  and  there  having  been  no  directions  given  to 
me,  and  believing  that  any  action  on  my  part  would  be  inju- 
rious to 'the  city,  I  concluded  to  wait  further  action  by  the 
Mayor  and  City  Council. 

It  is  proper  to  state,  that  many  suits  have  been  brought 
against  the  Mayor  and  City  Council,  in  consequence  of  the 
decision  of  the  Court  of  Appeals  in  Marriott's  case.  This  de- 
cision operates  with  great  severity  against  the  corporation,  and 
it  is  believed  that  there  can  be  no  remedy,  except  by  an  ap- 
plication to  the  Legislature.  While  the  City  of  Baltimore  is 
held  responsible  for  the  acts  of  its  officers  and  agents,  in  not 
carrying  out  the  laws  and  ordinances,  she  will  be  liable  to 
many  suits  and  heavy  losses,  against  which  it  is  hardly  pos- 
sible to  guard.     The  only  mode  of  obviating  this,  is  to  place 
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the  city  iii  the  Bame  condition  as  the  State,  and   to   pr< 

risibility,  except   where.  In   the  judgment  of  the    Mayor

Gentlemen  : 

Herewith  please  find  the  annual  report  of  the  operations  of 
the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm  Telegraph  for  1861. 

On  June  27th,  1861,  by  order  of  Col.  John  R.  Kenly,  Pro- 
vost Marshal,  I  took  charge  of  the  Police  and  Fire  Alarm 
Telegraph,  with  Wm.  Barrett,  as  operator,  and  W.  G.  C. 
Hooper,  as  lineman,  vice  Messrs.  Witman,  King  and  James. 

The  wires  and  instruments  have  worked  with  hut  triflng 
interruptions  since  I  have  had  charge  of  the  Telegraph. 

Two  new  alarm  boxes,  No*.  19  and  56,  have  been  put  up 
during   the   year  ;  also   an   alarm   gong  at  the  residence  of  J. 
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W.  Shaw,  Assistant  Engineer  Fire  Department,  at  his  private 
expense,  which  is  all  that  has  been  done  in  the  way  of  ex" 
tensions.

Gentlemen  : — 

The  Trustees  of  the  McDonogh  Educational  Fund  and 
Institute,  beg  leave  to  make  their  annual  report. 

In  the  month  of  May,  18C0,  the  Agents  of  the  McDonogh 
Estate  placed  in  the  hands  of  the  Trustees,  in  bills  receivable, 
four  hundred  and  ninety  thousand  seven  hundred  and  seventy- 
five  dollatfl  and  twenty-three  cents  the  notes  maturing 
principally  in  the  months  of  March,  April  and  May,  ID  the 
years  1801,  1862,  1863  and  1804.  The  interest  is  calculated 
from  the  time  of  Bale  until  their  maturity,  and  the  amount  in- 
cluded in  the  above  named  sum. 
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The  Agents  paid  to  the  Trustees,  in  cash,  on  the  8th  of  May, 
1860,  four  thousand  nine  hundred  and  fifty-two  dollars  and 
forty-one  cents;  and  in  April,  1861,  a  further  sum  of  ten 
thousand  dollars,  making  a  total  in  notes  and  cash  of  five  hun- 
dred and  five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  twenty-seven  dol- 
lars and  sixty-four  cents. 

On  the  12th  April,  1861,  the  Agents  made  their  report  to 
the  City  Council,  showing  a  balance  of  fourteen  thousand  and 
ninety-nine  dollars  and  seventy-six  cents,  which  sum  remains 
in  the  Citizens'  Bank,  in  New  Orleans,  to  the  credit  of  the 
Agents. 

Of  the  notes  received  from  the  Agents,  one  hundred  and 
thirty-five  thousand  seven  hundred  and  forty-seven  dollars  and 
forty-cents  fell  due  in  the  months  of  February,  March,  April 
and  May,  1861.  The  greater  part  of  this  amount  was  paid  ; 
and  ii])  to  the  first  of  May  last,  one  hundred  and  four  thousand 
four  hundred  and  forty-three  dollars  and  sixty  cents  had  been 
paid.  The  unpaid  notes,  amounting  to  twelve  thousand  five 
hundred  dollars,  were  protested  and  placed  in  the  hands  of 
Messrs.  Mott  &  Frazer,  of  New  Orleans,  for  collection.  No  fur- 
ther information  has  been  received  in  reference  to  notes  due  in 
April.  Communication  and  correspondence  ceased  between 
Baltimore  and  New  Orleans,  in  May  ;  since  which  time  the 
Trustees  have  been  unable  to  ascertain  what  notes  due  since 
March  31st  have  been  paid. 

The  notes  were  placed  in  the  Citizens'  Bank  of  Louisiana, 
for  collection.  Up  to  6th  May,  the  cashier,  by  request  of  the 
Trustees,  made  remittances  as  the  notes  were  paid. 

As  funds  have  been  received,  the  Trustees  have  purchased 
city  stock.  One  hundred  and  twenty-three  thousand  seven 
hundred  and  two  dollars  and  ninety-two  cents  have  been  in- 
vested, for  which  the  Trustees  hold  certificates,  as  follows  :

CHANNEL  OF  THE  PATAPSOO  RIVER. 


Mayor's  Office, 
Baltimore,  January  13,  1802. 

To  the  Honorable  the  Members  of  the  First  and 

Second  Branches  of  the  City  Council : 

Gentlemen  : 

The  commissioners  appointed  under  the  ordinance  No.  59, 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  June 
18,  1S52,  entitled  (cAn  ordinance  to  provide  for  the  removal  of 
obstructions  from  the  channel  of  the  Patapsco  river,"  respect- 
fully submit  their  ninth  annual  report  of  the  labor  performed, 
of  disbursements  and  other  details,  in  accordance  also  with 
the  Maryland  Code  Public  Local  Laws,  article  IV,  section  128, 
which  requires  an  account  to  be  reported  to  the  Comptroller, 
on  or  before  the  1st  day  of  February  in  each  year,  of  the  dis- 
bursements by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  rela- 
tive to  the  deepening  of  the  channel  of  the  Chesapeake  Bay  and 
Patapsco  river. 
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The  usual  repairs  required  to  be  made  to  the  whole  fleet, 
consisting  of  three  dredges,  twelve  scows  and  two  steamers, 
having  been  nearly  completed  for  active  operations  early  last 
spring,  produced  a  considerable  indebtedness,  and  the  auction 
duties  which  had  been  appropriated  to  the  operations  of  this 
fleet,  having,  in  consequence  of  the  disturbed  condition  of  the 
country,  been  much  less  in  amount  in  1861  than  any  previous 
year,  although  a  considerable  falling  off  had  been  experienced 
for  the  last  few  years  before  1861,  not  amounting  in  1861  to 
more  than  $4,174.82,  against  $14,022.84  received  in  1860,  this 
source  of  revenue  was  not  sufficient  to  sustain  the  operations 
below,  and  the  force  was  therefore  not  sent  down  as  in  former 
years.  The  debt  contracted  for  the  repairs  being  still  unpaid, 
such  of  the  force  as  could  obtain  employment,  was  set  to  work  to 
aid  in  curtailing  or  extinguishing  it.  The  steamer  "Brewer- 
ton"  was  employed  in  towing  in  December,  and  the  dredges, 
when  employment  could  be  obtained  ;  but  much  difficulty  was 
experienced  in  obtaining  it,  as  those  who  had  made  applica- 
tions previous  to  discontinuance  below,  declined  having  it  done 
in  view  of  the  excited  condition  of  the  country.  The  necessity 
for  discontinuing  below  in  the  new  channel  in  1861,  is  much 
to  be  regretted,  as  no  doubt  the  connection  to  the  "Five  Fathom 
Bank,"  as  alluded  to  in  our  former  reports,  could  have  been 
made;  which  connection,  when  properly  bouyed  off,  would 
have  made  the  channel  available  to  vessels  drawing  from 
tweny-one  to  twenty-two  feet,  as,  in  a  large  part  of  the  chan- 
nel, there  is  a  draught  of  from  twenty-four  to  twenty-five  feet. 
With  a  view  of  making  the  channel  available  as  early  as  pos- 
sible, the  width  has  not  been  so  great  as  was  intended  when 
finished. 

It  is  also  much  to  be  regretted,  that  one  night  during  the 
riot  in  April,  the  buoys  were  all  removed  from  the  north  line 
of  the  new  channel,  making  it  impossible  to  strangers,  or  even 
the  pilots,  to  follow  as  previous  to  their  removal ;  the  distance 
they  were  placed  before,  which  being  but  a  quarter  of  a  mile 
47 
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apart,  the  channel  was   easily   followed,   even  in  dark  and  un- 
favorable weather. 

Since  their  removal  the   buoys  have   been  again   placed,  hut 
not  correctly  as  before  their  removal,  and  the  new  channel  can- 
not be  used  without  much   greater   risk   than   before,  unl< 
very  clear  weather,  and  the  bouys  being  in  number  less  than  at 

particularly  inside  of  North  Point,  and  as  but  two  or 
three  in  number  are  on  the  line  between  North  Point  and  Haw- 
kins'  Point,  much  difficulty  occurs,  and  vessels  have  to  seek 
the  old  channel,  subject  to  all  its  inconveniences  and  delays. 
The  dilierence  in  the  depth  of  water  between  the  old  and 
new  channel,  being  five  or  six  feet  in  favor  of  the  new,  vessels 
of  large  draught  on  coming  or  going  down  the  old,  have  either 
to  reduce  their  draught  or  wait  an  unusually  high  tide. 

In  view  of  the  straightened  condition  of  the  finances,  by 
:i  of  the  falling  off  of  the  auction  duties,  the  work  below, 
depending  altogether  upon  that  source,  the  force  has  been  re- 
duced, consisting  now  only  of  the  superintendent  and  three 
watchmen,  at  reduced  wages  ;  and  with  the  view  of  reducing 
the  indebtedness  of  the  Commission,  now  about  $3,300,  the 
steamer  "Brewerton"  has  been  employed  as  a  Tug  boat,  under 
the  management  of  her  careful  captain  and  superintendent.

Gentlemen  : 

In  accordance  with  your  resolution  of  May  Gth,  1862,  I 
herewith  send  you  a  list  of  the  cases  now  pending  in  the  seve- 
ral Courts  of  the  State,  in  which  the  city  is  interested,  show- 
ins:  the  time  when  each  suit  was  brought,  the  nature  of  the 
suits,  and  the  cases  in  which  Injunctions  have  been  issued. 

There  are  44  cases  on  the  Trial  Docket  of  the  Superior 
Court,  and  7  cases  on  the  appearance  or  original  Docket,  which 
are  cases  brought  to  this  present  May  Term  of  the  Court.  In 
the  Common  Pleas  there  are  7  cases  on  the  Trial  Docket,  4 
on  the  Appearance  Docket,  and  7  cases  on  the  Appeal 
•t — all  the  cases  on  the  Appeal  Docket  will  be  disposed  of 
at  this  Term  of  Court,  and  quite,  if  not  all  on  the  Trial   Doc- 

In  the  Criminal  Court  there  were  pending  at  this  Term  of 
Court  29  cases,  14  of  which  have  been  tried  and  disposed 
of. 

48 
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In  the  Circuit  Court  there  are  16  cases,  all  of  them  suits 
in  equity,  and  in  the  most  of  them  the  city  is  only  a  formal 
party. 

There  is  but  one  case  in  the  U.  S.  District  Court — the  case 
of  Barney  and  others  vs.  The  Mayor  and  City  Council — which 
has  been  pending  since  the  year  1838.  This  case  will  be  dis- 
posed of  and  tried  next  Monday,  (26th  May)  before  Judge 
Giles. 

In  the  Court  of  Appeals  there  are  11  cases — four  of  these 
have  been  tried  at  this  Term.  Decisions  have  been  made  in 
two.  Those  of  Eshbaugh  and  of  Geo.  U.  Porter,  known  as  the 
North  Avenue.  No  decisions  have,  as  yet,  been  made  in  the 
cases  of  the  City  of  Baltimore  vs.  Merchants'  Transportation 
Co.,  and  of  same  vs.  John  H.  B.  Latrobe,  Trustee. 

Your  honorable  body  will  perceive  that  there  are  many 
cases  as  yet  to  be  determined  and  tried.  Since  I  have  exercis- 
ed the  functions  of  my  office,  I  have  been  diligently  engaged  in 
preparing  the  many  cases  for  trial.  I  find  great  difficulty  in 
obtaining  testimony  in  many  of  them,  for  the  reason  that  the 
changes  in  the  administration  of  the  various  departments  of  the 
city  government  have  been  so  rapid  that  it  is  almost  utterly  im- 
possible to  obtain  the  requisite  information.  Anxious  as  I  am  to 
dispose  of  these  cases,  I  cannot  with  a  due  regard  to  the  interests 
of  the  city  proceed  to  their  trial  until  I  fully  understand  their 
merits,  and  this  cannot  be  done  until  I  find  out  what  defence 
the  city  has  to  the  claims  set  us. 

If  the  City  Council  would  allow  me  to  employ  some  one  to 
aid  me  in  preparing  these  cases  for  trial,  I  can  safely  say  that 
every  case  in  wliich  the  city  is  directly  interested,  will  be 
tried  before  the  expiration  of  my  official  term,  and  the  inter- 
ests of  the  city  thereby  much  benefitted.

Resolution  of  the  Mayor  and   City  Council  of  Baltimore   in 
reference  to  Underground  Drainage : 

Whereas,  the  defective  system  of  sewerage  for  underground 
drainage  has  become  so  entirely  inadequate  for  the  purposes 
intended,  and  that  in  the  present  condition  of  the  sewers  of 
the  city,  property  is  in  constant  danger  of  injury,  and  life 
having  actually  been  lost  by  the  overflow  of  water  into  cellars, 
:;ents  and  first  story  rooms,  during  and  after  heavy  rains, 
it  is  consequently  demanded  that  an  immediate  and  proper 
remedy  should  he  applied  ;  therefore  be  it 

Rt  tolffed  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  That 

his  Honor  the  Ma  requested  and  directed  to  appoint  a 

Comn  ipetent  citizens  to  examine  into  and 

rt   upon   a  foil,  comprehensive  and   adequate  system  of 
underground  drainage,  as   well  as  how  our   present  sewers, 
tunnels  and  culverts  can  be  altered  and  adapted  to  that  end  ; 
what  new  works  are  requisite,  as  well  as  the  cost  thereof. 
56 
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Resolved,  also,  That  the  said  Commission  be  and  they  are 
hereby  directed  to  consult  with  eminent  medical  men  of  this 
city,  relative  to  the  sanatory  advantages  of  the  contemplated 
alterations,  additions  and  improvements  to  the  underground 
drainage  system  of  the  city  ;  also  to  call  to  their  aid  such 
engineering  talent  as  may  be  required. 

Resolved  further,  That  the  said  Commissioners  shall  report

REPORT. 


To  the  Mayor  and 

City  Council  of  Baltimore  : 

The  Commission  appointed  in  accordance  with  a  resolution 
of  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  approved  Sep- 
tember 26th,  1859,  respectfully  report : 

We  have  visited  the  principal  cities  of  the  United  States  in 
which  systems  of  sewerage  have  been  adopted,  examined  their 
works,  and  received  from  the  engineers  in  charge  of  this  de- 
partment all  desired  information. 

We  have  also  received  such  information  and  reports  from 
European  cities  as  we  deemed  necessary  to  aid  us  in  the  accom- 
plishment of  the  objects  contemplated  in  our  appointment. 

The  city  of  Baltimore,  on  account  of  the  undulating  surface 
upon  which  it  is  built,  and  the  well-defined  ravines  which 
form  the  natural  channels  for  drainage,  presents  many  advan- 
tages for  the  arrangement  of  a  thorough  system  of  sewerage, 
which  will  permanently  relieve  it  from  any  of  the  inconve- 
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niences  arising  from  the  accumulation  of  house  drainage  or 
flood  water. 

Some  of  these  depressions  have  been  supplied  with  sewers 
of  the  most  inefficient  and  primitive  construction,  built,  from 
time  to  time,  as  it  became  necessary  to  pave  the  streets  passing 
through  them,  whilst  in  others  the  water  is  permitted  to  flow 
upon  the  surface. 

No  particular  form  or  system  of  size  has  been  adopted  in 
the  construction  of  these  sewers,  and  in  but  few  instances  has 
any  care  been  taken  in  properly  locating  them.  When  it  be- 
came necessary  to  pave  the  streets  crossing  a  water  course, 
rough  stone  arches  were  thrown  over  them,  varying  in  size, 
in  most  cases,  according  to  the  judgment  of  the  person  under 
whose  direction  they  were  built,  in  regard  to  the  quantity  of 
water  to  be  voided  and  the  necessary  capacity  of  the  sewer. 
In  the  space  between  the  streets;  as  building  progressed,  the 
water  was  turned  aside  to  suit  the  convenience  of  the  build- 
ers, and  compelled  to  follow  a  winding  course  through  such 
conduits  as  they  thought  proper  to  construct.  The  bottoms 
of  these  sewers,  in  all  cases,  are  nearly  flat  ;  some  have  been 
floored  over  with  plank,  which  has  decayed  and  left  the  origi- 
nal earth  bottom,  which  is  protected  from  washing  by  the 
accumulation  of  stone  and  other  heavy  substances  which  have 
washed  into  them  from  the  surface ;  others  are  roughly  paved 
with  stone.  In  all  of  them  the  free  flow  of  water  is  greatly 
impeded ;  and  during  dry,  warm  weather,  the  surface  water 
and  house  drainage  spreads  irregularly  over  the  bottoms  of 
the  sewers,  and  is  either  absorbed  by  the  earth  or  evaporated, 
leaving  all  heavy  animal  and  vegetable  substances  in  them  to 
decay,  causing  a  most  offensive  and  unhealthy  effluvia  to  arise 
from  the  open  and  untrapped  inlets.  In  some  portions  of  the 
city,  side  walls  alone  have  been  built  to  confine  the  water 
they  are  planked  over  at  the  streets,  and  the  floors  of 
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the  houses  which  are  built  over  them  form  their  only  covering. 
Sections  of  most  of  these  sewers,  as  they  at  present  exist,  will 
be  found  on  Plates  I,  II,  III. 

The  same  want  of  method  in  the  construction  of  sewers 
us  to  have  attended  the  early  growth  of  most  of  our  cities, 
but  Baltimore  appears  to  he  amongst  the  last  to  adhere  to  this 
instinctive  system  id  which  we  have  been  satisfied  to  build 
sewers  along  the  beds  of  winding  water  courses,  patch  and  re- 
patch  them,  and  add  continued  length  to  these  receptacles  of 
filth,  which  are  only  relieved  from  their  sluggish  and  putrify- 
ing  burden  by  heavy  rains. 

The  plan  which  has  been  pursued  in  some  portions  of  our 
city  of  allowiDg  the  accumulated  drainage  to  flow  off  upon 
the  surface,  has  rendered  the  streets  in  which  it  collects  a 
nuisance  to  their  vicinity,  and  although  some  of  them  are 
most  eligibly  located  in  the  business  parts  of  the  city,  they 
have  been  but  poorly  improved. 

It  is  our  purpose,  without  needlessly  extending  the  length 
of  this  paper,  to  recommend  a  system  of  main  and  tributary 
sewers  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  the  construction  of  which 
will,  in  our  opinion,  obviate  many  of  the  inconveniences  to 
which  our  citizens  have  been  compelled  to  submit,  add  mate- 
rially to  the  health  of  the  city,  and  greatly  increase  the  value 
of  property  in  many  localities.  We  also  present,  in  the  form 
of  an  appendix,  statements  of  t  us  of  sewerage  adopted 

in  some  of  the  principal  European   and  American  cities,  and 
other  information  of  interest  connected  with  this  subject. 

Iu  the  extended  growth  of  most  large  cities,  many  difficul- 
ties have  arisen  on  account  of  an  improper  appreciation,  during 
the  early  stage  of  improvements,  of  the  quantity  of  water 
which  it  becomes  necessary  to  void  through  the  sewers  after 
the  cities  are  paved  and  compactly  built. 
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In  closely  built  districts,  from  60  to  70  per  cent,  of  the 
water  from  heavy  rains  flows  into  the  sewers  ;  in  rural  dis- 
tricts, the  amount  that  flows  into  the  water  courses  depends 
much  upon  the  character  and  dryness  of  the  soil ;  it  is  seldom 
more  than  one-third,  and  at  times  it  is  less  than  one-fifth. 
When  care  is  not  taken  in  the  original  construction  and  timely 
arrangement  of  sewers  to  provide  for  the  increased  flow  of 
water  attendant  upon  the  advance  of  improvements,  the  pro- 
viding and  rebuilding  of  the  sewers  becomes  necessary,  with 
a  largely  increased  expenditure.  The  streets  in  the  thickly 
settled  portions  of  the  city  through  which  they  pass,  are,  in 
many  cases,  filled  with  gas  and  water  pipes  and  drains,  the 
cost  of  sustaining  or  removing  or  replacing  which,  in  some  in- 
stances, amounts  to  one-fourth  of  the  entire  expense  incurred 
in  building  them. 

In  six  sewers  built  in  Liverpool  in  the  year  1854,  the  cost  of 
watching  and  altering  gas  and  water  pipes  was  23  per  cent,  of 
entire  cost.  The  position  of  the  gas  and  water  pipes  in  two 
of  the  principal  streets  of  London  in  which  these  difficulties 
have  been  encountered,  will  be  found  in  Plates  IV  and  V. 

It  is  our  opinion  that  the  health  of  the  city  of  Baltimore 
would  be  materially  improved  by  throwing  into  sewers,  as  far 
as  practicable,  all  house  drainage  and  surface  water,  through 
well  constructed  trapped  inlets. 

Apart  from  the  various  arguments  and  opinions  that  may 
be  advanced  on  this  subject,  one  simple  fact  must  be  apparent 
to  all,  that  the  drainage  once  disposed  of  in  a  tight  sewer 
with  trapped  or  sealed  inlets,  no  effluvia  can  escape. 

In  most  European  and  American  cities,  the  water  closets 
are  allowed  to  discharge  into  the  sewers.  This  plan,  we 
think,  may  be  advisable  where  the  cities  are  located  upon  the 
sea  coast,  the  harbors  of  which  are  swept  by  the  tide,  or  upon 
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the  banks  of  large  rivers  with  strong  currents.  To  pursue 
this  system  with  the  location  of  Baltimore,  would  turn  its 
land-locked  harbor  into  a  vast  cess-pool,  and  materially  affect 
the  health  of  the  city  during  the  summer  months. 

The  Thames,  at  London,  lias  become  so  polluted,  with  the 
increased  size  of  the  city,  that  the  English  government  have 
now  under  consideration  the  propriety  of  conveying  the  drain- 
age to  the  sea,  near  the  mouth  of  the  river,  by  immense  con- 
duits— the  plan  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  by 
Messrs.  Bazalgette  &  Haywood,  it  is  estimated  will  cost 
£3,000,000. 

In  Paris,  where  the  water  closets  of  public  institutions 
alone  are  allowed  to  discharge  into  the  sewers,  it  has  been 
found  necessary  to  construct  large  receiving  sewers  upon  each 
side  of  the  Seine,  that  have  their  out-fall  below  the  city. 

The  forms  of  the  sewers  now  existing  in  various  cities,  will 
be  found  on  Plates  numbering  from  VII  to  XIII. 


o 


It  is  our  opinion  that  the  circular  form  presents  a  combina- 
tion of  advantages  that  can  be  claimed  for  none  other.  It  has 
the  greatest  discharging  capacity  for  the  amount  of  material 
used  in  its  construction,  is  easier  built,  keeps  clear  of  obstruc- 
tion with  small  gradient,  and  is  the  strongest  form  in  which 
material  can  be  put  together. 

Some  of  the  old  sewers  of  London,  which  are  supposed  to 
date  back  to  the  Roman  period,  are  of  circular  form,  and  are 
still  in  a  fair  state  of  preservation. 

We  recommend  this  form  for  all  sewers  and  drains. — See 
Plate  XIV. 

The  materials  of  which  sewers  are  constructed  vary  in  dif- 
ferent locations.     Brick,  stone,  cast-iron  and  earthenware  are 
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all  used ;  and  in  Boston,  where  the  sewers  are  submerged,  they 
are  built  of  wood. 

We  recommend  that  the  sewers  of  Baltimore  be  built  of 
brick,  laid  in  hydraulic  cement  mortar ;  where  they  are  less 
than  three  feet  in  diameter,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  radi- 
ated brick  made  expressly  for  them. 

The  durability  and  efficiency  of  sewers  depends  entirely  upon 
the  manner  in  which  they  are  constructed  and  the  quality  of 
the  material  used. 

When  quick-sand  or  treacherous  ground  is  encountered, 
timber  cradling  and,  in  some  instances,  piling  will  be  neces- 
sary to  form  a  proper  foundation  ;  when  these  difficulties  do 
not  exist,  the  bottom  of  the  trench  must  be  formed  carefully 
to  the  radius  of  the  invert  in  all  cases — as  the  work  progresses, 
the  earth  must  be  rammed  in  firmly  around  the  masonry  be- 
fore the  centres  are  removed. 

The  drains  leading  from  the  inlets  to  the  sewers,  should  be 
from  two  feet  to  two  feet  six  inches  in  diameter,  built  in  the 
same  manner  as  the  sewers,  into  which  they  should  discharge 
at  an  angle  of  not  over  forty-live  degrees. — Plate  XV. 

Vitrified  clay  pipes  can  be  used  advantageously  for  small 
drains  and  sewers. 

Inlets  of  cast-irOn,  properly  sealed  or  trapped,  we  believe, 
have  advantages  over  all  others  ;  they  are  .now  exclusively 
used  in  all  newly  constructed  sewers  in  Philadelphia,  and  are 
being  introduced  into  other  cities. 

The  form — the  adoption  of  which  is  here  recommended,  see 
Plates  XVI  and  XVII — varies  from  that  of  other  inlets  we 
have  examined,  in  being  arranged  to  discharge  as  much  as 
possible  of  the  heavy  substances  into  the  sewer. 
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The  gradients  in  this  city  will,  in  most  cases,  he  sufficient 
to  prevent  the  choking  of  the  sewers  by  anything  that  enters 
through  the  inlets  ;  and  the  expense  of  removing  the  heavy 
substances  from  the  harbor  at  the  out-falls,  with  dredging 
machines,  will  be  much  less  than  that  of  cleaning  out  what 
are  termed  catch-basins. 

Inlets  with  catch-basins  will  he  required  only  in  a  few  loca- 
tions. 

A  great  diversity  of  opinion  exists  amongst  engineers  in 
regard  to  the  proper  size  and  gradient  for  sewers. 

In  the  plan  here  submitted,  we  have  been  governed  by  the 
results  of  the  experience  of  Mr.  Roe,  an  eminent  English  en- 
gineer, his  deductions  being  drawn  from  practical  data  alone, 
and  his  observations  extending  over  a  period  of  twenty  years 
in  the  Holborn  and  Finsbury  districts  of  London.  His  table 
is  exhibited  on  Plate  XVIII. 

For  the  proper  gradients  for  sewers,  we  have  been  governed 
by  the  recommendations  of  Mr.  Wicksteed,  who  has  been  very 
successful  in  constructing  the  sewers  in  some  of  the  cities  of 
England.  He  is  opposed  to  any  arrangement  for  flushing  or 
cleaning  the  heavy  substances  from  sewers,  and  gives  the  fol- 
lowing as  the  least  gradients  upon  which  they  should  be 
constructed.  He  bases  his  recommendation  upon  the  supposi- 
tion that  the  sewers  are  circular. 

The  current  given  is  that  which  will  be  attained  when  the 
sewer  is  half  filled  with  water  ;  it  is  sufficient  to  carry  off 
bricks  or  stones  of  moderate  size,  and  almost  any  heavy  sub- 
stances except  metaK 
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Mr.  Wicksteed's  Table  of  the  least  Gradients  upon  which  Sewers 
should  be  constructed : 


For  18  inch  diameter  a  gradient  of  1  in  294 
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We  also  present  as  interesting  in  this  connection,  the  table 
of  Mr.  Neville,  of  the  relative  discharging  capacities  of  con- 
duits or  pipes  of  different  diameters.

Relative  discharging  powers. 
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It  is  not  deemed  advisable  to  construct  sewers  of  sufficient 
size  to  carry  off  all  of  the  water  which  falls  during  the  exces- 
sive showers  which  sometimes  occur.  We  have  records  of  two 
and,  in  very  rare  instances,  three  inches  of  water  falling  in 
one  hour  ;  but  such  occurrences  do  not  take  place  once  in  ten 
years.  If  the  sewers  were  made  to  carry  off  this  amount  of 
water,  their  cost  would  be  greatly  increased,  and  with  the 
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gradient  which  would  have  to  be  adhered  to  in  most  cities, 
there  would  he  sometimes  periods  of  several  years  that  they 
would  not  be  sufficiently  charged  to  clean  themselves.  If  a 
properly  constructed  sewer  becomes  gorged  to  overflowing  by 
excessive  rain,  it  will  receive  no  injury,  and  the  excess  of 
water  would  be  carried  off  upon  the  surface  without  material 
inconvenience. 

In  the  sizes  of  the  sewers  here  presented,  a  rain  fall  of  one 
inch  and  one  half  in  one  hour  is  provided  for. 

To  enable  us  more  accurately  to  determine  the  required 
capacities  of  main  sewers  for  the  city  of  Baltimore,  we  have 
had  surveys  made,  dividing  the  city  into  drainage  districts, 
(  see  map, )  in  each  of  which  it  is  proposed  to  locate  a  line  of 
main  sewers. 

District  No.  1,  containing  890  acres,  see  plates  XIX,  XX. 
Sewer  to  commence  at  the  intersection  of  Calhoun  and  Town- 
send  streets,  and  pass  through  Calhoun,  Franklin,  Carey  and 
Wooster  streets  to  its  out-fall  at  tide  water.  The  diameter  of 
the  sewer  on  Calhoun  street  to  be  four  feet  six  inches,  from 
the  intersection  of  Calhoun  and  Franklin  streets  ;  on  Franklin 
and  Carey  streets  to  the  corner  of  Baltimore  street,  five  feet 
six  inches,  from  thence  six  feet  in  diameter  to  the  intersection 
of  Carey  and  Cole  streets,  and  seven  feet  in  diameter  from  this 
point  following  the  line  of  Wooster  street  to  its  intersection 
with  Paca  street,  where  this  sewer  will  be  joined  by  the  sewer 
of  District  No.  2 — from  this  point  to  the  out  fall,  eight  feet 
six  inches. 

District  No.  '2,  containing  725  acres,  see  plate  XXI.  Sewer 
to  commence  at  the  intersection  of  Hoffman  and  Division 
streets,  passing  down  Hoffman  and  Walsh  to  Biddle  street, 
where  it  will  intersect  the  line  of  Pine  street,  thence  into  Pine 
street,  and  following  Pine,  (ierman,  Penn,  Fremont  and  Paca 
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streets,  to  its  intersetion  with  the  sewer  of  District  No.  1.  The 
diameter  of  the  sewer  on  Hoffman  and  Walsh  streets  to  he 
four  feet ;  on  the  line  of  Pine  street,  five  feet ;  from  the  inter- 
section of  Pine  and  German  streets  to  its  junction  with  the 
sewer  of  District  No.  1,  six  feet- 
District  No.  3,  containing  125  acres,  see  plate  XXII.  Sewer 
to  commence  at  the  intersection  of  Liberty  and  Lexington 
streets,  and  pass  through  Liberty,  Howard  and  Camden 
streets. to  the  Basin.  Its  diameter  from  Lexington  street  to 
the  intersection  of  Liberty  and  Baltimore  streets,  to  be  three 
feet,  from  thence  to  its  out-fall  at  the  Basin,  four  feet. 

District  No.  4,  containing  246  acres,  see  plate  XXIII. 
The  portion  of  this  District  in  the  immediate  vicinity  of  Jones' 
falls,  suffers  much  during  floods  from  the  water  of  the  stream 
rising  up  through  the  openings  intended  for  the  discharge  of 
the  surface  drainage. 

In  some  instances,  loss  of  life  and  great  damage  to  property 
have  occurred. 

To  obviate  this  we  recommend  that  the  channel  of  Jones' 
falls  be  deepened  four  feet  from  Monument  to  Baltimore  street, 
and  a  depth  of  six  feet  water  at  mid  tide  maintained  in  the 
channel  from  Baltimore  street  to  its  entrance  into  the  Basin. 
The  wall  upon  the  west  side  of  the  falls  to  be  maintained  at  a 
height  of  twelve  feet  above  the  ordinary  flow  of  the  stream,  water 
tight;  all  inlets  passing  through  it  to  be  closed, and  the  drain- 
age turned  into  a  sewer  commencing  at  the  intersection  of 
Cathedral  and  Centre  streets,  following  down  Centre,  Holli- 
day,  Saratoga  and  Frederick  streets,  having  its  out-fall  at 
Frederick  street  Dock. 

The  diameter  of  the  sewer  from  Cathedral  to  North  street, 
to  be  three  feet,  and  from  thence  to  the  out-fall  five  feet.     The 
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construction  of  this  sower  will  involve  the  raising  of  the  grade 
of  Holliday  street  in  the  vicinity  of  Pleasant  street  and  its 
intersection  with  Saratoga  street. 

The  inlets  upon  Holliday,  Saratoga  and  Frederick  streets, 
will  require  catch-basins,  the  gradient  of  the  sewer  in  these 
locations  not  being  sufficient  to  carry  off  heavy  substances. 

District  No.  5,  containing  800  acres  city  and  400  acres 
suburban  area,  plate  XXIV.  Sewer  to  commence  at  the  cor- 
ner of  Barnes  street  and  Broadway,  and  follow  the  line  ot 
Barnes  street  to  Gay  street,  and  along  Gay  street  and  Central 
avenue  to  its  out-fall  at  the  City  Dock. 

The  diameter  of  the  sewer  from  the  intersection  of  Barnes 
street  and  Broadway  to  Central  avenue,  to  be  seven  feet  ;  on 
Central  avenue,  eight  feet. 

District  Xo.  6,  containing  225  acres.  Sewer  to  commence 
at  the  intersection  of  Pennsylvania  avenue  and  Lawrens  street, 
running  down  Lawrens  to  Etting  street,  thence  crossing  diag- 
onally to  the  intersection  of  Madison  and  McMechen  streets, 
and  following  McMechen  street  to  its  out-fall  at  the  city  limits. 

The  diameter  of  the  sewer  from  Pennsylvania  avenue  to  Mc- 
Mechen street  to  be  four  feet,  and  along  McMechen  street,  five 
feet. 

District  Xo.  V.  area  137  acres.  Sewer  to  commence  at  the 
intersection  of  Rose  alley  and  Eutaw  street — to  follow  Rose 
alley  to  Cathedral  street,  and  from  thence  continuing  in  the 
same  line  to  Jones'  falls.  Its  diameter  from  Eutaw  to  Cathe- 
dral street  to  be  three  feet,  from  thence  to  its  out-fall  three 
feet  six  inches. 

District  Xo.  8,  containing  240  acres.  If  the  sewer  for  this 
district  is  constructed  before  improvements  further  advance,  it 
can  be  put  sufficiently  below  the  surface  to  be  out  of  the  way 
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of  buildings,  and  located  in  a  straight  line  from  the  intersec- 
tion of  Hamburg  and  Charles  streets  to  its  out-fall  near  the 
intersection  of  Clement  and  Sharp  streets.  Its  diameter  from 
the  intersection  of  Hamburg  and  Sharp  streets  to  West  street, 
to  be  three  feet,  from  thence  to  the  out-fall  four  feet. 

Lines  of  tributary  sewers  of  from  eighteen  to  thirty  inches 
in  diameter,  will  serve  to  carry  to  the  main  sewers  the  drain- 
age from  any  of  the  streets  crossing  over  them.  Inlets,  in 
most  cases,  should  be  placed  at  diagonal  corners  of  those  streets 
on  the  lines  of  the  sewers. 

The  discharge  portals  or  out-fall  of  the  sewer,  should,  if 
possible,  be  entirely  unobstructed,  and  we  recommend  that  the 
bottoms  of  their  inverts  should  not  be  put  below  the  line  of 
mid  tide. 

Where  connections  of  any  kind  are  made  with  drains  or 
tributary  sewers,  they  should  be  joined  at  an  angle  not  exceed- 
ing forty-five  degrees. 

In  the  location  of  sewers,  great  care  should  be  taken  to  ob- 
serve as  far  as  possible  a  uniform  direction  and  gradient.  The 
latter  should  never  be  less,  when  it  can  be  obtained,  than  will 
ensure  a  current  of  three  feet  per  second  when  the  sewer  is 
half  filled. 

Where  a  change  of  direction  or  gradient  takes  place,  a  man- 
hole should  be  introduced  which  will  afford  an  opportunity  of 
examining  the  sewer,  and  the  cover  of  which  will  act  as  a 
safety  valve  to  allow  the  escape  of  the  air  when  it  becomes 
over  charged. 

Where  a  regular  grade  and  direction  is  maintained,  the  man- 
holes should  not  be  over  one  thousand  feet  apart. 

We  have  notice  of  the  bursting  of  sewers  in  several  instan- 
ces— the  reason  assigned,  which  appears  plausible,  being  that 
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the  portion  near  the  out-fall,  when  obstructed  by  the  tide, 
would,  at  the  commencement  of  a  heavy  storm,  soon  become 
fully  charged  and  prevent  the  escape  of  the  air,  which,  as 
other  portions  of  the  sewer  become  tilled,  would  be  com- 
pressed to  such  a  degree  as  to  cause  it  to  burst. 

The  top  of  sewers  should  be  at  least  six  feet  below  the  sur- 
face ;  this  depth  can  be  maintained  in  all  cases  in  this  city, 
except  with  a  portion  of  the  sewer  of  districts  Nos.  4  and  5. 

We  have  evidence  that  the  expense  of  constructing  sewers 
depends  so  entirely  upon  circumstances,  that  we  refrain  from 
giving  an  estimate  of  the  cost  of  the  work  here  recommended, 
but  present  the  cost  in  other  cities  as  far  as  we  have  been  able 
to  obtain  it. 

Mr.  Chesborough,  in  his  report  to  the  corporate  auhorities 
of  the  city  of  Chicago,  in  1861,  says  : 

"A  striking  illustration  of  the   impossibility  of  foretelling 
"what  work  of  this. kind  will  cost,  is  furnished  by  the  follow- 
ing statement  of  the  actual  average  cost  of  sewers  in  1856  and 
"I860: 
"6  feet  sewer,  per  lineal  foot,  in  1856,  $5.76— in  1860,  $2.88 
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'The  great  differences  in  the  cost  of  the  sewers  in  the  dif- 
ferent years  of  1856  and  1860,  are  owing  to  several  causes, 
"Viz  : 

"1st.   To  lower  prices  of  labor  and  materials. 

"2d.  To  greater  competition  among  contractors. 

"3d.  To  greater  experience  among  the  contractors  and  work- 
"men,  resulting  in  considerably  more  being  done  by  any  equal 
"force." 
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In  Boston,  the  brick  main  sewers  recently  built  are  egg 
shaped,  and  of  the  same  capacity  as  circular  sewers  of  five 
and  six  feet  diameter.  They  cost  from  $5  to  §10  per  lineal 
foot ;  where  the  expense  exceeded  $5,  it  was  occasioned  by 
their  being  constructed  through  made  land,  requiring  a  foun- 
dation of  timber  and  masonry. 

The  tributary  sewers,  which  are  equal  to  circular  ones  two 
feet  in  diameter,  cost  $1  38-100  per  foot.    . 

In  Brooklyn,  the  cost  of  the  main  sewers  has  been  : 
Sewers  equal  to  a  circle  6    feet  diameter, ...$4.50  per  foot.

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The  corporation  of  Boston  pays  one-fourth  of  the  cost  of 
constructing  sewers,  and  the  remaining  three-fourths  are  paid 
by  assessments  upon  the  value  of  the  land  (not  including  im- 
provements) henefitted. 

In  New  York,  the  expense  of  constructing  sewers  is  paid  by 
assessments  upon  the  value  of  the  property  benefitted. 

In  Brooklyn,  the  property  benefitted  by  the  construction  of 
sewers  is  taxed  to  the  full  amount  of  cost  in  proportion  to  the 
number  of  front  feet. 

In  Jersey  City,  the  cost  of  constructing  all  sewers  in  any 
drainage  district,  is  paid  by  an  assessment  upon  the  entire 
surface  drained,  according  to  the  number  of  superficial  feet. 

In  Newark,  the  city  pays  one-third  of  the  expense  of  con- 
structing sewers,  and  the  property  drained  two-thirds.  The 
propertv  is  assessed  in  proportion  to  its  distance  from  the  sew- 
er— that  laying  immediately  on  it  being  assessed  heaviest. 

The  forms  of  specifications,  proposals  and  contracts  for  con- 
structing sewers  as  in  use  in  the  cities  of  Boston,  Brooklyn 
and  Philadelphia,  will  be  found  in  Appendix  No.  1. 

Statements  of  the  systems  of  sewerage  adopted  in  rarious 
'cities,  with  the  reports  of  engineers  and  commissioners,  are 
presented  in  Appendix  No.  1  and  No.  2.

The  Joint  Special  Committee  appointed  to  examine  the 
report  of  the  "Sewerage  Commission,"  having  performed  the 
duty  assigned  them,  respectfully  report, 

That  it  is  evident  the  Commission  has  successfully  carried 
out  the  object  of  its  appointment,  by  furnishing  in  its  very 
able  report  and  elaborate  illustrations  a  perfect  system  of  un- 
derground drainage  adapted  to  this  city,  not  only  to  meet  pre- 
sent wants,  but  all  that  can  arise  in  the  future. 

By  a  topographical  survey,  and  laying  out  the  city  into  dis- 
tricts, the  exact  number  of  acres  to  be  drained  by  eacb  sewer 
has  been  ascertained,  and  its  size  and  capacity  for  discharging 
the  water,  laid  down  in  accordance  therewith. 

Your  committee  prefer  a  top  or  surface  drainage  where  the 
quantity  of  water  is  not  great,  particularly  in  this  city,  where 
the  grade  of  most  of  the  streets  causes  them,  as  well^as  ^the 
gutters,  to  be  washed  clean  during  every  heavy,  or  even  mod- 
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erate  rain,  but  the  accumulation  of  water  in  several  localities 
is  >go  great  that  it  can  be  safely  disposed  of  only  by  sewers. 

The  custom  prevalent  in  this  city  for  many  years  of  con- 
structing sewers  as  wanted,  without  any  regular  system,  and 
the  size  and  form  made  to  suit  the  fancy  of  the  contractor  and 
the  supposed  wants  of  the  particular  locality,  without  proper 
estimates  having  been  made,  is  certainly  very  imperfect,  and 
in  the  end  will  cost  more  than  if  the  work  had  been  properly 
done  at  the  beginning. 

Your  committee,  therefore,  advise  that  the  plans  and  recom- 
mendations of  the  "Sewerage  Commission,,  be  adopted  as  to 
the  locality,  size  and  form  of  all  the  various  sewers  hereafter 
to  be  constructed,  and  that  they  be  made  strictly  to  conform 
thereto,  whether  the  whole  is  done  at  one  time,  or  put  down 
in  sections  as  wanted,  so  that  when  all  shall  have  been  com- 
pleted, the  perfect  system  as  laid  down  and  recommended  by 
the  "Commission' '  may  be  carried  out. 

The  report  shows  that  the  aggregate  length  of  the  five  sew- 
ers proposed  to  drain  districts  Nos.  1,  2,  3,  4  and  5,  is  30,497 
feet  or  about  5$  miles.  Estimating  at  the  average  size  of  6 
feet  and  at  the  cost  of  $3.00  per  lineal  foot,  (being  12  cents 
more  than  the  average  cost  of  similar  sized  sewers  in  Chicago 
in  I860,)  it  would  make  the  expenses  of  the  various  sewers  as 
follows : 

Carey  street,        6,464  feet  at  $3.00 $19,392 

Chatsworth  run,  7,226  feet  " 21,678 

Liberty  street,     4,085  feet  "    12,255 

Jones' falls,         5,736  feet  jj    17,208 

Harford  run,        6,986  feet  "    20,958 

Making  the  total  cost  of  the  five  sewers $91,491 

As  the  report  of  the  "Commission"  contains  a  great  amount 
of  valuable  information  that  has  required  the  expenditure  of 
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much  time  and  labor  on  the  part  of  the  Commissioners  to  pro- 
cure, (whose  services  have  been  gratuitous,)  your  committee 
recommend  that  the  report  and  accompanying  documents  be 
deposited  in  the  City  I \»mmissioners"  office  for  safe  keeping, 
and  that  the  report  be  published   for  general  information. 

The  sewers  to  drain  districts  Nos.  2,  4  and  5  appear  to  be 
most  needed,  and  your  committee  recommend  that  the  work 
on  one  or  more  of  them  be  commenced  without  unnecessary 
delay. 

The  manner  of  providing  for  the  cost  of  the  sewers  is  an 
important  question.  It  will  be  seen  by  the  report  that  vari- 
ous modes  have  been  adopted  in  the  different  cities.  h\  some 
the  whole  expense  is  paid  by  owners  of  property  benefitted, 
in  others  by  an  assessment  on  the  front  feet,  in  others  by  an 
assessment  on  the  whole  number  of  superficial  feet  drained, 
&c.  As  the  right  to  lay  such  a  tax  would  have  first  to  be  ob- 
tained from  the  General  Assembly  of  Maryland,  your  commit- 
tee do  not  propose  to  discuss  the  reasons  that  can  be  urged  for 
or  against  the  different  plans,  but  would  suggest  as  the  most 
equitable  mode,  that  an  assessment  be  made  on  property  really 
benefitted  by  the  construction  of  each  sewer  to  the  amount  of 
said  benefit,  and  no  more,  and  that  the  balance,  if  any,  be  paid 
out  of  the  city  treasury. 

For  full  details  as  to  the  plan  presented  and  herein  recom- 
mended for  underground  drainage  in  this  city,  your  committee 
refer  to  the  elaborate  report,  illustrations  and  documents  fur- 
nished by  the  "Sewerage  Commission,"  and  respectfully  pre- 
sent the  following  resolutions,  and  recommend  their  adoption  :

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Resolved  by  the  Mayor  and  City  Council  of  Baltimore,  that 
the  system  of  underground  drainage  as  furnished  and  recom- 
mended by  the  "Sewerage  Commission/'  be  and  the  same  is 
hereby  adopted  for  this  city,  and  that  all  sewers  that  may  be 
constructed  hereafter  shall  strictly  conform  to  the  same,  as  to 
locality,  form,  size  and  mode  of  construction. 

Resolved,  that  the  "Sewerage  Commission''  be  and  they  are 
hereby  authorized  to  have  500  copies  of  their  report,  with  the 
accompanying  tables  and  illustrations,  published,  and  that 
they  draw  on  the  Comptroller  for  the  sum  of  three  hundred 
dollars,  or  so  much  thereof  as  may  be  necessary  to  pay  for  the 
same,  the  amount  to  be  provided  for  in  the  annual  levy  for 
1863. 

Resolved,  that  the  thanks  of  this  Council  be  and  the  same 
is  hereby  tendered  to  Messrs.  John  Dukehart,  Henry  Tyson 
and  J.  Mowton  Saunders,  members  of  the  "Sewerage  Com- 
mission," for  the  able  and  thorough  manner  in  which  they 
have  gratuitously  performed  the  duties  assigned  them,  where- 
by they  have  placed  in  possession  of  the  city  all  the  informa- 
tion required  for  a  full  understanding  of  the  subject,  at  a  very 
small  expense  as  compared  with  what  has  been  paid  by  other 
cities.

ealled  to  lament  the  loss  of  one  of  their  most  valued  associates,  in 
the  Bad  death  of  Rev*  d  B.  Veates  Reese,  1).  I).,  for  a  number  of 
years  the  representative  of  the  Sixteenth  Ward  in  their  body. 
He  was  one  of  the  most  active  and  useful  members  of  the 
1.  and  the  cause  of  Public  Education  lost  by  his  death  an 
earnest  friend  and  able  supporter.  The  community,  as  well 
as  the  Commissioners,  felt  its  bereavement  in  the  withdrawal 
i->\'  such  a  citizen,  prominent  as  he  was  in  so  many  of  the  offices 
^(  religion  and  philanthropy  :  and  the  tribute  is  due  to  him  of 
the  acknowledgement  of  bis  eminent  services  in  the  depart- 
ment of  Public  Instruction.  The  place  of  Dr.  Reese  was  filled 
by  the  Board  on  the  15th  of  October,  by  the  appointment  of 
J.  Thomas  Smith,  Esq.,  as  Commissioner  of  the  Sixteenth 
Ward. 

The  Board  has  been  deprived  cf  the  services  of  another  val- 
uable member  by  the  resignation  of  Thomas  M.  Abbott,  Esq., 

on  account  of  ill-health.  He  resigned  on  the  10th  December, 
and  the  vacancy  was  filled  by  the  Board,  on  the  same  day, 
by  the  election  of  Dr.  E.  (*.  Waters. 

The  Commissioners  have  also  to  regret  the  decease  of  Jacob 
Day.  Esq.,  after  a  number  of  years  of  faithful  service  as  Clerk 
of  the  Board.  In  his  death  the  community  lost  another  mem- 
ber in  a  Large  degree  identified  with  its  philanthropic  agen- 
i  ies.  In  his  removal  from  their  service  the  cause  of  Sunday 
School  instruction,  and  that  of  general  education,  have  been 
deprived  of  one  of  their  steadiest  friends.  During  a  consider- 
able portion  of  the  year  the  illness  of  Mr.  Day  prevented  his 
attention  to  the  duties  of  his  office,  and  they  were  performed 
by  Mr.  William  D.  McJilton.  who  has  sii,  1  him   in

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Statistics  op  the  Schools. — The  present  number  of  schools 
in  charge  of  the  Board  is  eighty-one,  as  follows :  One  Cen- 
tral High  School,  two  Female  High  Schools,  one  Floating 
School;  one  Normal  School,  thirteen  Male  and  fifteen  Female 
Grammar  Schools,  twenty  Male  and  twenty-eight  Female 
Primary  Schools.  The  number  in  1860  was  eighty-six,  in- 
cluding six  evening  schools. 

The  number  of  teachers  engaged  in  the  schools  is  315,  of 
these,  57  are  males,  including  two  Music  teachers,  and  258  are 
females.  In  the  Male  High  School,  there  are  238  students  ; 
in  the  Female  High  Schools,  545;  in  the  Floating  School 
there  are  42  ;  in  the  Male  Grammar  Schools,  2743  ;  in  the  Fe- 
male Grammar  Schools,  2789  ;  in  the  Evening  Schools,  there 
were,  at  the  spring  session,  806  ;  in  the  Male  and  Female 
Primary  Schools,  7109 ;  in  the  Normal  School,  95.  The 
whole  number  of  pupils  in  the  Schools,  is  14,367. — 
The  increase  in  the  number  of  teachers  from  the  pre- 
ceding year,  is  10.  The  increase  in  the  number  of  pupils 
is  548.  The  entire  number  of  pupils  instructed  in  the 
schools  in  the  past  year,  including  the  number  that  have 
withdrawn,  is  22,124.  The  entire  number  instructed  in  the 
preceding  year,  was  21,506.  Increase  in  the  number  in- 
structed in  the  schools,  618. 

The  whole  amount  of  money  expended  during  the  year, 
is  $149,884.30.  The  expenditure  is  as  follows :  Salaries, 
$98,926.41;  rents  and  ground  rents,  $9,777.36;  books  and 
stationery,  $16,118.53;  furniture  and  furnaces,  $2,333.26; 
alterations  to  building  corner  Green  and  Fayette  streets, 
$2,660.00;  repairs  and  cleaning,  $9,888.63  ;  insurance,  $582.87; 
fuel — coal  and  wood,  $5,237.00 ;  supplies  to  schools,  $1,052.13; 
advertising  and  printing,  $2,022.67 ;  interest,  $492.79 :  super- 
intending buildings,  $642.42  ;  commencements  and  chemicals 
for  High  Schools,  $150.23. 

Of  the  above  amounts,  $8,321.14  was  paid  on  account  of  indebt- 
edness, contracted  during  the  preceding  year,  for  books  and  sta- 
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fcionery,  furniture  and  furnaces,  repairs,  fuel,  advertising  and 
printing-,  superintending  buildings,  &c,  on  account  6f  which 
the  City  Council  made  a  specific  appropriation. 

No  expense  Las  been  incurred  on  account  of  new  buildings, 

and  the  only  expenditure  on  aerount  of  alterations  to  build- 
was  occasioned  by  the  complete  renovation  of  the  old 
building  on  the  northeast  corner  of  Greene  and  Fayette  streets, 
which  has  been  occupied  for  the  past  few  years  by  Male  and 
Female  Primary  Schools  No.  3.  The  building  has  been  mosl 
thoroughly  improved  under  a  specific  appropriation  of  the  City 
Council,  and  the  superintendence  of  the  Committee  in  charge 
of  the  schools,  and  is  now  one  of  the  most  convenient  and 
comfortable  Public  School  houses  in  the  city.  The  premises 
will  in  future  be  occupied  by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1  and 
the  former  Male  Primary  School  No.  3,  the  title  of  which  has 
been  changed  to  that  of  Male  Primary  School  No.  1,  to  cor- 
respond with  the  number  of  the  Grammar  School.  The  female 
department  has  been  removed  to  the  rooms  formerly  occupied 
by  Male  Grammar  School  No.  1,  and  the  number  changed  to 
I,  to  correspond  with  that  of  the  Female  Grammar  School 
conducted  in  the  same  building.

l  Condition  of  the  Schoois. — The  Board  has  the 
satisfaction  of  being  able  to  state  that  the  Institution 
committed  to  its  charge  is  in  a  prosperous  condition,  and 
is  working  out  very  satisfactory  results.  It  is  confident 
in  making  thi  i  >n  that  improvement  and  progress  in  the 
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work  have  b-sen  effected  during  the  past  year,  and  that  a  grow- 
ing interest  is  exhibited  among  those  engaged  in  it,  that  gives 
an  earnest  of  further  advancement  and  usefulness.  It  cannot 
be  claimed  that  the  system  has  reached  perfection,  nor  that  a 
greater  degree  of  improvement  cannot,  or  will  not  be  effected, 
with  steady  effort,  and  the  facilities  which  increasing  experi- 
ence affords.  On  the  contrary,  it  is  felt  and  believed  that  more 
is  to  be  done  and  will  be  done,  as  all  of  those  engaged  in  the  en- 
terprize  become  fully  qualified  for  its  service,  and  filled  with 
its  spirit ;  and  as  the  accessaries  necessary  to  the  full  success  of 
the  system  shall  be  applied.  In  view  of  the  position  already 
attained,  the  Commissioners  cannot  omit  the  expression  of  the 
convictions  which  their  knowledge  of  the  work  ever  impresses 
upon  them,  that  it  is  conferring  inestimable  benefits  upon  our 
immediate  community,  and  indirectly  upon  our  common  coun- 
try ;  and  the  advantages  it  secures  demonstrate  that  an  intelli- 
gent and  liberal  support  of  public  education  is  indispensable  to 
the  welfare  of  our  people. 

Primary  Schools. — In  the  Primary  Schools  a  steady  effort 
has  been  maintained  to  render  them  more  and  more  efficient, 
and  to  keep  them  in  the  line  of  improvement.  As  has  been 
set  forth  in  former  reports  of  the  Board,  the  importance  of  this 
department  of  its  labor  is  especially  recognized.  The  aim  of 
the  Commissioners  has  been  to  provide  such  a  system,  and  employ 
such  forces  in  its  management,  as  shall  be  productive  of  all  the 
thoroughness  possible,  in  laying  the  foundations  of  a  solid  and 
substantial  education.  In  the  training  of  the  youthful  mind, 
the  necessity  is  absolute  of  making  sure  of  a  right  movement 
at  the  beginning.  It  is  at  the  outset  that  the  labor  is  most 
important,  and  of  this  fact  both  pupils  and  teachers  should  be 
fully  impressed.  It  is  in  these  schools  that  the  habits  of  the 
pupils  are  formed,  and  that  the  start  for  the  future  is  to  be 
made,  not  only  as  regards  interest  and  diligence  in  study,  but 
also  as  to  traits  of  character  and  conduct.    Neglected,  or  suffered 
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to  go  wrong  at  khis  stage  of  training,  the  ill  effects  will  proba- 
bly be  shown  all  along  the  path  of  the  pupil's  school  life,  and 
probably  afterwards  ;   wbile,  if  properly  directed  here,  all  his 

eding  efforts  may  be  rendered  easy  and  agreeable.    When 

>bject  shall  be  accomplished,  the  happy  results  may  follow 
which  it  is  the  design  of  our  Public  School  system  to  produce  ; 
namely,  good  character  and  conduct,  as  well  as  a  substantial 
and  useful  education. 

It  has  been  an  effort  of  the  Board,  especially  in  reference  to 
the  Primary  Schools,  to  establish  the  system  of  intellectual 
study  which  calls  into  play  the  mental  powers  of  the  pupil, 
instead  of  employing  merely  the  memory  in  the  use  of  the 
routine  system,  to  the  extent  that  has  been  too  much  the  prac- 
tice in  the  process  of  elementary  instruction.  The  observa- 
tions of  experience  point  to  the  fact  that  nothing  is  well  learned 
that  is  not  clearly  apprehended  by  the  pupil  at  the  time  of 
learning  it ;  and  that  much  may  seem  to  be  known  or  un- 

iod  by  the  mere  display  of  the  memory,  which  in  fact  is 
not  really  apprehended,  and  cannot  be  properly  said  to  be  ac- 
quired.    Such  attainments,  not  being  appreciated  by  the  un- 

mding,  cannot  be  permanent:  and  the  practice  is  hurtful. 
inasmuch  as  it  induces  the  habit  of  dependence  on  the  memory 
merely,  in  place  of  the  real  "knowledge,  which  is  to  be  secured 
alone  in    the   cultivation  of  all    the   mental   powers.     Much 
might  be  adduced  to  show  how  injurious  to  the  character,  and 
how  unfavorable  to  the  formation  of  a  thoughtful  and  inde- 
pendent mind  is  the  practice  of  learning  the  language,  rather 
than    the   principles   of  the    text   book.      The  student,   thus 
learning   his  lesson  by  rote,  his  memory  may  be    filled  with 
id  facts,  but  his  understanding  is  not  cultivated,  and 
the  thinking  and  reasoning  faculties  are  not  brought  into  exer- 
The  attention  of  educationists  is  more  and  more  drawn 
to  this  point  of  their  labor,  and  they  are  shaping  their  course 
so  as  to  have  the  child  taught  in  such  a  manner  that  it  shall 
the  meaning  of  what  it  learns  as  it  advances,  thus 
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securing  the  conveyance  of  real  intelligence  to  its  mind.  By 
this  course,  the  understanding  is  cultivated,  as  well  as  the 
memory,  and  the  interest  of  the  pupil  is  elicited  in  a  much 
greater  degree,  while  the  school  room  and  its  pursuits  are 
rendered  inviting  rather  than  repulsive.  In  accordance  with 
these  views,  the  teachers  of  our  Primary  Schools  are  encour- 
aged to  pursue  such  a  course  of  instruction  as  shall  attract  the 
attention  and  secure  the  interest  of  their  youthful  pupils. 
They  are  required  by  familiar  objects  and  pleasing  topics, 
introduced  in  connection  with  the  lessons  of  the  books,  to  work 
upon  the  understanding  of  the  pupils,  and  as  far  as  possible, 
develope  their  reasoning  faculties. 

Grammar  Schools. — The  views  expressed  as  to  the  import- 
ance of  the  Primary  Schools,  and  in  regard  to  the  principles 
to  be  observed  in  their  management,  apply  with  no  less  force 
to  this  department  of  our  system.  It  is  in  these  schools  that 
the  scholastic  life  of  very  many  of  the  pupils  of  the  Public 
Schools  is  concluded.  By  far  the  larger  proportion  of  our 
school  population  cannot  afford  time  to  pass  through  the 
High  Schools  ;  they  therefore  receive  in  the  lower  departments 
all  the  instruction  they  ever  obtain  in  school.  Thus  the 
importance  of  the  mental  and  moral  training  imparted  in 
the  Primary  and  Grammar  Schools  cannot  be  over-estimated. 
Accordingly  great  pains  are  taken  to  render  this  portion  of 
our  work  thorough  and  efficient.  The  Grammar  Schools  gen- 
erally are  in  excellent  condition.  Several  of  them  rank  witii 
the  best  schools  of  their  grade  in  the  country.  In  the  Gram- 
mar Schools,  after  preparation  in  the  Primary  studies,  the 
pupils  are  afforded  a  good  English  education;  an  education 
fully  adequate  to  their  preparation  for  any  useful  employment. 
They  are  consequently  furnished  with  the  facilities  for  further 
progress  in  study  as  opportunities  in  after  life  may  be  presented 
to  them.  All  the  studies  in  this  department  are  of  an  immedi- 
ately useful  and  practical  character.  They  include  a  thorough 
knowledge  of  spelling,  reading  and  writing,  a  familiarity  with 
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geography,  grammar,  arithmetic  and  algebra,  and  some  ad- 
vance in  etymology  and  composition.     Beyond  this  circle  of 

attainment,  the  great  mass  of  our  population  never  advance; 
and  but  lew  of  the  less  favored  members  of  the  community  ever 
reach  it.  No  one  can  fairly  deny  that  the  studies  of  the 
Grammar  Schools  are  necessary  to  success  in  life;  nor  affirm 
that  they  can  be  otherwise  than  useful  and  beneficial  both  to 
the  recipient  and  the  public.  Besides  the  intellectual  im- 
provement derived  from  their  exercises,  there  is  a  power 
brought  to  bear  upon  the  minds  of  the  pupils  by  all  good  teach- 
ers, which  supplies  to  many  of  them  the  moral  discipline  which, 
in  the  lack  of  proper  parental  guidance,  they  might  never  other- 
wise receive,  and  leads  to  the  acquirement  of  such  propriety 
in  manners  and  habits  as  they  would  not  be  likely  to  gain 
through  the  ordinary  associations  in  their  sphere  of  domestic 
life.  The  rules  of  the  Board  require  that  every  possible  means 
shall  be  used  to  effect  the  improvement  of  the  pupils  in  their 
moral  character  and  deportment.  In  obedience  thereto,  the 
teachers  are  expected  to  give  the  most  careful  attention,  and  to 
exert  their  influence  for  the  accomplishment  of  this  object,  in 
an  equal  degree  with  the  efforts  they  devote  to  the  mental  ad- 
vancement of  their  pupils.  The  teachers  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
are  well  impressed  with  the  responsibilities  of  their  position; 
and  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  assigned  them,  and  in  their 
affectionate  intercourse  with  their  pupils,  there  are  numerous 
evidences  of  the  friendliness  and  sympathy  existing  between 
them.  These  relations  prove  how  worthily  and  well  the  place 
of  a  parent  and  guardian  may  he  supplied  by  the  intelligent 
devotion  of  the  teacher,  when  impelled  to  the  discharge  of 
duty  by  the  just  appreciation  of  the  responsibility  of  the 
ion. 
The  Commissioners  composing  the  special  committee  on  the 
Grammar  Schools,  have  visited  all  the  schools  of  this  depart- 
ment during  the  year,  and  have  carefully  examined  the  pupils 
of  the  several  classes   in   each   branch  of  their  studies.      These 
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examinations  are  conducted,  not  so  much  to  ascertain  how  far 
the  pupils  remember  the  letter  of  their  studies,  as  to  bring 
out  signs  of  their  general  intelligence  in  relation  to  what 
they  have  learned,  and  the  interest  they  take  in  it,  with 
the  other  characteristics  of  the  schools.  By  this  periodical 
examination,  the  BoarcLacquires  additional  knowledge  of  the 
condition  of  the  schools  ;  and  teachers  and  pupils  are  benefitted 
by  the  attention  and  suggestions  they  receive.  The  effect  is 
most  salutary  in  encouraging  efforts  in  the  schools  to  meet 
these  investigations  creditably. 

Central  High  School. — This  school  is  in  excellent  work- 
ing condition.  In  its  internal  discipline  and  order  it  is  com- 
mendable, and  its  scholastic  exercises  are  pursued  with  satis- 
factory attention  and  diligence.  In  its  systematic  arrangements 
and  processes,  it  has  attained  a  high  position.  A  body  of 
young  men  qualified  for  useful  service  in  the  community  are 
constantly  in  training  in  this  institution  ;  and  its  fruits,  as 
they  are  seen  in  the  large  number  of  our  citizens  now  in 
active  life,  who  must  attribute  their  position  and  success,  in 
a  great  degree,  to  its  ministrations,  furnish  ample  attesta- 
tions of  its  usefulness.  Those  who  are  acquainted  with  the 
operations  of  this  school,  and  with  its  practical  results  in 
fitting  young  men  for  intelligent  and  worthy  citizenship, 
can  testify  to  its  high  claims  for  support.  By  such  it  is 
admitted  to  be  a  most  requisite  and  influential  part  of  our  edu- 
cational system.  Its  graduates  have  been  marked  for  their 
good  character  and  fitness  to  take  leading  positions  in  busi- 
ness pursuits,  and  of  the  importance  to  the  community  of 
such  an  institution  for  the  purpose  of  educating  these  young 
men  for  their  destiny  in  life,  no  reasonable  doubt  can  be  enter- 
tained. 

As  has  heretofore  been  frequently  represented  to  your  Hon- 
orable Body,  the  building  occupied  by  this  school  is  very  in- 
convenient and  altogether  insufficient  for  its  proper  manage- 
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ment.  Its  deficiencies  are  great  and  rendei  the  necessity 
absolute  <tf  more  extended  and  better  accommodations.     The 

subject  lias  been  bo  frequently  presented  to  the  notice  of  the 
City  Council]  that  all  that  appears  to  he  necessary  at  the  pre- 
sent time  is  to  refer  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  reports  of  this 
Board  for  the  last  three  or  four  years,  for  particulars  in  relation 
to  the  difficulties  enumerated  and  the  provision  for  their  re- 
moval, as  therein  set  forth.  At  the  close  of  the  last  and  the 
oonynencement  of  the  present  year,  authorized  by  the  acts  i>\ 
the  City  Council  in  relation  thereto,  this  hoard  took  the  initia- 
tory steps  fur  a  new  building  for  the  school,  by  obtaining  plans 
from  architects,  &c;  but  in  view  of  the  unfavorable  state  of 
the  times,  it  was  Seemed  necessary  to  defer  definite  action  on 
tin-  subject.  The  want  of  a  suitable  building  for  the  purposes 
of  the  school,  and  the  inconvenience  of  the  present  premises 
and  location,  are  becoming  every  day  more  apparent.  The 
school  can  never  be  what  it  should  be  in  all  respects,  till  its 
accommodations  are  more  of  a  character  to  comport  with  its 
aims  and  exercises.  The  commissioners,  therefore,  feel  it  to 
be  their  duty  again  to  advert  to  this  want,  and  recommend  it 
to  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body,  at  the  earliest  mo- 
ment, warranted  by  the  city's  means. 

Female  High  Schools. — These  schools   continue  to   retain 
their  eminent  character,  and  to    deserve    the    high    estimate 
placed  upon  them   by  the    Board    and    the    community,   on 
account  of    their    activity,  efficiency    and  usefulness.     Noth- 
ing seems  to  be    wanting  to    make    them   what  they  should 
and   their  friends   may    be    satisfied     to    be    enabled    to 
rve    them    in    their  present    condition.     The    pupils  of 
the   High   Schools    have     distinguished    privileges,   yet    there 
is   QO   partiality     exhibited    in    the     selection    of     those     who 
participate  in   the  enjoyment  of   theTr   advantages.       On   the 
contrary,  these  schools  are  open   to  all,  and  are  of  easy  access 
to  the  diligent  pupils  of  the   Grammar  Schools,  being  the  re-

ward  of  those  only  who  improve  their  opportunities,  and  qual- 
ify themselves  for  the  advancement.  The  pupils  of  our  Male 
and  Female  High  Schools,  being  selected  on  account  of  their 
own  merits,  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  seldom  fail  to  appre- 
ciate the  benefits  they  enjoy  in  their  pleasing  and  profitable 
studies,  and  they  generally  evince  their  estimate  of  these  priv- 
ileges, alike  in  their  pursuit  of  study  and  in  their  creditable 
deportment. 

The  discipline  of  the  High  Schools,  although  strict  and  rigid, 
finds  a  ready  acquiescence  on  the  part  of  the  pupils.  The 
system  organized  in  connection  with  the  distribution  of  the 
Peabody  Prizes  and  other  honors,  by  which  the  moral  as 
well  as  the  scholastic  character  of  the  students  is  carefully  dis- 
criminated, has  had  the  most  decided  and  happy  effect  in  ele- 
vating the  standard  of  these  schools. 

The  influence  of  the  High  Schools  upon  all  the  other  depart- 
ments of  public  instruction  is  most  salutary.  The  desire  to 
possess  their  advantages  operates  as  a  constant  stimulus  to 
diligence  in  the  lower  schools.  Besides  the  ample  evidence 
they  afford  of  their  great  virtue  in  preparing  those  who  are  to 
become  an  influential  portion  of  our  community,  for  the  duties 
of  social  and  business  life,  they  perform  another  office  of  the 
first  importance,  in  also  preparing  teachers  for  our  schools. 
Without  this  agency,  proper  and  competent  teachers  could 
not  be  supplied;  and  in  this  regard  it  provides  a  profession 
for  life  for  many  of  our  pupils,  and  especially  for  those  of  the 
Female  Schools,  nearly  all  our  female  teachers  being  furnished 
from  this  source.  In  all  these  relations,  the  High  Schools 
are  actively  and  practically  qualifying  their  subjects  for  elevat- 
ed and  useful  spheres  of  activity,  and  they  are  undoubtedly 
giving  back  to  the  community  a  rich  return  for  the  outlay 
devoted  to  their  support. 

Public  Floating  School. — The  report  of  the  Principal  of 
this  school  is  laid  before  you.  It  continues  to  have  the 
confidence  of   the   Board    in    regard    to    its  susceptibility   of 
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remarkable  usefulness.  During  the  past  year  the  progress 
of  the  school  lias  been  partially  arrested  by  the  death  of  its 
principal,  Mr.  Robert  Kerr,  who  was  identified  with  its  man- 
agement ever  since  it  was  started,  and  always  exhibited  a  live- 
ly interest  in  its  success;  and  also,  by  the  withdrawal  from 
t?  service  of  the  Naval  Instructor,  Captain  Bell.  It  was  again 
untortunate  in  the  loss,  by  death,  of  the  excellent  Janitor, 
George  W.  Smithson,  who,  as  an  experienced  practical  sailor, 
was  an  active  and  efficient  co-operator  in  the  nautical  depart- 
ment. The  principah'hip  has  been  supplied,  since  September, 
by  the  services  of  Mi,  George  C.  Hale.  The  nautical  depart- 
ment has  been  placed  in  the  hands  of  a  practical  seaman,  Cap- 
tain James  Lawry,  who  succeeds  Mr.  Smithson  in  the  charge 
of  the  ship.  The  unusual  conditio?,  of  the  times  has  materi- 
ally affected  the  attendance  of  the  pupils  of  this  school.  Many 
of  their  parents,  by  straitened  circumstances,  are  obliged  to 
claim  the  services  of  their  children  to  assist  in  the  support 
of  their  families,  and  thus  they  are  prevented  from  regularly 
attending  the  school. 

There  is  no  reason  to  doubt  that  the  school  is  doing  a  good 
work,  and  in  due  time  will  resume  its  position  of  more  extended 
usefulness,  and  give  further  proofs  of  what  can  bC  effected  by 
it  in  increasing  the  ability  and  improving  the  character  of  the 
sailor;  thus  elevating  his  calling  in  the  scale  of  useful  and 
honorable  employments.  The  Floating  School  has  already 
accomplished  much  good  by  sending  into  active  service  a  num- 
ber of  able  and  intelligent  seamen,  qualified  by  its  instructions 
to  fill  responsible  posts;  and  also,  by  its  example  in  leading 
the  way  to  the  establishment  of  similar  schools  in  other  sea- 
ports of  our  country.  There  can  be  no  question  that  it  has 
high  merits  to  commend  it  to  the  continued  support  of  a  com- 
munity which  has  as  much  interest  as  ours  in  the  relations  of 
commerce,  and  which  ought,  therefore,  to  be  earnestly  engaged 
in  providing  for  the  due  care  and  safety  of  life  and  property  ex- 
posed to  the  dangers  of  the  ocean.     The  treasures  thus  exposed 
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are  often  entrusted  to  the  keeping  of  those  who  are  incompe- 
tent for  the  charge  by  reason  of  ignorance  and  the  want  of 
opportunities  of  any  kind  of  instruction.  A  Floating  School 
for  the  education  of  sailors  is  destined  to  become  a  regular 
appendage  to  the  educational  resources  of  all  commercial 
cities. 

Evening  Schools. — As  useful  and  even  necessary  as  these 
schools  are  deemed  to  be  by  those  who  take  an  interest  in  public 
education,  it  has  been  considered  inadvisable,  in  view  of  the  ad- 
ditional expense  they  occasion,  to  re-opon  them  for  the  present 
winter.   The  value  of  the  Night  School  to  those  who  have  not  the 
opportunity  to  obtain  instruction  by  any  other  means,  has  been 
most  satisfactorily  proved  by  past  experiments.  The  proof  is  in 
the  avidity  with  which  many  worthy  persons  have  availed  of  their 
advantages,  and  by  the  improvements  they  have  manifested  by 
their  exercises.    Many,  well  advanced  in  manhood,  have  caught 
at  the  privileges  here  afforded,  as  the  only  opportunity  ever 
offered  them  to  obtain  some   education;  and  youths,  who  are 
obliged  to  find  employment  during  the  day,  in  order  to  pro- 
vide for  their  support,  have  been  willing  to  give  up  their  hours 
of  leisure  or  rest  to  the  effort  of  acquiring  such  knowledge  as 
might  elevate  them  to  more  advantageous  situations  in  life. 
With  the  convictions  of  the  valuable  services  rendered  by  these 
schools,  the  Board  will  be  glad  to  re-establish  them  when  the 
additional  outlay  required  for  their  support  shall  be  justified 
by  a  better  condition  of  public  affairs. 

Normal  Classes. — The  Normal  School  is  an  indispensable  ad- 
junct to  any  complete  and  thorough  system  of  public  education. 
It  is  certain  that  the  art  of  teaching  is  founded  upon  principles, 
the  nature  of  which  is  determined,  and  which  are  becoming  sys 
tematically  recognized  in  its  practice  as  a  profession.  It  is 
therefore  obvious  that  few  can  be  fitted  for  its  responsibilities, 
without  specific  training  for  its  duties.     Although  there  are 
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some  who  seem  to  he  almost  instinctively  adapted  for  the  func- 
tion— natural  teachers  as  it  were,  there  are  none  who  would 
not  derive  benefit  from  the  teachings  of  a  well  directed  Nor- 
mal Institution.     Nearly  all  the  States   engaged  in  the  work 

of  public  education,  have  shown  their  appreciation  of  these 
views  by  making  liberal  provision  for  the  support  of  this  im- 
portant ally  of  the  cause.  In  the  absence  of  a  proper  Normal 
School,  which  ought  to  he  established  by  the  State,  the  Board 
has  felt  the  necessity  of  some  provision  for  the  training  of 
teachers  for  our  schools,  especially  for  the  graduates  of  our 
High  Schools  who  desire  to  enter  the  profession,  and  while 
they  are  waiting  for  appointments.  Accordingly,  classes  have 
been  established,  to  meet  every  Saturday,  in  which  instruction 
is  given  upon  the  various  departments  of  the  teacher's  calling 
as  an  art;  especially  in  the  method  of  managing  pupils  and 
conveying  instruction.  This  measure,  though  limited  in  its 
operation,  has  been  continued  through  the  year  under  circum- 
stances that  satisfy  the  Board  of  its  usefulness  and  expediency. 
The  attendance  upon  the  classes  has  been  of  a  satisfactory  char- 
acter, and  many  young  students  highly  prize  the  benefit  of 
their  instructions,  and  take  great  interest  in  their  exercises.  This 
arrangement  will  be  continued  as  an  indispensable  appendage 
to  the  work  of  education,  and  will  be  enlarged  in  its  opera- 
tions where  it  can  be  advisably  done,  till  the  time  arrives  when 
a  proper  Normal  School  shall  be  established.  Under  the 
rules,  no  new  teacher  can  be  appointed  who  has  not  attended 
the  sessions  of  these  classes  for  a  length  of  time  equal  to  six 
months. 

The  Board  has  on  several  occasions  spoken  of  the  necessity 
of  a  Normal  School  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  the  teaching 
material  for  the  whole  State  ;  and  it  is  hoped  that  the  legisla- 
ture will,  ere  long,  vindicate  its  intelligence  and  public  spirit 
in  providing  such  an  establishment  in  connection  with  a 
general  system  of  instruction  for  the  counties,  as  shall  be 
adapted    to    the  wants   and    feelings  of  all  our  communities. 
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With  reference  to  a  Normal  School,  the  State  has  peculiar 
needs.  It  must  have  competent  teachers  educated  within  its 
limits,  and  especially  prepared  for  its  service.  It  cannot  rea- 
lize in  any  other  way  all  the  benefits  of  a  good  system  of  public 
education. 

Teachers  of  the  Schools. — The  Commissioners  would  bear 
testimony  to  the  faithful  services  of  the  teachers  of  the  schools 
generally,  and  to  the  disposition  manifested  by  them  to  co- 
operate in  the  plans  and  efforts  of  the  Board,  and  to  advance 
the  work  committed  to  their  hands.  The  most  of  those  who 
are  charged  with  the  more  important  duties  of  the  schools, 
such  as  the  principals  and  first  assistants,  have  been  for  a 
long  time  engaged  in  the  employment.  They  have  become 
proficients  in  it,  and  exemplars  and  guides  for  the  less  expe- 
rienced. Many  of  our  assistant  teachers,  however,  are  the 
youthful  graduates  of  our  High  Schools,  chosen  mostly  with 
reference  to  their  scholastic  attainments  and  the  qualifica- 
tions indicated  before  their  graduation.  These  have  oppor- 
tunities of  constant  improvement  by  means  of  practice  under 
proper  direction,  and  by  the  exercises  of  the  Normal  Classes. 
They  are,  besides,  much  aided,  through  the  hints  afford- 
ed by  the  frequent  visits  of  the  Treasurer  to  the  various 
schools,  who,  by  familiarity  with  the  latter,  knows  where  his 
assistance  is  called  for,  and  is  watchful  to  apply  correctives 
where  they  seem  to  be  needed.  The  Commissioners  have  en- 
deavored, by  all  means  which  could  be  devised,  to  encourage 
the  faithful  teachers  in  their  tasks,  and  to  have  all  held  in  due 
estimation  for  their  services  in  the  cause.  Of  the  number  em- 
ployed, there  is  gratifying  evidence  that  there  are  but  few  who 
are  to  be  regarded  as  inefficient  or  careless  in  regard  to  their 
duties.  The  schools  being  open  always  to  the  visits  of  their 
committees,  as  well  as  of  the  general  committee  of  the  Board, 
and  being  also  frequently  examined  by  the  Treasurer,  who 
performs  the  part  of  a  Superintendent  so  far  as  this  oversight 
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is  concerned,  they  must  be  cases  of  gross  incompetency  and 
•r  in  which  success  is  not  attained.  A  systematic  course 
of  supervision  has  been  in  operation  since  the  Treasurer  was 
in  a  measure  relieved  in  the  discharge  of  the  duties  in  his 
office,  and  the  effect  of  it  is  se  u  in  an  improved  working  of 
many  ot%  the  Schools,  aided  by  his  guidance. 

Financial  Concerns  of  the  Board. — It  will  be  seen  by  the 
report  of  the  Treasurer,  that  the  expenditures  of  the  Board 
lor  the  year  have  not  reached  in  amount  the  appropriations 
of  the  City  Council.  This  is  due  to  the  care  exercised  by  the 
Commissioners  in  avoiding  all  unnecessary  expense.  Much 
that  might  have  been  considered  necessary  to  be  done  in  the 
way  of  cleaning  and  repairing  has  been  postponed,  in  order  to 
relieve  the  city,  as  far  as  practicable,  during  the  present  exi- 
oencv.  It  will  be  further  seen  that  of  the  sums  credited  to 
the  Register  of  the  City,  a  portion  has  not  been  received  by 
the  Board  in  cash,  but  in  the  acceptances  of  the  Register 
to  pay  the  amounts  at  different  dates  in  the  present  and 
the  ensuing  year.  As  it  is  the  understanding  with  those  who  fur- 
nish supplies  for  the  Schools,  that  payment  will  be  made  in 
and  as  the  ordinance  of  the  City  Council  authorizes  the 
Board  to  draw  for  money  to  meet  its  engagements,  it  is  un- 
pleasant ami  unsatisfactory  to  defer  such  payments  ;  but  the 
Board  has  felt  constrained  to  co-operate  with  the  Register  in 
regard  to  it,  in  view  of  the  unlocked  for  situation  of  affairs, 
and  in  the  hope  that  your  Honorable  Body  will  be  able  at  the 
II  t<>  make  such  provisions  as  will  enable  the 
Board  to  avoid  similar  inconveniences  for  the  future.  By  the 
ordinance  referred  to,  approved  April  loth,  1859,  the  Register 
Lirected  to  pay  all  claims  of  the  School  Board,  on 
demand,  according  to  a  plan  of  monthly  instalments  laid 
down,  but  he  was  not  authorized  at  the  Bame  time  to 
tiate  loans  for  his  relief  in  case  of  deficiency.  That 
ordinance  was  1    at   the  ition  of   this   Board,  and 
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with  the  view  of  giving  it  relief  from  the  difficulties  which 
had  previously  embarrassed  it  in  regard  to  the  money  obliga- 
tions it  was  necessary  to  incur,  without  any  means  at  its  own 
command  for  providing  for  their  discharge.  It  was  most 
agreeable  and  satisfactory  to  the  Commissioners  that  their 
accounts  should  be  thus  settled.  It  is  hoped  that  the  ordi- 
nance referred  to  will  be  rendered  effective,  by  authority  given 
to  the  Register  to  borrow,  when  necessary,  to  meet  the  expenses 
of  the  Board,  any  sums  that  may  be  required  in  accordance 
with  the  appropriations  of  your  Honorable  Body.  The  Com- 
missioners ask  this  that  they  may  have  the  satisfaction  of  meet- 
ing their  obligations  punctually,  so  that  their  contracts  may 
be  made  on  the  most  favorable  terms,  and  they  be  left  to  the 
legitimate  office  of  administering  the  affairs  of  the  schools  with- 
out anxiety  or  discredit  from  other  sources. 

Estimates. — The  estimates  of  expenditures  for  the  ensuing 
year  are  herewith  presented.     With  the  view  of  making  the 

burthen  as  light  as  possible,  in  the  present  times,  the  Board 
includes  no  estimate  for  new  buildings.  The  question  as  to 
any  expenditures  on  that  account,  is  left  to  your  Honorable 
Body,  as  it  may  be  influenced  by  the  actions  of  its  members, 
severally,  who  represent  the  districts  of  the  city  that  have 
need  of  improvements  in  this  regard.  It  may  suffice,  there- 
fore, to  ask  the  attention  of  your  Honorable  Body  to  the  wants 
of  the  different  Wards,  as  set  forth  in  the  report  of  the  Com- 
missioners of  the  School  Board  last  year,  for  information  de- 
sired on  the  subject.  The  estimates  now  presented  are,  accord- 
ingly, only  for  expenditures  of  unavoidable  necessity,  and  the 
Board  must  continue  to  use  all  the  economy  that  is  consistent 
with  a  due  regard  for  the  well  being  of  the  department  of  service 
committed  to  its  charge.  It  will  be  observed  that  the  receipts 
for  tuition  of  pupils  have  fallen  off  nearly  four  thousand 
dollars  the  past  year,  an  occurrence  early  anticipated  from  the 
reduced    circumstances   of  many  who   have   been    obliged  to 
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apply  to  the  Board  to  have  the  charge  for  tuition  reijjtted,  to- 
gether with  the  Increased  Dumber  of  applications  made  for  free 
admission. 

!.  REMARKS. — Upon  a  review  of  what  has  been  said, 
it  may  be  concluded  that  the  schools  in  charge  of  the  Board 
are,  npon  the  whole,  in  good  condition,  and  tending  to  fur- 
ther advancement.  It  may  be  added,  that  from  improving 
modes  of  teaching,  and  of  enforcing  discipline,  the  reputation 
of  the  schools  with  the  public  has,  it  is  believed,  likewise 
improved,  and  the  quality  of  the  material  under  manage- 
ment has  also  become  better.  In  the  face  of  adverse  cir- 
cumstances, the  numher  of  pupils  has  increased.  While 
many  of  the  children  of  the  less  favored  classes  have  "been 
obliged  to  leave  the  schools  because  their  parents,  for  want 
of  employment,  have  been  forced  to  change  their  abodes, 
or  to  require  their  services  at  home;  others,  who  have  hereto- 
fore attended  private  institutions,  have,  from  considerations  of 
economy,  been  directed  towards  the  Public  Schools.  The  indi- 
cations are  that  a  large  increase  is  destined  to  occur  from  this 
source.  This  conjuncture  will  be  the  means  of  expanding  the 
scope  of  public  instruction,  by  making  its  benefits  familiar 
with  clashes  of  the  community  who  have  heretofore  not  been 
acquainted  with  them  to  any  great  extent,  and  therefore  have 
not  properly  appreciated  them. 

While  tie-  Board  will  endeavor   to   keep  an   active  and   ad- 
vancing  spirit   in  the   schools,  another  consideration  will  de- 
mand  its  care  during    the    ensuing  year  as  it  has  during  the 
It  is  that  of  preserving  the   schools  from  the  intrusion 
iting  questions  from  without,  the   admission  of  which 
must  be  productive  of  great  mischief.      It  will  be  the  sedulous 
of  the  Board  to  confine  the  operations  of  the  schools  to 
their  proper  purposes — to  keep  them  u-<:>>  from  any  bias  of  sect 

or  party — to  shut  out  all  outside  controversy  and  excitement, 
and  to  distribute    their  benefits  to  all    alike,  without  regard   to 
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creed,  nativity  or  condition.  No  manifestations  of  prejudice 
or  partiality  are  encouraged  or  permitted  for  any  side  in  sect 
or  party,  nor  is  any  act  allowed  which  is  in  conflict  with  the 
rights  of  any  of  the  pupils.  As  educational  institutions  estab- 
lished for  the  benefit  of  all  classes  of  the  community,  the  Public 
Schools  must  be  kept  aloof  from  all  partizan  influences  and 
strictly  confined  to  their  well  understood  objects  and  prescribed 
limits.  Such  has  been  the  aim  and  action  of  the  Commissioners 
hitherto,  and  such  will  continue  to  be  the  case,  if  the  Board  is 
true  to  its  duty  and  duly  impressed  with  the  vital  necessity  of 
confining  the  schools  to  their  proper  province.  No  person  can 
be  allowed  to  introduce  to  the  pupils  any  subject  calculated  to 
sow  dissension  among  them;  and  no  pupil  should  be  permitted 
to  obtrude  upon  the  school  matters  which  only  occasion  oppo- 
sition and  ill-feeling.  In  connection  with  this  topic  it  may  be 
mentioned  that  some  few  instances  of  impropriety  in  the 
schools  growing  out  of  the  excitements  of  the  times,  came  to 
the  knowledge  of  the  Commissioners,  but  they  were  promptly 
noticed  and  checked,  and  a  recurrence  of  them  probably  pre- 
vented. Nothing  is  clearer  than  that  the  Public  Schools,  sup- 
ported as  they  are  by  all  the  community,  should  be  continued 
in  an  agreeable  and  satisfactory  relation  to  that  community; 
and  they  can  only  be  so  continued  so  long  as  they  are  strictly 
confined  to  their  prescribed  and  legitimate  duties.  Any  de- 
parture from  this  view  in  their  management  must  lead  to  the 
destruction  of  their  usefulness. 

The  Board  deems  it  entirely  unnecessary  on  the  present  occa- 
sion to  present  any  argument  on  behalf  of  the  cause  of  public 
education,  nor  attempt  to  show  that  the  schools  are  a  necessity 
among  our  institutions  and  must  be  supported  liberally. — 
This  age  is  too  intelligent,  and  the  members  of  the  City  Coun- 
cil are  too  well  acquainted  with  the  importance  of  a  general 
education  of  the  people,  to  need  a  further  discussion  of  the  sub- 
ject.    The  Commissioners  do  not  fear  that  this  cause  will  ever 
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be  suffered  to  languish  amongst  us;  and  commending  ita 
interests  to  the  generous  care  of  your  Honorable  Body,  they 
respectfully  submit  their  report.

REPORT 


Office  of  the  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools, 
Baltimore*  December  31st,  1861. 


To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

The  Treasurer  respectfully  reports  his  labors  in  relation  to 
the  Public  Schools  during  the  year  18G1,  as  follows: 

He  has  made  four  hundred  and  twenty-seven  visits  to  the 
several  .schools  for  the  purpose  of  examining  the  classes,  be- 
sides his  attendance  at  buildings  daring  the  progress  of  repairs, 
and  in  furtherance  of  oilier  objects.  In  the  number  of  his 
risits  for  examinations,  all  the  schools  are  included,  and  nearly 
all  of  them  have  been  thus  visited  several  times. 

Improvement  of  the  S<  hools. — It  is  with  pleasure  that  the 
record  is  here  made-  of  the  progressive  improvement  of  by  far 
the  greater  number  of  the  schools.  This  improvement  consiste 
chiefly  in  the  attendance  of  the  pupils,  the  order  secured  by 
more  thorough  discipline,  the  intellectual  development  attain- 
ed, in  the  prospect  of  increased  co-operatioD  of  parents  and 
guardians  with  teachers  in  the  work  of  educating  their  child- 
ren and  wards. 
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I  have  been  present  at  class  recitations  when  the  intellect- 
ual development  exhibited  by  the  pupils  in  a  free  interchange 
of  thought  between  the  teacher  and  themselves  was  of  most 
interesting  character,  and  would  have  reflected  credit  upon 
minds  more  matured  in  the  experience  of  study  than  were  the 
young  subjects  of  the  teachers'  solicitous  concern.  The  ready 
answers  returned  to  questions  suggested  by  myself,  afforded  am- 
ple evidence  of  the  habit  of  thoughtful  application,  and  the 
familiar  use  of  mental  power  acquired  through  its  agency. 

It  would  be  additionally  gratifying,  if  it  could,  with  truth, 
be  stated  that  that  there  is  no  drawback  upon  the  pleasure 
thus  experienced.  But  the  same  favorable  testimony  cannot 
be  given  in  relation  to  all  the  schools.  To  some  of  them  the 
approving  record  cannot  be  applied.  They  are  the  schools 
that  remain  in  the  status  quo  of  a  former  period,  and  have  yet 
to  be  awakened  to  the  more  active  and  energetic  and  interest- 
ing educational  accomplishments  of  the  present  rapidly  pro- 
gressive age.  By  what  means  this  desirable  object  is  to  be 
accomplished,  the  future  must  determine. 

Attendance. — The  average  attendance  of  the  pupils  in  the 
schools  generally,  has  somewhat  advanced.  In  several  of 
the  Grammar  Schools  it  has  reached  a  very  creditable  point.  It 
is  probable  that  the  improved  attendance  of  the  pupils,  especially 
in  the  schools  alluded  to,  has  been  occasioned  by  the  extraor- 
dinary exertions  of  the  teachers  who  have  labored  to  effect  it  by 
reducing  the  oppressive  character  and  increasing  the  attractions 
of  their  schools.  This  is  accomplished  by  a  closer  watchful- 
ness over  the  conduct  of  the  pupils,  and  the  exhibition  of  a 
more  affectionate  interest,  by  frequent  counsels  and  encourag- 
ing intercourse  and  by  constant  efforts  to  render  the  course  of 
instruction  agreeable  and  inviting. 

Co-operation  of  Parents. — One  of  the  most  promising  indi- 
cations apparent  in  the  improvement  now  in  progress  in  our 
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Is,  Is  the  success  attained  in  enlisting  the  cooperation  of 
parents  and  guardians  with  the  teachers  in  the  Labors  of  the 
school  loom.  The  backwardness  of  parents  and  others  having 
the  guardianship  of  childhood  and  youfh.  in  the  admission  of 
their  part  of  this  responsibility,  is  proverbial.  They  have  im- 
agined that  their  part  of  the  obligation  was  fulfilled  when  they 
prepared  the  children  and  started  them  from  theii  homes  to  the 
schools;  the  remainder  of  the  duty  of  causing  them  to  attend  the 
school  regularly  and  conduct  themselves  with  propriety  while  in 

I  to  pursue  their  studies  successfully,  has  heen  imposed  upon 
the  teachers.  This  error  is  becoming  apparent  to  many  per- 
sons who  have  thoughtlessly  indulged  and  practiced  it,  and 
when  properly  corrected  the  complaints  of  parents  in  regard 
to  the  slow  progress  and  had  behavior  of  their  children  will  be 

requent. 

The  Schools  not  all  equally  efficient. — It  is  not  to  be  sup- 
I  that  in  the  management  of  eighty  schools  all  would  be 
alike  efficient  in  the  performance  of  their  intended  service. — 
There  is  no  necessity,  however,  that  there  should  exist 
any  considerable  disparity  among  them,  nor  should 
such  disparity  be  allowed.  The  teachers  are  nearly  all 
supplied  from  the  same  source,  and  are  known  to  pps- 
the  required  scholastic  ability  for  the  discharge  of  the 
duties  -  ned     them.        The     experience     of      the     High 

Schools  and  of  the  Normal  School,  attests  sufficiently  their 
knowledge  in  connection  with  their  aptness  in  using  it ;  and 
if  failure  occurs,  it  must  be  occasioned  by  the  lack  of  energy 
and  devotion  on  the  part  of  the  individual.     Equality  of  scho- 
•  preparation  is  not  always  accompanied  with  equality  of 
energy  and  vigor  and  determination  to  excel  in  their  appli- 
cation.   Without  these,  even  the  superior  qualifications  in  other 
be  unavailing. 
All   tea  ay  not  possess  equal    talent    and  ability  in  it* 

'ait  all  may  be  active  and  energetic  in  the  application 
of  their   powers,     in  their   intercourse  with   their   classes,   all 
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may  be  watchful  and  earnest  and  affectionate  and  cheerful.  In 
these  practical  elements  of  the  teacher's  character,  there  is 
assurance  of  success  even  when  the  talent  may  not  be  of  the 
average  standard 

Class  Honor. — Advantage  is  gained  by  the  teachers  in  the 
management  of  their  pupils  in  the  encouragement  of  what 
may  be  termed  a  school  or  class  honor,  or  pride.  By  the 
operation  of  this  element,  the  interest  of  the  pupils  may  be 
excited  and  their  aid  secured  in  producing  improved  order,  and 
sustaining  the  character  of  the  school.  In  the  working  of 
this  conventional  agency,  the  pupils  are  thrown  upon  their 
own  characters  as  individuals,  and  forced  to  feel  their  responsi- 
bility in  maintaining  the  reputation  of  the  class  and  school. 
In  the  reputation  of  the  school,  teacher  and  pupils  are  alike 
involved  as  a  community,  and  when  this  condition  is  properly 
realized,  but  few  of  the  members  of  any  class  will  be  willing 
to  admit  that  the  teacher  shall  be  in  the  least  degree  unfavora- 
bly affected  by  their  delinquency.  The  teacher  is  relieved  from 
much  labor  and  anxiety  whenever  the  sense  of  honor  of  the 
class  is  thus  established. 

A  gratifying  instance  occurred  in  one  of  the  Grammar 
Schools,  which  affords  a  happy  illustration  of  the  effect  of  this 
pride  of  character  both  upon  the  class  and  upon  individual 
pupils.  In  reply  to  an  inquiry  in  relation  to  the  number  of  pu- 
pils that  were  absent,  the  teacher  answered  "seven."  "Not  seven," 
said  one  of  boys  who  rose  from  his  seat  in  a  very  respectful 
manner  and  addressed  the  teacher  :  "How  many  then,"  asked 
the  teacher  in  a  tone  of  voice  that  indicated  a  freedom  of  inter- 
course not  always  admitted  between  teacher  and  pupils. — 
"Three,"  replied  the  boy.  "Now  explain  yourself,"  said  the 
teacher,  "and  let  us  all  understand  how  this  is?"  The  boy  re_ 
plied,  "four  of  the  seven  absent  boys  were  sent  home  for  dis- 
turbing the  order  of  the  class  and  not  apologizing  for  it,  and 
we  boys  of  the  class  think  our  average  attendance  ought  not 
to  be  lessened  on  that  account."     To  this  statement  the  entire 
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class  assented,  and  it  was  clearly  evident  that  the  subject  had 
been  discussed  freely  by  the  boys  and  that  they  had  agreed  upon 
the  verdict  announced  by  their  spokesman.  In  a  further  con- 
sideration of  the  question,  it  was  ascertained  that  the  class  was 
not  willing  to  include  the  suspended  boys  among  their  num- 
ber, but  regarded  them  for  the  time  being  as  dismissed  from  the 
school,  and  therefore  not  in  such  a  position  as  would  properly 
admit  that  the  character  of  the  class  should  be  affected  by 
their  absence  or  conduct. 

Habits  of  Order. — The  habits  of  order  that  are  encouraged 
and  that  prevail  in  a  number  of  schools,  are  operating  favora- 
bly alike  upon  the  characters  of  schools  and  pupils.  Those 
habits  have  been  substituted  for  those  of  indulgence,  which 
many  teachers  have  supposed  to  be  necessary  in  order  to  secure 
the  confidence  and  affection  of  their  pupils.  The  success  that 
has  followed  their  introduction  affords  abundant  proof  that 
they  are  much  more  acceptible  to  the  pupils  than  the  privi- 
leges heretofore  enjoyed. 

Simultaneous  Lessons. — In  some  of  our  schools  the  simulta- 
neous lessons,  which  are  necessarily  used,   are  pursued  in  a 
very  orderly   and   successful  manner.     In  others,  the  disorder 
and  noisy  improprieties  allowed  are  highly  objectionable.     Ex- 
perience has  satisfactorily  proved  that  the  practice  of  intoning 
or  singing  the  lessons,  or  repeating  them  in  a  boisterous  and 
irregular  way,  is  detrimental  to  the  advancement  of, the  pupils 
and  destructive  of  the  order  of  the  school.     The  only  proper 
method  of  pursuing  those  exercises,  is  to  cause  the  pupils  to 
enunciate  the  lesson   in  a  low  and  entirely  natural  tone,  and 
with  such  clear  and  distinct  utterance  as  will  enable  the  listener 
to  apprehend  all  that   is   said.     It  is  not  the  loudness,  but  the 
distinctness  of  the  voice  that  renders  it  intelligible.     All  sing- 
song tones  and  voeiferous  demonstrations,  or  irregulariti< « 
any  kind  are  mischievous  in  their  effects  alike  upon  order  and 
study  and  ought  to  be  entirely  inadmissible.     In  the  transfer 
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of  pupils  from  the  Primary  to  the  Grammar  Schools,  the  habits 
of  the  schools  respectively,which  generally  go  with  them,  suggests 
the  favorable  or  unfavorable  judgment  in  regard  to  their  char- 
acter. Teachers  of  the  lower  classes  of  the  Grammar  Schools 
sometimes  complain  of  loss  of  time  in  correcting  irregularities 
allowed  in  Primary  Schools. 

Intercourse  or  Teachers. — The  present  inequality  of  con- 
dition that  exists  among  our  schools  and  in  their  various  classes, 
indicates  the  necessity  of  at  least  occasional  intercourse  and  the 
interchange  of  sentiment  and  experience  among  the  teachers. 
Without  this  intercourse  it  will  be  impossible  in  all  cases  to 
remove  the  mannerism  induced  by  the  routine  habit  and  that 
prevails  extensively  wherever  teachers  are  deprived  of  profes- 
sional society  and  left  entirely  to  the  resources  of  their  own 
ingenuity  in  the  management  of  their  schools.  In  effecting 
this  desirable  object,  Teachers'  Associations  have  been  of  great 
service  elsewhere,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  this  will  be 
productive  of  like  results  in  the  working  of  our  own  system. 

Schedules  of  Study  for  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools. — 
For  the  purpose  of  securing  a  greater  degree  of  uniformity  in 
the  operations  of  our  system,  I  have  corresponded,  in  the  use 
of  a  printed  circular,  with  the  Principals  of  all  the  Grammar 
and  Primary  Schools  in  relation  to  the  preparation  of  a  sche- 
dule of  study  adapted  to  each  grade.  By  means  of  such 
schedule,  based  as  it  may  be  upon  practical  experience,  the 
best  method  of  pursuit  in  the  management  of  the  classes  may 
be  introduced.  The  discrepancies  apparent  in  this  correspon- 
dence have  occasioned  a  suggestion,  the  true  value  of  which, 
it  is  probable,  will  soon  be  decided  by  actual  experiment.  It 
relates  to  the  question  yet  in  dispute  among  educators,  whether 
each  class  should  be  supplied  with  a  teacher  who  is  to  be  re- 
sponsible for  its  progress  in  all  its  studies,  or  a  particular 
study  allotted  the  teacher  who  is  to  be  responsible  for  the  pur- 
suit of  that  study  in  all  its  grades.     In  a  few  of  the  Grammar 
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Schools,  the  experiment  has  heen  tried  witli  marked  success, 
of  allotting  to  each  teacher  a  particular  study.  Further  ex- 
perience will  test  the  propriety  of  arranging  a  schedule  for  the 
pursuit  of  the  plan  in  all  the  Grammar  and  Primary  Schools. 

Moral  Force. — It  is  pleasing  to  witness  the  moral  force 
which  is  becoming  pre-eminent,  and  which  is  superceding  the 
use  of  the  rod,  'especially  in  our  Grammar  Schools.  In  one  of 
the  Male  Grammar  Schools,  an  Excelsior  badge  has  been 
adopted,  which  becomes  the  property  of  the  boy  who  earns  it 
by  his  good  conduct  and  progress  in  study.  This  badge  is  to 
be  worn  by  its  possessor  as  a  perpetual  monitor,  so  that  his 
good  character,  secured  by  his  past  improvement,  may  never 
be  obscured  by  his  future  conduct. 

The  principal  of  one  of  the  Male  Grammar  Schools  has  fur- 
nished me  with  a  copy  of  a  series  of  regulations  adapted  to 
the  various  classess  and  which  the  teachers  have  agreed  to 
carry  out  in  the  course  of  their  instructions.  Those  regula- 
tions, if  properly  applied,  must  produce  a  much  higher  and 
more  healthy  moral  tone  throughout  the  school  than  is  gener- 
ally exhibited  in  such  relation.  While  they  afford  encourage- 
ment to  the  pupils  for  increased  diligence  in  the  pursuit  of 
study,  they  require  constant  watchfulness  and  the  faithful  em- 
ployment of  time  on  the  part  of  the  teachers.  They  promise 
however  a  full  remuneration  for  the  service  they  demand,  in 
the  increased  satisfaction  their  success  must  produce. 

Visits  to  the  Grammar  Schools. — In  connection  with  the 
Grammar  School  Committee  all  the  Grammar  Schools  have 
been  visited  and  all  their  classes  examined.  Different  degrees 
of  proficiency  were  exhibited  by  the  pupils,  evincing  a  vari- 
ety of  teaching  talent  in  their  development.  An  improvement 
up.  n  the  examinations  of  former  years  was  apparent  and  rea- 
son afforded  for  the  hope  of  further  advancement. 

It  is  impossible  in  a  very  brief  report  to  embody  all  the 
events  worthy  of  notice  that  must  occur  in  a  year's  experience 
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in  constant  intercourse  with  the  teachers  and  pupils  of  eighty- 
schools.  I  have  endeavored  to  present  such  reference  to  them 
as  may  he  most  useful  and  the  knowledge  of  which  may  he 
most  available  in  future  efforts  to  render  our  system  all  that 
is  desirable  in  character  and  efficiency.

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools: 
GrENTLBMKN  : 
The  most  desirable  condition  of  a  people,  is  tliat  in  which, 
amidst  profound  peace,  nothing  notable  is  enacting :  so,  like- 
wise, the  most  satisfactory  condition  of  an  institution  such  as 
this,  is  when  there  is  but  little  of  importance  to  fill  the  numer- 
ous pages  of  an  Annual  Report. 

During  the  eventful  year  which  has  just  closed,  whilst  solici- 
tude and  excitement  have  prevailed  all  around  us,  we  may  con- 
gratulate ourselves,  that  the  labors  of  the  Central  High  School 
have  gone  on  unremittingly,  without  the  loss  of  a  single  day 
from  any  unusual  cause.  And  it  is  note-worthy  that  the  pre- 
valent and  continual  excitement  abroad  has  not  materially  af- 
fected either  the  attendance  or  industry  of  the  students. — 
Great  care  has  been  used  touching  both  of  these  points,  and 
witli  much  success. 

Accordingly,  I  am  able  to  report  that  the  result  of  the  past 
year's  labors  has  been  as  satisfactory  as  usual.  AW-  always, 
unfortunately  have  some  scholars  who  do  not  appreciate  their 
privileges,  and  seem  born  for  a  trial  of  the  patience  and  for- 
bearance of  their  teachers  ;  but  with  these  exceptions,  I  am 
able  to  speak  with  very  decided  approbation  ot  the  conduct 
and  industry  of  the  pupils  of  this  school  during  the  past  year. 
There  has  been  unusually  little  absence,  likewise,  on  the  part 
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of  teachers,  either  from  sickness  or  other  causes  :  and  accord- 
ingly the  routine  of  the  school  has  flowed  oniwith  the  least  pos- 
sible interruption.  The  faculty  has  undergone  no  change,  and 
each  member,  in  his  own  degree,  has  discharged  in  a  good 
spirit  his  incumbent  duties. 

The  examination  of  candidates  for  admission  was  had  in  the 
study  room,  on  the  15th  of  July ;  the  results  of  which  are 
presented  in  the  following  tabular  statement : 


Analysis  of  Examination  of  Candidates  for  the   Central  High  School, 

July,  1861. 
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I  feel  justified  by  the  experience  of  the  last  four  years  in 
making  a  statement,  which  affords  me  much  pleasure, to  wit : 
that  the  moral  character  and  general  deportment  of  the  pupils 
as  they  come  to  us  from  the  Grammar  Schools,  are  steadily  im- 
proving. This,  I  believe,  has  become  sufficiently  apparent, 
through  a  long  enough  time,  to  justify  an  inference  very  favor- 
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able  to  the  Grammar  Schools.     I  need  scarcely  add,  that   the 

pupils  who  entered  this  school  on  the  1st  September,  compare 
very  favorably,  in  these  respects,  with  their  predecessors. 

A  fcer  the  Summer  Holidays,  upon  the  re-assembling  of  the 
school,  the  Roll  was  made  up,  as  follows: 

Former  pupils  returned 143 

Pupils  newly  admitted 112 

Total  on  Roll  of  1861-2 256 

The  animal  commencement  was  held  this  year  under  unto- 
ward circumstances.  It  had  been  set  down  for  Wednesday, 
the  17th  July,  to  be  held  in  the  Hall  of  the  Maryland  Insti- 
tute. But  upon  due  consideration,  it  was  deemed  best,  owing 
to  the  peculiar  circumstances  of  the  times,  to  postpone  it  for 
some  days,  and  to  celebrate  it  in  a  more  private  manner.  Ac- 
cordingly, od  Monday,  the  22d  of  July,  the  diplomas  and 
prizes  were  conferred,  without  ceremony,  on  the  class  of  1861, 
in  the  Hall  of  the  Western  Female  High  School,  in  the  pre- 
sence of  a  few  members  of  the  City  Government  and  of  the 
Board,  and  other  friends  of  the  school.  The  customary 
gpeeches  of  the  graduates  were  dispensed  with ;  the  only 
speech  on  the  occasion  being  a  few  remarks  with  which  wo 
were  favored  by  his  Honor  Mayor  Brown,  after  the  Peabody 
Prizes  had  been  distributed  by  Mr.  Joseph  Gushing. 

Shall  I  add  a  word  in  conclusion  with  regard  to  a  new  build- 
ing? Our  annual  deliverance  upon  this  subject  is  in  danger 
of  being  deemed  a  mere  matter-of-course  formula.  Yet  it 
ought  to  be  borne  in  mind  that  the  Board  of  School  Commis- 
sioners, the  City  Council  and  the  Mayor  of  the  city,  have  all 
put  it  upon  record,  that  in  their  judgment  there  is  urgent  need 
of  a  new  building,  more  commodious  lor  carrying  on  the  oper- 
ations of  this  school.  To  my  own  statements  and  arguments 
upon  this  subject,  I  have  nothing  to  add,  except,  that  every  year 
aggravates  all  the  inconveniences  of  this  building,  and  intensi- 
fies all  the  reasons  which  have  long  ago  been  deemed  sufficient 
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to  justify  this  demand  upon  the  public  treasury.  I  therefore 
merely  refer  to  what  I  have  hitherto  said  upon  this  subject, 
and  invoke  attention  to  the  judgment  of  the  Board,  as  many 
times  expressed:  to  the  Mayor's  address  to  the  Council  at  the 
beginning  of  this  year,  and  to  the  action  of  former  Conn- 
cils  upon  the  subject.  Would  that  I  could  hope,  that,  amidst 
other  more  exciting  and  engrossing  subjects,  this  great  public 
interest  might  receive  due  consideration. 

To  the  committee  on  this  school,  I  beg  leave  to  make  my 
respectful  acknowledgments  for  their  continued  courtesy  and 
attention.

This  school  closed  July  31,  with  193  pupils  on   its  roll.     Of 
14.")  returned  to  their  seats.     The  number  admit- 
schools  2,  3,  5,  9,  1 1,  L3  and  14.  is  90.  Four  have  been 
Lmitted,  and  one  has  been  transferred  from  the  Western 
ol.     The  number  at  this  date  is   232,  eight  having  with- 
drawn at  the  close  of  lasl    term.     Our  attendance  has  ranged 
Bo  to  90  percent.,  according  to  the  prevalence  of  tran- 
sient or  continued  sickness,  which,  as   the  record  shows,  has 
the   chief   cause  of  absence      Very   few,   if  any  cases, 
.  have  been  without   sufficient  excuse.     Lateness  is  a 
delinquency    almost    unknown   to   the  school.

To  the  efficiency  of  my  assistants,  in  the  management  of  the 
excellent  system  under  which  the  High  Schools  are  conducted, 
I  may  attribute  the  success  of  the  year.  Their  efforts  have 
been  applied  especially  in  the  removal  of  the  traces  that  yet  re- 
main of  the  old  mechanical  system,  and  in  rendering  the  studies 
of  a  more  highly  intellectual  character.  In  their  united  pur- 
pose they  have  labored  faithfully  to  enforce  the  sentiments  of 
the  second  section  of  the  twenty-eighth  article  of  the  Rules 
of  Order,  which  requires  that  "sound,  thorough  and  practical 
information  shall  be  given  to  the  pupils." 

For  his  constant  attendance,  punctuality,  and  attention  to 
his  classes,  1,  with  pleasure,  commend  our  Professor  of  Vocal 
Music.

To  the  Board  of  Commissioners  of  Public  Schools  : 

Gentlemen  : — 

1  have  the  honor  herewith  to  present  the  seventeenth  an- 
nual report  of  the  condition  and  operations  of  the  Western 
Female  High  School. 

At  the  opening  of  the  present  session,  119  of  our  former 
pupils  returned,  and  111  of  those  admitted  by  the  examina- 
tion held  in  last  July,  from  Female  Grammar  Schools  Nos.  1, 
4,  6,  8,  9,  10,  12  and  15,  claimed  their  seats.  Three  others 
entered  since,  by  order  of  Board,  making  the  entire  number 
on  roll  313.  One  pupil  was  transferred  from  the  Eastern  Fe- 
male High  School,  and  one,  in  like  manner,  to  it.  leaving  our 
number  unchanged. 

During  fefa  -  Last  quarter,  however,  seven  pupils  were  with- 
drawn, [Uently,  there  are  at  this  date  306  in  school.

On  an  examination  of  the  above,  it  will  be  seen  that  of 
those  admitted  in  1851,  only  one-sixth  remained  to  graduate  ; 
with  this  exception,  about  one-half  of  those  entered,  completed 
their  full  course. 

It  would  be  impossible  to  ascertain  the  precise  causes  of  so 
many  leaving  before  graduation.  The  two  most  prominent 
are  :  First,  the  immature  state  of  mind  in  which  a  great  num- 
ber of  pupils  enter,  and,  as  a  consequence,  soon  becoming  dis- 
couraged by  their  slow  progress.     2dly.  The  services  of  many 
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were  needed  at  home,  and  having,  to  a  degree,  gained  the  object 
of  their  ambition,  namely,  admission  to  the  High  School,  were 
withdrawn  to  attend  to  other  duties. 

[f  yon  add  to  the  present  efficiency  of  the  Grammar  and 
Primary  Schools,  the  requirement  that  the  age  of  admission 
shall  be  13  years  instead  of  12  as  at  present,  and  then  elevate 
the  standard  ot'  examination,  the  first  cause  will,  in  a  measure, 
be  removed.  The  second  eanse  is  apparently,  if  not  really, 
>nd  the  reach  of  legislation. 

It  will  he  found  by  comparison  that  the  attendance  during 
the  past  year,  was  better  than  it  Was  the  previous  year,  very 
tew  indeed  failed  to  give  legal  excuses  for  absence. 

We  were  also  less  troubled  with  lateness  than  formerly. 
The  demerit  system  still  works  admirably,  as  a  check  upon 
the  few  who  would  not  otherwise  be  particular  as  to  their  at- 
tendance. The  general  deportment  of  the  pupils  I  could 
scarcely  desire  to  be  better.  Their  intercourse  with  the  teach- 
ers was  so  uniformly  respectful,  that  I  do  not  remember  an 
instance  in  which  there  was  the  slighest  wilful  departure  from 
it. 

The  scholastic  conditi  n  of  the  institution  is  evidently  at- 
taining a  higher  standard.  The  number  of  those  who  appre- 
ciate the  advantanges  here  afforded,  and  who  have  the  ability, 
as  well  as  the  disposition  to  avail  themselves  of  these  advan- 
radually  increasing,  and  the  more  strictly  the  regu- 
lations for  advancing  the  pupils  are  carried  out,  the  more 
certainly  will  the  highest  point  of  excellence  be  attained. 

Our   >s'inth  Annual   Commencement  was  held,  for   the  first 

time,  in  our  spacious  study  hall,  on  the  evening  of  the  28th  of 

>ctober,  in  the  presence  of  a  large  and  appreciating  audi- 

far  as  J  am  aware,  the  exercises  gave  general  satis- 

•n. 

This  room    is  so   well    adapted)  and   so   appropriate,    that  I 

no  other  place  will,  hereafter,  be  selected  for  such  occa- 

It  may  be  worth  noting,  that  this  is  the  first  class  that 
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passed  their  full  course,  in  the  new  building,  so  that  it  may 
very  properly  be  called  their  "Alma  Mater."  The  class  num- 
bered 30. 

Rev.  Dr.  Morris,  in  behalf  of  the  Peabody  Committee,  pre- 
sented thePeabody  Medals,  in  his  usually  pleasant  and  happy 
style. 

The  teachers  associated  with  me,  feeling  the  importance  of 
the  position  which  the  institution  holds  in  our  system  of  Pub- 
lic Instruction,  have  co-operated  in  every  effort  to  make  the 
instructions  both  practical  and  thorough;  and  to  excite,  even 
in  the  most  retiring  pupils,  aspirations  for  high  mental  and 
moral  development.  That  we  have  succeeded  to  our  entire 
natisfaction,  would  be  more  than  frankness  and  truth  would 
permit  me  to  say.  This  point,  I  suppose,  has  never  been 
reached  by  the  most  successful  instructors  of  youth.  Yet  we 
have  reason  to  be  encouraged  by  the  results  of  our  labors.  Our 
duties  were  rendered  the  more  pleasant  on  account  of  the  facili- 
ties afforded  for  the  discharge  of  them,  by  the  Board.  Our 
thanks  are  especially  due  to  the  committee  having  the  more 
immediate  oversight  of  the  institution,  for  their  unwearied  at- 
tention to  the  necessary  wants  both  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

I  cannot  refrain  from  here  alluding  to  the  sorrow  which  the 
death  of  the  Rev.  Dr.  Reese  has  occasioned  in  our  midst.  The 
intimate  relation  which  he  sustained  as  a  member  of  our  com- 
mittee, rendered  his  visits,  which  were  almost  daily,  peculiarly 
pleasant  as  well  as  profitable.  The  many  youthful  hearts 
which  his  ever  welcome  smiles  made  happy,  will  no  more 
hear  his  words  of  encouragement  and  advice,  yet  he  will  long 
live  in  the  memory  of  teachers  and  pupils. 

Allow  me,  ere  I  close,  to  refer  to  the  frequent  visits  of  the 
Treasurer  of  the  Board  ;  at  each  of  which  he  manifested  the 
deepest  interest  in  the  progress  of  the  pupils,  by  prompting 
them  to  untiring  diligence  in  the  acquisition  of  knowledge, 
and  in  urging  every  one  to  strive  for  the  attainment  of  the 
highest  moral  excellence,  as  therein  is  true  greatness. 
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I  have  thus,  in  as  few  words  as  may  be,  laid  before  you  such 
tacts  and  statements  concerning  the  workings  of  this  institu- 
tion, as  will  enable  you  to  form  a  fair  estimate  as  to  the  man- 
ner in  which  we  have  discharged  the  trust  committed  to  our 
oare;  and  hope  that,  under  the  guidance  of  a  kind  and  benefi- 
cent Providence,  we  may  be  enabled  to  present  it  at  the  close 
of  each  successive  year,  increasingly  prosperous.

Normal  Class. 
Baltimore,  December  23,  1861. 

To  the  Commissioners  of  Pallic  Schools  : 

I  rENTLEHBH  : 

Since  the  organization  of  the   class  which   occurred  a  little 
more  khan  two  years  ago,  two  hundred  and  forty  persona  have 

entered  as  pupils.  One  hundred  and  thirteen  have  complied 
with  the  requisition  of  the  Board  by  attending  twenty-six  ses- 
sions. The  residue  are  either  still  connected  with  the  class, 
with  the  design  of  securing  the  necessary  qualifications  to 
come  before  you  as  applicants  for  employment,  or  have  entirely 
withdrawn  through  unknown  motives.  At  the  present  time, 
the  clasfl  i»  composed  of  one  hundred  and  eight  pupils.  Of 
this  number  twenty-two  continue  their  attendance  wholly  with- 
out reference  to  any  specially  named  number  of  sessions.  Many 
ot*  the  ported  as  having  been  pupils  for  the  required 

Length    of  time,    have   not  at   all   considered   that  the  limit  of 
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their  attendance,  but  have  continued  longer,  by  many  months, 
to  enjoy  its  benefits. 

Among  the  industrious  and  faithful  of  our  pupils  at  this 
time,  are  a  few  who  enrolled  themselves  on  the  day  when 
the  class  was  first  organized.  Several  of  these  have  not  been 
absent  a  single  session.  They  have  suffered  neither  brilliant 
nor  inclement  weather  to  interfere  with  their  attendance.  Nor 
have  they  been  less  exemplary  in  the  vigor  and  efficiency  with 
which  they  have  discharged  every  other  duty.  A  respectable 
proportion  of  our  pupils  are  teachers  serving  in  your  employ. 
It  would  be  extremely  gratifying  were  this  proportion  much 
larger.  I  am  convinced  that  it  would  require  no  great  amount 
of  ingenuity  (though  the  impediments  are  considerable)  to  intro- 
duce into  the  routine  of  exercises,  an  arrangement,  by  which 
the  number  of  teachers  regularly  attending  would  be  in- 
creased. 

During  the  past  year,  by  your  action,  sixteen  of  the  pupils  of 
the  Normal  Class  have  become  teachers.  Five  others  have  en- 
joyed the  substantial  testimony  of  your  appreciation,  by  being 
promoted  to  positions  of  greater  emolument  and  responsibility. 
It  would  be  both  an  interesting  and  useful  item  of  intelligence 
to  know  how  those  who  have  secured  situations  through  their 
attachment  to  the  class,  have  encountered  the  realities  of  the 
teacher's  profession.  It  has  not  been  possible  for  the  Principal 
to  collect  extended  information  upon  this  point.  But,  in  a 
number  of  instances,  statements  have  been  volunteered  reflect- 
ing no  discredit  upon  our  pupils. 

Since  last  September,  the  order  of  exercises  has  undergone  a 
modification.  Prepared  exercises  in  grammar,  arithmetic,  &c, 
have  been  discontinued,  and  the  time  invested  in  a  different 
manner.  The  sessions  being  short  and  few,  it  was  thought 
that  they  might  be  made  more  profitable  and  generally  inter- 
esting by  carefully  selecting  topics  of  more  immediate  practi- 
cal utility,  and  treating  them  in  a  manner  which  would  com- 
bine the  style  of  familiar  lecture  with  direct  responses  from  the 
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pupils.  Copious  and  thorough  practical  exercises  tending  to 
illustrate  and  impress  the  principles  discussed  have  been  invar 
riably  added.  Subjects  have  been  chosen  mainly  from  that 
class  more  obviously  of  interest  and  importance  to  those  deal- 
ing with  the  tenderest  minds^  such  as  are  found  in  our 
Primary  Schools.  As  far  as  possible  and  useful,  we 
have  submitted  to  the  restraints  of  system  and  natural  se- 
quence in  the  selection  of  topics.  At  all  times,  however, have 
we  cheerfully  permitted  a  departure  from  this  arranged  routine, 
at  the  solieitation  of  our  pupils,  to  give  assistance  or  counsel 
upon  any  o(  the  practical  exigencies  arising  in  their  daily  ex- 
perience while  teaching. 

To  give  a  clearer  idea  of  the  scope  of  our  effort  and  the 
mode  of  operation,  allow  me  to  say  that  we  have  proposed  to 
accomplish  the  work  you  have  assigned  us,  by  endeavoring  to 
elaborate  three  cardinal  considerations  : 

1st,   To  produce  a  full  conviction  in  the  minds  of  our  pupils 
of  the  great  susceptibility  and  impressibility  of  childhood. 
2d.  To  study  its  peculiarities  carefully,  and  as  much  in  detail 
our  time  would  permit, 

3d.  To  consider  and  point  out  the  means  best  adapted  to 
ire  the  healthy  growth  of  the  child's  threefold  nature. 

The  first  involves  a  sensitive  consciousness  of  the  child's 
capacity  to  learn  :  the  second,  a  more  definite  perception  of  its 
nature  :  the  third,  the  power  necessary  to  effect  a  sound  edu- 
cation. 

The  first  seemingly  so  simple  and  so  readily  admissible,  is 
yet  of  profound  significance.  It  is  designed  to  involve  more 
meaning  in  this  point  than  simply  an  ability  to  apprehend 
instruction  upon  any  special  topic,  as  arithmetic,  gram- 
mar, c\:c.  It  is  intended  under  this  head  to  unfold  to  the  vision 
of  those  who  would  be  teachers  the  fact  that,  the  child  is 
always  learning   from   everything   around,   above,    and   under

him,    and   perhaps,    from  within  him.       That   he  has   myr 
iads  of  teachers  constantly  soliciting  his  attention  and  rarely 
in  vain.     That  he  has  before  him  a  being  whose  demand  for 
knowledge  is  spontaneous  and  insatiable. 

An  apprehension  of  the  pupils  ceaseless  activity  in  learning 
is  of  the  utmost  importance  to  the  educator  ;  indeed  no  one 
can  be  an  instrument  of  proper  education  without  it.  Nor 
can  this  invaluable  qualification  be  attained,  without,  at  the 
same  time,  embracing  a  more  or  less  distinct  view  of  the  subtle 
processes  of  moral  and  mental  development. 

The  expansion  of  the  single  idea,  and  the  lespons  to  be  de- 
duced from  it,  that  what  one  does,  or  has  done;  thinks,  or  has 
thought;  sees,  or  has  seen;  exercises  an  irresistibly  deter- 
mining influence  upon  what  he  shall  see,  think  and  do  in  the 
future,  would  contribute  no  little  to  prepare  the  educator 
for  his  work.  It  is  usual  to  look  too  far  away  from  the 
object  of  instruction,  and  to  pay  too  little  attention  to  its  design, 
while  time  is  spent  in  becoming  acquainted  with  its  imple- 
ments. The  implements  can  neither  be  understood  nor  dexte- 
rously handled  without  a  knowledge  of  the  material  upon  which 
they  operate,  and  a  comprehension  of  the  purpose  of  the  opera- 
tion. That  fitness  for  teaching  which  consists  in  a  familiarity 
with  ordinary  school  text  books  alone,  will  hardly  insure 
against  an  instruction  which  may  be  positively  worse  than 
none.  Life  is  too  valuable,  and  the  interest  of  society  too  im- 
perative to  longer  admit  of  this  risk.  All  sound  and  thorougli 
instruction  must  emanate  from  a  system  of  education  formed 
by  carefully  considering  the  moral,  physical,  and  intellectual 
nature  of  the  child.  It  is  absurd,  if  not  sinful,  to  pretend  to 
educate  without  making  due  provision  for  the  three  elements 
of  his  nature.  The  correctives  for  aberrations  of  the  in- 
tellect are  to  be  found  in  the  greater  cultivation  of  the  moral 
nature  ;  defects  in  the  latter  may  be  diminished  by  extended 
culture  of  the  reasoning  faculties.  Study  bestowed  upon 
these   elementary  ideas  of  education  would  contribute   more 
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to  the  production  of  a  class  of  useful  and  successful  teach- 
than  all   other  kinds  of   drilling    imaginable.      Habits 

and  character  arc  to  he  formed,  and  not  experts  in  any  single 
accomplishment. 

Without  fairly  conceiving  how  plastic  is  the  nature  of  his  ma- 
terial and  that  he  is  but  an  agent  exercising  a  control  over  other 
agents,  the  teacher  will  he  unable  to  impart  sound  instruction. 
When  his  views  are  right  upon  these  points,  then  will  he  he 
able  to  lay  out  plans,  and  form  a  proper  estimate  of  his  power 
and  responsibility.  Then  even  his  conscious  acts  will  not 
wholly  escape  his  attention,  or  rather  he  will  cease  to  have  such. 
This  apparently  advanced  state  of  preparation,  is  nevertheless, 
but  the  initial  step  towards  right  qualification.  At  the  same 
time,  it  is  the  indispensable  one  without  which  none  beyond 
is  possible. 

After  this  awakening  of  the  teacher's  mind,  and  he  has  be- 
come keenly  conscious  that  none  of  his  acts  in  .  the  sphere  of 
the  school  room  are  indifferent,  but  commences  the  arduous 
work  of  studying  in  detail,  the  threefold  nature  of  those  en- 
trusted to  his  guidance. 

To  illustrate  our  theory,  and  to  afford  more  precise  informa- 
tion, a  persistent  effort  has  been  made  to  trace  the  mental, 
moral  and  physical  development  of  the  pupil  in  his  progress 
through  the  primary  department  of  our  schools  to  a  period 
subsequent  to  his  exit.  His  different  steps  havre  been  so  volu- 
minously discussed  as  to  constitute  a  tolerably  complete  system 
of  training.  JVhot  should  he  taught,  and  liow  and  why  as 
well  as  what  Bhould  not.  have  been  the  engrossing  topics 
upon  which  we  have  dwelt. 

Whatever  could  be  done  under  the  circumstances,  to  dissipate 

error  and   misapprehension   and  bring   the  pupil  and  teacher 

ther,  face  to  face,  has  been  done.    For  obscure,  partial,  and 

erroneous  conceptions,   we  have  sought  to  furnish  true  v.ews. 

The  scholar  has  heen  depicted  as  a  creature  of  acute  sensitive- 

.  and  endowed  with  qualities  responsive  to  influences  always 
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accessible  to  the  sagacious  teacher.  He  has  been  represented 
as  subject  to  a  law  of  necessity  which  renders  education  of 
some  kind  unavoidable  and  certain.  Also,  that  its  character 
and  extent  will  depend  mainly  upon  the  wisdom,  skill  and 
conscience  of  his  instructor.  It  has  been  further  set  forth  with 
emphasis,  that  nothing  is  so  insignificant  as  to  be  below  the 
teacher's  notice.  His  look,  his  tone,  his  dress,  his  walk,  his 
glance,  all  are  telling  agents  operating  upon  the  susceptible 
nature  of  his  pupil  as  powerfully  as  his  word. 

The  aid  of  several  gentleman  known  as  skilful  and  success- 
ful teachers  has  been  solicited  and  obtained.  Their  services 
have  been  very  acceptable,  as  they  have  not  only  contributed 
to  diversify  the  exercises,  but  have  proved  highly  interesting 
and  useful. 

Before  closing  this  report,  permit  me  to  pay  a  well  deserved 
tribute  to  Miss  Eliza  Adams,  my  assistant,  by  acknowledging 
the  efficiency  of  her  services,  and  the  hearty  good  will  and 
wisdom  with  which  she  has  joined  me  in  every  effort  to"  render 
the  class  useful.  The  agreeable  intercourse  with  the  commit- 
tee, and  their  many  obliging  acts,  make  it  a  pleasant  duty  to 
remember  them  with  feelings  and  expressions  of  sincere  regard. 
Permit  me  also  to  allude  to  your  Treasurer  in  terms  of  grate- 
ful acknowledgement.  We  have  been  encouraged  by  the  deep 
interest  he  has  ever  manifested  in  our  success,  and  materially 
assisted  by  the  practical  suggestions  which  his  long  experience, 
as  an  educator,  has  so  eminently  fitted  him  to  make.

Sir  : 

In  "bringing  to  your  notice  the  transactions  of  the  Floating 
School  during  the  past  year,  I  beg  leave  to  call  your  attention 
to  the  last  report  of  my  predecessor,  the  late  Mr.  Kerr,  who 
commenced  the  year  with  69  Pupils.  During  the  year,  35 
pupils  have  entered,  making  a  total  of  104,  and  62  have  with- 
drawn leaving  a  balance  of  42  upon  the  Roll  at  this  time. 

Of  the  62  withdrawn,  15  are  following  the  sea  as  an  occupa- 
tion, and  are  now  upon  the  ocean  in  the  capacities  of  masters, 
mates  and  seamen  ;  several  are  learning  trades,  some  are  in 
stores  as  clerks,  and  the  residue  are  engaged  in  any  productive 
industry  that  will  mitigate  the  pressure  necessity  compels 
them  to  accept.  In  proceeding  to  speak  of  the  present  condi- 
tion of  the  Floating  School,  permit  me  to  state,  that  the  de- 
cease of  its  Principal,  the  late  Mr.  Kerr,  and  the  resignation 
of  its  Nautical  Instructor  Capt.  Bell,  are  matters  of  quite  promi- 
nent significence.     It  is,  sir,  well  known  to  yourself,  and  the 
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Board  you  so  faithfully  represent,  that   no  school  can  be  effi- 
ciently worked,  until  the  teachers  and  pupils  are  prepared  by 
association  to  impart  and  receive  instruction.     It  accords  with 
all  successful  experience,  that  the  faithful,    earnest  teacher 
must  first  win  the  confidence  of  his  pupils,  after  which  he  can 
without  difficulty  impress  upon  them  the  importance  of  quiet, 
orderly  and  obedient  behavior,  as  necessary  for  successful  appli- 
cation to  their  studies.     These  objects  attained,  the  matter  of 
teaching  becomes  an  assured  success.     The  lingering  are  then 
incited  to  more  vigorous  efforts,  the  desponding  encouraged  to 
renewed  endeavors,  and  the  advancing,  stimulated  to  the  at- 
tainment of  the  high  standard    of  mental  culture  required  by 
the  system  which  thus  successfully  develops  their  intellectual 
energies.     The   necessity   of  this  association  of   teacher  and 
pupil  being  admitted,  it  will  excite  no  surprise  that  the  Float- 
ing School  deprived  of  Principal  and  Nautical  Instructor  nearly 
simultaneously,  suffered  a  diminution  of  its  numbers,  and  that 
its  usefulness  became  very  nearly  paralyzed.     Any  other  effect 
would  have  been  a  marvel  for   scholastic  annals.     It  may  also 
be  observed  in  this  connection,  that  our  pupils   generally  re- 
gard our  mercantile  marine  as  their  avenue  to  honorable  dis- 
tinction.    The  unhappy  strife  that  now   distracts  our  land  has 
nut  permitted  our   commercial  interests  to  escape  its  baneful 
influence,  and  our  school  sympathizing  in  the  distress  of  the 
interest  that  called  it  into  existence,    unquestionably  suffers 
still  farther  diminution  from  this  cause  also.     The  existence  of 
these  facts,  patent  to  allbe3rond  any  peradventure,  indicate 
quite  forcibly,  that  the  present  Principal,  appointed  to  the  post 
on  the  last  of  September,  found  the  school  as  previously  re- 
marked, reduced  in  numbers  and  lax  in  discipline.    But  a  firm, 
though  mild  persistence  in  the  enforcement  of  correct  princi- 
ples has  proved   wonderfully  salutary.     The  orderly   deport- 
ment of  the  pupils  and  their  steady  application  to  their  studies, 
at  the  present  time,  are  not  surpassed  by  any  school  of  its  class, 
and  a  hopeful  confidence  is  entertained  that  it  will  soon  re-gain 
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its  former  strength  and  usefulness.  This enterprize,  so  philan- 
thropic in  iis  conception  and  world-wide  in  its  influence,  must 
doubtless  attain  the  strength  and  prominence  its  founders 
anticipated  for  it.  Notwithstanding  the  draft  upon  the  labor 
of  our  pupils  to  aid  in  supplying  their  homes  with  daily  bread, 
their  number  IS  steadily  increasing,  ami  their  improved  deport- 
ment enforces  the  conviction  that  a  higher  moral  standard  is 
being  rapidly  attained.     In  conclusion  it  is  a  pleasing  duty  to 

I  the  benefit  accruing  to  our  pupils,  from  the  hearty 
interest  manifested  in   their   welfare   by  the  Treasurer  of  the 

1.  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  on  Floating  School, 
and  the  President  of   the  Board  of   Commissioners.      Their 

ace  and  countenance  have  shielded  the  Institution  from  the 
injury  its  disasters  might   have   inflicted,   and   their   fostering 

and  sympathy  are  regarded  as  harbingers  of  its  future 

•  rity.  It  also  affords  no  ordinary  pleasure  to  speak  of 
tlie  cheerful  and  efficient  aid  rendered  in  the  educational  de- 
partment by  Mr.  Thomas  Kelly,  who  has  been  long  connected 
with  the  school,  and  of  the  industry  and  fidelity  of  Capt. 
James  Lawry,  instructor  in  ship's  duty  and  practical  seaman- 
ship. The  assiduous  attention  of  these  gentlemen  to  their 
several  duties,  has  contributed  in  no  small  degree  to  the  im- 
provement manifested  in  every  department  of  the  Institution.
